He is called the Microcoſm, or little World,the recapirulation of all 
things, the ligament of Angels and Beaſts, heavenly and earthly, ſpi- 
ritual and corporal things, the perfection of the whole Work, the ho- 
nour and miracle of Nature. He created him naked, being à pure, 
nest and delicate Creature, made up of thin, ſubtil, well tempered 
and ſeaſoned humors, innocent, and far more beautiful than the reſt, 
He wes created upright, but lirtle :+iching che Earth, quite oppoſite 
to the Vegetable Plant, whoſe Rc: is therein fixed; far diffetent 
alſo from the Beaſt, who is * mean between a Plant and himſelf, and

His Body being thus formed of pure ſubtil Earth, 4s a houſe and 
habitation for the Soul, God breathed in him the breath of Life, 
and he became a living Creature. So in the ordinary Generation and 
Formation, which is made of the ſeed in the Wonb, Nature obſer- 
veth the ſelf · ſame order z the Body is firſt formed as well by the E- 
lementary force which is in the Seed, and the heat of the Matrix, as 
by the Celeſtial influence of the Sun; according to the Adagy, Sol 
& homo generant homiaem, the Sun and Man do engender Man

CHAP. II. 
A more particular Deſcription of the Body of Man; 


J hy Body of Man conſiſts of above two hundted Bones, and 44 
many Cartilages, which ate as the baſis and upholding Pillars 
of che whole Building; the Joynts are compacted with many Liga- 
ments, and cloathed with innumerable Membranes, the Members are 
ſupplied with above thirty pait of ſenfirive Nerves; as with little 
Cords; and all beſprinkled with as many Arteries, like Water- 
pipes, conyeying vital ſpirirs to all parts: The empty places axe ſil- 
led up with almoſt four hundred Muſcles and fleſh of divers ſorts, 
as with Flocks, all covered over with Kin. In him ate the tempe- 
ramen of all Creatures; ſome there ate who have the ſtomach of 
an Oſtrich, others the heart of a Lion, too too many have the hett 
of a Dog, not a few conditioned like a Sow, and many by nature very 
like to the Aſs, 

Man for whom all things was made, is nouriſhed by the Balſamic 
Spirits of Vegetables, Animals and Minerals, and therefore doth 
tonſiſt of all theſe Faculties, chat ſpring up as x token of health or 
fickneſs 2 Balm, Violets and Germander produce fruit in Man, viz, 
The Spirits of th: Heart, Brain and Liver: Likewiſe the Nettle, 
Aron and Crowfoot, as Scabs, Soars and Puſhes; Mineral ſeparations 
alſo may appear in Man, of Vittiol, Allum, Salt and Tatrar, &c. as 
the Leprofic, Elephantiaſis, Morphew and Cancer: Nor is Man free 
from Mineral Genetstions, as Gold, Silver, Tin, Copper, Iron, 
Lead; the Heart, the Brain, Liver, Reins, Gall and spleen: In the 
body of Man is likewiſe to be found Quarries of Stone, viz, in the 
Bladder and Kidneys, which ſerve not to build, but to deftroy the 
Fabrick. 

The Celeſtial Planets have a Dukedom in this little World; the 
moiſtning power of the Moon is repreſented by the Marrow which 
flows from the Brain ; in the Genical part is Venus ſeated , Eloe 
quence and Comelineſs is the effects of nimble-witted Mercury, the 
daa hath a near affinity to the Heart; benevolent Jupiter is 
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ſear in the Liyet; che Fountain of nutritive Blood , the fery fury of | 
Mars is lodged in the Gall ; the ſpungy and hollow Milt, the (ear 
and receptacle of melancholick humors, is a perfect repreſentation of 
the cold Planet Satura, Indeed the Spirits of the Body do manifeſt 
and hold forth the quinteſſence of all things, the four humors in Man 
anſwer to the four Elements; Cholet which is hot and dey, repre- 
ſenteth the Fire ; hot and moiſt blood, the Air; Flegm cold and 
moiſt, the water; cold and dry melancholy the Earth. | 

I may yet proceed further in declaring the harmony between the 
great and little World: The Belly of man may fitly repreſent the | 
Lind or main Continent ; the Vena Cava the Meditettenean Seazthe 
Bladder, the Weſtern Sea, into which the Rivers of the Body do all | 
run and diſcharge themſelyes ; his Mouth anſwereth to the Eaſt 
quarter of the World, his Fundament to the Weſt, his Navel to the 
South, and his Back to the North, The Body of Man you ſee, is an 
admirable Creature, the meaſure of all things, the pattern of the 
Univerſe and Epitome of the World; the Horizon of corporal and in- 
corporeal things. I ſhall conclude with the ſaying of Zoroaſtres, O 
Man | the workmanſhip of moſt powerful Nature, tor it is the moſt 
artificial Maſter-piece of Gods hand. 


CHAP. III 
A Deſcription of the Head. 
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He Head of a Man ſcemeth to offer it ſelf, as the firſt thing to be 
con{idered ; it doth polſeſs the higheſt place in the Body, and 
repreſents the uppermoſt and Angelical Regionzir is the Fort of mans 
Minde, the Seat of Reaſon, the Habitation of Wiſdom, the Shop of 
Memecry, Judgment and Copitations : It containeth the Brain, cold | 
and ſpongecus by nature, incloſed with two skins, the one more hard 
ard thick, joyning it ſelf ro the Brain-pan, called Dura Mater ; the | 
other more thin and eaſie, wherein lieth the Brain incloled, called 
Pia Mater, it is {oft and tender to the Brain, and nouriſheth it, as 4 
loving Mother doth her young end tender Babe; from Pia Mater 
doth iſſue the Sinews and Marrow that deſcendeth and falleth down | 
into the Reins of the Back: In the Brain, is the ſcar and throne of 
the rational Soul, in which are a very great number of Veins and 
Arteries planted, ramifying (or branching) themſelves through all 
the ſubſtance thereof, acminiſtring to the Brain, both Spirit and 
Life, vital and nutrimental nouriſhment, which is brought by the a- 


forcſaid ſmall Veins and Arteries from the Heart and Liver; and 2 
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cocted and teconcoſted, elaborated and made very ſubtil , paſſing 
through thoſe woyen and interlaced, turning and winding paſſages, 
in which labyrinth the vital Spirit often paſſing and te- paſſing, is pet- 
feRed and refined, and becomes animal. 

It is not loſt labour, it we conſider, how the Pia Mater divideth the 
ſubſtance of the Brain, and lappeth ir into certain Cells or Diviſions, 
viz. the ſubſtance of the Brain is divided into three Ventricles , of 
which the foremoſt containeth the moſt, the middlemoſt leſs, the hin- 
dermoſt the leaſt. In the foremoſt part of the Brain Imagination is 
ſcared, in the middlemoſt Judgment, in the hindermoſt Memory : 
Imagination is hot and dry in quality, quick and active, from whence 
it cometh that frantick men, and ſuch as are ſick of hot and burniog 
Maladies, are excellent in taar which belongs ro Imaginationz many 


upon ſuch a diſtemper have been excellent in Poetry and D.vination, 


it never ſleepeck, but is always working, whether the man be ſleeping 
or waking ; and by the Vapors that come from the Heart, from varic- 
ty of Cogitations,which, wanting the regulation of Judgment, (when 
man ſleepeth) becomes a Dream. 

Hence it appeareth, char Subtilty, Promptitude, and that which 
they common call Wit, belongeth to a hot Imagination; It is 
active, ſtirring, undertaketh all, and ſetteth all the reſt to work, it 
gathereth the kinds and figures of chings, both preſent, by the lervics 


of rhe five Senſes, and abſent by the common Senſe. 


Judgment is ſeated in the midſt of the Brain, there to bear rule 
over the other Faculties, it is the Judge of the little World, the fear 
of the rational Soul, and the Judge of mens Actiors. If you would 
know the mean, whereby it knoweth and judgerh of things, Ariſtotle 
and many others have thought that the Spirit knoweth by the help of 
the Senſes, and that the Underſtanding without the Senſes is but as 
white paper, Nil eſt in intellectu, quod non fuerit prius in ſenſu, There 
is nothing in the Underſtanding which was not firſt in the Senſe, 

This opinion is falſe, becauſe the ſeeds of Science and Vertue are 
inſinuated into our Spirits, elſe is the ſtate of the reaſonable Soul 
wor:c than the vegetative or ſenſitive, which of themſelyes ate able to 
exerciſe their Functions : It were abſurd to think that ſo Noble and 
divine 3 Faculty ſhould beg aſſiſtance of fo vile and cortuptible as the 
Senſes, which apprehend only the (imple accidents, not the nature: 
nor eflence of things. Again, were it ſo, it muſt follow, that they 
chat have their Senſes moſt perfect, ſhould be moſt witty z whereas 
we many times ſee the contrary. 

Yet let no man think, that the Spirit hath no ſervice from the Sen- 
ſes, for in the beginning, diſcovery and invention of things, the Sen- 
les do much ſervice to che Spirit, but the Spirit dependeth not upon 
che Senſcs, B 3 Some 
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Some ate of opinion chat it is hot and moiſt in quality, others 
ſay, that a dry temperature is proper to the Underſtanding , whereby 
it comes to paſs, that aged perſons excel rhoſe in Underſtanding that 
are young, becauſe as years increaſe, moiſture doth decreaſe in the 
Beain ; hence it comes to pals, that melancholick perſons that ate af- 
llicted with want, and faſt much, are wiſe and ingenious » for heayis 


neſs and faſting are great driers Splendor ſccus, animus ſapien.

Regiſter of the little World, whoſe office is to record things paſt, pre» 
ſent, or to come; Some ſay irs temperature is cold and dry, and that 


is the reaſon that melancholick people have good memories; others, | 


that it is moiſt , becauſe Children have bettet memories than old 
Men; men are more apt for Memory in the Morning by teaſon of the 
moiſture gained by ſleep in the Night: the common people do more 
eſteem of memory, and delight more in it than of the other two z it 
makerh a great ſhew in the world, and they judge thoſe who have 2 
good memory to be very wiſe, eſteeming more of Science than of Wiſe 
dom, but of the three it is the leaſt, and that which fools do many 
times enjoy, for ſeldom is an excellent memory joyned with under» 
ſanding and wiſdom, for their temperatures are contrary ; hence 
comes that Ul courſe in the inſtruRing of youth, vi x. ro make them 
have by heart all they learn,and ſo Ruff and gorge memory with other 
mens gocd, and ftarye the underſtanding, We {ce thoſe that have all 
Ariſtotle and Cicero in their heads, yer arc the verieſt ſo's in the world. 


Many have been very excellent in this Faculty, Seacca repented | 
two thouſand Names as they were firſt ſpoken ; he alſo hearing rwo + 


hundred Verſes, rehearſed them, and began at the laſt, Cyrus and 
Scipio knew every Souldiers Name in theis Armies. Mithridates 


learned the language of two and twenty Nations : Eſdras the Prieſt 
had the whole Jewiſh DoRrine by heart; Julius Ceſar would di- 


ctate to four at the ſame time; and that which is more ſtrange , 
Pliay would dictate to one, hear another, and read at the ſame in- 
ſtant. As theſe were ſo excellent and acute in memory, others were as 
dull: Atticus could never learn the Lettets of the Alphabet by 
heart: others could not count above four: it is ſaid, that Theodore Be- 
I two years befere he died, as he languiſhed, kis Mind grey fo feeble 


chat 
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chat he forgar things preſent, yet held thoſe things, which were prin- 
ted in his mind betore time, when his underſtanding and memory 
was good. What ſhall we ſay of Meſſaia Corvanus , who forgat his own 
name? Or Franciſcus Barbarus of Athezs, a very learned man in the 
Greek tongue, having received a blow on his head with a Kone, for- 
gat his learning, which he had ſpent the greateſt part of his time upon, 
yer remembred all things elſe? Theſe things are brought to paſs(with- 
out doubt) eichet by the ſtrength or debility of mens genitures, and 
from directions, and accidents chence proceeding, Wit and under» 
ſtanding, and all che faculties of the ſoul depends on a certain tem- 
perament : and hence it comes to paſs ( and oftentimes ) that thoſe 
that are acute, and wiſe in ſome things, are ſtupid and dull in orhers 
ſome. But I have too fat digteſſed, I muſt return to my rode again.

CHAP. IV. 
Of the parts belonging to the Head. 


Hs given you a brief and general deſcription of the Head, 
and of the intellective faculty of man; it is meet now to treat 
of the ſenſitive part, which will lead mc to deſcribe the particular 
parts of the head. a 

The ſenſitive faculty hath its refidence in the Pia Mater, it is that 
which gives vertue to all the patticulat ſenſes, and keeps à harmony 
among them : they ate five in number, viz, Seeing, Hearing, Smel- 
ling, Taſting, Feeling : Although theſe are all united in one in the 
brain, yet operatively they ate diſtinguiſhed in their ſevetal ſeats, 
and places of tefidence. 

The ſight cefides in the eyes, and particularly in the Cryſtalline 
humor, they are two in number, and collateral, planted in the high- 
eſt ſtage as centitels, they are the luminaries of the Micr ocoſm ; Galen 
ſaith, the brain and the head were made for the eye, that they might 
be in the higheſt as a beholder in a Tower, they are next in nature 
unto the Soul; for in the eye is ſeen and known the diſturbances and 
priefs, pladneſs and joys of the Soul, as Love, Wrath, and other Pal- 
liens; they be compounded and made of ſeven Tunicles or Costs, 
and three humors, they proceed out of the ſubſtance of the brain, and 
come through the Pia Mater, of whoſe ſubſtance they take a panicle, 
to defend it from annoyance. They meet and are united into one fi» 
new,abour half an inch in length, before they enter the skull, and af- 
tet divided into two, each goeth into one eye, they ate called Nerui Op- 
tici, the Optick Netyes, and through theſe, arc brought the viſible 
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Spirits to the eye, Theſe ate che moſt noble outward parts of the 
body, in beauty, utility, mobility and aRivity, They are to the viſige, 
chat which the viſage is to the body, they ate the face of the face ; 
and becauſe they are render delicate and pretious, they are fen- 
ced and rampar'd on all ſides, with skins, lids, brows, and hair. The 
object of the eye or light is colour(according to the common opinion) 
which is the adherent quality in bodies, "whereof there are fix ſim- 
ples as white, yellow, red, purple, green, and blew ; the compounds 
arc infinite ; to ſpeak mgge fully, the true object is light ; which is 
never without colour, and without which the colours arc inviſible. 

The ſenſe of Seeing excelleth all the reſt in many things; it ap- 
prehendeth farther off, and extendeth it ſelf even to the Stars, It is 
certainly reported, that Strabo had ſuch acute eyes, that frem Lily 
bæum, he could diſcern ſhips, going forth of the Carthaginian Haven, 
and could number them, the diſtance was 135, miles. It hath more 
variety of objects, {cr to all things, and generally in all, there is 
light and colour the objects of the eyes, as I hinted before, It is moſt 
exquiſite 3 for it is moſt exsct, in the leaſt and fineſt thing that pre- 
ſents it ſelf, It is more proinpt and ſudden, for it apprehendeth even 
in a moment and without motion, when the other ſenſes require mo- 
tion and time. It enjoyeth a liberty incomparable to others: the eye 
ſeeth, or ſeeth not, and therefore hath lids to open or ſhut: it is active, 
all the reſt purely paſſive. But that h ch is moſt noble in this ſenſe 
it, that the privation of the object thereof, which is darkneſs, brings 
fear, and that naturally, becauſe then a man fGndeth himſelf robbed 
of ſo excellent a guide: the ſight in the light, is inflead of company, 
wherein man much delighteth. 

It would fill 2 large volume, to deſcribe the Eye in every particular, 
but that which Thave ſaid thereof, is ſufficienr,ir being not my task to 
write an Anatomy. Hearing is the next ſenſe to be conſidered, whoſe 
reſidence is in the cares, it is in quality cold and dry, under the do- 
minion of Saturn. They are placed on the outſide of the head, in the 
ſelf-· ſame height as the eyes are, as the Scouts of the body, Porters of 
rhe Spirit, the Receivers and Judgers of the ſounds, which alwayes 
aſcend. They have their entrance oblique and crooked, that ſo the 
ſound may not enter all at once, whereby the ſenſe of hearing might 
be hindred, ind not well able to judge: and again that the ſounds be- 
ing fugitive, might there lurk, and abide under his ſhadow , till the 
inſtruments of hearing have gorten poſſeſſion thereof, The Sinews 
that are the organs of hearing; ſpring each from the Brain, and when 
they come to the hole of the Earcy they are writhed togerher;the end 
is like a worm cr little teat, into which is received the ſound , and 
from thence carricd to the common wits to diſtinguiſh. The objea 


of the eat or hearing in a ſound: or noiſe proceeding from the encoun- 
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ter af two bodies: A pleaſant and melodious found ſweetnerh and ap- 
peaſeth the Spirit, conſequently the body too, and drives malzdies 
from them both; the ſharp and penetrant, doth trouble and wound the 
Spirit. This ſenle hath many ſingularities ; for the ſervice of the 
body, the fight is moſt neceſſiry, bur for the Spirit, hearing hath the 
ſuperiority, It is Spirirual, che agent of underſtanding , many that 
have been blind, have been great and wiſe Philoſophers , bur never 
any that were deaf. In brief, ſcience, truth, and virtue, hath no 
other entrance into the Soul, but by the Ear. Chriſtianity reaches 
that faith cometh by hearing, which the fight doth rather hurt than 
help, Faith is the belief of choſe things, which are not ſeen; which 
belief is acquired by hearing, For all theſe reaſons and many more 
that might be inſerced, the wiſeſt have ſo much commended Hearing, 
the pure guardian from all corruption; the health of the inward man, 
Smelling is {cated in the Noſe, governed by Mars, and is hot and 
dry in quality; and therefore Martial Creatures, or ſuch as are hot 
and dry of conſtitution, excel in this faculty, as Doggs, &c, From 
the brain cometh two Sinews to the holes of the brain pan, where 
beginnerh the concavity of the Noſe , and theſe two are the proper 
rgans or Inſtruments of ſmelling, they have heads like paps, into 
which is received the virtue of ſmelling, and preſenting it to the com- 
mon ſenſe. Over theſe two Organs, is placed Colatorium, or the no- 
ſtrils, which concavity or ditch was made for two cauſes ; firfty that 
the air, that bringeth the ſpirit of ſmelling, might reſt therein, till 
it were received by its proper Organs. Secondlygthat the excrements 
of the Brain might be hidden under it, till it be fit to be ejected. 
From this concavity goeth two holes into the mouth, of which we 
may take notice of three conveniences: Firſt, that when a mans mouth 
is cloſed, either by eating or ſleeping , that then air might come 
through chem to the Lungs: elſe a man muſt be forced ro hold his 
mouth open always. Secondly, they are helpful to a mans ſpeech, for 
when one or both of thoſe paſſages are ſtopped a man ſpeaketh in the 
Noſe, as we commonly ſay. Thirdly, they are uſeful in the cleanſing 
of the concavities of the noſe, either by ſnuffing, ot drawing it through 
the mouth. The object ot ſmell is an odour, or ſcent, which is a fume 
ring from an odoriterous object, aſcending to the noſe, to the ventri- 
cles of the brain: the ſtrong and violent hurteth che brain, the tem- 
perate and good, deth rejoyce, delight and comfort, This ſenſe is of- 
tentimes very uſeful, in diſcovering meats or drinks of an evil odour, 
which otherwiſe would much prejudice the ſtomach, and work evil 
effects in the body of man. 
Muck more might be ſaid, touching the ſhape and form, marter 
and compoſition of the Noſe, but my deſign is to diſtinguith the parrs 
in a general way, The 
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The Taſt is hot and moiſt, and under the influence of Zipzter ; this 
Senſe hach its reſidence in the palate of the mouth, and tongue. Its 
office is to diſcern what ſocd is congruous to the ſtomach , and hat 
not. The »kin of the palate of the mouth is the ſame, with the inward 
part of the ſtomach; and the ſame with che way of the meat into the 
ſtomach; and hence it cometh to paſs, that when a man is touched 
upon the Palate of the mouth, it tickleth the ſtomach, and ſo much 
the nearze to the thtoꝛt, ſo much more the ſtomach abhocreth. The 
object of Taſting is a ſavour or ſmack , whereof there arc fix ſimple 
kinds; as Sweet, Sowr, Sharp, Tart, Salt, Bitter; the compounds 
ate many. And being led to the mouth, it is not amiſs, if 1 ſpeak a 
few words to the compoſicion thereof. In the mouth, are five parts to 
be conſidered; the Lips, the Teeth, the Tongue, the Uyula, the Pa- 
late of che mouth; of the which I have aircady ſpoken: A word or two 
of the reſt : The lips are made of a muſculous fleſh, theit office is, 
firſt, as the door to the houſe to keep the mouth cloſe , till the meat 
be chewed, Secondly they help ro pronounce the ſpeech, The Teeth 
the hardeſt members, faſined into the mandible ; their office is firſt 
ro grind the meat before it goeth into the ſtomach, that ſo it may the 
better digeſt ; Secondly, that it might be a help to the ſpeech, for 
they that want any of their Teeth are defectiye therein. The number 
is uncertain, ſome have more, ſome have leſs ; they who have their 
full number have thirty and two. The tongue is a carnous member, 
compound and made of many Nerves, Ligaments, Veins and Arteries, 
ordained principally for three cauſes : Firſt, chat when a man eateth, 
the tongue might turn the meat in the mouth, till it be chewed. Se- 
condly by the tongue, and the palate of the mouth near the root of 
the tongue / is received the taſt of ſweet or ſower, and thence preſented 
to the common ſenſes to paſs Judgment thereof. Thirdly and princi- 
pally the tongue is ordained for the pronunciation of ſpeech, of which 
faculty I muſt crave leaye to inſiſt on, and that as bricfly as may be. 
Speech is an excellent pteſent, and very neceſſary; giyen only unto 
many avi ni index & ſpeculum: it is the interpreter and image of the 
foul ; the hearts meſſenger 3 the gate, through which doth paſs all 
chat lyeth within the dark and hidden corners of man; by this the 
Spirit becomes visible. Of all the externa! and viſible parts of tbe be- 
dy, that which cometh neareſt to the heart is the root thereof; and 
that which comerh neateſt the thoughts is ſpeech, Out of the abute 
dance of the Heart the mouth ſpeaketh ; It is a powerful Maſter, an Im- 
pet jous Commander ; it ſtirreth up,animarcth, eraſpersteth, appes- 
tech, makerh ſad, merry, it imprinteth whatever paſſion ir handleth; 
lere ech the ſoul vf the bester; it makerh him bluſh, war pale, laugh, 

cry, 
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ery, tremble, mad with cholet, leap for joy, what not? It is che great 
huckſter, and intermedler, by ic we traffick, peace is handled, affairs 
ate managed, it is the band of humane ſociety: hearing and ſpeech 
anſwer, and are accommodated the one to the other: by theſe rwo the 
ſouls are poured the one into the ocker: ſo that if theſe two gates be 
ſhut, ( as it is in thoſe that are deaf and dumb) the Spirit temaineth 
ſolitary and miſcrable, Hearing is the gate co enter ; by it the Spitit 
receiverh all things from without: ſpeech is the gate to go out, 
through it the Spirit ſendeth forth that which was within, From the 
communication of theſe two, as from the ſtroke of two flints, these co- 
meth forth the fire of truth, & ſo by the poliſhing & rubbing of theſe 
two, knowledge cometh to perfection. But Hearing is the firſt and 
principal, for there can nothing come forth, which nor firſt entered ; 
and therefore he that is deaf altogerher by nature, is alſo dumb, 

might much more enlarge my ſelf in the deſcription of the head: 
but my purpoſe being to declare nothing, but what may be pertinent 
in the manifeſtation of the humane taculties and vertues; 1 ſhall 
conclude this Chapter with a word cr two of the ſenſe of feeling which 
is of no particular quality, but of all, hot, cold, diy, and moiſt, it is 
depured to no particular Organ, bur is ſpread abroad over the whole 
body: it is the Index of all rangible things: irs Object then muſt be 
heat or cold, drouth or moiſture ; things preſent and polite, ſharp 
and ſmarting, motion, reſt, rickling. It is well known that man, and 
ocher Creatures live without ſome particular ſenſe ; It is the opinion 
of moſt, that a man cannot live without this ſenſe of Feeling, being 
only neceflary unto life: yer Auguſtine proveth the contrary, in the 
14 Book de Civitate Dei; by example of a Presbyter, that lay as 
though he were dead, and did not feel thoſe that pulled him, not 
world he ſtir, though they burned him with fire, yet confeſſed that 
he could then hear men ſpeak , ( if they ſpake aloud ) as though they 
were far from him; by which it appears, that this he did, not by 
refiſting, but for want of the ſenſe of feeling which afterward was re- 
ſtored to him again: I ſhall paſs by what the Engliſh Hiſtory telates 
of one Elizabeth Barton, a maid of Canterbury, who oftentimes was de- 
prived of her ſenſes, by reaſon of a diſeaſe ſhe had. 

I ſhall alſo wave Diſputes concerning the number of the ſenſes, 
ſome ſuppoſing there are no more in nature than are apparent in as. 
There may very well be more, yet greatly to be doubted that there 
are; it is impoſſible for us to know them. to afficm them, or to deny 
them, becauſe a man ſhall never know the want of that ſenſe, which 
he never had, one ſenſe cannot diſcover another; and if a man want 
one by nature, yet he knows not which way to affirm it, A man that 
is horn bling, and hach not heard what fight is 3 cinnot conceive chat 
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he ſeeth nat, not defirech to ſee, So man, being not able to imagine 
more than the five that he hath, canno: know how to Judge, whether 
there bz more in nature, who knoweth whether the difficulties chat 
we find in miny of the Works of Nature, an: the effect; of many 
Creatures, which we cannot underſtand, do proceed from the want 
of ſome ſenſe that we have not? There ate hidden properties, which 
we ſee in many things; anda man may ſay that there are ſenſible 
faculties in nitute, proper to Judge and apprehend them, yer muſt 
co clude, we haye them not: who knoweth whether it be ſome pare 
ticular ſeaſe, thit diſcoveteth th: hour of midnight to the Cock, and 
moves him to crow; or how Beaſts ate taught to chooſe certain 


herbs for their cure, and many ſuch like wonders 2 None can affirm | 


or deny, ſaying, This it is, or, That it is,

Te Stomach is a member, Compound and Spermatick, ſinewy 

and ſenſible, wherein is made the perfeR firſt digeſtion of Chile; 
It is a neceſſary member to the body, for if it fail in its opergrion, the 
whole Fabrick is corrupted, It is in the little world, rhe ſame as the 
terreſtrial Globe is in the great world: In it, is expreſſed the ſublu- 
nary part of the world; im it are contained the parts that ſerve for 
nutrition, concoct ion, and procreation. Ahd this leads me jo diſcourſe 
of the adminiſtring vertues in man, which are here oP and to 
wind up all with a touch of the office of * Microdoſmical Ptars, with 
as much brevity as may be. The Stomach is framed of two pannic les, 
rhe outer is Carnes, th: inner Nervous, from which is ſtretched to 
the mouth Ig, or the way of the meat, by which the ſtomach 
drayeth to its ſelf meat and drink, as wich hands. By the vertue of 
the ſubtil will which is in this Muſcus Longitudinal, is made the at- 
tractire vittue, which is hot and dry, by a quality active, or princi- 
pal, which appears by the Sun, the Fountain of all hear, which is of 
an attraRiye quality, which is evident by his extraRing and exhaling 
Me humidity from this inferiour Globe, into the airy Region, as into 
ine neck or higher part of an A/imbeck 3 and bring reſolved into wa- 
ter, (by reaſon of their weight) fall down again upon the eatth, which 
1s the veſſel receiving : So throngh continued diſtillations, by ſubli. 
mation of the water, by cohobation, by drawing of the liquor, (be⸗ 
ing oſten poured on) and fortified by the influence of the Celeſtial, 


th: Central Sun, the body becomes indued with a concoRiye, nutri- 
Ive,

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tive, and proctt ative vet tue. So in the Stomach, by the active qua- 
lity of the Microcoſmical Sun, his beneyolent ta yes, and friendly 
heat, meat and drink is deſired, and atttacted into the ſtomach, for 
the nouriſument of the whole body. | 
We can do no leſs than give Mars a ſhare in the dominion of th 
attractive faculty, being hot and cry by nature, this is the reaſon; Ex- 


. perience telleth us, That Martial men, or men of a Cholerick con- 


ſtitution, are none of the worſt Trencher-men ; and at the Pot in- 
comparable, 

In the ſtomach is 2 Tranſverſe Muſcle, to withhold or make reten- 
tion by this tetentive vertue, thoſe things chat are brought into the 
ſtomach ate kept and withholden, until Nature hath wroughr his 
kind, and every faculty hath executed his office. It is in quality 
cold and dry ; Cold, becauſe the nature of cold is to compreſs,or hold 
together, as you may ſee in Ice: Dry, becauſe it is the nature of 
drineſs to keep and hold what is compreſſed. It is under the influ- 
ence of Saturn, and that is the reaſon, why, for the moſt parc, men 
that are cold and dry of temperature, or, as Aſtrologers ſay, S1tur- 
nine people, are coverous apd tenacious ? and that is the rtaſon chat 
old men are naturally coyetous, becauſe Saturn ruleth old age; and 
by the decay of nature, the temperature becomes cold and dry, 

It hach the Spleen, the tepfeſentative of Satwn, lying toward the 
left (ide, and furniſherh the ſlomach with humoutrs neceſſary to forti- 
fie the recentive virtue, | 

The digeſtive faculty ( which is the chief and moſt principal.) the 
other, like hand-Maids attending it) is hot and moiſt ; Natures 
Cook, and principal Workman, the Archevus, and ceraral hre, which 
in this Philoſophical Veſſel, wiz, the Stomach digeſteth the victuals 
into a Chao, er confuſed Maſs, that ſo a natural ſeparation may be 
made. It is under the influence of Jupiter, who furniſheth it with 
friendly heat and moiſture, by the Liver, (che Microcoſmical Jupiter) 
chaſing and beating the tight ſide of the ſtomach. 

The ſtomach hath alſo a Latitudinal Muſcle or will, which makes 
the expulſive faculty: It is naturally cold and moiſt; cold to compreſs 
the ſuperfluity;moiſt,to make the matter ſlippery and fic fer e jection, 
alſo to work a ſutable diſpoſition in the body, It is a neceſſaty opera. 
tion, by it, atrer the ſeparation of the pure from the lmpure , the 
Elements from the Caput Mortuum, ct rather fects, is removed, and 
carried away all that's needleſs or prejudicial to Nature, It is unger 
the dominion of the Moon (with whom you may joyn Venus, being 
of the ſame nature ) whoſe Epitome, or Microcoſmical ſubſtitute, vix. 
the Brain ſendeth a branch of Nerves tothe ſtomach, and thereby 
furniſhech ir with humours cold ang moiſt, fic for expulſion, 
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I ſhall now haſten, to give you a ſhort deſcription of the Hean, Li- 
ver, Spleen, and Kidneys, &c.

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CHAP. VI. 
Of the Heart, 


Now come to ſpeak briefly cf the Heart, who is the principal of all 
other mcrubers, and the beginning of life, he is ſer in the mid'ſt 
of the Breaſt, by himſelf as Lord and King of all the Members, 
Ant; es Lord or King ought to be ſerved of his Subjects that have 


their living of him; ſo arc all the Members of the body, ſubjeRs of 


the Heart: they receive their living from him, and in many wayes 
they do him ſervice, He is the lame in the little world, as the Sun 
that glorious Lamp of Heaven is in the great world, It is called Sol 
C01 pn, as the Sun is called Cor Cali, becauſe their operations ate 
ſo like. The vital Spirit hath its refidence here ; why then ſhould 
antiquity with 1gnominy be brought to the Bar, and condemned, for 
ſaying the Heart lives firſt, and dyes laſt : he being the Fountain and 
beginning of life, it muſt needs follow, that it is the firſt thing in 
man that lives, and the laſt that dyes. 

Here is to be noted, That the Heart hath blood in his ſubſtance, 
whereas all other members have it in their Veins and Arteries, It is 
bound to the back part of the Breaſt by certain Ligaments, which 
Ligaments though they touch not the ſubſtance of the Heart; yet in 
the over part they ſpring forth of him z By which he appears to be 
King of the members, and Center of the Microcoſmical Planetary 
Hierarchy. 

Moreover, the Heart hath two Ventricles or Concavities, and the 
left is higher than the right; the cauſe of its hollowneſs, is to keep 
the blood for his nouriſhing ; and the Air to abate and temper the 
great heat which is included, and ſhut up inthe Concavities. 

As he is Sol Corporis, and Center of the reſt of the Members, and 
ruler of the Family, he communicates to them Life and Motion: yet 
by his heat he atttacts what is needfull for himſelf, from the other 
members as 8 ſubſidy or tax impoſed upon his Subjects. And there» 
fore to the rightVentricle of che Heart,cometh a Vein from the great 
Vein called Venakelis, which teceiveth all the ſubſtance of the blood 
from the Liver; this Vein, I ſay, paſſeth from Venaketis to the right 
ventricle of the Heart, and bringeth a great portion of the thickeſt 
and pureſt blood to nouriſh the Heart, The reſidue that is left of 


this, is wade more ſubcil through the vertue and heat of the Heart, 
a 
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and then ſent into a Concavity or pit in the midſt of the Heart, be- 
eween the two Ventricles : therein it is made more hot, and pure, 
and from thence it paſſeth to the beſt Ventricle, and there is engen- 
dred in it a Spirit, that is clearer, brighter and ſubtiller, than any 
Corporeal or bodily thing, which is exgendred of the four Elements; 
for it js a mean between the Body and the Soul. Wherefore of the 
Philoſophers it is likened more to heavenly than carthly things. 

And here 1 ſhall rake leave te digreſs, and tell you of ſome things 
wonderful, touching the Heart; If we credit Avicen'a : Some have 
wanted a Heart ; and to this purpole I could recite other mens opi- 
nions; but I ſhall not trouble the Readers head with ſuch things, 
which ſeem to my ſelf impoſſible. Valerius Maximus ſpeaketh of 
one Ariſtomancs Meſſevius, (who killed 300 Lacedemorians) who had a 
hairy Heart, Beneveatus reports the ſame of a certain Thief, Colum- 
bus obſerved a young man that wanted the Pericardium, ( which is a 
thin skin involving the Heart as in a Purſe ) and he was much trou- 
bled with ſwooning Fits. It hath been the Opinion, That a man 
cannot live a moment ſcarcely , who hath received a weund in the 
Heart : And good reaſon too, ſeeing the life depends upon the ſafety 
of the Spirits, the Heart being the ſhop and making thereof; when 
the Heart is wounded, it is neceſſary that the generation of the Spirits 
ceaſe, Yer Nicol, Malerius relates a Hiſtory of one Andreas Haſen- 
vanger, who was one of the Life-guard of Count William of Naſſaw 
Governor of Friſſa, c. who received a wound in the Breaſt by his 
fellow-Souldier, Azno 1607. on the 22. of Augsft, in the evening, he 
died on the 8 ch of September following, one hour after Sun- riſing, his 
body being opened to ſearch for the wound, by the aforens med Nicol. 
Malerins, and two other Chirurgions, in the preſence of ſeveral Souls 
diert of Note; they found that the wound had entree the right cavity 
of the Heart, and that part of the Heart was almoſt conſumed ; the 
left part remaining entire, which is the chief habitation of the vital 
. By this means he lived 16 days, which had been impoſſible, 
if the left yentricle had been wounded. 

But to proceed; From the left Ventticle of the Heart, ſpringeih 
two Arteries, the one having but one Coat, and therefore is called 
Arttria Venalis, which cutieth blood from the Heart to the Lungs, 
which blood is va potous, and fit for its nout iſiment; and cattieth 
back air from the Lungs to gefreſh the Heart. 

See here the Harmony and friendly Agreement between the Mi- 
Crocoſmical Sun and Mercury ; the firſt affordeth of his own nucrimenc 
to nouriſh the other, whilſt the other rewards him with air to re- 
ſteſh him. 

The 
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The other Artery hath two Coats, it is called Vena Arterialis, or 
the great Artery, of which ſpringeth ali the other Arteries , that 
ſpread to every membet of the body, which carticth the Spitits, 
which are the Treaſures of the Souls vertue. Thus it paſſeth till it 
come to the Brain, 2nd be made an animal Spirir, as you habe heard | 
before in the Third Chapter; ar the Livet it is made nutrimentisl 
and at the Teſticles generative, Thus by the Heart is made a Spi: it 
of evety kind, and (like the Sun in the Heavens ) by his royal pte- 
ſence, he doth confer life and liberty to his ſuppliants. 

I might here tell you, why thele Atteries have two Coats, namely, 
becauſe one is not ſufficient to withhold the vital Spirits carried in 
them, their motion being ſo violent. Again, the thing carried about 
being ſo precious à treaſure, it had need of bettet keeping. This 
Artery is called the pulſative Vein. I might here frame a large dif. 
courſe of the pellicles of the Heart, which open and ſhut to reccive 
the blood : Allo the two little ears by whom cometh in and paſſeth 
our the air: | might ſay much of the pannicles, which as ſome 
think have their original from Dura Mater, as namely, Pericardium, 
called of ſome, capſula Cordis, which ſpringeth of the upper pannicle 
of the Midriff, and covercth the Heart: of the which ſpringeth an- 
other called Mediaſtinum, which parteth the Breaſt in the mid'ſt, and 
keepeth that the Lungs fall not over the Heart, ( ſuch a rule hath the 
Architect Spirit given to each part, as Stars ro move in their ſevetal, 
Orbs: ) th ete is anorher pannicle that covereth the Ribs, of whom 
the Midriff caketh its beginning. But this being beyond my intended 
ſcope, I will put an end to this Chapter of the Heart. ; 
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CHAP. VII. 


Of the Luugs, Liver, &c. 


JD Lungs is made of a ſubſtance very ſoft and ſpong eous; ſupple, 
to draw and to inforce from, like a pair of bellows : it is an in. 
ſtrument of reſpiration, whereby the Heart is refreſhed, drawing un- 
to it the blood, the Spirits and the air, and disburthening ir ſelf of 
thoſe fumes and excrements which oppreſs it. It is naturally cold | 
and dry, accidentally cold and moiſt : naturally cold and dry waving | 
about the Heart, abating his heat, by its refreſhing blaſt ; it is acci- 
centally moiſt, by reaſon of Catarchs and Rhewm:s, which it receiyeth 
from the Brain, J 
There ate three princigat parts in the Lungs conſiderable, * is 
ein 
1 
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Veins coming from the Liver, which bringe th with it the crude and 
undigeſted part of the Chile to feed the Lungs. Another in Arteria 
YVeaialis, coming from che Heat, bringing the Spitit of life to nouriſſi 
the Lung: . The third is Trachea Arteria, chat btingetk ait to the 
Lungs, and ir paſſeth through all che left part of them to do its office. 

The Lungs is d. vided into the five portions or pellicles, three on 
the tight fide, and two on the left fide ; if incaſe any impediment or 
hurt ſhould happen in any one pait, the other ſhould be ready to [u;- 
ply che office, f 

But I forbear any further deſcription of che Lungs, and come to 
the Liver, which is a principal member in the little world, repreſent» 
ing the Planet Jupiter, Dnaſ puvans pater, hot and moiſt, inclining to- 
wards the right ſide, under the ſhort ribs, The form of the Liver is 
Gibbo:ts or Bunchy on the back (ide ; on the othet (ide hollew like the 
inſide of an hand: that it might be pliable to the ſtomach, (as 3 mans 
hand is to an apple or any thing chat is round co further its digeſtion: 

his heat is to the Stomach, as the heat of a fire is to the pot 
which hangeth over it. It is the Stote-houſe of the Blood, the Foun. 
ta in of cke Veins, the ſcar of the natural nouriſhing faculty, or vege- 
tative Soul, ingendred of the Blood of that Chile which it drawciht 
from the Meſeraique Veins, and receiveth by the Vena Porta which 
enttech into the concavities thereof, and afterwards is ſent and diſtri- 
buted through the whole bod by the help of Vena Cavi, which ati- 
lech from the bunch or branches thereof, which are in gteat numbers 
as the Rivers from the Ocean. 

The natural and nutrimental faculty hath its refidence in the Li- 
ver, and is diſperſed through the whole body, with the Veins, from 
which are bred four particular humours, viz, Blood, Choler, Flegm, 
and Melancholy. 
lt is ſo excellent and neceſſary a member, that I dare not giy2 cte- 
dic to their opinions, who ſay it may be wanting in a man; as ſom: 
lay, it was in one Mathis Ortelius a Merchant in Antwerp, 

Blood is made of meat perfe&ly concocted . in quality hot and moiſt 


* Fipite:'s darling, the meſt perfect and neceſſaty humour, ( the other 


three being ſuperfluiries, yer neceſlaty too.) The blood thus con- 
cocted, is drawn out by the Vena Cave, whoſe branches ramifying 
upwards and downwards, carticth and conveigheth it to all ochet 
Members of the body for their nouriſhment, where, by a third dige- 
tion, ir is tranſmuted into the fleſh. 

Choler is made of meat more thin perfe&'y concocted, it is the 
ſpume or froth of blood: it clarifizch all the humours, heats the bo- 
dy, nourilheth the apptehenſian. Ic is in quality hat and dry, it fer- 
tach the attezct ve faculty, as Blood dot the digeſtive ; it movah

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man to activity and valour, it is under the Planer Mars, whoſe reſi- 
dence is in the Gall, which is an official member, a purſe or pane 
nicular veſicle placed in the hollowneſs of the Liver, whoſe office is 
to teceive the Cholerick ſuperfluities, which are engendted in the 
Liver as aforeſaid. Which Purſe or Bag hath three holes or necks ; 
by the ſirſt it draweth to it ſelf the Cholet from the Liver, that ſo 
the blood be not hurt by the choler. By the ſecond it ſendeth cho- 
let to the bottom of the Stomach, to fortific the artraRive faculty. 
And laſtly, it ſendetk choler yegularly to every gut, from one to an- 
other, to cleanſe them from ſuperfluities and drols, ? 
Flegm is made of meat not perfectly digeſted, it fortifieth the vir- * 
ue expulfiyeCwhar it is, and what the other faculties are, you have 
. in the fifth Chapter) and maketh the body fit for ejection, it is 
kind to, and fortiſieth the Brain by its conſimilitude with it, it is an- 
tipathetical to the apprehenſion, and doth much injure it, therefore 
flegmarick perſons have but weak apprehenſions; It is cold and moiſt 
in quality, its receptacle is in the Langs, it is governed by they 
Moon and Veuus: Therefore it —— choler, cools and moiſteneth 
the Heart (4s you have heard before in the deſcriprion of the Lungs) 
thereby ſuſtaining it and the whole bedy from the fiety effects which 
continual motion would produce. | 
Melancholy is the ſediment of blood, it is cold and dry in quality! 
it maketh men ſober, ſolid and Raid, fit for ſtudy, or any ſerious em- 
loymenr-; It curbs the unbridled toys and fooleries incident to the 
— complexion: it ſtayeth wandring and idle thoughts, and te- 
duceth them home to the Centre: It is like a gtave Counſeller to 
the whole body. It is governed by the Planet Satarnyir ſttengthen- 
eth the retentive faculty, and its teceptacle is in the Spleenywhich in 
the body is placed on the left ſide, tranſverſly linked to the Stomach. 
Hollerius reports, That a Woman at Paris was found withour x 
Spleen, And Pliny in his Natural Hiſtory ſaith, That in Ccawaus men 
ate born without it: and henee the common people thought, that it 
might be ſafely cut out of Foormen and Horſes, and as it hath been 
wanting in ſome, ſo it hath abounded in others * Fallopius obſerved 
three that lay one upon another. One was ſeen ſo great, that it 
weighed above 20 pounds, Colum. Anatom. | 
Another had a Milt weighed 23 pound. Where it incteaſeth, the 
body deereaſerh, becauſe it. ſucks away too much Chilus from the | 
Liver. Therefore fitly did Tra jan liken the Spleen to the Treaſury, 
for as that groweth rich, the common people grow poot?

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ſubſtance init : for many times in diſeaſes, it is plentifully made, 
though the Patient drinketh little or nothing. And it is obſeryed, 
Thac Creatures that Drink nothing will make water. Phyfitians of- 
tcotimes forctel many things by their colour, thinneſs, and thickneſs, 
Salt you know is hid in meats, and that Plants have very much Salt 
in them, you. may find by diſtilling them. And it is very well 
known, that by the Chymical Arr, many kinds of Salt may be fexche 
ed out of Utines, The artificial Cryſocolla is made of Urine. Nitre 
is made of Earth moiſt ned with che Urine and Dung of living Ctea- 
tutes. The Urine hath a ſympathetical relation to the conſtitution 
of the body. The Arabians ſay, amongſt the reſt Abenzoar, that a 
man chat is bit with a mad Dogg, in his Ulriae the Picture of Dogs 
m3y be ſeen: but this is atttibuted to the force of the Venome, which 
changeth a, mans conſtitution, and mak<th it like ro a Dogs, Sen- 
nertus himfelf (aichy That it dath lo much corrupt the humours, that 
litcle Creatures like Puppies are bred in the body, If we credit the 
Wieitings of wiſey honeſt, and learned men (which not to do were un- 
charitable ). We ſhall find, that Worms and many kinds of living 
Creatures have been bred in che Bladder. We tead of a Woman 
that yoided one, that way, . a ſpan long; and ' a Maid; many, as bg 
as Woodlice. One voided one like a Magpye.. Another who had the 
Stone in che Bladder, yoided.two with Horns, ſharp head, back and 
beliy, cruſty, blacks and like ar Tortoiſe, onely their bellies were ted. 
Another voided a living Scorpion, and another. à ſbell-fith, The paſs 
ſage ot the Urine from che Blagder, all know; yer ſometimes men 
are knowa to make their Urine. anathet way. The Son of one Bo-y4us 
urined a little, beneath the Glans. A Maid at the Hague of - a Noble 
Family, made water at her Navel. One, by an Allcer on his Buttock, 
and another by the Belly. For my own part, I have known two 
young men, who utined between the Teſticles and the Fundament: 
read Fern/lius, J, 6. c. 13. who affirms the ſame thing. I need not 
tell you that ſtones are bred in the urine of a fæculent matter, mingled 
wich {alc and ſtony juyce ſometimes mall, and ſometimes great, of 
leveral ſhapes and forms: ſometimes, like the Sea ſand, ſometimes 
like pebbles, ſometimes like Salt, and ſometimes they are found 
ragged and branching, lively and excellently reſembling che Rock 
and branches of Coral? few or none are ignorant of this. Thus have 
I, with as much brevity, as may be, deſcribed this Aicrocq mical 
Occan. | 
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Shall herein uſe as much brevity as may be, and ſhall wrire no- 

thing bur wich a minde that is modeſt, and with tuch a mina l 
defire it may be read. The Inſtrument of Generation are of two 
ſorts, Male and Female; their uſe is the Procteation of Mank. ude, 
the Operation is by Action and Paſſion, the Agent is the Sced, the 
Patient the Blood. Although this cometh to be ſpoken of in the 1: 
place, yet it might have delerveoly been put in the fuſt ; for Nature 
regards not only the conſcrvation of it ſelſ, but to beget is Ie, 
and conceive its Species. Venu, hath the principal Government ot 
the Members of Generaticn ; in which Members there arc many 
parts conſiderable, but I ſhall onely epitom ze them. 

Fiet , Of the Genitals of Men; the firſt thing to be conſidered 
is, that which Anatomiſts call Vaſa preparantia, or prepating Veſ= 
ſels, which bring Blood and vital Spirits to the Stones, they are four 
in number, aud before they come to the 8 ones, they make a curious 
implication, interrexture or twiſting the one with the other, the Are 
teties into the Veins, and the Veins into the Arteries, which Phyſi- 
cians call Corpus varicoſum, ſome call it Pampiniformis ; This intet- 
weaving rezcheth down even into the ſubſtance of the Stones, their 
ule is to mix the blood and vital ſpitit together, chat ſo the Stones 
may haye a fit matter to work on, 

The Teſticles or Stones are of a white, ſoft and ſpungy ſubſtance, 
full of ſmall Veins and Arteries ; or clſe, when humours flow to 
them, they could not ſwell to ſuch a bigneſs : theit form is Oval, «t 
cheit bigneſs few are ignorant. Each Stone hath a muſcle which the 
Learned call cremaſter, which ſcryeth to pull up rhe Scores in the 
act of Generation, as its name in the Greek fignifi.th, that ſo the 
Veſſels being ſlickned, may better avoid the Seed. 

The Seed being throughly concocted by the Tefticles or Stones, 
chere ate two other ſmall Pipes called Paſa difcren ia, they arc allo 
called gogus GTlewalixtg, Spermat ck portes; their oflice is to cat- 
ry the Seed to the de mt Veſſels, who ste to keep it till need re- 
quireth irs expulſion. From the Stones they ariſe very near to the 
preparing Veſſels into the cavity of the Belly, then turoing back 1. 
gain, chey turn to the backüde of the Bladder berween it and the tight 
Gur, there they arc joyned tothe ſeminal Veffels, which sre loft 
and ſpangy, ſomewhat like Keenels, through which paſſeth the 
Wr5hia, ot common pailig: in che Yad both fut Sced and Urine, 
_ Hillot ies 
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HſRories make mention, and Experience evideneeth, that ſome are 
born without Stones, ſome with one, Philip, Landgrave of Haſſe: 
had three, he was ſo full of ſeed and prone to Venercous actions, chat 
his Wife could not ſuffer him ſo often as neceſſity urged him to it, 
he otherwiſe being chaſt and honeſt ; he relating his minde to the 
Prieſts, with the conſent of his Wife took a Concubine, 

It would be too tedious if I ſhould take upon me to deſcribe che 
Yard, and all the parts thereof, it would make my Book ſwell too 
big, and I ſhould run beyond my firſt intent;on, viz onely to give 
a brief couch of rhe moſt conſiderable parts. 

I now come to the Generative parts of Women, and ſhall be ſilent 
in what is viſible , and declate onely the internal parts for breyity 
ſake, and firſt of the Clytoris, which is a finewy and hard body, much 
like the Yard of a man, and ſuffers erection and falling, cauſeth luſt 
in Women, and giveth delight in Copulation 3 Auicennz calleth it 
the Wand, or Albathara, and Albucaſis galleth it Tentigo, and Fallo- 
pius ſaith, that this hath ſometimes grown ſo big, that women would 
copulate with others like men. This obſerye, that the paſſage of the 
Urine is not through the neck of the Womb; near the paſſage of the 
er are four Catuncles or fleſhy knobs, they are called Myrt i for mes, 

cauſe they reſemble Myrtleberties; the uppermoſt of them is 
largeſt and forked, to receive the neck of the paſſage of the Urine 2 
the other lie below this on the ſides, and are to keep back the air, ot 
any hurtful thing from the Womb. In Virgins theſe knobs ate joyned 
together by a thin skin, interlated with many ſmall Veins, with a 
hole in the middle about the bigneſs of ones little finger, through 
which paſſech the menſtrucus blood : this skin is a note of Virginity, 
for the firſt act of copulation breaketh it. I believe that this was that 
note of Virginity which God gave to the Hebrews : Theſe knobs 
yyned togethet do much reſemble a Role not quite blown, therefore 
called a flower, thence came the word to Deflower a Virgin. If I 
ſhould take upon me to declare the Opinions of Authors, it would 
proye ( almoſt ) anendleſs task; This I ſhall add, that I conceive 
it not a certain note of Virginity,becauſe it way be broken without 
the act of Copulation ; as namely, by applying Pefſarics to provoke 
the Menſtrues, or by a defluxion of ſharp humors, c. but tis pro- 
bable that the Jewiſh Virgins were more chary of it, their reputa- 
. tions depending thereon, 

The Womb in figure is almoſt perfc&ly round, in Virgins about 
the bigneſs of a Walnut, yet when a woman is conceived with Child, 
it dilates it ſelf to ſuch a capacity , that it is able ro contain the 
Child; the mouth of ir no bigger than to receive the Glans of the 
Yard, yet at the delivery makes room for the Child ro gome out be 
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it never ſo big: This made Galen admire, and it may be 2 great ad- 
miration to all, if we conſider the wonderful works of God in the 
Creation of Man: He who knows himſelf may know there is an All- 
powerful God; and therefore it was ingraven with Letters of Gold 
over the Porch of the Temple of Apollo, the God ( according to the 
Pans#ms ) of knowledge and wiſdom ; this Sentence, Nie thy ſelf, as 
a ſalutation unto all, fignifyiag, that he that would have acceſs unto 
that Divinity, and entrance into that Temple, muſt firſt know 
himſelf, 

But I return to my intended Diſcourſe, The Womb before Con- 
ceprion is ſmall, becauſe che Seed being but little in quantity, might 
be cloſe embraced and cheriſhed ; it hath but one cavity, though ir 
is the common approved Opinion, chat it hath ſeven Cells, and of 
this opinion was Galen ; the truth is, the Matrix in Women differs 
much from Beaſts, and Galen never ſaw a Woman Anatomized. 

Women haye Teſticles ot Stones as Men have, but they differ from 
Mens in theſe particulars, They arc within the belly in Women, in 
Men without, they are not ſo ſmooth in women as in men, they are 
leſs than the Stones of Men, they ate not ſtaid by Muſcles, but by 
Ligaments ; as mens are Oval they arc flattiſh, they have bag one 
Skin, mens have four, becauſe they ate without the body, and expoſed 
to the cold, they are more ſoft and colder than mens are, | 

Bur they are ordained both in men and women for the ſame uſez 
vix. to concoct Seed, and though Ariſtotle denied ſeed in Women, yet 
Hippocrates one of the Ancients of Phyſick was of this Judgement, 
Reaſon and Experience conſitmech it. 

The Paſa preparantia, the preparing Veſſels, and Yaſa deferentia 
carrying Veſſels , ate of the ſame nature and office as they ate in 
men, they differ onely in this, that they are ſome what ſhorter, ha- 
ving a ſhorcer way to go, the Tefticles being within the belly in 
women : but leſt the ſhortneſs of the paſſage ſhoald hinder theis 
operation, God and Nature hath ſo provided , that they are more 
twiſted and interweaved thin they ate in men, that they may the 
better mingle the blood and vital ſpirit, as you have heard before.

1 have I given you a brief Deſcription of Man, the Maſter» 
piece of Gods Workmanſhip z I have onely given you an Epi- 
rome or Breviary of him, who is a [mall draught of all rhings in the 
Univerſe ; ſhould any attempt a particular deſcription of the Body 
ano Faculties of Man, he would fall ſhort of his expectations, it be- 
ing an NHerculeas task for the moſt acare Genius: This I will add, 
not to ſay, that the World would not contain the Books that might be 
written of him, the Life of Man would be roo ſhort to perfect it. 
Not to recapitulate what I have formerly delivered : In Man, as in 4 
perſpeRive-G'a's, may our Mother-Earth , with her innumerable 
Off- ſpring be diſcovered 5 in him may the unruly and reſtleſs 
Waves of the Ocean be delineated ; Nor doth he onely epitomize 
the Elemental World, but alſo the Celeſtisl; In him are diſcovered 
the prudent, majeſtical, ſumptuous, magnificent, honourable, affa- 
ble ard humane Solar quality : The unſtedfaſt, rimerous , ſoon» 
daunted, oft. changing and ſhifting tempet among men, an'wer to 
the various motions of the low and oft-changing Luna, Others in 
profundirty of imagination, teſervedneſs of words, auſterity of actions, 
t are a fit portraict of the melancholy Planet Saturn. There are 
yet 2 ſew in the world who are faithful Lovers of fair-desling, be- 
ne ſicient to all men, doing glorious, honourable and religious actions, 
juſt, wiſe, prudent, vettuous, & c. of the temper of benevolent Ju- 
piter. There are ( in our apprehenſions) too many of the Martial 
zempe”, who arc Valisnr, Lovers of Wars, Frays and Commotions, 
ſubje ct to no reaſon, bold, confident, willingly obeying no body, &. 
Not is Venus excluded thoſe peoples affeRions, who love mirth in 
words and sctions, muſical, delighting in Venery, drinking and 
merrz=meectings, who trouble not themſelves in State-affairs, ner 
arc inquiſitive after Armies or Navies, unleſs they bring good News 
from the Canaries, Nor is Mercury without his party among us, 
who are ſubtil and politick, excellent Diſputants and Loꝑic ians, ſharp- 
witted, and able to learn any thing, men of unwearied Fancies, and 
it for any Imployment, yet unconſtant. The Planetary influence in 

E oog dr Af difpofition of the Air, is lively repreſented in man. A 
he Ithy ſanguine Conſtitution, or 2 delicate compoſure of heat and 
Moiſture anſwer to a ſerere temperate Air, with ſeaſonable moiſt» 
ning deus and ſhowers which are the ſweet influence of the Sun, u- 
piter and Venus. The feaveriſh, hot and parching diſtempers - 7 
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body, anſwer to the hot and ſcorching weather cccafioned by the fizry 
| beams of Mars. Not is che cold, chilly, melancholy, weeping -and 

1zmenting diſpoſit ion of many people, leſs repreſented by the melan- 

choly, dark, cold and wer weather procceding from Satirs's influe.s 

I could much dilate, but 1 forbear. The intellectual World hath ales 
loin Man its Porttsictute; witneſs the ſoaring Contemplaticns of 
the Soul of Min, which cannot (like the bedy ) be corfined to any 
place, but in a moment ſurrounds this terreſtrial Globe, nor there con- 
tent, but 2s ſoon mounts it ſelf to the Heavens, and ſeatcheth their 
ſecrer corners : nor there ſatisfied till he comes to the higheſt, for by 
his Contemplations, (having his Originsl from the uncreated 
light ) he refleRts thicher, viz, to the Divine Mjeſty : To conclude, 
God hath made all things in Min, he hath made all things for Man; 
for Mans ſake he made himſelf Man, to redeem Man to himſelf ;

Od in his Power having created all things; in his Wiſdom, 
by Nature govetneth and preſerveth them : By her are 
the variable motions and revolutions ef the Sun,Moon and 
Stars harmonically preſeryed ; in her hands are the muta- 
tions and Cataſtrophes of times ; ſhe is the Moderatrix of 

the ſcourging Ocean. This immenſity of things ſhe governeth in a 
certain and immutable Order ; there is nothing in the Uaiverſe bur 
yields obedience to this Law : what ever ate contained in the Ani- 
mal, Vegetable, or Mineral Kingdoms, are wiſely governed, and pre» 
videntially preſerved by the Will of the Divine Architectot in the 
Government of Nature. 

Bur to ſteer our courſe nearer to our intention; The little World 
or Body of Man, is ſubject to Natures Government, whoſe Deputy 
or Repreſentative is Phyſick; Nature legibus efte medicinæ leges con- 
ſintaneas : The Laws of Phylick ate agreeable to the Laws of Na- 
ture; Phyſick imi:ates Nature, ics deſign is to preſerye che _ - 
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health, defend it from infu mities, to ſitengthen and corroborate the 
weak, to raiſe the dejected; in a word, to keep the Body in health 
and comfort till the approach of death, to whoſe yoke all muſt 
yield, whoſe Laws the greateſt Monarchs, Kings and Princes cannot 
teſiſt. To this one Law all people of every Country, Nation, Qualit 
and Degree become obedient, as to a Law, moſt neceſſat y; moll 
excellent, ſound, pute and juſt, being grounded upon, and drawn 
from the pureſt and moſt wholſom Fountains of Nature. It is not 
ſtrict not rigid, but mild and gentle; it ſuccouteth, refreſheth and 
reſtoreih rhoſe that have lavgaiſhed by reaſon of tedious Diſeaſes; 
health of body is all the comfort a man hath in this croubleſome and 
turbulent world : this is that which maketh humane actions to flou- 
riſhy the is the moſt excellent Chambet- companion, ſhe is the richeſt 
Trealure, for ſhe is more precious than Gold, the beſt of all carthly 
goods 2 to lay all, without ic no earthly thing is a bleſſing, 

Hence it cometh, that the Art of Phyſick hath gained a reverend 
eſteem in all Ages, and the Phyſicians ſometimes more than humane 
honour. <Aſculapius tranſported this Art from Egypt into Greece; 
the Grecians f thinking he could raiſe the dead) honoured and wor- 
ſhipped him as a God, and his two Daughters as Goddeſſes, Indeed 
the difficulty of Medicine brings the more honoug and dignity to 2 
good Phyſician, which generally is thus deſcribed ; A good Phyſician 
ought to be a man learned, honeſt, gentle, diligent, he ought to ttuſt 
in God, more than his own skill; he ought to know what he ſhould 
do, and be able to put it into practice, becauſe the health and life of 
Mankind is committed into his hands: And, as he imitates Chriſt 
who cures the Soul, the Phyſician the Body, ſo he ought to imitate 
him in a holy and unblameable conſeryation : He ought to deny him- 
ſelf, and to be yery tender of the poor; He muſt not be ignorant in 
Divinity, well skilled in Anatomy, in the knowledge of Simples, and 
making up of compound Medicines : And ( ſaith Galen) if he be ig; 
norant of the Mathematicks, he is a Murderer: 

Hippocrates in his Aphoriſms deſcribes a Phyſician thus; He ought 
in diſcourſe to be witty and ſolid,and ſo let him behave himſelf in te- 
proving theerrors of his Patient, and thoſe that look to him; let him 
not be fearful not oyer-confident , but let him walk in the middle 
path, between fear and confidence: He ſhould be gear in body and 
minde, temperate in Diet, à hater of venetecus and laſcivious actions; 
let exery wiſe man beware of a drunken Phyſician, or any way vi- 
ciouſly inclined, Let him not greedily defire honour, but what he 
honeſtly getteth by his Art; let him not beg it of others, nor confer 
it upon himſelf , let him be courteous and have a fellow-feeling of 
athiers milcries, Let him declare the eyent of a Diſcaſc ſufar as — 
knowet 
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knoweth it, that ſo he may ſtir up the fick ro obedience, and avoid 
the ignominy that miy be caſt upon the Art : het let him ſo de- 
elare it, az not to aſflict the minde with the Diſeaſe of the body. A 
good Phyſician is not envious at the ſucceſs of another, ror will he 
dettac from his due praiſe 2 he oaght not to be dogged, curriſh, 
ſeurtilous, nor ridiculous, to be familiar with all, and ſpeak no more 
than becometh him: let him uſe but few words, and thoſe that are 
pertinent to the purpoſe, ler gravity and love be tead in his face, He 
ought to viſic the ſick as often as neceſſity requirech, and ſpeak con 
fortably to him: Let no unſeemly action not uncivil word proceed 
from him; let him mor forſake his Patient for any cauſe vhatſoe vet. 
Let him conſult with God in the beginning of all his Curcs, and 
hearcily give God thanks for the performance uf them: Let him 
love godlineſs and honeſty, and be an unblameable ſervant to God and 
Nature, 'Thele ate the principal and chief Characters, by which 
every diſeaſed man may make choice of his Phyſician, of whom I 
ſhill ſay with the Learned Fernelius; Medicus remedii co fert, non 
ſolum ut nature mizifter, ſel interdum ut adjutor, interdum etiam ut 
opifex primarins : A Phyſician doth cure, not onely as Natures ſer» 
yant, but ſometimes as her helper, yea, ſometimes as the chief work- 
man. I ſhall not build my diſcourſe Theorically bat Practically; 
and having in the form:r Book briefly deſcribed the principal parts of 
Man, and the humane faculties and virtues thereon depending + J 
ſhall in this Book declare the Canſes, Symptomes and Cures of D.= 
ſeaſes in thoſe parts, which hinler them in the exerciſe of thoſe hu- 
mane faculties. I ſhall treat of each Diſeaſe ſimply and diſtinctly, 
and leave this Aphoriſm to the conſideration of the Ingenious: Sin- 
plex affectus, ſimplici remedio; compoſitus compoſito propelleadus; A ſim- 
ple Diſeaſe is removed by a ſiuple Remedy; a compound Diſeaſe is 
expelled by compound Medicines. 
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CHAP. I. 
Of Diſcaſes of the Head. 


Any Diſeaſes are incident to the Head of Man, I ſhall treat Of 
{VLithem in order according ta the places which they poſſeſs, which 
I ſhall divide into three parts : Firſt, the Membranes : Second'y, 
The ſubſtance of the Brain : Thirdly, The Nerves which nouriſh 
the Brain. The Membranes are the firſt Pannicle within the $ull. cal» 
led Dara Miter, or without the Skull, called Pericrant im, which ate 
{abj'& ro hf Diſesſes, vir. the Hrad- ach; the invererate 8 
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md the Megrim. In the ſubſtance of the Brain, which is the ſear 
ind ioſtrument of the intellectual Faculties of che Soul, viz, Imagi- 
nation, Judgment and Mcmory, ate defects alſo, viz, the deprava= 
tion of thoſe faculties, as a Frenſie, Melancholy, and Madneſs, Olcepy 
Diſeaſe, Lethargie. The Venrricles of the Brain are ſubje& to many 
Diſtempers, as Vertigo, Falling-Sickneſs, the Night- Marcy the Apo- 
plexy, Palſie, Convulſion, Trembling and quaking, and Catarrhs, 


of | ixveterate Head - ach, and the Megrim. 


The invererate Head-ach is called in Greek and Latine, Cephalea ; 
is a Diſcaſe of long continuance, very painful, and upon every light 
occaſion invaderh the Patient with ſharp Fits, that he cannot en- 
dure noiſe , nor light, but defirerh to lie till in the dark ; ſome- 
time this Diſcaſe is with continuance, and ſometimes with intetmiſ- 
fan, ; 


The Cauſe. 


This Diſeaſe is cauſed through blood or other humors abounding, 
or by (harp humors or yapors within or «ithour the Skull, isflaming 
the Head, ſomerimes weakneſs of the Head is the caule, 


Toe Sign. 


If fulnels of humors be the cauſe of the Diſeaſe, then is the Head 
very heavy and lumpiſh : if the humours be ſharp, the pain is felt 
with pricking and ſhootipg, if there be Ipflammation,the Head work- 
eth like the Pulſes : if wind be the peccant cauſe, there is found di- 
ſtention or ſtretching out without heavineſs or beating; if two or 
more of theſe Symptomes appear together, judge accordingly. Note 
that if che pain be kel ſuperficially, or ourwardly, then is the Peri- 


_ franivm grieved ; if it be felt within ( which is known by the pain 


at the roors of the Eyes ) then is the grief within the Dura Mater, 
Hemicrania or the Megrim differeth not from Cephalea, ſaving that in 
the Megrim one half of the Head is afflicted, whereas in the other the 
whole Head by the foregoing Symptome, you may diſcover the hu- 
mour offending. 


The Cure. 


As there are diverſicy of Cauſes, ſo there is of Cures 3 If the 
Dilcalc be ingendied of plenitude of humor, and the whole Body 


appears 
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appear full, it is not amiſs to begin the Cure with the evacuation of 
the whole Body, and if Age, Strength and the Seaſon conſent, open 
the Cephalick or Head-vein : If flegmatick and viſcous humours be 
the cauſe, it is good to extenuate and make thin the humors thus; 
Take of Oxymel [cilliticum , and Syrup of Stethas, of each halt an 
Ounce, diftilled water of Marjerom, Betony and Parſley, an Ounce 


mix thee, and make a Potion for the Morning. Or elſe make a De- 


coction in this manner: Take Mint, Calaminey Marjerom, Beton), 
* Sape, of each half a handful, the Seeds of ſweer Fennel, Annis, and 
Parſley, of cach half an Ounce, the Roots of Aſparagus, Fennel and 
Parſlcy, of each two Ounces, Pyony Root half an Ounce ; ſhread the 
Herbs, bruiſe the Seeds, flice the Roots, and rake our the Pirb, and 
boyl it in a quart of water till half be conſumed, ſtrein it, and add 
of ſyrup of Betony compound, one Ounce, and Oxyme! ſimplex us 
much, and make a Porion for rhree tives; take it, at Night two 
hours after a light Supper: The Body thus prepared, you may come 
to purge and evacuate the peccant humors ; Take half a dram of Pill. 
cochia the greater , in the Morning, and keep the Chamber; they 
which arc moſt commendable are Pills of Hicra with Agarick, take 
half a Dram at Night two hours after a light Supper, take ſome wirm 
Broath in the Morning, and keep the heuſe , thus do for a week of 
longer: In like manner you may uſe Pill. Alephangin#, ind order 
your body as before, and remember that groſs and clammy humors 
will not follow a ſudden Purgation, and therefore often purging is 
ufed, that ſo they may be drawn out by little and little. Alſo Cly- 
ſteis are neceſſaty, becauſe they cleanſe che Bowels, and pull back 
thoſe humors and vapors which aſcend and annoy the head: Take of 
Mallows, Pellitory of the Wall, Endive, Succory, Violet“ leaves, 
Cammomel-flowers, of each one handful, ſweet Fennel-ſced half an 
Ounce, Linſced two Drams, boyl them in 4 quatt of Spring- waer, 
(or rather clear Poſſer-drink ) till half be conſumed, ſtrein it out; 
and to the Concoction add of the Pulp of Caſſia Fiſtula one Ounce, 
Oyl of Rac half an Ounce, Benedictæ Laxativx half an Ounce, 

The Body being purged by diſcretion, it is not amiſs for the Pi- 
tient to make uſe of ſome Diet - dr ink chat hath power to warm the 
Brain, to exſiccate and concoct crude humors, to attenuate the gtols, 
eut that which is tough, and expel the thinneſt, eicher by Urine of 
inſenſible tranſpits tion. : | 

You may make it thus; Take of Gusjacum, Saxafras, the Root 
of Sarſaperilla, of each tuo Ounces, Engliſh Liquoris and Cinnamons 
of each one Ounce, Coriander-ſced half an Ounce ; infuſe them 
24 hours in four quatts of Springewarer, the Veſfet ſtanding in het 


Embecs, and clole covered, afterwards boyl it gently to the * 
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non of half, ſweeten it with honey whileſt it is hot; let the Pa- 
tient drink half a Pint in the Morning, and diſpoſe himlelf for ſweaty 
and if he drink it for his ordinary drink 15 or 20 days more or leſs, 
as neceſſity requireth, it is che bettet; if the Patient become coſtive 
by the uſe of this Dict-drink, let him take a Clyſter as often as need 
requireth, and once in ſeven days let him take ſome purging Medi- 
cine, that day omitting the Diet-dtink. : 

This Bole taken in the _— two hours before meat, is exceed- 
ing good to ſtrengthen the Head after due evacuation of the peccant 
humours,viz, Conſerve of Roſes, and ot Roſemary flowers, of each 
two ſcruples, of Venice Treacle the weight of both, wich a little fine 
Sugar, make a Bolc, and adminifter it as before, 

ikewiſe may Gargariſms be made and uſed in manner following z 
Take the Root of Maſterwort a dram, Long-Pepper and Nutmegs 
half a Dram, Muſtard-ſeed one ſcruple, beat them to powder, and. 
put them in a linnen cloth, and chew it half an hour, which will purge 
the head of groſs and phlegmatick humors. 

Sometimes it is convenient to uſe Sneezing-Powder, and you may 
make them in this ſort : Take the leaves of Mirjzrom, Roſemary, 
and Betony dried, two ſcruples, white Helleoore, Cloves, Nurmegs, 
Cubebs, of esch half a ſcruple, beat them into tine powder, and by 
the help of a Quill provoke ſneezing. 

Alſo a Quilt to corroborare and ſtrengthen the Brain, may be thus 
made: Take of Wood=Betony dried one Ounce, the Flowers of 
Roſemary and Stochas a dram, red Roſe- leaves rwqa Drams, Frans 
kincenſe, Maſtick, Benzein, Mace and Cloves, of each halt a Dram, 
beat them to powder, and quilt it in ſilk or linnen, and apply it 
warm, ' K | 

I might here reach you to make Plaiſters to corroborate the Braing 
to attract or reſolve che humors, but I forbear here for brevities ſakes 
and refer you to its proper place, where I ſhall treit of rhe making 
of Plaiſters, and their uſes, 

If the Diſtemper hath its Original from Cholet ck humors,lec him 
uſe Mears and Drioks that ate naturally cold and moiſt ; it is con- 
yenient that the humors be prepared, quenched and concoRed , for 
which purpoſe you may uſe this Medicine following 3 Syrup of Vio- 
lets one Ounce, of W :ter- Lillies half an Ounce, diſtilled Waters of 
Endive, Succoty and Lettuce, of each one Ounce, mix them, and 
drink it in the Morning faſting : che humours thas concocted and 
made mild and obedient unto Nature, may the bettet be temoved by 
purging Medicines; to which purpoſe, take fine Rubarb two Dtams, 

icenard one ſcruple, cur ſmall and infuſed in the diſtilled Water 
ot Endiye, Succory and Bugloſs, of each ene Ounce, for ** 


* 
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of twelve hours, diffolye therein a Dram of the Electuary of the 
juyce of Roſes, and make a purging Potion, Pills of Rubarb and 
Alephangina may be lafely uſed in this Caſe, the Dole is a ſcruple 
or half a Dram, taken at night going to bed; PI. Aurtæ or golden 
Pills taken halt a Dram in the Morning, purge cholcrick and other 
effenfive humors from the head. 

Clyſters if this caſe profic much; Take of the Decection fog 2 
Clyſtcr before deſcribed, add one Ounce of Caſſia Fiſtula , Hiera 
Picra half an Once, Oyl of Roſcs one Ounce, Salt half a Dram, 
mix them and make a Clyſter. 

After purging of the cholcrick Humor, it is convenient to cool and 
Krengthen the Head by outwatd Medicines, Oyl of Roſes, and Oyl 
of Camom:l mixed with alittle White-wine-Vinegat, is good to 
anoint the Head; but if there need greater cooling, you may add 
to the Oyls juyce of Huſleek. Purſline, Nigheſhade or Sorrel : If 
che fick cannot ſleep, anvint the Fote-head with Oyl of Watet-Lil- 
lies and Poppy. 

If che ſymptomes declare win! to be the cauſe, let the Patient 
eſchew all Mzats that do breed windineſs, empty the Belly with 
Clyfters ; that are mide of ſuch things as doe naturally diffolye 
windinels, viz, the Sceds ot Anniſe, ſweer Fennel, Crraway and 
Cummin, of each one Ounce, boyl them in a quarc of Poſſer=drink 
till halt be waſted, ſtrein it, and add to the Liquor Catholicon and 
Diaphznicon, of each half an ounce : This Clyſtet doth not oncly 
purge the [nreſtines and choſe patts about the Liver, bur alſo pulleth 
back thoſe vapors which aſcend to the head. 

To the outſide of the Head may be applied repulfive Medicines, 
as Vinegar, Worm wood, Melilot, Mints, Pomegranate-rinds, Shep- 
- herds-pouch, Purflane, Lawrel, Natmegs, c. Aftet a moderate 
uſe of theſe, add M:dicines that have power to mitigate, conec ct and 
digeſt, 28 Camomel, Linſced, Fenugreck, Siffton, Yelks of Eges, 
Hens greaſe and Goole-greaſe. Laſtly, Apply Medicines that have 

wer to diſcuſs, viz. Meal of Lupines and Barley, Lilly-roots, Ni- 
g<lla, Oyls of Dill and Rew. 
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CHAP. 111. 
Of the Frenße. 


Ahle Ftenſie is an inflammation of the Brait/ and Membranes 
J thercof, cauſed by che abundance of blood or cholet occupying 
thoſe parts: it aifferech from madneſs in this, that a Feaver is joyned 
to the Frenſiez Some that ate thus prieyed, do err much in im- 
gination ; others arc acute in imagination, but want judgment to te- 
gulate cht it cogitations : and ſome are deprived of memory, 


Symptoms and Signs, 


They who are thus gricyed, are in continual Feaver, ate mad 
and cannot ſleep: Sometimes they ſleep, and are much troubled 
therein. They often rub their eyes, which ate tee, and ſometimes 
dry, ſometimes afflict:d with a hot Rheume. The tongue is rough, 
ſometimes they bleed at Noſe ; they ſnatch and catch at the bed- 
clothes: their Pulſe is weak and hard, like che motion of a ſinew ? 
they breath ſeldome : If choler be the cauſe of the Phrenſie, they rage 
very turiouſly, and can ſcarcely be tuled: if blood be the cauſe, they 
ſomerimes laugh, and rejoyce : This diſeaſe (according to the opinion 
of the wileſt Phyſicians ) for the moſt part is deadly and incurable, 


The Cure; 


From the Cure of this Diſtempergthe blood or choler afflicting the 
Brain muſt be diſcuſſed, palled back, repelled and evacuated , o 
that the diſtemper of the Head be removed, the ſtrength of the head 
and the whole body be reſerved, It is convenient, as ſoon as the 
Difcale is diſcovered , to open a Vein, having firſt adminiſtred # 
Clyſter, thus made: Take of the Leaves of Violets, Mallows, En- 
dive, Beers and Lettuce, of each one handful, of the toot of Marſh- 
Mallows an ounce, of the flowers of Water-Lillies; and the tops of 
Dill, of each half a handful, let them be boiled in a ſufficient quan- 
tiry of Barley- water; then ſtreined out to a pint of this decoction, 
d. ſſolve Caſſia newly drawn, Syrup of Violets, Dizprunum Ledirive, 
y each half an ounce 5 brown Sugar one ounces and make a Cly- 

er. 

You muſt, ſoon aftet the Patient hach had a tool, open the Ce- 

Eu or Head- Vein; but if blood do abound, open the Bafilick of 

iver- Vein, os the middle Vein firſt, and after a while bteathe — 
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Cephalick Vein. If you find that ſuppreſſion of Menſtrues, or the 
Hemorrhoids hath been the cauſe of the Diſtewper ; you may firſt 
open the Vein under the Ancle called Saphæna, and afterwards open 
the Cephalick-Vein. If the age and ſtrength of the Patient forbid 
not, you muſt bleed him often in the Cephalick- Vein; if the body 
be weak, open the Vein under the Ancle: be ſure not to draw too 
much blood at once, leſt the fick faint, If you feat blood - letting, by 
reaſon of age, want of ſtrength, or a bad ſealon, uſe cupping with 
ſcarrification behind the neck upon che back- bone, 

It is good alſo to uſe Fri&ons and ligatures upon the Legs, and to 
draw bliſters upon the Arms and Shoulders. 

After Phlebotomy , you muſt apply Medicines that do cool the 
Brain, and repel and hinder the humors from aſcending to the head: 
as Oyl of Roſes two ounces, Roſe- Vinegar one ounce, the water of 
Plantane and Lettuce, of each two ounces, with the whites of two 
Eggs, mingle them together, and apply it to the fore-head with 2 
double cloath. If that prove not efficacious,take Oyl of Mandrakes, 
Roſes, Violets, and water-Lillies, of each two drachms ; the juyce 
of Lett uce and Purſlane, of each an ounce, the whites of two eggs, 
mingle and apply it. 

Bur here ler we adviſe people to be very wary and careful in che 
applying of theſe Medicines 3 by no means apply cooling Medicines 
in the extremity of the fit; nor refrigerate and ſtupifie the Brain too 
ſuddenly, leſt by overmuch cooling, you turn the Frenſie into a 
Lethargy, and niake your Patient ſleep his laft, Likewiſe conſider 
from the Symptomes of the Diſeaſe, to what part of the head to ap- 
ply your Medicine, having conſideration to the age of your Patient, 
and ſeaſon of the year, your wit will inform you, whether you ate 
beſt to apply it warm or cold. If you find the inflammation extend it 
ſelf ro the skin and exterior parts, uſe no tepelling Medicines , for 
fear you drive the diſtemper to the Brain, 

It is convenient likewiſe to refrigerate the interior parts thus; Take 
of the Syrup of Violets, Erratick Poppies, and Pomegranares , of 
eich four drachms:the diſtilled waters of Plantane, Lerruce, Poppy, 
and Purſlane, of each two ounces, mix them, and make a Julep, for 
three dozes, This EleQuary is good in this caſe : Conſerve of Roſes 
and Violets of each one ounce ; the Conſerve ot Clove=Gilliflow- 
ers, and Warer-Lillies, of each half an ounce ; Diamargatiton frigi- 
dum, half a drachm, with Syrup of Violets: make it into an Electu- 
ary, give the ſick the quantity of à Nutmeg, ence in an hour, two, 
or three, as neceſſy ſhall tequite. 

Having thus prepared che humors, you may evieuate them by 
Purgations but it is eonyenient co ale rhe moſt gentle purgers L* 
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may ſafely adminiſter an ounce of Catholicon in the eyehing ; drinle 
ſomewhat warm in the morning; it is a fine cooling and gentle 
urge, Or you may make a decoction of ſome cooling Herbs, and in 
pal 3 pint of the liquor warm, infuſe therein a drachm of Rubarb 
twelye hours; diffolye therein half an ounce of Catholicon, and two 
drachms of Syrup of Roſes, and make a potion, Let his drink be 
Barley-water, and mingle with it the Syrup of Pomegranates, Le- 
mons ot Barberies, By chis you may know how to cure not onely 
Frenſies, but all tavings and watchings which ate ingendted by Fe- 
vers,

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CHAP. IV. 
Of Madneſs, 


Ahe Latins call this Diſeaſe Taſania and Furor, and the Greeks 
Mania, we call it Madneſs. In this diſtemper the body is 
much out of order, and the Spirits much diſquiered 2 Ir cometh 
withour a Fever, and therein it diff ereth from the Frenſie. This Di- 
ſeaſc is cauſed, ſometimes of the abundance of blood flowing ap to 
the Brain + Sometimes of hot and cholerick humours, or of a hot 
diſtemper of the Brain. The Sympromes of Madneſs , are weakneſs 
of the Head, tickling of the Ears, and ſhinings before theit Eyes, 
watchings, ſtrange thoughts, and ravenous appetite : If it proceed 
from the abundance of blood , there followeth continual laughingy 
Objects of laughter eycrmore appearing before the Eyes. When ic 
proceedeth from both blood and choler, it cauſeth a daſhing and fer- 
vent Motion in che Brain, which maketh the ſick ireful, full of mo- 
tion, and bold. But if the cholet wax grols, the ſick is more mad, 
and harder to cure. 
There is another ſort of Madneſs cauſed by Melancholy, occu- 
pying the mind, and changing the remperarure of it: Sometimes the 
blood is generally corrupted by melancholy, & che brain hurt there- 


by. Sometimes melancholy blood aſcendeth to the Brain, when the 


blood is not generally corrupted, Sometimes inflammations, ob- 
— evil effects of the Sromich and Spleen may be the cauſe 
thereof. There ate many Signs of this Oiſtemper; they which ate 
m alt common are cheſc, fearfulneſs, ſadneſs, hatred, and very ſtrang: 
1Maginations : ſame have fancied rhem:clyes Beaſts, and have coun- 
ter feited the voice of Beaſts ; others, Earchen-pors, and have fled from 
Co.npany far fear of b:ing broken : Sometimes they deſite dexth, 
and o make zw iy chemſelves; forazrimes chey much dread deach. 
D 2 Some 
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Some think themſelves inſpired with the holy Spirit, and do Prophe- 
fie ; others fancie themſelves great Philoſophers. I the blood be ge- 
nerally corrupted, the body is lean, pale and tough, and generally 
melsncholy, They, wholc Diſtempet ariſe frem defects of the ſto- 
mach or ſpleen, have burnings, gricyous inflammations, and pluck 
ing of the ſides, are ſubject to be coſtive, troubled with wind fu- 
ming to the head, cauſing lightneſs and troubleſome dreams. 

For the Cure, if blood abound(after the adminiſtring ot a Clyſtet) 
you muſt come to blood-letting : You may open the Cephalick, but if 
that appear not, then the middle Vein: draw as much blood as the 
ſtrength of the Patient will bearz' you may, 2s you find occafion, open 
the vein in the forehead, if it appear: if the ſick be a woman, open 
the vein under the Ancle, you may alſo bleed the Hemorrho d- veins, 
I beſecch you, not only here, but in all other diſtempers, to be very 
careful, and ſparing of your Patients blood; draw not too much at x 
time, leſt you weaken nature too much: in this caſe it is beſt often 
to bleed, and inthe mean time keep the body ſoluble , either by 
Clyſters, make as the former Chapter will dire& you, or other con- 
venient purges, vi. Take black Hellebore i] ced ſmall, one ounce ; 
infuſe it three da yes in a quarter of a pint ot Rain · water: then boil 
it gently to the conſumption of the third part ( keeping it cloſe cove- 
red ) ſtrain it out, and add to the liquor two ounces of clarified honey; 


let the fick drink halt an ounce ( in the morning ) in a little broath os 


poſfet- drink, for ſeveral dayes together : increaſe or decreaſe the 
doſe, according to the ſtrength or debility of your Patient. Or rake 
of che extract of black Hellebore half a ſcrupic, Syrup of Violets, 
one ounce; mix it for one doſe, 

If che Body require a ſtronger purgation 3 Take of Diogri ſium, and 
Lapis La uli, of each half a dtachm; Turbith, one drachm ; Sernr, 
half an ounce ; Epithymum, Cremg-tartar , of esch two drachms : 
of Cinamon, ad Citron- pills, of each one (cruple ; Saffron, half a 
{cruple ; Let them be finely pulverized, the doſe is a drachm or four 
ſcruples adminiftred in broath , or ſome other convenient Liquor, 
Theſe are convenient Medicines, which purge both choler and me- 
lancholly. You may purge with Confectio Hamech, Diaſenæ, Pik 
lulz Indz, Pill. Lapid; Lozuli; che doſe muſt be regulared accord» 
ing to your Patients condition, ſtrength, and age. Before you come 
to purging, make uſe of altering or preparing Medicines z Take of 
the flowers of Borige, Bugloſs, and Violets, of Harrs-rongue » Fu- 
mitory, and Tamarisk , of eich one handful ; R1ifins of the Sun 
ſtoned, one ounce : bark of the root of Capers, three drachms , 
roots of Fennel, Parſly, Licorith, of each a drachm: boyl chem ail 


gently in three pints of wargr, till one be conſumed, ſtrain them out- 


and 
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and clas itie the liquor with white of eggs; add to the ſame of the 
Syrups of Fumitory, Epithimum, and apples magiſterial of each one 
ounce : Take half a pint in the morning; uſe chis, or medicines of 
this nature, three or four dayes ; twice in the week purge gently : 
twice in 3 month adminiſter a ſtrong purge , ever remember in the 
mean time to uſe Phlebotomy, as neceſſity requiseth ; fotget not to 
empty the body by Clyſters, if there be occaſion : The night after 
you have let your Patient blood, be ſure you adminiſter ſuch things 
as have power to procure ſleep , which you may do thus: Tak, of 
Conſerve of Roſes, Violers and Bugloſs- flowers, of esch half an 
cunce : the conſerve of rhe young tops of Tamarisk and-Clove- Gil- 
lieflowers ; of the ſtalk of Lettuce, and Cirron-rindes pecſerved, of 
each four drachms, Mirabolans and Emblicks, of esch one: Cen- 
ſeftio Alchermes and de Hyacintho, of each two drachms , Coral and 
Pearls prepared, of each two ſcruples, pil. Diamargariton ſrigidumy 
and Letificats, half a cr:chm, mix them well in a marble or glas 
Mortar, adding one cunce of Syrup of ſweet-ſcented Apples: The 
doſe is the quantity of a Wall-nut, drink after it a little of ſome 
convenient Julep or decection. You muſt likewiſe apply repelling 
and diſcuſſing Medicines to the head; the Chapter of the Ftenſie will 
furniſh you with ſuch Medicines. But if the Cholerick and Melan- 
cholly humors in the Brain arc groſs and hard to be remoyed, prepars 
a fomentacion in this mannes, Take a ſuffiaient quantity of Cephas , 
lick herbs, viz, Betony, Penny-toyal, Roſemary, Lettuce, Plantzne, 
Willow-lcayes, Houſleck, Strawberry»lcaves, V ioler-lcavesy Fumi- 
tory, Water · Lillies (or their Flowers) Stœchas, Poppys, boil them 
io a ſufficient quantity of Fountain: water: then take of Bay- berties, 
and the rcot of black Hellebore , a ſufficient quantity,  greſly bruiſe - 
them, and ſew them (with ſome of the ſofteſt of the Herbs.) into 
a long bagg, boy l the bagg a liule inthe afoteſaid decoction; batke 
the head being ſhaved ) with the decoction an hour, as hot as may 
well be endured , with deuble clothes: then bind the bag to the 
crown of the head with hot clothes, let the Patient lic in his bed and 
lep if he can; this will wonderfully expel the humours rhrough the 
Emunctories of the head, for it wonderfully diĩcuſſech the fuliginous 
matter gathered in the head, which other Remedies can ſcarcely per- 
form. This you may do for nine dayes together if you ſee occaſion z 
but be ſure to keep the head warm afterward, If you find. that ob- 
Prvftion or irflammation of the Spleen, or defects of the Stomach 
be the cauſe of the Diſtemper, you muſt adminiſter inward and out- 
ward Medicines to open the obſtruRion, 306 allay the inflammation ; 
for ſuch Medicines, I refer you to thoſe Chapters, where 1 ſhall treat

ö Cauſes. 


It is cauſed of humours eold, groſs and rough, which fill up and 
obſtru& the Ventricles of the Brain ; which arc engendted by oyer. 
much crudities : Drunkenneſs is oftentimes the cauſe : Sometimes a 
blow ox fall cauſing humours to flow thither is the cauſe : Sometimes 


of the Brain, are congealed and rhickned by che coldneſs of the Air, 
Sign. 


The Sympromes or fore-runners of this Diſcgſe are violent and 
ſharp pains of the Head, the Vertigo, the ſwelling of the Veins of the 
neck, a ſlowneſs to move, the extreme parts of the body, cold. When 
the di ſeaſe cometh to its height, the breathing is ſo diminiſhed, that 
it cannor be perceived, and thar is a very evil ſign; or elſe it is hol- 
den a while, and then fetcht with great violence? ſo much the more 
it differeth from the natural courſe, ſo much Rronger is the Diſcaſe, 
Hippocrates in his Aphoriſmes ſaith, that ir js impoſſible to cure a 
ſtrong Apoplexy, and not eaſie to cure a weak one. wy 
The Letbargy is likewiſe an mexpugnable deſite of fleeping,, and 
Nuggiſhnefs ; Its name in the Greek is Andy *Agyis © Andy ſig- 
nifieth forgerfulneſs, and Apis dull, viz dull oblivion, The caute 
is the ſume with the former in quality e they differ only in chis, that 


reat and ſitikech ſeldom , and as if they were full of water: they 

etch their breath weakly , always ſl:epy,and can ſcarcely be compel» 
led ro awake, If you call them very loud, they will ſometimes open 
their eys, but ſoon ſhut them againe: they gaſp and gape, and ſomes 
times forget to ſhut their mouths, &c.

They who are afflicted with eicher of theſe Diſeaſes, ate in much 
danger, and have need of the ſpeedy help of an able Phyſician, who 
— without delay uſe his beſt endeav ours. Firſt, let him endeavour 
to awake his Patient out of his dead ſleep, by preſenting forcible ob- 
je&s to every ſenſe: Let him place him ſo, That the Sun -beams, 
or ſome clear light, may ſhine upon his face. Let him fill his cars with 
noiſe, clamours, and ſounds, and call aim by his name with a loud 
voice; put up into his noſe things chat are ſharp,as Rue, Caſtoreum, 
and Vinegar : do the like to his mouth. Likewiſe you mult provoke 
the ſenſe of feeling by Frictions, pulling of the hair, and folding of che 
fingers, and all other parts, binding, &c. You muſt provoke 1 body 
to ſtool by ſharp Clyſters, thus; Take of Sage, Betony, Rue, Centos 
ry, of each one handful z Camomile, Calamint, and Penny-toyal, 
of each half a handful : the ſeeds ot Cummin, ſweet Fennel, and 
Dill, of each three drachms : the roots of Polypody, fix drachms: 
Agatick, three drachms 2: pulp of Coliquintida, one-drachm : boyl 
them in a convenient quantity of water, until half be conſumed; to 
a pint of the decoction, add the oyls of Lillies and Rut, of each half an 
ounce: Hiera Picta, Benedicta Laxativa, ind Dia phænicon of each half 
an ounce; Honey of Roſes, an ounce, Silt a drachm : mix them and 
make a Clyſter. If your Patient be young, ſtrong, and full of hot 
humours and blood, you muſt ſoon aſtet the operation of the Clyſter, 
open a Vein in one Arm, let him not bleed too much at once, leſt his 
ſtrength fail; in a few hours ſpace open @ vein in the other Atm: ſo by 
that means the diſeaſe will be the mere abated, and the ſtrength the 
more pteſeryed. Aſter the firſt vein opened, if you perceive his coun- 
tenance more lively, his pulſe beat more ordetly, ind his breath fetcht 
with more caſe, it is a good ſign, and a good encouragement to open 
another Vein: make the Orifice wide, or elſe the grofieſt blood will lie 
behind. Where you ſee the body abound with blood, dtam blood 
liberally * if not, draw blood ſparingly. 

After letting blood, if you ſee hopes of your Patients tecovety, 
within a few hours, you muſt adminiſter ſome purgation, the time of 
the day matters not: one ounce of Elect. Diacartkamum, half a ſcru- 
ple of Caſtor, diſſolyed in Betony water: you may in this caſe make 
ule of Pillulæ Cochiæ the greater or the leſs: or Pillalz de Agari- 
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Co, (pills of Agarick.) But in the Lethaypy (by reafon it is accompa- 
nied with a Feavet) you ought to adminiſter more gentle purgarior.s; 
as Pillulæ Hiera cum Agarice, (I ſhall lay down ſome general Rules 
for purging, in the next Book,) which ſerve to divert che bumours, 
flowing to the Head. But the humours there fixed, muſt be purged 
with Scammony one Scruple ; Caſtor, two ſcruples, adminiſtred in 
Oximel, which hath been proved with good ſucceſs, | 

It bicherto your Medicines prove unſucceſsful, you muſt venter to 
adminiſter ſtronger, not fearing the danger or fireogth of your Me- 
dicine, ſeeing without it, nothing can be expected. You may uſe 
ſuch Medicines as are Extrated out of the Antimony, or thoſe Jeſs 
violent, as is the infuſion of Crocus Metallorum : or two drachms of the 
Tincture of Tobacco, ertracted with the Spirit of Wine, doth power- 
fully evacuate upwards and downwards, both choletick and flegmarick 
humours, and cleanſeth not onely the Stomach and Bowels, bur the 
Brain alſo, + | 

Alſo Fri&ions and Ligatures on the extreme parts are neceflary, 

xhat the vapours do not aſcend ty the Head, You may faſten Cupping- 
glaſſes to the Shoulders, Arms, and Thighs with ſcsrrification, if you 
haye not ler your Patient blood,ctherwiſe withvur:forger not the often 
adminiſtration'of Clyſters, or inſtesd thereof, you may uſe Suppofi⸗ 
tories, made thus. Take two ounces of Honey boiled to a due thick- 
neſs , of Hiera Picrz, two drachms; Coloquintida, Agarick, and 
Scammony 4: of esch two ſcruples ; Sal gemme, one drachm : make 
them into fine-powder, and mix them with Honey, and make Sup» 
poſitories as long as yol think good. n eon | 

You may apply things to their Noſes, which have property to au- 
ken them, as Vinegar, Caſtoreum, Galbanum, dulphut, Goats- horn or 
hart- horn burnt, and holden to the Noſe : A fume made with white 
Amber, is of excellent virtue in the Apoplexy; You muſt pull them by 

the hair, and prick their Legs, or rub them with Salt and V inegar: Vou 
muſt annoint the Palate of the Mouth with ſtreng and ſharp Medi- 
cines, as Mcthridate, Muſterd, Powder of Meſter wort: and rub the 
bottoms of the Feet with Salt and Vinegar, and the Palms of the 
Hards with the Oyls of Rue, and Caſtor, If the diſcafe be of lorg 
continuance, proyoke ſneezing, with thaſe Powders preſcribed in the 
ſecond Chapter : to which you may add Rue and Caſtor. 

' You may apply reſolving Medicines, but firſt you muſt make them 
thus, Take the leaves of Betony, Sage, and Roſemary , of esch one 
handful ; the tops of Lavender, and Marjerom, Rue, and Sayoury, of 
each a handful ; the roct of Angelica, Maſterwort, and Serwail, 
of each one ounce ; Bayberries, and Juniper-berries, of each halt an 

ounce ; boyl them in a ſufficient quantity of Vinegar, and _ 
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a Spunge or cloath dipped in the decoction, bathe the head of the ſick. 
It the Diſeaſe yield not to theſe Medicines, you may faſten Cup- 
piag-gizfſes ro the upper part of the Neck, about the fuſt or ſecend 
Jeyn: ; Some uſe to draw Bliſtets there, ard with good ſucceſs. 

Many precious Medicines, agaibſt this diſlemper, have been leſt 
to peſterity ; 1 ſhall (omitting many) ir ſert this one, viz, Take of 
the root of Peony, and miſleto of the Oak, of each two ources; Ca- 
lamus Aromaticus, Galangs, Cyperus, ct each one ource ; of Beros 
ny,Sage, Marjerom,of each one handful ; the ſeeds of Peony, Annis, 
Fennel, and Caraway, of each three drackms z the flowers ot Laven- 
der, Stœchas, and Roſemary, of cach half an hardful z of Nutmegs, 
Mace, Cubebs, Cloves, Grains of Paradice, of each half an ource: 
Cini amon, two ounces : Safftor, half a drachm: of Species Diambrx, 
and Diamoſhi, of each two drachms. Let all theſe ingredients be 
ſhred and bruiſed, and put into a glaſs Limbeck; pour on them of 
the beſt reRified Spirit of Wine, enough to cover them, the breadth 
of three fingers ; digeſt them in Bathe eight dayes, afterward diſtil 
ir, and upon occaſion adminiſter a drachm, or half a draehm, in ſome 
other convenient liquor, In like manner may the Spirit of Caſtor be 
adminiſtted iv Oximel, and *ris a good Medicine againſt theſe Di» 
teaſes, Moreover, be very careful that you well underſtand the nature 
of the humor offending, as if blood offend, uſe not too many teſr ge- 
rating Medicines, and bleed the more : I need ſay no more, Verbum 
ſapientibus, & c. If after ſo many Evacuatiene, the Brain become too 
cold, and much weakned, you may ſtrengthen it with Lezenges made 
thus, or after this manner - Take of the diftilled oyls of Annis, Cin- 
na mon, and Nutmegs, of each three drops t oyl of Cloyes, one drop: 
Amber-=preaſe, half a ſcruple : with four cunces of Sugar, diſſolved in 
Berony water, make Lozenges, take 1 drachm in a morning. Likewiſe 
you may make Pills to ſtrengthen the Head in this manner: Take of 
the Species Cordiales temperate, and Aromaticum Reſatum, of each two 
drachms : Maſtick, Nutmegs, and Cloves, of each one ſcruple; Am- 
ber-greaſe, half a ſcruple, and Musk three grains; wake it into a 
mass for Pills with the juyce of Marjerom, and take a ſcruple to 
becward,once or twice a week 2 or you may take half a drachm of the 
powder, called Diarrbodon Abbatis, night or morning. If any fear the 
return of this Diſeaſe again after cure: or any ( by the sforegoing 
Symptoms) fear its growth upon them: let them carefully conſidet 
the humcur « ending : if blood abound, leſſen it by openirg a vein; 
it Choler, flegm, or melancholy, by purgation ; How ycu may know 
which leamour effendeth, or by what ir may be purged, this Treatiſe 
(it you hay: any ingenuity) will inform you,

Of the Vertigo, &c. 


CHAP, VL 
Of the Vertige, and Falling-ſickneſs. 


1 Vertigo is a Diſcaſe which maketh a man think every thing 
turne th round, and ſuddenly his fight faileth him, all chings 
appear miſty and dark. This diſeaſe is cauſed through inordinate mo- 
ving of windy vapours, and Spirits contained in the Brain, or in the 
mouth of che Stomach cffcnding the Brain, 


The Sign. 


Thoſe that are thus troubled, a darkneſs and miſt appears before 
their eyes upon every light occaſion, eſpecially if they turn about. 
It aſtoniſherh him to ſee a man, a wheel, or any thing, turn round, 
When it is accompanied with ſound and noiſe in theears, and vehe · 
ment pain in the head, with much heavineſs, the deprivation or de- 
bility of any of the ſenſes, the ſe are infallible reſtimonies, that the 
cauſe of the diſlemper lieth in the Brain; then is that fir worſt, when 
the head is heat by the Sun, or any other means. A gnawing of the 
ſtomach, ora diſpoſition to yomit precede the fir, then the Diſeaſe 
proccederh from the mouth of the Stomach. This Diſeaſe is often- 


times a Prodromus or forerunner of the Epilepſie ot Falling-fickneſs, | 


and ſomerimes of the Apoplexie, | 

The Bpilepſie is a Writhing, Cramp, and Conyulſion of all the 
parts of the Body; it attacheth and much hurteth the ſenſe and mind, 
Sometimes it is cauſed through groſs and clammy flegm or choler, 
ſtopping the paſſage of the Ventricles of the Brain: and ſometimes 
from the mouth of the Stomach, as in the Vertigo. There goeth be- 
fore this Diſeaſe an evil ſtare of the body and mind, ſadneſs, forget - 
fulneſs,' troubleſome dreams, ach of the Head, and continual fulneſs 
of rhe ſame, paleneſs of the Face, and inordivate moving of the 
Tongue.

It is good for thoſe chat are thus afflicted, to eſchew all mears 1 
5 ar 
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hard digeſtute, and ſuch 28 afford a crude nouriſhment, or breed fu- 
moſities; obſcrye the ſame in all Diſeaſes of the Head, In the be- 
ginning of the Cure, make the body ſoluble by Clyſters if need be. 
If plenitude appear, and the lick be of a ſanguine complexion, be- 
gin the Cure with blood-lerting : otherwiſe obſerve the ſame order 
before preſcribed in the Cephalea, or Head-ach, proceeding of groſs 
and phlegmatiek hu mots ; this remembring, to add to the Medi- 
eines there preſcribed, the roots and ſeeds of Peony, and Miſleto of 
the Oak, which have a notable faculty in the Cure of the Falling- 
ſickneſs, as experience reacheth. Make uſe of the ſudorifick drink 
there preſcribed, chitty or fourty days, adding to every doſe, three or 
four drops of Vitriol; You muſt purge the Sick with Pillule cochiæ, 
Pillule cum Agarico, or ſuch as purge flegm, bur remember to regu- 
late your Purges according to the ſtrength of the fick; and to pre- 
pate the Body with Medicines , which do attenuate and cut groſs and 
thick humors : as be the Syrups of Wormwood, Hyſop, Stœchas, 
or Oxymeb ſcilliticum: or with the decoction of Hyſop, the roots of 
Peony or ſuch like. Stibium is of great force, and doth mighrily 
purge the ſuperfluous humors of the Head; you muſt uſe it thus, 
ake 12 grains, and make it into fine powder 3 put it into four oun- 
ces of Wine, and there let it remain 24 hours, ſhaking it every 
three or four hours; then pour off the Wine, leaving the powder, 
and drink it with a little Sugar: ler none uſe this Medicine, but ſuch 
as haye ſtrong Bodies, and be firſt well adviſed by a skilful Phyſician, 
The ſyrup of Tobacco, mentioned by Quercitanus in his Pharmaco- 
peta, is of great force. and ver tue againſt this Diſeaſe ; but before 
you make uſe thereof, be well adviſed , as I ſaid before. After the 
Body hath been diligently and carefully purged, it is meer you make 
uſe of this, or ſuch like Medicines, viz, Take of the flowers of Bee 
tony, Roſemary, Peony and Bugloſs, of each one ounce ; the root of 
Eringo, and the rind of Citrons preſeryed, of each two drachms s 
powder of Saxafras, one ounce; of the ſeed of Peony, and Miſleto 
of the Oak gathered the Moon decreafing, Elks claws, of each half 
a drachm : of the Skull of a man not buried calcined,half a drachm: 
of Coral, Pearls, and Harts-horn prepared, ot each four ſcruples ; 
of Bezoar, one ſcruple: Diamoſh. dulcis,four ſeruples; Theriaca An- 
dromachi, and confectis de Ayacintho, of each four ſcruples 3 of 
Virriol 20 drops, with as much Syrup, Citron Pills, and Oxymel, as 
is ſufficievt to make a liquid Ele&uary or Opiar, of which take three 
or four times in a day the quantity of a Filberd. Emplaſtrum Eviſe 
paſticum, and ſuch as have power to draw bliſters and Cauſticks,ma 
— ſueceſs be applyed to the hinder part of the Head — 
eck. | | 
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Fabiu Columns extollech the root of Valerian to the Skies, for the 
cure of this Diſeaſe ; a drachm in powder adminiſtred in Wine, or 
other convenient liquor, is a ſufficient Doſe, Of no leſs eſteem is 
this Chymical Medicine following; Spirit ef Vitriol, ono (cruple ; 
Spirit of Tartar, one drachm : Treacle water camphorated , one 
drachm and an half: mix them, and in a glaſs well ſcaled, digeſt them 
a Moneth ; the Doſe is one drachm, taken with ſome convenient li- 

uor. 

If a Child have this Diſeaſe, you muſt make uſe of Medic ines ſu- 
table to the age and ſtrength of the Child: If ic ſuck, let the Nurſe 
uſc z moderate diet, and eat ſuch meats as afford good nouriſhment ; 
By Clyſter or Suppoſitoty, make the Child ſoluble. Take one vunce 
of fine Sugar, of Pcony root, and Miſleto of the Oak, of each half 1

claws prepared, half an cunce: Musk, one ſcruple; leaf: gold, one 
drachm; mix them, and make them into very fine powder: of which 
adminiſtet from hall a ſcruple to a ſcruple; in milk, broth, or ſome 
Antepileptical water, as the compound water of Peony, & c. Anoint 
the Head of the Child with oyls of Dill and Marjerom : apply Me- 
dicines to the Head, that have power to diſcuſs the peccant humours, 
and to corroborate the Brain: Anoint the Back- bone, and thoſe meme 
bers which ate conttacted and drawn together, with this following 
Linimenc» Take of the Oyls of Rue, and Eartheworms of each two 
ounces 3 the Oyl of Caſter, a drachm ; with a little Aqua vite make 
2 Liniment, Or, take of Venice-Treacle one drachm ; Coafefia 
Alchermes, and de N/acivtho, of each a ſcruple; the waters of Be» 
tony Sage, Marjerom, and Cinnamon of each half an ounce z mix 
them all, and bathe the Noſe, Temples and Este; and you may 
give the Child half an ounce to take inwardly, You may purge the 
Child twice in the Monch with Manna,Syrups of Roſes & Rubarb 
and every change of the Moon, take a doſe of the powder before men- 
tioned, and oftner if need require, 

To conclude, if the Diſeaſe be cauſed by ſome evil effects in the 
mouth of the Stomach z you muſt labout to free the Stoma ch from 
the humors that offend, 

For the Cure of the Vertigo, I ſhall ſay nothing, but refcr you to 
thoſe Medicines propounded for che Cure of the Falling-Sickneſs j

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CHAR VIL 
Of the Palſie, 


Arahſ or the Palſie, is a Diſeaſe wherein the whole Bedy, ot 
P part thereof Cas Arm, Hand, Leg or Tongue, ) doth loſe ſenſe ot 
motion, or both: Sometimes it followeth the Apoplexy. Here note, 
that the Faculty of ſenſe and motion floweth from the Brain, as trom 
irs proper fountain, and is conveyed to all parti of the Body by the 
finews, the proper Organs of ſenſe and motion. Hevce it cometh to 
paſs, that if the faculty of che Brain be obſtructed that it cannot de- 
ſcend to all parts, that all or ſome of the parrs of the Body, lole ei- 
ther mot ion, or ſenſe, or both, according to the part obſtructed. 


The Cauſes, 


The Palſic is cauſed by abundance of groſs and clammy humors, 


' hich ſtop the ſinews and hinder the animal Faculty, that it cannot 


Come from the Brain or fountain to the Members. Ir may be cauſed 
by vehement cold, oi by ſome inflammation or ſwelling near the 
Back- bone : or the finews may be cruſhed by ſome binding, ot hure 
by ſome wound, or Ulcer, or the like. 


The Cure. 


There need no more Signs to know this Diſeaſe by, than what 
hath been declared in the explanation of it. This Diſeaſe for the 
moſt part happeneth to old Folk, and ſurprizeth them in the Winter 
time; therefore Phlebotomy for the moſt part is unneceſſary and 
dangerous, If plenitude of humors ot blood appear, open a vein on 
the ſound fide, draw blood ſparingly y leſt you cool the Body too 
much. Let what part ſoever of the Body be affected, yet you muſt 
not forget the Brain, but you muſt purge, corroborate, and ſtreng- 
then it: If you find the original of the dillemper in the Brain, you 
muſt apply Medicines whick have power to extenuate, diſſolve and 
diſcuſs ; ſuch as are preſcribed in the ſecond Chaprer, for the cure 
of cold and phlegmatick Diſtempers cf the Head, To the purging 
Medicines, you may add theſe, Piu Faiide, de opepanace, Archice,

and Trochiſci Alhandal, taken in a convenient quantity ( as you ſhall 
be inſtructed in the next Book) and ſutable to the ſeaſon of the year, 
and age of your Patient. Let him abſtain from drinking of ſtrong 
Beet and Wine; and let moſt of his drink be the decoRion of Guaias 
cum, and the bark of the ſame ; and if you add Cephalick herbs to 
theſe, it will be the better. This DecoRion is commendable, vit 
Take of Gus jacum ground, two ounces ; of the bark of the ſame, half 
an ounce 2 the root of China, and Sarſaparills, of each two drachms ; 
Sxxafras, three dtachms; Lignum Aloes, and Galanga, of each two 
fcruples ; the roots of Angelica, Peony, and Fennel, of each two 
drachms, rhe ſeeds of Pcony,and ſweet Fennel, of each one drachm : 
Berony, ground Pine, Sage, of each one handful : the flowers of La. 
vender, Roſemary, Stœchas, and Comſlips, of each one pugil : Cina- 
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mons , and Polipodium of the Oak, of each half an ounce : Infuſe | 
them in fix quarts of water twenty four hours : then boil ir gently to | 


the conſumption of two quarts, firain it, and add to the decoRion 
brown Sugar- candy, and ſyrup of Stœchas, of each four ounces, Let 
the diſeaſed rake half a pint in a morning, three or four mornings as 
a preparative to purging, you mult purge once in à week, with one 
of the aforenamed Mcdicines 3 having reſpeR to the age and ſtrength 
of your Patient, and ſeaſon of the Year. Or, you may prepare the 
aforeſaid water by diſtillation, thus, Take of the ſimples aforcnamed, 
and infuſe them 24 hours in four quarts of water, and two of White» 
wine: thendiſtil them in Balneo Marie, (as you ſhall be taught in 
the fourth part of this Treatiſe ) to a pound of this diſtilled water, 
add one ounce of the ſyrup of Stœchas, and a drachm of Theri:ca Dia- 
teſſaron, divide it into three parts for three mornings, 

It is conyenient to ſer Cuppingꝰglaſſes to the part affected withe 
out ſcart iſying of it, but eaſily drawing the humors and ſpirits to the 
place ; afterwards you muſt rub and chafe the parts: it is convenient 
to bathe the paralytick part, and cauſe it to ſwear with the decoction 
of Bur-root,and Elder - leaves: ho- houſes oſten profic much;bur much 
better it is, if they can come to natural Baths, which proceed eithet 
from Nitrous, Bitaminous, or ſulphurous Mines, as the Bach of Bath, 
You may ſafely bathe two or three times in a week, and after ward: 
anoint the Member with ſome convenient Liniment, viz Take

mix all theſe, and mike a ſoft Oyntment; with which anoint the | 


Back · bone, and the o her parts that are diſeaſed; afterwatds wrip 
them up warm with the skin of a-Fox or Hate. It the Palſie be cauſed 


by an inſlimmation, or hard ſwelling in any part; che cute of 
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inlammation or ſwelling , cures the Palſie alſo, If bruiſing of the 
fhews by pinching ot binding be the cauſezremove the bruiſed blood, 
ind the cure will enſue. If the Spondils of the Back be out ot broke, 
and that cauſe the Palſie or Reſolution , rhe cure of the cauſe taketh 
away the effect. If the Palſie enſue a wound or Ulcer in che Head, 
— or any particular Sinew ; it the Sinew be curable, the Palſie 
ceaſeth. 


CHAP. VIII. 
Of the convulſion. 


Paſmus, Cramp or Convulſion, is a Diſeaſe when the Sinews 
8 are drawn ot plucked up againſt a mans will, Of this there ate 
two ſorts, 44%, a true Convulſion, when there is a conſtant retracti- 
on of the Muſcles, and the Limb remains unmoveable: or a convul- 
ſive motion, when the rettaction is every time new, and the Members 
moved divers ways. They differ likewiſe in theit Cauſes, for a true 
Convulſion proceedeth, either from repletion, or inanition z a con- 
vulſive motion from irritation or provocation, Again, they ate 
thus divided, a true Convulſion is either total, by which moſt pare 
of the Body is contracted; or partial, by which one particular men- 


bet ſuffeteth conttaction. The Univetſal Convulſion is cauſed from 


the Brain, when the Face is plucked together as well as the whole 
Body; or from the marrow of the Back, when the Muſcles thas 


move the Head and Back, ate drawn togethet. A particular Convul- 


ſion is made from the contraction of the Muſele of ſome part, com- 
ing from the hurt of that Nerve which is ordained for his moti- 
on. 

The immediate Cauſes (as I ſaid before) ite teple tion, or ĩnanition; 
the Nerves being too full of moiſture, ar too dry, are extended or con- 
tracted, and the Muſcles into which they ate united, ate, by that 
means drawn back to their original. | 

The mediate Cauſes of a Convulſion, proceeding from tepletion, are 
flegm and wateriſh humours flowing to the Nerves ſtretching them 
in breadth , muſt conſequently make them ſhorcer, and ſometimes 
cauſe an inflammation,

extends them not: The Convulſion is cauſed of the ſame humour, 
but mixed with much wind, by which the Nerves are ſtretched, and 
the Muſcles contracted to their original. It is the Opinion of all 
Phyſitians, That wind is the cauſe of Convulſions; and Experience 
reacheth us, That the greateſt diſtentions ate cauſed by wind, as we 
ſee in the Drophe, Tympamics, and the Cholick. Sometimes an in- 
flammation in or near the original of the Nerves, may eauſe a contta- 
Rion of thoſe nervous parts; and the cauſe of this inflammation is | 
ſometimes internal as a flux of blood upon the part; or external by a | 
wound, contuſion, or bruiſe, | 

The Cauſes of a Couvullizn by emprineſs, are all immoderne 
evacuations whatlocevery dilcaſes, diet, and Medicines which are hot 
and dry. 

A Cor.vullive motion is cauſed by humours, or vspours which are 
full of Actimony, or Malignancy : and ſometimes fo happeneth in 
malignant Feayers ; and Diſeaſes of Choler occupying the Head, or 
Stomach. | 

From whst hath been ſaid, it is eaſie to know a Convulſion proctei- 
ing from fulneſs or emptineſs or Convullive motion, A Conrulſian 
near the Brain is dangerous ; in the Muſcles of the Breaſt, gives feat 
or ſuffocation: If ir come alter bleeding or purgingy it is deadly: So 
is a Convulſion, following a Frenſie. A Convulſion coming upon 2 
Feaver, ſhews a malignant matter, which ends in death: but if a Fea- 
ver follow a Convulſion, it taketh away its Cauſe. 

The Cure of this Diſeaſe is as various 25 the cauſe ; the Convul- 
ſion cauſed by emptineſo requires moyſtening Medicines, both inrer- 
nal and external: This Dilesſe ſeldome happening, and almoſt ( it 
not altogether incurable ) I ſhall ſay nothing of it. 

A Convulſion coming of tepletion or fulne;s muſt be cured by evi» | 
cuation of the peccant humours ; if you ſee cecafion, make ule of Phle- 
boromy, and purge the humours with Medicines agreeable to the 
age and ſtrength of your Patient: and ſometimes with ſharp Clyſters 
ſuch as are deſcribed in the Fiſth Chapter. If you ſee ic not eonve- 
nient to let blood, apply Cupping-glafſes, alwayes above the a” 
Stic ves, 
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gtieved, that ſo the humours may be brought back to their orginal 3 
that is to lay, if the Convulſion or Cramp be in the Leggs, apply 
them ro the Buttocks and Lins ; oblerve the ſame rule wher: =2vex 
it be; The part affected ought to be chafed with Oyls ard Oynt- 
mefits ſutable to ſuch a diſtemper, viz, the Oyls of Rue, Camomil, 
Dill, Spike, che oyl of Fuxes, &c, che oyntments of Marſh mallows, 
Martiatum, Nervinun, to which may be added the Mucilage c Briony, 
with which you may make convenient Liniments to anoint the parts 
affected, and the toot of the Nerve which comes to it. Ducks or Gool= 
greaſc,prepared in manner follow ing, is much commended, viz, Take 
a fat Duck or Goole, pluck it anddraw it, then fall it with thele things 
following, vi x. of Sage, Marjoram, and Stœchas, of each one handful, 
Gum Amn omacam & Bdellium,ot each one ounce; calamus Aromaticuss 
Nutmegs, Mace, ind Cloves, of each half an ounce:bear them in a Mor- 
ter, moyſt:ning them with oyl of Earch-worms : aftet, ſew them in- 
co the belly of a Gooſe or Duck, ſpit it and roaſt it, receiving the 
dripping in a pan, half full of Vinegar, and anoint therewith, Os 
you may make it ſtronget thus : Take of the aforeſaid dripping ſix 
ounces,the Chym cal Oyls of Wax, Nutmegs and Sage, of each two 
drams,mix n ard make a Liniment: When you have anointed the part 
affected, cover it with a hot ſlieeps skip, a hates or Foxes +kin.To put 
the part affected into an Oxe or Sheeps belly, ot any othex beaſt nen- 
ly killed; cr to apply the Lungs of a Sheep, young Pidgeons, Whel;s 
or Chickens ſlit in the middle, is much commended, and hath been 
ſucceſsfully proved. For thoſe that are thus affected, it is vety gocd 
to bath themſelves in the Bith of Bath, or ſuch like, proceeding from 
a ſu lphutous Mine : If you cannot conyen'ently come to this Bath, 
you muſt make a Bath with theſe things followingiOf Marſh- mall w 
roots,and Lillies, of each two pounds: of the leaves of Pennyroyal,

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CHAP. IX, 
Of « catarrh or Defluxion. 


Catarth is a Defluxion of erctementitious humours from the 
head into the inferiour parts. The brain requiring much nouriſh» 
ment, muſt neceſſarily void much excrements, which if they are in 
quantity moderate, and natural, they arc received into the fore. 
Ventricles, and con vey d to the moiſt glandules, and ſpit out from the 
Palate ; If it grow more plentiful, yet natural, it is diſperſed through 
the films of the brain, and ſent forth by the Noftril as well as the 
Palate. Bur when the brain is weak, and affected with diſtempets, 
and receiveth more nouriſhment than it can concoR, it aboundeth 
with excrements, which by their quality and quantity overcome the 
retentive, and provoke the expulſive faculties, and fo evacuate them- 
— by unuſual and improper ways, to che diſturbance of the whole 
body, 

The cauſe of this diſtemper proceeds from want of a good concos 
ct ion in rhe brainz and this proceeds eithet from a hot or cold diſtem- 

r. 

A hot diſtemper doth attract more nouriſhment than Nature can 
ſufficiently digeſt. A cold diſtemper turneth the nouriſhment,brought 
to the brain, to flegm or watet. Cold, groſs, and ſlimy meats hin- 
— 7 good concoction, and windy mears ſend up many yapours te the 

cad, 

And to theſe many external cauſes, as Sourherly winds, long ſleep 
upon a full ſtomach, eſpecially an idle life, & c. And though this be 
accounted a diſeaſe of the head, yet the principal cauſe lyeth in the 
inferiour parts, in which evil humours are collected, as the Liver, 
Spleen, Mcſentery, womb), &c- from whom, not only vapours, but 
even the humours themſelves are ſent to the head, and deſcend to the 
inferiour parts againza hor diſtemper of che Bowels, like an Alembeck 
ſend continual yapours to the head; a cold diſtemper engenders 
crude humouts, which aro alſo many times drawn up thither, Co- 
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ſtiyeneſs ot obſtructions in the lower belly, which hinder the ayoidiag 
of excrements, they not finding their otdinary palſage fly up to che 
brain, which, by reaſon of its weakneſs, and looſe and ſoft ſubſtance, is 
forced to yield co the ſtronger parts disburthening themſelves upon it. 
The Impulſive cauſes ate too much heat ot cold in che brain: too much 
heat doth extenuate and diffuſe the humours, and chis happeneth. co 
the head, heated by the Sun, fire, covering, & c. Coldneſs dorh com- 
preſs the head, and ſtrains ſorth the humours therein contained, a 
a ſpunge is ſqueeſed in the hand. A Cararth is cauſed by a Commu- 
nication of cold humors, to rhe brain, from the feet, conveyed by che 
chiefeſt Nerves, which run through the marrow of the back: The ſtop- 
page or cloſure of the extetnal pores; when the body requireth ſwear 
is the cauſe of a Catarrh ; hence it cometh ro paſs char Cararrhs are 
molt frequent in Autumn, vi, the body Being made thin in the Sum- 
mer, and the pores open, evacuating excretmems by ſweat and inſen- 
lible tranſpiration: in Autumn the pores being ſuddenly ſtopt, by 
reaſon of the contraction of ſudden cold; which cauſeth many va pouts 
to fly to the head. Many more cauſes might be inſtaherd, but I feat 
I ſhall grow too voluminous, and what I have ſaid is fuffirient to tis 
up ingenious wits to further diſcoveries. I ſhall add a. few words, of 
the nature of rhe parts receiving this Defluxions which by reaſon of 
their weakneſs ate forced to receive the barthen laid upon them, by 
the ſtronger parts, like the inferior Commons, who are forced to beat 
the heavy impoſitions of thett inſulting Superiouts. The Lungs 1s 
naturally weak by teaſon of its ſoftneſs and looſneſs, which maketh che 
parc fir to reecive Defluxions; want of natural heat, cauſed by a 
told diſtemper, maketh the part unable to refift Defluxions?A wound 
or Ulcer in the part, cauſeth the humours ro flow thither, if you rake 
notice of Iſſues and Cauteties, you will ſcarcely doubt of the truth 
of it: So dot any inflammation or unnatural heat in the Lungs. Con- 
ider of this, and you may be able to give a reaſon of Conſumpricns 
of the Lungs, Pleutiſies, and ſpltting of bloody matter. The humours, 
which cauſe a Catarth, flow from the Brain internally or externally : 
internally, if the humors fall upon the Breaſt, it is called a Cacarrh 
or Defluxion : If upon Aſpera Arteria, it is called Rauceds or hourf- 
neſs : If it los into the Noſtrils, it cauſeth comma, Oren, or Poly« 
pus, If it falls upon the Nerves, it producerh Numbneſs, Palſy, Cone 
vullion, Trembling * If in the Ears, Deafneſs ; if in the Eyes, Irs 
mmation, Tears, Blindneſs ; if upon the Uvala or Pilate, it cauſech 

a dwelling, Looſneſs, or Ulcer there, If it fall into the Throat, the 
Quinlic follows; if on the Lungs, Inflammation, Pleutiſie, ſhortneſs 
© Breach, Cough, Conſumption 2 If it falls iuto che Stomach, vo- 
E * mitirg 
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miting and want of appetite enſues ; if into the Bewels, Dyarrbea, ot 
Dyſentery : and ſometimes it floweth into the Yeins with the blood, 
and cauſeth a Feavet called Feoris Catarrhalis, and is che fore-rannex 
of the Joynt · Gout, and Eryſpelas, Scmetimes the humor flow from 
the Head externally, without the Skull under the skin; theſe Hu- 
mors fall into the Eyes, Tecth, Neck, and other external parts; chere- 
fore it is rightly conceived by many Learned men, That the greateſt 
part of the Diſcaſes incident to the body of Man, have their original 
tem the head: Such whoſe bodies are ſpare and ſlender, eaſily pene- 
trated by heat ot cold; or ſuch as ate grofly compact, and have not 
free tranſpiration : Such who have weak ard cold Brains, that can» 
not diſcuſs, not goncoct the humours or yapours therein cenrained ; | 
or thoſe whoſe Brains ate ſo hot as to attract roo many vapours;Such, 
whoſe Scomachs and Livers are contrary in quality, viz, one hot, the 
other c 1d, are men ſubject to Catarths or Defluxions. 

The 6gns of this diſeaſe may eaſily be gathered from the Cauſes, 
the approach of this diſeaſe may. cafily be diſcovered by the following 
Symptoms, . by heavinels of rhe head, dulneſs of the Senſes, 
long ſleep, a ſnotty noſe, much ſpitting, coſtiveneſs of the body, ind 
much wind; hen the diſeaſe is pet ſect, the lowing humors are plain» 
ly felr, with (wellir s and pains in diyers parts ; if the difluxion be 
of cold humours, chen will the body be ſenſible of cold, the face 
pale, the habit of che body generally flegm tick, troubled with ſour 
belchings, ſweet, ſlimy and wateriſh ſpitile. If it be a hot diſtillatios, 
the habit of the whole body is cholerick; the parts affected inflimed | 
ard painful, the face red, much thirſt, a ſalt and ſharp humour in | 
the mouth, | 

I need not tell you how an external Defluxion may be knoun from | 
an internal; but rake notice, that if there appear plenty of humors, 
the Catarrh is more dangetous, for by a ſudd.n deflexton deſperate 
accicents may follow. 

If age, ſirength, and the ſeaſon permit, or if the body abound | 
with blood, or the Liver be too hot, ( as it often hyppens in this di- 
ſtemper ) breathe a Vein at the beginning of the Cute, the contrary | 
prohibiring Phicboromy. You muſt firſt prepare che matter, chen 
gent'y purge the head, afterwards more ſtrongly purge che peccant | 
humours : out of the former Chapters you may find what purges 
ere convenient, with teſyect to the humour offending 3 colo ii 
hach an excellent quality to purge the head, but by reaſon of its 10 
lent operation, is nor fic for common uſe z therefore uſe it not withe 
cut good ac vice. In this Diſeaſe alſo it is good to uſe Maſticstoties 


and Gzr,tiſms, when the humours fall into the Eyes or Noſe, c. 
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Errbines, and ſneezing Powders when it falls u pon the Btesſt, Lunge, 
c. Iſſues behind the Neck or Ears are ſound by expetence a gal- 
lant remedy for a Cararrh, 

1 hall not here trouble my ſelf or the Reader, to inſert Examples 
of the aſoregoing Medicines z the Chapters be fore going, together 
with every Artiſts ingenuity will ſufficiently inferm. Take this for 
a general Rule, That when a Catatth or Defluxion is cauſed by ex- 
crementitious humors flowing from any of the inferiour parts, by tra- 
ſon of the natural paſſage being Ropped, you mult open the ubſtructi- 
on, by often purging, or by Medicines, regard ing the nature of the 
obſtruRion, and by that means turn the humors cttending into their 
natural channel, after convenient Evacuations, with internal and exter- 
nal Medicines, Labour to corroborate the Head, & dry up the humors. 

Internal Medicines may be prepared thus, or after this manner: 
Take of Coriandet- ſeed preparcd, and Colts foot dried, Nutmegs and 
Frankir cenſe of each half an ounce; Liquorts, Maſtich and Cobebs, 
of each 'two drachms, Flos Sulphur, three drams, Conſerve of ted Ro- 
les one ounce, with a pound of white Sugar diſſolved in Popp y- water, 
make Rolls weighing three drachms or half an ounce : Take one 
Morning and Evening.

Oyls of Annis-ſeed and Nurmegs, of each three crops; with Dia- 
codium,as much as ſufficeth, ro make Troches; or if you pleeſe you 
may make them into Pills; and take half a drechm morr.ing and 
evening. It is good to apply bags of Herbs to the fore-part of the 
head, which have a drying quality, have the fore-part of the head, 
and apply the Gun Tacamahacca ſpread upon a cloath in the form ef 
a Plaiſtcr, and add thereto a little Myrich ; cx if you make a fume 
thereof, and ſhut the Chamber cloſe, ir profiteth. 

If the Defluxion proceed from a hot cauſe, you muſt 2dminiſter 
Medicines which have power tothicken the Humovr, to repel ard 
evacuate it: you muſt likewiſe correct the diſtempers, and ſortiſie 
the parts both ſending and receiving; and that you may fo do, you 
muſt repel or pull back che Humors by Phlebotomy, if n- thing bin- 

der it. You muſt thicken the humors, by adminiftring Juleps, made 
of the Waters of Plantane, Purſlane, Lettuce, the Syrups of Po pp es, 
Violets, Water-Lillies, of dried Ruſes, and M:conium, and ſuch 
like, Having thus chickned and prepared the hucoours , you muſt 
evacuate them by gentle Purgatives ; Take of the beſt Rhubarb a 
orachm,infulc it in any of the aforcn med Waters Cas wuch 28 is 
uth cient for a porior ) fix hauts in warm Enbers, train it cut; ard

To make the Potion Rronger, you may 
diſſolve therein Catholicon, Diaprunum Solutive, os Lenitive, Confectio 
Hamech, & c or ſuch like, having reſpect to the age and ſtrengih of 
your Patient, and humor offending. 

You muſt endeayour to reſtrrin the Flux thus; Take of Conſerye 
ef Roſes one ounce, Diapragacanthum Frigidum, and Pulvis Haly, of 
each a drachm, Bole-armenick pieparcd with Roſe- vater a drachm 
with the Emulſion of the four great cold Seeds, and Syrup of dried 
Roſcs, make an Opiate, and give che quantity of a Nutmeg to beds 
ward. Theſe Troches are much commended, take Gum-Dragant, 
and Arabick, of each two drachms ; Bole-armenick, #nd Terra fgil- 
Lata waſhed in Roſe water, of each one dracam ; white Poppy: (eeds, 
and Juyce of Liquoris, of each half a drachm ; Sugar=penids one 
ounce, with the Muſilage of Quince- ſeedt, extracted with Roſewater, 
make Troches to be held in che mouth day and night. 

The Spirit of Sulphur, and Vitriol giyen three or four drops in a 
convenient Julep, Morning and Evening, worketh no ſmall effect: 
againſt a Defluxion, eſpecially if it proceed from an inflammation of | 
the Bowels, If you ind the Diſeaſe roo ſtubborn to yield to theſe 
Medicines, you muſt make uſe of Narcoticks, of which Laudanum is 
none of the worſt, four or fave grains given at bed - time. | 

Faventius extolleth theſe Pills in ſalt Catatrh, or Defluxien of 
ſalt humors z Take of the juyce of Liquoris two drachms, waſhed 
Aloes one drachm, Pilulæ de cynotloſſo halt a drichm, with Syrup 
of Violets, make a Mals, and take a ſeruple rhereef at bed- 

ime. 
; It is convenient to make Powders to apply to the head, which | 
have power to ſtrengthen, to ſtop the Defluxion ; and conſume the 
Humors: Take of white Amber, Benjamin, Msſtich, Nutmegs , of |

of Diſeaſes of the Eyes, and firſt of the Diſeaſes proceeding fran 
Obſt; uction in the Optich Nerves. 


N the former Book having given you a brief account of this wor- 
thy Member, and what variety of wonderful operations God and 
Nature have placed in ſo little a ſubjeR : yer of the parts and facul- 
ties thereof, it is too hard a task for the moſt exquiſite Philoſopher to 
conceive aright , or for the moſt Eloquent Orator, to exprels ſuch 
wonderful Notions. But, ſecing God hath endued every man with 
this Member, by whole curious inſpeRion, he is enabled to pry into 
all things; it is the duty of every Naturaliſt to exerciſe this Mem- 
ber in finding out its Own conſtitution, and curing the diſtemper and 
maladies, to which it is ſubject. For the benefit of thoſe who want 
bettet helps, I ſhall, as briefly as may be, diſcover the Diſtaſes and 
Cures of the Eyes, as they ate, in which Work I adhere to the Opi- 
nions of the Wiſe and Learned Phyſitians, verified by Reaſon, ard my 
own Experience. 

Sometimes it happeneth, that the ſight of the Eye is totally exe 
tinguiſhed, and no fault appears in the Eye: And this cometh re 
pals, cither by obſtruction or adſtriction of the Optick Neryes; and 
is called by che Latines Gutta Serena, ind Amaure ſis. ObſtruRion (for 
the moſt part) is the cauſe of this diſeaſe, which happenerh by the flow- 
ing down of a watry humor upon the Nerves, which cauſeth blindneſs 
or dimneſs of ſight:the like obſtruction happening to the othes Nerves, 
cauſerh the Paltic, Adſtriction or Compreſſion ſometimes happeneth 
by ſome moiſt humout gathered about the Oprick Nerves, as blood 
or filthy matter, gathered in the Brain, ſometimes by humours, 
ſometimes by inflammation, in malignant Feavers, and may be the 
cauſe of this Diſeaſe. For the Neryes being thus obſtruted ot com- 
prefſed, the animal Spirits cannot paſs from the Brain to the Eyes. 
To this | may add, That in caſe by a wound in the Head, the Opuck 
Nerves be cut, without conttoverſie it c2uſeth blindneſs. 

The fign cf this Diſeaſe, is the loſs of Sight, and the Fic appear- 
ing in its natural condition, onely the Papilla, or the fight of the Eye 
lookerh wider, blacket and dimmer, The difference of cauſcs is thus 
known: lt the cauſe be blood or choler, ſome inflammation, impoſtume 
or wound in the Head hath gone before, If the Nerves are compreſſed 


by Flegm gathered about the roots of the Eyes, all or moſt of the 


Head is affeRedzand the other Senſes are hurt : bur if ic be obſtructi- 
on of the Optick Nerves, the Eye is onely affected, or the fore- part 
of the Head about the Eye-browes bearcth part of the affliction. 
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Jt the Diſeaſe proceed from an obſtruRion in the Optick Nerves, and 
the ſight be totally loſt, for the moſt part the Diſeaſe is incurable: 
but if the obNraction be imperfeRs chat is to ſay, the ſight much 
diminiſhed, ani the Patient not totally blind, then there is hope of 
recovery. If it happen by humours gathered into the fore- pirt of the 
Head, compreſſing the Nerves, it is curable. 

For the Cure, the Head muſt be cleanſed by Medicines, which 
effectually purge thoſe humours which compreſs or obſttuct the 
Ncryes : But remember, That as you cannct free the Nerves, wich- 
out purging the whole head, ſo you cannot cleanſe the Head without 
purg ing the whole body, It is good that the Patient avoid a thick, 
cold, cloudy, and moiſt Air, and frequent the contrary, Let him 
eſchew all meats that are groſs, or yield a groſs jayce, ſuch as ate 
Windy, hot ſpices, or whatever fi ls the Head with vapours. It is 
good to put the ſeed of Fennel into his Bread, Let his meat for his 
lauce be cxtenuating, as Berony, Eye-brighr, Fennel, Hyſop, Mar- 
Jcrom, S+ge : Nutmeg alſo doth much comfort the Brain, and clears 
the fighr, 18 *tis g*nerally believed: Let the aforeſaid Herbs likewiſe 
be boy) led in his broth: Lectuce and ſuch like cold Herbs are very 
huctful ; Turneps are highly commended, and *cis proved they clear 
the fight, being oſten eaten : Pidgeons, Sparrows, and ſuch like 
Fowls are {aid to be a good food for ſuch who are thus diſeaſed, Let 
him eat ro Supper ; The cat any, let it be light, and not too late. 
Then let him make uſe of this Diet · Drink following : Take of Bet» 
tony, Eyc-bright, Celandine the gxear, Fennel, Bilm, Marjcrom, 
Sage, and Veryaip, of esch two handfuls ; rhe ro-rs of Elceampane, 
Fennel, Flower-de-luce, Liquoris, and Satſapatilla fliced, of esch 
one handful : the ſeeds of Ceriander, Aniſe, and Fennel. of each one 
cunce ; the flowers of Roſemary and Lavender, of each a handful . 
Ra ſins of the Sun ſtoned, and blew figs ſliced, of each à pound: 
Senna two ounces, Let all theſe be ii fuſed fix hours in 3 ſufficient 
quantity of Wort, upon hot embers, then turned up in four gallons 
Neu- beet, let them work rogether:Ler the Patient drink a draught 
exycry mornins til! the Cure be periected, unleſs ſome o her medicine 
irteryene. Vu muſt purge the Body often, as you lee cauſe, cither 
with gentle o: Ny nger Purges ; let them be Pills, and ſi ch as purge 
the Humour «ending ; Of which, you (hall have a particular ac- 
count irn the Fourth Book. 

If your Patient be not old, and you find blond abound, you may open

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Sometimes the app'icaticn of Cupping glafſes, Vehicatories, and 
Cauterics, to the hinder pert of the Head or Neck, to the Shou Iders 
or Back, have been attended with admirable ſuccels. After due eva» 
cuation, it is couvenient to cry up the humors by a ſucorifick Diet- 
Drink, made ard uſed, as is deſcribed in the Second Chaprer; acding 
ſuch Herbs as have a ſpecial property to cure the Eyes, 215. Celar- 
dine, Eyc-br:ght, Fennel, and Vervain, It you fee occaſion to diy 
up the mviſt humours of the Heac, make vſe of ſuch powders, bags 
and caps preſcribed in the fore-goipgg Chapters, Allo lulz hurous 
and Bicum:nous Baths profit much, 

The Gl:flic and Cryſtalline kumevrs of the Eye are ſubject to in- 
firmities and diſorder : the firſt is ſubjeR to a mixture, with other 
humours ; and this Diſcaſe is hard to diicoyer , but muſt be cured 
by cleantirg the head and optick neryes, ane refelling ard diſcuſſing 
the humor, which mixeth with the vitrious hemour » and maketh 
it dusk y. This humour allo may be diſordered, in reſpect of its ſei- 
tuation, when it is brought before the Cryfialline, and ſo diminich- 
eth the ſight. This Diſeaſe is hardly diſtinguiſhed from a Cataract, 
one l it diſfereth in the cauſe ; for a Catarz& cometh by a defluxi- 
on ot humour 35 this from a blow or contuſion, and is urcurable: 


ſomctimes it happeneth that Nature works a Cure, and reducerk ir 


to its place again; but no man as yet can imitate her, therefore we 
leave the buſineſs to her diſpoſing. 

The Cryſtalline humour is the chief inſtrument of Sight, and if 
any defect happen to ity that ir be net pure nor perſpicuous, the viſive 
{pirits cannot exerciſe their office. This tumour doth often ſuffer 
preJudice through ſome drying and condenſing cauſe, as it often hap- 
pens to ancient people, where the aforeſaid cauſe changeth the Cry 
ſtalline humour to redneſs. The ſign of this Diſeaſe is thick White 
about the ſight of the Eye, a1d every object appeareth to the Patient 
#5 through a Cloud: it is called Glaucoma, and differ: th from a Ca- 
tract in this; viz. a Cautact lieth in the Papilla, or fight near Cor- 
nea, bur Glaucoma licth much deeper, and is uncurable, cſpecially in 
old people. 

Sometimes the Cryſtalline humour is diſplaced, that it lieth not 
directly againſt the Pupilia ; ſometimes it lieth too high, and ſome» 
times too low 3 and if one eye ſuffer, all things leem deuble: Some» 
times y3pours and water divide the viſive humours, and cauſeth the 
objects to he reccived into two places, Somerimes the Cry ſtallire 


Humor is remcved and brought nearer to the Puril'a, *nd thirgs that 


are neer, are not ſo eaſily {cen , as things farther eff. But if it be 
rem vco backward, things rear are plainly ſeen, but not afar off z; the 
vic of dpectacles are prefitabic in this caſe, Semetmes the Cryſtal- 

line 
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Iine humour lyeth to the right, or to the leſt fide, fo that more 
White appeareth on one ſide, than on the othet; and this we call 
S. rabiſ mus, or Squinting,this alſo is uncurable, elpecially if it hap- 
peneth that the muſcles of rhe Eyes be diſplaced by Convulſion or 
Palſie, then without hope, js uncurable. Sometimes there happeneth 
an inverſion of the Cryſtalline humor, ſo that the objects ſeem folded 
or crooked :; But theſe Diſeaſes being uncurable by Medicines, I (hall 
preſcribe none.

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CHAP, II. 
Of a Cataract. 


A CararsQ is cauſed or bred by a diſtemper of a watry humour 
of the Eye, which diſtemper is in quantity or quality : if in 
quantity, it cauſeth a dilation of the Pupilla; of which I ſhall ſpeak 
in the next Chapter. If the Diſtemper be in quality, it proceeds 
from a mirrure of excrementitious humours with the watry humor 3 
In the beginning of this diſtemper, che ſight being a little darkned, 
it is called Suffuſion; but when it is gathered about the Pupilla (like 
water) they call it Aqua water; but when it is gathered thick about 
the Pupilla, it is called a Cataract. It Choler be che humor mixed 
with the watry humor, the Cataract appeareth ſomewhat citrine or 

ellow e If Melancholy, then is the Cataract wore dull and blackiſh : 

f ir be white as chalk, it ſigniſieth a thick and compacted matter: If 
ir be of the colour of Pearl, then (lime and tranſparent flegm is the 
humour offending, 

There are two lorts of Catatacts, a true, and a Baſtard-Catatact: 
A true Cataract doth for the moſt part affect one eye onely; and if 
both be affected, they are not alike, nor affected at the ſame time, as 
in the ſpurious Cataract. In a true Cataract or Suffuſion, a dark 
matter appeareth in the Pupilla, which doth not in the other. 

But here let the Reader beware, leſt he fall into error ; for this 
doth not always hold as a ſure diſtinguiſhing Rule: for if the humor 
be as thin as the watry humor, nothing appearerh ; and many upon 
this ground have thought it to be Gutta Serena: but there is a great 
difference between Gutta Serena, and this: for in Gutta Serena the 
fGghr is quite Joſt, or at leaſt much diminiſhed, and no fault appears 
m the Pupille : Bur it is not ſain this Suffufion, which cannot be 


| ſeen; for the fight is bur a little diminiſhed, becauſe the humour 


being thin and tranſpirent, the objects pierce it like glaſs. 
Though 
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Though I need ſay nothing of the (igns of this Diſeaſe, it being 
eiſie to gather the ſigns from the cauſes, yet 1 ſhall add a few 
words, In the beginning of a Suffuſion, certain ſmall Bodies, as 
hairs, flyes, cobwebe, gnats, wool, and ſuch like, flye be fote the eyes, as 
it grows on, the ſymptoms ate more evident, and the objects appear as 
through a glals 3 when it is perfect rhe Pupzlla is changed in colour, 
and the fight is totally loſt: What the colours denote, I have already 
hid down, If the matter of the CataraR appear dark, it lyeth be- 
teen Chorion (or #vta ) and Cornea, and the Pupilla is dilated; and 
white or red veins appear about the circle of the Eye; if the contrary 
appear, judge that the mattet lieth between the Cryſtalline, and 
woes, Ii the matter lye deep, the Pupilla is conraRed, it higher en- 
lurged. When the Catatact is nemly begun, and the Patient can ſee, 
as through a cloud, if he be yourg, and the ſeaſon ſutable , it may 
be cured : On the centrary, if it be confirmed, and the matter groſs, 
it yields not to Medic ines, but muſt be couched with a needle, 

And ſeeing I ſpeak of coucking, give me leave to tell you, That 
tis a dangerous operation, and often attended with bad ſucceſs z but 
if you find it needful, and likely to be prevalent, make uſe of a neat» 
handed Chyrurgion : and that you may know whether it be likely or 
no to be cured, conſider a few Rules. 

Signs of Cure, by couching, ate theſe 3 If when the ſound eye be 
ſhut, the Pupilla of the Eye affected appear larger, and perceive 
ſome light, there is hopes of cure: If the contrary appear, Judge ac- 
cordingly. A black, green, yellow and hard CararaR, never yieldeth 
to Medicine, ſeldom to the Needle; attempt not the operation on 
old men, nor children: You muſt alſo conſider, before you attempt 
this operation, whether the Suffuſion be ripe and fit for couching z os 
whether it be not grown too hard, The firſt you muſt try thus 3 
Preſs down the eye affected with your finger, and if you alter the 
ſhape of the Suffuſion, and when your finger is off, it returneth to 
its former ſtation, then is it thin, and not tipe: bur if che contrary 
appear, it may be couched with a Needle, But here note, Thar it 
muſt be moderate, and not too com pact, but like a skin that will cowl 
upon the Needle: if it be thick and ſolid like chalk, or hail, it cannot 
be couched. | 

For the Cure, you muſt obſetye rhe ſame Rules preſcribed in the 
former Chapter, you muſt uſe and abſtain from the ſame kind of 
diet; you muſt uſe genera! and particular Evacuations; you muſt 
repel the humors offending, and ſtrengthen the head and eyes, Then 
you muſt come to Topical Medicines, and though I am ( almoſt) of 
Galer*s opinion, who ſaith they are little worth, for they promiſe 
more than they can perform; yer Experience hath caught, and — 

thors 
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thors have conſitmed, that Cataracts, which have not been of long 
continuance, bur taken in the beginning, have been curcd by To- 
picks, after the uſe of che medicines before mentioned, thcretore 1hall 
inſert a few of them, and leave the Ingenious to hude out more. 
Firſt, you muſt make a Fomentation of ſuch things 2s have power 
to mollific and d:ffolye : Take of Celandine, Fennel, Eye-hright, of 
each one handful ; of Kue, Vervain, Clary, of each halt a handful ; 
Melilot, Chamomil Flowers, and red Role leaves, of each one pu- 
gil; Fenugteek ſeed one ounce : boil them in a pint and a half of 
Spring-water, to the conſumption of the halt pint, then put in a 
half pint of White- Wine, and let it boyl a little. Strain it out, and 
with clothes wet in the liquor, foment the cyes every morning ſo 
long as you lee oc ciſion · It you wath the Eyes with red Wine ſome» 
times, ft hinders the defluxion, diſcuſſech and diflolverh. It is good 
to let a Child lick the Eye, after it hath eaten ſweet Fennel ſeeds. 
Infule Crus Metallorum in white-Wine, and waſh the Eye with 
the Wine} or after a ſufficient infuſion, pour eff the Wine clearzand 
with ſweet Fennel and Fenugeck ſeed, of each one cunce, ef Alloes 
half an ounce, Saffron a dram, beat them, and ſcarce them into fine 
powder, the blood of a young Pidgion hot thh weight of hem all, 
with the aforeſaid Wine, what is ſufficient to make a loft Pultis, & 
apply ic warm to the Eye at Night ; take it off in the morning, Or 
flit a young Pigeon, and lay it to the Eye, Then you muſt come 
to make uſe of Topical Medicines called Collyrzes, which many times 
(by Gale“ favour) have good ſucceſs, if the Catatact be not too 
much confirmed, Take the leaves of Rue, Fennel, Vervain, Celan- 
dine, and Eye-bright, of cach one handful 3 Centaury the leſs, Bur- 
net, Avens, Sage, of each half a handfull ; Fennel roots and the roots 
of round Birthwort, of each half a pound; Red Roſe leaves and 
White Violet leaves, of exch one ounce ; Radiſh ſeed, and Fenugreek 
ſeed, of each one dram ; Ammoniacum, and the Natural Balſome, 
of each a dram, Tutty two drams 7 pouder thoſe that are to be pou= 
deted, the herbs and roots ſhred and fliced; put to them Whhite= Wine, 
honey, and the Urine of a Boy, as much as may wet them all, vx. of 
white Wine three parts; of the Urine two, and Honey one; then 
diſtil them in Bala o d11ie: drop the water into the Eyes, morning 
and evening. regarding the courſe and medicines before preſcribed, 
Joſephus Quercetanus, in his Pharmacopæia, doth much commend this 
following Water, viz. Take of the vater of the greater Celandine 
fix ounces, crocus Mf r one dram ; infuſe it in the (ame water, 
and drop two ot three drop: into the Eye, three or fout times a day as 
long as need requireth,

Of the enlarging ard dilating ; of the ſtraitning or contr:fing of the 
Pupilla. 


His Diſeaſe is called in Greek Mdriaſis, becauſe too much light 
going in, hurteth the, Gght : Hence it is, that thoſe that are thus 
d.ſtempercd, ſee better in adarkiſh place than in the light, And 
this may be demonſtrated by the nx/ural change of the Purilla (in 
ſound Eyes) in bright and obſcure places. For when 4 man is in 2 
br ght and clear place, the Purilla is contracted and made leſs, left 
the light, going in tos faſt, ſhould diſſipate the ſpirits ? ſo that a man 
going ſucdenly our of a very light place, into a houſe or place more 
odſcure, at th: firſt ertry he ſeeth (almeſſ) r othirg at all the Pupille 
deing to lately contracted : he remaining in the ſame place, the 
Papilla is loon dilated or enlarged to receive more light, and then 
he ſeeth perfectly thoſe things, which before he could not. Then if 
he go out wdcenly into a very light place his Eyes are GET on 
Cc. 
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ſeech nor perfeRly, becauſe the Pupilla is jnlarged, and the light 
goeth in ſo faſt, doth diſſipate and diſperſe the Vifive Spirits. Hence 
you perceive that the light ought co paſs into the Eye in a moderate 
uantity, and the Pupilla ought to be of a moderace fize, Hence

iog Diſcaſes, which ate attended wich want of fleep, So may the 
Pupilla be ſtreightned by dfine's, when the Tunicle Uvea by reaſon 
of che diminiſhing of che humor of the Eye, loſerh its former exten» 
fion, falls rogerhzr and is wrinkled, and ſo the hole of the Pupilla is 
made ſtreigkter q whereas in the former the Tunicle though dry; 
holdeth iti excention. It is made larger alſo by repletion, namely, 
by vapars ot wind (ent unto che Eye, or by the extraordinary flowing 
of the watry and other hu mots to the Eye, or by the ſwelling of the 
Uvca it (elf, ic is diltende, and the Papills made larger, So the 
ſame wary humor my work a contrary effect, namely, by relaxing 
the (ame Tunicle , and by that means making the hole ſtteighter. 
The Pupilla is inlatged ſometimes by Convulſion, as may be (cen 
by ſome Epileptick Children ; ſometimes a ſtroke or fall may cauſe 
a deflaxion into the Eyes, hence comes extenſron : retenſion of the 
Spitits cau.c:h wind and hunors , and that cauſeth diſtenſion of the 
Papilla, and ſom:rimes the Pupilla is made ftreighter, by reaſon of 
the wint of the vilive Spirits to extend the Tunicles, for want of 
which they ate relaxed and fall together, as may be ſeen in old 
m:n. 

Theſe Diſcaſes though th:y ate contrary, yet ste to bt cured by 
the ſame M:dicines ; remember this, that if cheſe Diſeiſes be of 
long continuance, and in ancient people they are ( without doubt J 
incurable. But if the Patient be young, and the Diſcaſe of no long 
eontinu ance, you muſt proceed, with this conſideration, that the cure 
muſt be varied according to the variety of cauſes: If it proceed from 
drineſs, you muſt refreſh the body with Medicines which are moiſt and 
geſtaurative z land ſuch you ſhall finde in the cure of the HeRick Fea- 
vet. If it comes from a humor filling the Eye, you muſt purge and 
cleanſe the H:ad and che whole body of char Humor, as you ate taught 
in the cute of a CataraR. If from wind, after due Evyacuations, you 
muſt labour to diſcuſs the wind with the decoRion of Fennel, Rue, 
Dill, Cimomel, td Roſes made in ted Roſewater and Whirewine, 
and the Eyes fo n:ute ] chte vi h. If ch:te bt occafion for Allyingene 
Medicines,

Sometimes it comes from a Scar, after an Ulcer, and 
ſo the Corzea loſeth irs tranſparentneſs, Sometimes the Eye is blood- 
ſhod,and that ſpoileth the natural colour of the Corzea, and this is 
called Sugillatio: Sometimes the Cornea is made yellow by the Jaune 
diſe, All cheſe Diſeaſes are eaſily diſcovered, and their cauſcs are 
laid down in the Deſcription : That which cometh after a Wound or 
Ulcer, and is a Scar, is not cafily cured. But the cure ef the Pin and 
Web conſiſts in Emollients , attenuating and diſcuſſing Medicines, 
But the Antecedent cauſe muſt Grſt be removed by Univerſal Eva- 
cuations, ſuch as are deſcribed in the Tenth and Eleventh Chaprers, 
Then you muſt ſoften the hard matter with the decoction of Fenu- 
greek, Mallows, Melilot, Celandine, Fennel, and the like, Then 
let a Child chew ſweet Fennel-ſeed, and afterwards lick the Eye, or 
make a Water thus: Take of Honey a pint , the juyce of Fennel, 
Brooklime and Celandine, of each half a pint, Sugat- candy diſſol- 

ved in the Juyces an Ounce, with the natural Balſom a icruple, cla- 
rite them together, or diſtil them in Balnes Marie , and drop it into 
the Eye, The Secd of Oculus Chriſti put into the Eye is good.

ken of, the dry he calleth ZErepophanyut z, it wanteth humidity , 
and proceedeth from Cholet and adutt Melancholy: there are orher 
ſubdiviſions, if there be icching joyned with it, he calleth ir · Iopeę · 
aA, and if it come with hareneſs of Eye-lid: oxAupoghaauie, 
Gales mentions another, which he calleth Ophth. [na Tabida , which 
ends with a conſumption and loſs of the Eye: this hapneth to them 
who have moiſt heads and weak eyes, fit to receive à difluxion, 
The immediate caſes are defluxion or congeſtion, and ſometimes 
both ; the de flu ion cometh from the head, either by che internal 
Veins, which come from the Brain under the Skull, or by the ex- 
rernal Veins, which come from the Pericranium to che Eyes.

if through the exterior Veſſels the contrary figns appear, the Veins 
of the Fotehead ate diſtended, and there is much ſhooting about

For the Cute, the external cauſes muſt be removed, the antecedent 
cauſes evacuated, revelled and repelled, the conjunct cauſe derived 
and diſcuſſed, and the parts affected ſtrengthened, 

Let the Patient obſerve an orderly and temperate Diet, and eat 
ſuch chings that are of cafic digeſture , let him avoid all ſharp and 
ſalt things, and ſuch as fume up to the head, and ſuch things 8s 
breed Cholet, let him abſtain from ſtrong drink,ler moſt of his drink 
be Barley- water, let him avoid all motion, let him lie (till as long as 
he is able, and ſleep as long as he can, let him keep his ej es ſhut, and 
whatever he do, endeavour to keep his body ſoluble, 

Phlebotomy for the inoſt part is convenient, but let it be tegulated 
and moderated according to the conſtitution, ſtrength, age, and lex

inflamed 3 bur firſt let the humors be prepared, then purge gently 
and often; and if you fee occaſion, after all this, you may purge 
more ſtrongly : prepare the humours thus, Take of Endive,Succory 
and Fumitoty, of each one handful, red Roſe-leaves one Ounce, ef 
the greater Cold-ſceds half an Ounce, of Lettuce aud Poppy»ſeeds, of 
each two ſcruples, boyl them in a quart of ſpring-water, to the con- 
lumption of half, ſtrein ir, and with Syrup of Violets two Ounces, 
and Syrup of Fumitoty one Ounce, make a Julep for three Potions ; 
afterwards you muſt adminiſter ſuch Medicines as have power gently 
to carry away the peccant humours.Take of Caſſiz newly drawn, one 
Oance and an half, Manna diffolyed in Roſewatet an Ounce , Ca- 
tholicon half an Ounec, Powder of Rubarb two drams, with Sugar 
ſufficient, make a Bolus for three times. If the body be flegmarick 
purge with Pills of Agarick, or Lucis Majores; but take this caution 
along with you, that you adminifter no ſtrong Purgation in this Di- 
ſtemper without the advice of an able Phyſician, After ſufficient 
Evacuartions, you may profitabl y apply a Cataplaſm to t he Forehead 
and Temples, that hath an aſtringent power, by which the humors 
flowing to the Eyes may be ſtopt. Take of Bole-armenick, Maſtick, 
Frankincenſe, Sanguis Draconis , and Whear-flower , of each one 
Dram, the powder of Lentils and red Roſes, of each two ſcruples, 
with che White of an Egg, juyce of Nettles, Vinegar of Roſes, of 
each a like quantity, ſufficient to make a Cataplaſm. An Apple 
roaſted with Frankincenſe and Miſtick in it, woiſten it with the 
White of an Egg beaten to water, and as much of a ſound womans | 
breaſt-milk, make a Cataplaſm, and apply it to the Eye; or with 
crums of bread, and womans-milk, with a little Roſewatcr, you may 
make a convenient Cataplaſm. 

Then you muſt prepare Collyries, Ungents, and Fomentations, 
which muſt be uſed with diſcretion, and varied as the pain or inflam- 
mation incteaſeth or decreaſerth, or as the humors are diſcuſſed ot 
fixed, &. out of the multiplicity of ſuch Medicines ; 1 ſhall inſert

Somerimes if che humors cannot be geſolyed, thete is a Suppura= 
tion and an Ulcer ſome times followerh it, and ſometimes matter 
gulieretk under the Cornea; this is called Fypopye, this cometh alſo 
ſometimes by a Contuſion, ſomerimes it covercth the Pupilla, and 
lomerimes compaſſerh the Circle of the eye, and is like i mans Nail.

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After an Ophthalmy, and Bliſters in che Eyes, Uleets ſometimes 
happen in the aforeſaid Tunicles, when che humors ate gathered, ot 
the Bliſters come to Supputation: and ſometimes they follow ſharp, 
corroding and watry humors flowing into the Eyes. Some of them 
axe ſuperficial or profound, brozd or narrow ; a hollow, narrow and 
hard Ulcer is called in Greek Böge, in Latine Foſſula, or a little 
Ditch. An Ulcer chat is broad, and not ſo deep, is called xolawu ; 
that which come th in the Circle of the Eye is called Jeſswoy, or ul- 
cus coronale, They that are deep, ſolid, hard and crulty, arc called 
Unixaunue, of HN, If the Ulcer be in the Cornea, there will 
be a ſmall white blemiſh in the black of the Eye : If it be in the Ad- 
nata, there will be a ſmall red blemiſh in the White of the Eye, be- 
cauſe rhe Adnata is full of Blood. All Ulcers in the Eyes ate dange- 
gerous and hard to cure, but more in cke Cornea than in the Adna- 
ta; if it happen in the Pupilla, though it be cured, it much prejudi- 
ceth the fight, becauſe irleayerh a ſcar, which hindeteth the perſpi⸗ 
cuity of the Cornea. For the Cure, you muſt uſe ſuch Medicines 
az dry and cleanſe moderately, ſuch as aflwage pain and revel, and 
reſtrain the humours flowing upon the Eyes. You can ſcarcely read 
thus far, and be ignorant of particular Medicines, yet for the benefic 
of the unskilful, I ſhall inſert one or two 2 Take an Egg boyled hard, 
pilled and cur in two pieces; take out the Yelk, and fall the hollow 
with Sugar-Candy and Myrrh with powder, tie them faſt, and hang 
them up in a!Cellar, and a water will drop from it, which is good to 
cleanſe the Eye without pain ; the Water of Honey ciſtilled hath 
been found very effectual. But if cheſe Medicines are not ſtrong e- 
nough, do gs followeth; Take of Plantane, Vervain, and white 
Roſe- water, of each one ounce, Honey two ounces, the Whites of ten 
new laid Epgs boyled hard, of Myrrh, Tutty, and the white Troches 
of Raſis, of each a draw, Sarcocol, Frankincenſe, Aloes, and Ceruſe, 
of each half a dram , powder them that are to be powdered, and mix 
them all in a ſtone Mortar, then put them into a ſmall Glaſs body 
with a head and receiver, and diſtil it in Balneo: This Water is en- 
cellent againſt Ulcers in the Eyes.

Of the cancer and Ruptu re the Cornea, 


Ometimes a Cavcer groweth up and is perfected in the Eye, of 
8 which there is two ſorts, cicher Occult or Ulcetated, the occult 
is called a Cancetous Tumor, or Cancer of the Eye; the ulcetated 
is cilled a cancerous ulcer in the Eye, it is known by.a blew Jleaden 
colour, and unequal hardneſs, the Veins adJoyniag are very full and 
blew, and the Eye, the Temples and the whole Head is afflicted 
with a ſtrong and pricking pain» If the Diſeaſe be fixes and pet ſect, 
it is incurable, except it be taken away by m3nual operation, but if 
it be taken in the beginning, ic may be cured : you muſt adminiſter 
convenient Phyſick, and adjoyn a ſuitable Diet. You muſt draw 
blood on the ſame fade 3 if you finde occaſion, bleed the Hemorrhoid 
Veins by Leeches, and apply them behind the Ears: after the uſe 
of theſe or the like tevulſion, purge Melancholy often, and gently, 
once or twice a week (if the body be ſtrong enough) purge with 
the extract of black Hellebore. Theſe Remedies will much diminiſh 
the humors, and decreaſe the pain, after which you muſt uſe To- 
picks, ſuch as have prepared Tutty, and the white Troches in them, 
for which have recourſe to the preceding Cha pter. The fleſh of yong 
Pidgeons or Chickeas applied to the Cancer, hath been found very

CHAP. XVI. 
Of th! Diſc aſes of the corners of the Eyes aud Eye-lids. 


O netimes there happeneth a Tumot in the corner of the Eye, ar 
8 the robt of the Noſe ; if it do not break, it is called Anchylops z 
it it do break, it is called Agylops. Sometimes this Tumor cometh 
without inflammation, and is bred of a thick, flegmatick, ſlimy hu- 
mour, as the Tumors called Atheromata, Steatomata, &t. ot which 
you ſhall have a brief accoun in the next Book. 

When it rometh with inflammarion, it is like a Boil, with ſhooting 


pain, and very ted, and it cometh by thin and cholerick blood flowing 


thicher, and then impoſthumarerh ; which being open ptoduceth an 
Ulcer ; then it becomes hollow, and is called Fiſlula Lach ꝶ nalis. 
The cure is very difficult, becauſe it is ill applying medic ines, the eye 
being ſo near. If ic hath not been of long continuance, and the Qri- 
lice to he ſeen externally, it may be cured by Medicines, But it it hath 
continued a year, the Bone is foul, and hard to be cured without bur= 
ning. If it turns to a Caneer, it is incurable, becauſe Medicines will 
enlarge it, and increaſe pain, and is known by the hardneſs and blew- 
nefs of the skin, the excenſion of the Veins, and extremity of the 
ain. 
F You muſt open a vein, if nothing hinder, and revel che humours 
by purging, which you may do by theſe following Pills, viz, Cos 
chiæ, Arabicz, Aurez, and Lucis Majoris : then you muſt endeayour 
to ſtop the progreſs by tepelling medicines : take the Juyce of Night- 
ſhade, Shepheards- purſe, and Knotgraſs, of eich two ounces ; Acacia, 
the flowers of Balauſtines, Bole-armonick, Gauls, Frankinceoſe, and 
Roch- allum, of each a dram ; boyl them well together : then with 
four ounces of white War, and four drams of Turpentine, make 4 
Cerate, to be applied to the forchead : Afterwards endeayour to re= 
folve the humours : Amatus Luſitanus commends this — 
„„ 2 5 e tate: 
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Cerate : Take of the Powder of Cockle-ſhels two drams ; Myrrh, 
Aloes, and Frankincenſe, of each half an ounce 3 Sarcocol, Sanguis 
Draconis, and Ceruſe, of each three drams : Opopanax diflolyed in 
Wine, Vinegar, and Blood-ſtone, of each one dram and an half, Saf» 
fron two ſcruples, Wax and Rozen, of each three ounces : make a Ce- 
rate according to art, and apply it to the corner of the eye and Fote- 
bead. If, after all this, it will come to Suppuration, make uſe of 
ſuch things as will haſten it, leſt the humours corrode the pitt: ap- 
ply a Plaiſter of Diachzlon Simplex. If an Inflammation apptoach, 
apply a Cataplaſme made with white bread and milk : If ic break not 
ſuddenly, open it with a Launcer, cleanſe the Ulcer and heal ir. Bur 
if it prove a Fiſtula, you muſt be the more careful, firſt ro cleanſe it 
thus ; Take of Aqua - vitæ, and Honey of Roſes, of each one ounce ; 
Myrrh two ounces, with Allum and Verdegreece, of each a dram : 
boil chem together, and make a Liniment; Unguentum Agyptia» 
cum, and Apoſtolorum, is of great vertue in this caſe. 

If the bone be foul, it muſt be cured by. an actual Caurery : yer 
Fabricius Hild inus ſaith, he cured a Lachrymal Fiſtula with Medi- 
eines; he applied Exphorbium, and upon the ſame an Emplaiſter of 
Gum Elemi, and this he did till he sxaled rhe bone: afterwards with 
the Tolutan Balſome, a drop upon a little lint, he incarnated, and 
conſolidated the Fiſtula in a very ſhort time. 

After this Lachrymal Fiſtula, there followeth a conſuming and 
diminiſhing of the Catunele in the corner of the Eye; ſometimes it 
alſo happeneth by a ſharp humour falling down thit her, and ſome- 
times by cleanſing medicines applied without diſcretion; this Diſeaſe 
is called Rhyas, There is another Diſeaſe contrary to this, which is 
an immoderate growth and increaſe of the fleſh in the corner of che 
Eye; which proceedeth ſometimes for want of orderly drying up of 
the Ulcer, and ſometimes by a defluxian of blood to the part, and this 
is called Enchanthis. 

For the Cure of the firſt, you muſt perform it by incarnative Me- 
dicines : Take of Aloes, Borax, Frankincenſe, Dragons-blood, Cy- 
preſs Nuts, and Myrcles, of each one dram, the flowers of Pomegra- 
nates, Red Roſes, and Comfty, of each two ſcruples; the ſeeds of 
Sumach one ſcruple: Let them be boy led in old Canary, and Plan- 
tane and Roſe- water, of each half a pint, to the conſumption of half, 
and with this Collyric often waſh tae patt affected. 

The other you muſt cure by raking away the ſuperfluous fleſh, with 
eating medicines, as Burnt Allum, burnt Vitriol, #1guentum p- 
tiacum, or Apoſtolorum; or you muſt cut it off, and burn it with an 
Iron : But proceed which way you will, you muſt not forget conve- 
nient Eyacuations, for fear of a d:fluxion, and you muſt beware left 
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you take it not away too near, leſt it turn to Rt. There is alſo 
a defluxion of Rheum, iſſuing out of the cotnets of the Eyes, and is 
called involuntary weepinꝑ, and by ſome, Epiphora :'for the producing 
of this Diſeaſe, there is an indiſpoſition in the parr ſending, and the 
part receiving : the part ſending is the Brain, which being too hot or 
too cold, atttacteth a watry humour, and ſendeth it to the inferiout 
parts. By the weakneſs, thinneſs, thickneſs of the Caruncle in the 
corner of the Eye, it is made uncapable to refiſt ſuch a defluxion, 
which often happeneth in the three ſotementioned Diſeaſes, | 
This deflux ion is conveyed ſometimes by the extetnal, and ſomes 
times by the internal yeins : Sometimes the defluxion is hot, and 
ſometimes cold. If it be conveyed by the external veins,the veins of 
the Forchead and Temples are diſtended, and the pain is felt withour 
the Skull; if internally, the pain is felt contrarily, If the humor be 
hot, it cauſeth the more pain; heat, reaneſs, and exulceration of 
the eye brows follow, | ps 
If this Diſeaſe cometh from an oursard cauſe, if it hath conti- 
nued long, it may be ſoon cured ; but hardly if your patient be old. 
If it preceed from a Lachrymal Eiſtula, Rhyas, or Encanthis, it hath 
its cure with thoſe Diſeaſes, You muſt rake away the defluxion and 
ſtreugthen the part, you muſt evacuate the humor offending by pur. 
ging: likewiſe if the body be Plethorick, and nothing prohibit, you 
may open a vein, You muſt make revulſion of the flowing humors 
by Cuppirg, Veſicatories, Bliſters behind the neck, and Iſſuts in the 
arme, g 
For derivation, apply Leeches behind the Exrs, and Maſticztories 
in the morning: ſtrengthen the head and Brain, whether the humor 
be hot or cold: the Chapter of the Catarrh,and of rhe coldeſt diſtem- 
pers of the Brain, will particulanly inform you, how to purge, revel, 
and dcrive the peccant humours , and ſtrengthen the part affected. 
Then you muſt apply aſtringent Medicines to the Forehead and 
Temples ; if the humor flow through the external veins : If it be a 
cold hunicur, tak: of Frankincenſe, Tacamahacca, and Maſtich,o' each 
two dtams : Tera Sigillata one dram, Mace pulverized, and Juniper 
Gum, of each two ſetuples; Turpentine and Wax ſufficicnt to make 
8 Cerate for the Fore-head and Temples: Bur if it be a hot and ſharp 
humour, tske of Endive and Knot-graſs, of each one handful ; the 
Noot of Solomons=Seal one pound, beat them well in a ſtone Morter, 
and with a f int of White-Wine- Vinegat, let them boil till half of the 
Vinegar be cenlumed : then take of Bole armenrick. Sanguis Dtaco⸗ 
nis, Pomegranate Flowers, of each two drams ; Frankincen'e, Ma- 
Aick ard red Roſes, of each half a dram, powder them, and mix them 
with the other, and make a Caraplaſmc to be applied as en 
| ou 
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You muſt likewiſe apply drying res by; Medicines to the parc 
affe&ed, Take of prepared Turry,Egg-ſhels, Aloes, Frankincenſe and 
Maſtich, of each two ſcruples, Sarcocol, Sanguis Wraconis, and Su- 
mach leed, of each one ſcruple; Mirrh and Spicknard of each fix 
grains; make them all into fine powder, and tie them up in a tag, 
und ſteep it in white Wine, Fennel, Exe · bright, or white- Roſe- water, 
nnd ſqueeze it often into che eyes. Theſe Medicines preſcribed fog 
an Opbthalmy, are good likewiſe in this diſtemper. 

There is another Diſeaſe apperraining to the corner of the Eye, ir 
is called by ſome ( Pterygium) by other ſome the Haw ia the Bye; and 
by others Ungnuzs : and it isa hard and Nervous Membrane, grow ing 
out of the cotrer of the Eye, covering the white, and in time the Pu- 
pilla alſo. Sometimes it is thin and white, and ſometimes it is ted 
and full of veins, 

It is cauſed by Ulceration of the Caruncle of the Eye, and is bred 
by excrements (fl wing to the part) as well as blood: hence ir come 
eth to paſs, that variety of Haws are bred, according to the feeding 
humour, and may be thus diſtinguiſhed; A red Haw comes of pure 
blood, a yellow cf Choler ; a white of Flegme ; a dark and black one 
of Melancholy, If the Eye affected grow leſs, it is an evil ſign, and 
little hopes chere is of recoyery. 

If you take it whilſt it is new and beginning, it may (with difficul- 
ty) be taken off by Medicine; but if ir be far gone, it muſt be done 
by Chyrurgery, you muſt Evacuate and purge the Antecedent cauſe, 
as you have heard ſufficiently already in the other Chaprers of the 
dileaſes cf the eyes; and you muſt uſe the ſame Courſe of Diet. 

Then you may make uſe of the Topicks Ipoken of inthe Cure of 
bliſters in the eyes. 

Take of Cutt 'ebone in fine powder, and put it upon the Haw ; this I 
have known take the Haw from the eye of an Horſe : if you mix 
Tutty and Vitriol to it, it may prove the better. a 

I ſhall inſtance one more commended by Foreſtus : Take of the Juyce 
of Fennel four ounce:, the juyce of Celandice thrie ounces » of Rue two

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CHAT EVIL 
Of the Diſeaſes of the Ears, 


He Ear is the Oggan of Hearing, the moſt ſpiritual ſenſe, the 2. 


gent of Underſtanding, the gate through which Science, Truth 


and Vertuc hath its entrance into the Soul, this Member is ſubject 
to divers Diſeaſes, Similary, Organick, and Common, which ac 
known and diſtinguiſhed by them Symptoms. 

There is firſt deafnels or dulneſs of heating, which I ſh all joyn, 
becauſe they differ only in degrees, and are the ſame in cauſes. I ſhall 
net ſpend my time to ſhew you the difference berween deafneſs and 
dulneſs of hearing, only declare the cauſes of both. The firſt is cal. 
led by the Grecks xa/gw71s, the other is called Bapyixore, both of 
theſe have their original trom a diſtemper of the Brain. The cauſe 
lieth cirher in the exterior, or interior cavity; the exterior Cavity 
may be obſtructed or ſtopped by Tumor, Impoſtume, blood, matter, 
flegm, or the like, which may prove deſective to the Hearing; bur 
this cauſe cannot make an abſolute deafneſs, becauſe there is an open 
way from the interior cavity to the Palate , by which the ſound is 
cart ied; as you may obſerve by thoſe chat are hard of hearing, for 
they are ſubject to hold open theit mouths, that ſo they may hear the 
better, and you may proye it by this example: Hold a flick between 
your Teeth, with which Rrike the ftrings of a muſical Inſtrament, 
Ropping your Ears, and you may hear the ſound as well or better than 
with your open Ears, The interior Cavity is ſometimes obſttucted 
by Flegmiarick ana Cholerick humors, and ſometimes by blood. 
Sometimes humors from all parts of the body are ſent to this Ca» 
Vicy, 3s it happeneth ſometimes in Feavers. Sometimes the T ympane 
may be relaxed, ometimes by exceſs of moiſt humors, and ſometimes 
by ſome violent and ſudden noiſe, ſometimes it is ſtretched or dryed 
after ſome violent Diſcaſe , accompanied with watching or faſting ; 
ſometimes it may be broken by à violent motion, or corroded by & 
ſharp humor, Sometimes Narcoticks adminiſtred overmuch ? qome- 
times a cold diſtemper, or cold water got into the Eary or ſometimes 
the inſtruments of hearing hurt by ſome ſtroke or fall, or rhe like, 
may be the cauſe of this diſeaſe. 

Though it be hard to diſtinguiſh all theſe by their proper figns , 
yet you may by Art and Conjecture come near it, If the diſtempet 
comes from a diſtemper of the Brain ; either there is an appearance 
of ſome ciſeaſc in the head, as the Head-ach, Apoplexy, &. or ſome 
of the other Senſes are hurt, If the external cavity of the Ears « 
OD» 
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obſtructed by excrementitious humots, os ſamething fallen in, ic 
may be diſcoyeted by the Eye. If the intetior Cayity be obſtruRed 
by ſome humor; the humor may be known by ſome preſent or pre- 

ding diſeaſe, ot by the conſtitution of the body: the looſneſs or 
moiſtneſs of the Tympane may be conjectuted by ſome preceding 
- moiſt diſtemper, the drineſs of the ſame part, by the drineſs of the 
phole body. The Tympane cannot be broken, unleſs there hath 
ſome yiolent cauſe which might bregk it, preceded, 

If Deafneſs be abſolute, and of long continuance, or if the Pa- 
tient was born ſo, it is incurable. If it proceed from a ſharp or con- 
tinual Feayer, the cute of the Feayer is the remedy, The Tympane 
broken, the deafneſs is incurable : if it increale and decreaſe, it pro- 
geedeth from a moveable humor, and is curable 3 if it hath irs ori» 
ginal from a diſtemper of the Brain, it is cafics cured, than if it 
comes from a propey diſtemper of the car. 

For the Cute, you muſt conſider what humour is the cauſe of the 
defect, and you muſt purge rhe Body, and particularly the Head; 
you muſt ule Revulſiont, as Cauteries, Veſicatoties, GargMhims and 
Maſticatorics : to be brief, theſe and other Remedies effcRual a» 

ainſt chus Diſtemper, may be ſought aut of the Chapter treating of 
Cold diſt: mpers of the Brain: Sulpharous and Biruminous Baths are 
very — elpecially it the Patient wear a Cap made of Spungts 
and the water pumped upon his head. It is good alſo to make Foe 
mentations of theſe following Herbs, viz. 

Mallows, Ma je om, Hyſop, Centauiy, Mints, Camonitl, Roſemary, 
Penmyrq al, Sage; boyl them in White-wine, and ſoment the Ear 3 
if you would have it ſtronger, add a dram of the pulp of, Coloquintida, 
and as much white Hellebore to the fomenraffon ; a fumigation made 
with a Funnel of the ſame decoRion , doth wonderfully pierce the 
Cavity of the Ear, Or make a Loaf of Bread, and mix with the 
Meal a good quantity of Caraway-ſceds, Bay- berries, Juniper-berniess 
Nutmegs, and Cloves, and when it is baked, cur it in the middle, and 
tpply it hot ro the Eu affected, or to both if need be, and if you 
think it not of ſufficient force, dip it firſt into the Spitit of Wine; 
this will ſerye inſtead of a fomentation. After which, you muſt put 
ſome Oyl or Liquors proper to the Cure into the Ear, as Oyl of 
Bitter Almonds, Caſtor, Rae, &c. the Chymical Oyls of Roſemary, Mar- 
ſerom, Sage, Fenzel, Spike and Cloves, which are too hot to be uſed 
alone, but may with good ſucceſs be mixed with other Oyli and ap- 
plied. Take the water of a Aſh, ( that runneth out at the end, the 
atbey beiag in the fire ) one ounce : The dripping of a ſilver Eci, ( roſted 
upon a Spit) as much, a ſcruple of any of the heſore- named Chymicat ls, 
or « dram of the other 3 m ix chem and drop it into the Ear, * 
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this General Rule, that you drop nothing cold into the car, and that 
you ſtop the ear afterwards with Wool or Cotton, and a little Musk 
into it. 

Sometimes the Senſe of Hearing is prejudiced by a preternaturil 
noiſe in the ears, the cauſes ef which arc many, but chiefly a wind 
or vapor ſent thither from other ports, or bred there · ; 

It cometh from all parts of. che Body, when ic happeneth in a Fe- 
ver, and this (according to Hippocrates ) is deadly. Sometimes it 
cometh from the Stomach, Liver, Spleen, Midriff and Womb: wit. 
neſs V omicing',typocondriack Melancholy, and fits of the Mother, 
which tor the moſt part ate attended with a noiſe in the cars, Some. 
times it is cauſed by Flegm contained in the ear, for they that art 
thick of hearing arc ſeldom free from a noiſe in th: head : a blow, 
great ſound, ot an ulcer in the head may cauſe a noiſe in the head! 
a hot diſtemper in the head filleth the Arteries of the eat with much 
ſpirit, and cauſeth a noiſe, If the noiſe hath been of long continu- 
ance, it is hardly cured ; if it proceed from Flegm, obſtructing the 
paſſage, Mis doubtful chat ir will end in deafnels. If you judge it cu» 
rable, you may finde rhe Cure in this Chapter, for it differeth not 
in cure from dulneſs of hearing in ſome caſes, and agreeth with the 
cute of the pain of the eirs in others: But this remember, that if 
« come by conſent of the Stomach, Liver, &c. take away the cauſe 
and the effect ceaſeth. 

Pain in the Ears is called in Steck r, and is cauſed by 
cold winds, cold baths, or the like, or by a hot diſtem per, fo it be 
accompanied with a defjuxion of humors,otherwile heat is friendly to 
thoſe Nervous and Membranous parts, 

The cold matter which cauſeth pain is Flegm, watet or cold wind, 
either coming from without, or from ſome inferiour parc within. 

The hot matter is choler or Bloods 

There may be other evident cauſes of pain, as Wounis, Contu- 
ſiom, Ulcers, or breaking of an [mpoſtume, or any hard or pricking 
thing got into the Ear- You may judge th: Diſtemper to be from 
cold, if a cold cauſe hath preceded , and hot Medicines profit; the 

contrary declareth a hot diſtemper : If Flegm cauſe the pain, the 
ear and head will be heavy, ſome Rheume fallech upon ſome othet 
part: the Diſtempet is taken in cold weather, or the patient is old. 

If wind be the cauſe, the pain is without heavineſs, nor is it con-

burning and ſhooting pain, and the matter iſſueth forth by little and 
conſtantly. If the ulcer be in the bone, the matter is thin and yelſo y, 
and hath continued long; the deeper the ulcer is, the more matter 
iſſueth; the ſoulet it is, the more and thicker is the matter; if it 
be Virulent, the matter is thin: if puttid, it ſtinketh much: if it cot- 
rode, blood accompanicth the matter: if it continue very long, it 
gtoweth Fiſtulous , and then the matter is virulent and the fleſh 

roweth hard. 

If the Diſtemper proceed from a cold cauſe, with or withour mat- 
tet, you muſt uſe the Medicines preſcribed for the cure of deafne's, 
eſpecially Fomentations and Fumes, with warm Oyls dropt into the 
Ear; and if it be with watry, you muſt evacuate and purge the hu- 
mor, If the Diſtemper come from a hot cauſe without mattet, uſe 
cooling Topicks ; if it hath a cholerick matter, you muſt revel the 
humor by Phleboromy, and with cooling Drinks and Juleps allay 
the preternatutal heat of the Liver z bur this having dependencie to 
the diſeaſes of the head, proceeding from a hot cauſe , alſo to the

The inflammation of rhe Ear is cured by making revulfion ( after 
the adminiſtration of an Emollient Clyſter ) by blood-lerring ; 
and this muſt be done in as gteat a quantity as the violentneſs of the 
diſeaſe requirerh, and the irengrh, age, and conſtitution of the Pa- 
tient permitteth: open che Head=ycin on the ſame fide the ii flammi- 
tion is, if the X of che Terms hath been pre judicial, open the 
Saphzna, or the H:morrhoids if you ſee accaſion, Revulſions by 
Frictions and Ligatutes of che Arms and thighs, cupping the Shod!- 
ders and Bick with or without ſcattification, are often ſucceſsful : 
a Cupping glaſs fixed behind the Ears with ſcarrification, hath been 
attended with admirable ſucceſs; and Horſleeches applied to the fame 
place, hath been no leſs effectual. 

If you finde the Cure difficult, the opening of the Arteries in the 
Temple is good co prevent hot and windy blood, which doth much 
feed the inflammation, yon muſt often punge Cholet, and temper the

If the Ulcer be very foul, you muſt mix w2gurutum MA; yptiacums 
and the ruſt of Iron powdered with Whire- wine, and dtop it into the 
Ear. If che humor be ſharp, and you finde ſharp Medicines diſa- 
greeing to it, make uſe of the Oylz and Yclks of Eggs, of ſweet and 
bittet Almonds, 

If any thing be fallen into the Eat, you muſt endeavour to get it 
out with an Eat- picker, but beware left you thtuſt ic further; It you 
cannot prevail ſo, inject Oyl into the Ear to relax it, that it may 
the eaſiet come out, and anoint the Eat-picket with Birdlime, and ſee 
if by that means you Caf draw it out: provoke ſneezing, with the 
Mouth and Noſtrils ſhut, and by that means it may be forecd out. 
If a Flea be gotten into the Ear, procure pain and ttouble to the Pa= 
tient, make & little Ball of Degs-hait, and put it in o the Ear, and 
the Flea will come into it. If by ſwimming or waſhing the Head, 
water getteth into the Ear, and is the cauſe of pain, hop on the con- 
trary foot to that lide, and hold your eat downwards, ot put in a dry 
Spunge into the ear, and as it groweth moilt, take it out, and put in 
more till you be freed. 
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CHAP, XVIII. 
| Of the Diſeaſes of the Noſtrils. 
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8 God and Nature hath wiſely inſtituted and ordained this Mem- 
ber, as needful and official to the ſervice of the Body, ſc the 
corruption of Nature (by our Fall) hath brought many Diſtempers 
therein, vi, the Ulcer of the Noſteils, and Ozæm, Sarcoma, and 
Polypus, the loſs of Smelling in the Noſe, the Coryzz, Sneczing 
and bleeding 3 the laſt of which 1 ſhall treat of in a Chapter by it 
ſelf, and ſpeak bricfly of the reſt in this Chapter. And firſt of the 
Ulcer of the Noſtrils, which whileſt it is new, is called the fimple 
Ulcer of the Noſttils: when ic is old it is called Ozzoa, The cauſe 
of the fimple Ulcer is either internal or external; internal, when 2 
ſharp ot ſalt humor flowetk to the part: External, cicher by a 
Wound or Contufion, The cauſe of Ozæna, is a malignant and a- 
crimonious humor, or the other Ulcer negleFed : they are cafily 
known and diſtinguiſhed one from the other, the ſimple Ulcer cauſeth 
but little pain, ſometimes ſends forth blood, and ſometimes caſtech 
forth a Scab. 
The Oxæna is more painful, foul ard ſtinking, anoying not only 
the Patient, but all chat come neat him, I 
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If it turn to a Cancer, it cateth the Gtiſtle of the Noſe, and de- 
ſtroyeth che Palate; and for che moſt part hach its original from the 
Freach Pox, or Elephantiaſis, 

The new Ulcer may be eafily cured ; the old one hardly. If it turn 
to a Cancer it is never cured 3 If it hath irs original from the French 
Pox, ot Elepbantiaſts, it cannot be cured, till the Diſeaſe be cuted, | 

For the Cute, you muſt uſe co venient Evacuations, Purging and 
Bleeding, Revulſions and Derivations by Cupping, V clicatories, ot 
Cauſticks applied to the hinder parts; and then ſttengthen the Head, 
and withal appoint a good Diet, which may hinder and affwage the 
ſharpneſs of the humor, This being done, if the Ulcer be covered 
with à Scab, you muſt endeavour to take ir off gently, and not raſhly 
for fear of a Dcfluxion of Humots; and to that end you mult molliſie 
the Scab wich Oyl of (weert Almonds, or freſh, Butter, and warm Wa- 
ter. Then you muſt eleanſe it, by waſhing it with Barley Water, and 
if you mix a little Oyl of Roſes with it, it will not be the worſe: then 
apply Medicines, which ate aſttingent, as the Oyorment of Tuity, 
the white Oyncment, mote commonly known by che Latine Name, 
#nguentum Album, the Oyl of the yelki of Eggs; the Oyntmiert of 
Tobacco is good, being carefully applied. 

Ozxna muſt be carefully cleauſed, Tate of Smiths water half a pin', 
Bari. y- water four ounces ; the juyce of Platane and Wormwood, of each 
two Ounces : boil them together. till hil/ be coſumed, ani [cum it carefu- 
ly : then put in ſour Ounces of Honey of Roſes, let the diſeaſed often ſnuff 
it up into his Noſtrils whercis the #1cts i. You may make ar. Oynt» 
ment more powerful for this purpoſe thus: Take of the juyct of wiripe 
Grapes haf an ounce, the Peels and Flowers of Pomnegranates y of each 
three drachms ; of Myrrh, Allum, and Lauda:um, of each two drans 
Aloes, Chalcitis, aud Frankancenſe ; of each one drachm ; the Oyl of 
Roſes, and Myrtles, of each two Ouices, with red max as much as ſuſ= 
ficeth to mak? an unguent, which apply to the ulcer. Or you may waſh 
it with Allum-Water; and if it want cleanſing, mix a little - 
Optiacum with it. 

The ſublimate Water doth dry and cleanſe wonderſully, and you 
may prepare it thus: Take of Crude Sublimate in Powder twelve 
Grains, put it into four ounces of Plantane water, aud boil it to tbe 
conſumption of half, 

Now and then touch it with this Waterz When it is throughly 
cleanſed, you muſt prepare Medicines , which are powerful to dry 
it up, | 
Ro ꝛdeletius commendeth the ſmoke of a Wax Candle taken up in- 
to the Noſe often: ot you may make a Fume thus: 

Take of L1b4a1um, Benjamin, Hypociſtis, iich, Myrrh, red __ 
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ald Calamint, Sa1darath, Frankincenſe Bark, and red Arſenitk,of each 
three drams, with Tu / pentine ſufficient to make Troches, of which let the 
Patient take the Fume Moriing and Evening.

Diſternpers, may eithet dull ot aboliſh the Senſe of Smelling :

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Hence Defluxions upon thoſe parts do hinder the ſence. Flegm ob- 
ſtructs and hindereth the ſenſible paſſages, via: the Noſtrils, and the 
Pores of the Brain, the inſenſible Paſſages, and the Proceſſus Mamil- 
lares; or Satcoma, and Polypus, may ainder the ſence by obſttuct- 
ing the Noſttils. Smelling is hindred by Aſltiction, when Flegm ga- 
thered in the Forc-part of the Brain, doth compreſs the Mamillares, 


as was (aid before in the compreſſion of theOptick Nexves-Somerimes 


this Sence is depraved by ſome putrefaction, or ulcer in the Noſe, ot 
rhe Menings, or ſome. of the parts official to this Sence, and thereby 
hindereth it: or ſome ſtinking vapour ariſing from ſome othet part 
of the Body, may hinder the exerciſe of this Office: as the Tongue 
is depraved by Choler, & maketh allthings that are taſted ſeem bitter, 
the ſigns ate theſe : Slimy Flegm coming from the Brain, and cold 
and moiſture oppreſling the Brain, ſhew Flegm to be the cauſe, If it 
be from Sarcoma, or Polypus, it is eaſily diſcovered» If the matter 
cauſing the obſtruction be contained in the Noſtrils , the ſpeech is 
hurt alſo : bur it is not ſo, if it be in the Mamillates, or the ſote⸗ 
part of the Brain» The Cure is divers, according to the diverſity of 
cauſes : I ſhall ſay nothing to it, only give you this general Rule: 
If it come from a Defluxian, you mult proceed, as you are inſtruct- 
ed in the cure of a cold Cararrh. If from obſttuction, or compreſſion 
of the Mamillares, I ſhall refer you ro the Chaprer, tteating of the 
cold diſtemper of the Brain ſot the Cure. 

In che ↄth Chapter of this Book, treating of a defluxion, I told you 
if it fell into the Noſe, it is a cold Coryza : I think it not amils,ifI 
here ſpeak a word ot two of the nature and cauſe of it. This Deflux- 
jon is cauſed eicher by avermach heat, which doth diſſolve the crude 
+ Humours gathered in the tore - Ventricles of the Brain ; or clic by 
cold, which doth compreſs and ſqueez the aforeſaid Humours. This is 
caſily known by the Humours flow ing through the Noſe ; and of all 
Catarrhs, it is the moſt eiſie to cute. For the Cute repair to the 
ch Chapter : to which add the Vapour of Marjerom, and red Roſe- 
Leaves boiled in Vinegar taken into the Noſe, If the Diſtemper be 
cold, Take Frankinceuſe, Maſtich, Nigella, and the like, thrown upon 4 
Chafindiſh of Burning Coals, and do as before, a 

I ſhall-now ſpeak a word or two of Neeſing ( vulgarly Sneezing } 
which, though ir be looked upon but as a flight effect, not worth 
mentioning, hath (by reaſon of a ſharp Defluxion) proved not one 
ttoubleſome, but dangerous: And hence came the Cuſtome of 
ſaying, God bleſs you, God ſave you, or Chriſt help you, when a man 
ſneezerh. ' Sneczing is a ſwift motion of the Brain, by which tht 
Breath is drawn up unto the brain,to force out that which doch offend: 
for Sneczing belongs 8 the Natural Expu lſive Faculty of the 9 
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and ics Membranes: as it is with the Cough which doth by its na- 
tural motion, free the Arteries of the Lungs from Flegm, which ob- 
ſtruRech them. But the proper cauſe of — te is a ſharp Humor, 
which doth provoke the inſide of che Noſtrils, ( as *cis verified , by 
ſnuffing up ſharp things into the Noſtrils ) which Humour cometh 
frota the Brain, or ſome inferioux parts : ſomerimes rhe coldneſs of 
the Air doch Act upon and compreſs the Brain, and cauſeth a ſharp 
Humour to fall into che Noſtrils, which provoketh Sternuration. The 
knowledge of this Diſcaſe is manifeſt 2 ourward cauſes appeat, and by 
the ſigns of che parts affected. 

As to the Prognoſtick, it is naturally and eſſentially without dan- 
ger, accidentally it may prove hurtful; namely in the beginning of 
Coryzay it hinderech the concoction of che Humouts by its violent 
motion : ſometimes in Feavers it is violent, and cauſeth bleeding, and 
is prejudicial to the Patients ſtrength. In the Pleutiſie, and all Di- 
ſcaſes of the Lungs it is bad becauſe it violently pulleth thoſe parte, 
and cauſerh a greater inflummarion. Yer if there be flegm got into the 
Griſtles of the Lungs which a Cough cannot get out, then is Snee- 
Zing helpful. For the moſt part it is friendly ro healthy people, and 
promiſech health in Feavers. It is good in Apoplexies, and always 
welcome to Women in Travel, ot ttoubled with firs of che Mo- 


ther. 


If Sternutation become Sy mptomical, you muſt remove the ex- 
rernal cauſe , or interna), from whence it cometh by Evacuations 
Derivations, Revulſions, and Diſcuſſions: and if you ſee cauſe you 
mult bleed, uſe Frictions, Ligarures, and Cupping. In the mean 
time, you muſt labour co take away the ſharpneſs which proyoketh to 
Sternucation 3 Let your patient {nuff up warm milk, warm water, 
ot warm water and Butter mingled, the Oyls of Roſes, ſweet Almonds, 
and Violets, which will afford much comfort to che diſeaſed.

It is alſo either Cti- 
ical or Symptomatical: Critical, when Nature diſchatgeth het ſelf 
of ſuperfluous blood, ſometimes in health, ſometimes in Feavers, and 
ſometimes from an inflammation of the Liver or Spleen, Symproma» + 
tical is, when filthy blood, cauſed by the weakneſs of the Liver, (in 
a Ctonical diſtenipet) is let go by reaſon of the debility of che teten- 
tive faculty; or by che ſitengch of the expulſive faculty expelled, as 
uaprofitable and unneceflary, If the blood flowes by reaſon of the 
vein broken, the blood is thick, and flowerh continually ; it che vein 
be only opened, che blood is chinner, and floweth by fits. If the 
veins be croded or gnawn alunder, the Patient hath had a ſalt Ca- 
tarrh, or Ulce or Cacochhmia. The cauſes arc cafily diſtinguiſhed by 
theit ligns, viz, A ted face and eyes with heavineſs Ggnifieth plenty 
of blood. If Cholet or Melancholy be the cauſc,the blood is cortupt 
and their proper ſigns appear in the body, If the weakneſs of the 
retentiye faculty let it go, the body is weak, the face is pale, or ſome 
diſeaſe harh preceded, which hath weakned the Liver, If it cometh 
from an Artery, it cometh with great force, hot, pure and freſh;, if 
from a vein, the contrary appearech, If it come from the Liver, 
Spleen, &c, pains, extenſions or inflammations in thoſe parts will de- 
clate it. If blood ĩſſue out of the Noſe upon a judicial or critical day, 
it is a good fign,and is not to be ſtopped, if it flow not immodetately. 
But if it happen in the beginning of a Dilcale, it is ſympromarical 
and dangerous, If the Liver be affected, and the blood iſſue our a 
the right Noſtril it is good; and if the Spleen be affected, if the lefc 
Noſtril bleed it is good:che contrary to any of theſe happening is bad, 
If the Hemorrhagy continue long, it cooleth the Liver, and cauſeth a 
Dropfic : Likewiſe bleeding is very hurtful to Melancholy and Fleg- 
matick people, as alſo to ſuch who have a Quartan Feaver. 

For the Cute, you muſt conſidet whether che Hemor hazy be Cris 
rical or Symptomatical : If it be Sympromarical, you muſt endea= 
vour ſuddenly to ſtop it. If it be Critical, immoderate, and the 
conſtitution not able ro endure it without prejudice, you muſt do the 
like : you muſt begin with revulſions, of which blood- letting is the 
chief; you muſt open a yein on the Arm, on the ſame (ide the Noſttil 
13 that bleedeth: you may draw as much blood as the ſtrength of the 
Patient will bear. Apply Cupping-glaſſes behind tothe Shoulders 
and Arms, to the Hypochondria: but make uſe of this, after ſufficient 
blood- letting, for fear of an inflammation of the Liver. | 

Foreſius commend ech the application of Cupping-glafſes to the 
Feet, others commend actual Cautery. Throw cold water into che 
face on a ſudden, which doth repel the Blood. It is good to put 2 


cloach dipt in Vinegar to the Neck behind anothet to che Cods, and

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to ſnuff up Vinegar and water into the Noſe, and hold the mouth 
full of it, as long as any thing is ſnuffed up: rake up the fume of 
Vinegar thrown upon an hot Iron, Foment the Forehead and Tem- 

les with water and Vinegar cold : Vinegar put into the Eser on the 
ame (ide, on which the bleeding Noſtril is, is good, Then ap! 4 
Cataplaſme made with the juice of Plantane, Nighiſhade, Vinegar, 
of all a like quantity, and Bole-armenick ſufficient e make a Cata- 
plaſme, which mult be laid to the Forchead, from Temple to Tem- 
ple. Or thus, Take of Sanguis Draconis, Terra Sigillata, and Bole- 
armenick, of cach 4 dram, Roſe Viitega?, and the juice of Night ha, of 
each one ounce ;, the Whites of two Egg', with the diſtilled water of Red 
Roſes, & Pl autant, mite acataplaſmeʒ and apply it as before. It you per- 
ee ive that the veins of your Forchead are ſwelled, bind a ſix· pence, or 
adry Bean ſlit upon the root of the Noſe between the Eye-brows, Al- 
ſo the power of Hoggs-dung blown into the Noſe, or mixed with the 
Juice of Netcles, and a Tent dipped in it, and put up into the Noſe, 
hath an excellent property to ſtop bleeding. A 

Others commend the Powder of a dried Toad, put in fine red Sat ſ- 
net, and put under the Armepits, or held in the hand. 

It is convenient likewiſe to make uſe of thoſe things, which ha ve a 
faculty rocloſe and glutinate the Veins, Take of Bolc-armenick, Sau- 
guis Draconis, Aloes and Cobwths of each two ſcrvples, white Vitriol, 
"burnt Egg(hels and Paper, of each one ſcruple, rowder them finely, and 
blow it up into the Noſtrils, To prevent its coming into the mouth, 
hold the mouth full of cold water and vinegar ; or els you may mix 
it with the whites of Eggs beaten to wa ter, and the Juice of Plantane, 
and dip a Tent in it and apply it. It hitherto you are ſucceſleis, you 
muſt make uſe ofEſcharotickM:dicines, of which butt Vittiol claims 
the prcheminency. powdered and uſed as before: but if you fear to 
uſe it alone, add the ſame quantity of Dragons blood, Bole- armenick, 
and Frantincenſe. A dram of the powder of Spicknard drunk in the 
morning in broth is very good. If the Diſeaſe doch often invade the 
Patient, let him make uſe of inward Medicines, which have power to 
coagulate, thicken, cool, bind and retain its motion : Teke of dryed 
Kyotgaſs, Fumitgry, and Biſto>t roor, of each half an ounce ; the Traches 
of Spodium and Amber, Terra Sigillat a, aud Sal=pruncllt, of each haf a 
dram; Coral, burnt Barts horn, and Bloc ſtone, of each one ſcruple, por- 
der them; Conſcrue of Roſes, and Duince:, of each two ounces, with 
the Syrup of the juice of Plantane, make ai Opiate, of Which let the 
Patient rake the quantity of a Nutmeg, five or fix times ina day, To 
conclude, if it be invercrate let the peccant humor be diligently eva- 
cunced ; and if it hath irs ogiginal trom the diſaffection of any other 
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N part, as the Liver, Spleen, Wemb, Kidne ys, &c. let that be conſidered 
1 and their Cures ſought in their proper Chapters.

Of the Diſeaſes of the Tongue. 


He Tongue being the chief inſtrument of ſpeech and taſt, a very 
T neceſſary ( though unruly ) member, it is not amiſs if we conſi- 
der, and briefly tteat of the diſtempers incident to it, by which the 
actions ate hindered. This member is lubject to inflammation and 
Tumors, which have their original either from pure Cholgrick, 
Flegmatick, or Melancholy blood, If pure blood cauſe the inflam- 
mation, there is pain felt with heat and redneſs of the Tongue and 
Faces and this is a true Flegmon, If the Tumor hath its original 
from Choler, then it is called Eriſepitas : if from Fleꝑm, Oedema ; 
if from Melancholy, Schimhus : All which may be diſcovered by 
the humor predominate, and ſhall be more plainly diſcovered in the 
next Book, where I ſhall treat of Tumors and their kinds. Theſe 
Tumors are {ometimes onely troubleſome, but do not oftentimes en- 
danger life, except they grow ſo big, that the body is endangered by 
ſuffocation, or a malignant melancholy humor, do breed a Cancer, 
which may be diſcovered by its hardneſs, blewneſs, and pricking pain: 
you muſt begin the Cure with bleod- letting, and (if you can come at 
it) open the vein under the Tongue; afterwards it you ſee occafion,open 
a Vein in the Arm, and draw away as much blood as the Patient's 
ſtrength will permit. You muſt purge the humout with convenient 
Purgarives, or adminiſter a ſharp Clyſter: Some do dra back the 
humots by Cupping-glaſſes faſtened to the ſhoulders, or a little one 
under the Chin, Cooling and repelling Gargariſms muſt be uſed, 
and you may prepare them thus: Take of diſtilled water o decottt- 
81 of Plantane, Nizbrſhade, and Soryel, of cach four ounces ; the ſyrups 
of Mulb:rries, Pomegranats, ard Lemmons, of each one once , let the 
Pat ient often waſh his Tongue. Zreutus Luſitanus com mende th the 
application of Horſleeches to the Tongue. If you find it inclinea» 
ble ro ſuppuration, you muſt help Nature, for which purpoſe this 
Gargariſm is good: Take Violet leaves, Mallows and Pai ſly, of each 
one hand ful, whole Barley four ounces , Figs, and.Raiſins ſtoned, of each 

three ounces ; the ſeed of flax, and F:nu-gritk, of each one ounces Sp 

water a quaity boy! it to the co ſumption of half, ſtrain it and add ſour 

euzces of the Syrup of Jujubes ; uſe it as the other beſorce When the hu-

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mots are ſuppurate, if it {break not, make inciſion, then cleanſe ic 
with Plantane-water, and Honey of Roſes. 

There is another Tumor undet the Tongue, called by the Greeks 
Bareax @r, by the Latines Ranula, becauſe it tepreſentech the hin- 
det part ot à Frog, allo becauſe they are thus affected, when they 
ſpeak, do Croak like a Frog. This humor is a looſe and ſoft carnoſity 
under the Tongue, che tumor therein contained is ſometimes hor, 
though for the moſt part it is cold, flimy,and pituitous mitrer,which 
when it is opened, is like the white of an Egg, ſomerimes mixed with 
yellow. This Diſeaſe is not (for the moſt part ) accounted dinge= 
rous, unlels it be in a Child, or the humour be Cancrous, If nothing 
prohibir, you muſt begin the Cure with blood- letting, chat ſo the 
humors may be the more obedient ; you muſt likewiſe purge the pec- 
cant humors with diſcretion; Then you may endeavour to diſſolve 
| and diſcuſs the humor, thus, Take of green Mugwort, aud Hyſop, A each 
| one haudſul, Common Salt, and Salt Armoniack, of each wo drams : 
Galls one dram, beat them well together, rub the place often with it. 
But if ic ſubmit not to this way of Cure (as it ſeldom doth) you muſt 
open it with a large Orifice, and if you open it on both ſides, it will 
be che bettet: Some commend a Cautety of iron ;-aficr you have 
opened it, ſqueeze out che matter with your fiager, then waſh ir 
wich white - Wine and Honey of Roſes : Ot thus, Take of White-wine 
| and Plantane water, of each two ounces ; diſſolve a dram of allum, then 
add twenty drops of the Oyl of Sulphur, with an ounce of ſyrup of Mul- 

berries ; make a Lotion, and waſh the place till it be whole, Sometimes 

the Tongue ſuftereth 2 Palſie, by which it is deprived of its motion. 

Sometimes it followerh an Apoplexy, and ſometimes it is joyned with 

2 Palſie, which afflicts half the body; ſometimes it is only in the 

Tongue, when its Nerves and moving Muſcles ate prejudiced by 
ſome moiſt or picuirous matter. 

Sometimes thoſe Nerves may be cut, and the Palſie may follow 3 
Avicen confirmeth this Opinion, by an Example in his time, of a cer» 
rain man being cupped, and ſcartiſied, by which che (mall Nerve was 
cut, and cauſed a telaxation of the Tongue. 

If this Palſie follow an Apoplexy, and the other parts of che body 
be affected, and the Patient be old, it is incurable. 

If you have ho pes of recovery, you muſt rake away the Antecedent 
cauſe lodging in the Brain ; and you muſt diffolye and diſcuſs the 
conjun caule, viz, the humors which obſttuct che Neryes, and hin- 
der the motion of the Tongue, 

If you ſee occaſion, you may make uſe of Phlebotomy; ir proficerh 
much to open a Vein under th: Tongue : you may purge with Pills, 
ot Cephalick Apozems, you may rarifie the hymours by [wearing 
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drinks ; cuppings, veficatories, Caureries may be applied: for diſcuſs 
firg and drawing forth of the humor, let Gargatiſms, Maſticatories, 
and Errhines be followed, for ſtrengthening the Brain, and diſperſing 
effending humors therein contained; make uſe of Fumigations, Poi 
ders, and Quilts for the head ; for the making and application of 

which, I refer you to the Second Chapter of this Book.

T* E Teeth alſo ate ſubject to Diſtempers, vix. the ache, ard 
1 ſoulneſs, and tottenneſs: The Tooth- ache is cauſed by a Flut 
of Humours either hot or cold, whick flow to the Membrane, Nerves, 
or to the ſubſtance of the Teeth: Somerimes' Worms are bred in 
hollow and rotten Teeth, of an Excrementitious Humor, which cau= 
ſeth pain: ſometimes Wind contained between the Cavity and the 
Nerve, doth cauſe pain. | | 
The Exrernal Cauſes ste cold Air and South Winds: Likewiſe the 
gebility of the part, as hollowneſs, or rotter.aeſs of the Teeth do 
ſometimes cauſe pain. | , 
very cauſe is known by irs proper ſign ; for if a hot humor falling 
upon the part be the cauſe, the pain is more violent, rhe Patient is 
ſenſible of heat, about the Tecth and Gums ; hor Medicines en- 
creaſe pain. | 
Signs contrary to theſe do declare the Humor peecant to be cold, 
If the cauſe be Worms, the pain is with intermiſſion, ind their 
motion may be felt. If Wind cauſe the pain, it is exceeding violent 
with ſenſible extenſion, yet quickly ending, after the uſe of diſcuſſing 
Medicines, 
If it be a hot Humorgthst cauſerh the Tooth-ach, it is good to open 
a Vein on the {ame ſide, by which the Humors are tevelled ; and 
though the humor be cold, yet Phlebotomy may be needful totevel 
the Defluxion, but it maſt be tegulated according to the age and 
ſtrength of the Patient. | 8 Jt 
The vext day you may purge the Humor ther principally offend- 
eth; Cupping is ſometimes requiſite, and for the moſt part Volica» 
tories tothe Neck and behind the Eats are ſucceſsful to draw back the 
humours, : 
. Aftringent Medicines to the Temples are good to hinder the De⸗ 
Auxion ; of Plaiſters theſe are good, ,Emplaſtrum de Maſtiche, ad Her⸗ 
zam, and Gum'Elcmi ſpread and applied to the Temple and behind

Niverius, Phyſitian to Hen the Great commendeth this Plaiſter; 
Take of Cypreſs Nuts, ved Roſes, Maſtard ſeed terrified, Maſtich, aud 
Terra Sigillata, of each one dram and an h: Steep them in Vinegar of 
Roſes twenty four hours, and then dry them; Opium three drams, diſſol- 
ved in Aqur-vite ; Pitch and Colophonia, of each one dram ; Yellow 
Wax neited is the expreſſed Oyl of Henban', and white Poppy, as much 
as is[aſficient to make an Emplaiſter, which muſt be applied as before. 
The Oyl of Bitter Almonds, or Vinegar, put into the Ear, is good 
to ſtay the Deflurion, if it proceed from a hot Cauſe, | 

If the Humors be cold, put the Oyl of Rue, or a Clove of Garlick 
into the Ear, and waſh the Teeth with Red Wine,wherein is boiled 
the Roots of Biſtort, Cinquefoil, Tormencil, che Leaves of Vetvain, 
Penny- royal, and Galls, and anoint the Cheeks, or the Cheek on the 
ſame fide, with the Oyls of Camomil, Rue or Roſes, to afſwage the 

Ain. 

If the Tooth - ach come from a hot cauſe, boil the Leaves of Hen- 
bane, ſported Arſmarty Houſſeek, and Nettle-Roots in Vinegar, and 
waſh the Teeth : and co aſſwage pain, anoint the Cheeks with the 
Oyl of Lillies, Roſes, ſweet Almonds: Or you may make a Cata- 
plaſm with Barley and Bean- meal, the juyce of Houfleck and Milk, 
and the aforeſaid Oyls z and if you add a [mall quantity of Opium 
to it, it will got be amils, | 

Bur take this Caution, That if the Chetks be ſwelled , beware 
how you apply Catsplaſms, leſt the Humors be repelled, and do fall 
into the Throat. | 

Many find eaſe by Maſticatories,by which they draw much Rheum 
from the Teeih; Take of Maſtich, and Pellirory of Spain, of each 2 
dram ; the ſeed of Henbane, Staveſacte and Pepper, of eack half 2 
dram : Powder them, and ſew them up in Linnen Bags, like little 
Balls, and chew them. 

If the Teeth be hollow, the Oyls of Cloves, Camphire, Tobacco, 
Box, and Hazel · Nuts, are good, if a little Lint dipt in any of them, 
be put into the hollow Tooth. | 

If the pain ceaſe not, add Laudanum and Opium; for ſometimes 
Narcoticks by ſtupefsction do give-caſe, when other means have 
friled. Sometimes all Medicines can do no good, till the Nerve in 
the hollow Tooth be burned with an ana] Cautery. This may be 
done with 4qua ſor1is, or ſafer with Oyl of Vitriol: but be well ad- 
viſed, before you operate with things ot this Nature. 

If Worms be in the hollow Tooth, Take of A/oes two ſcruplet, 
Camphire one ſcrurle, Aqua- Viiæ ont ſcruple, the Oyl of Vitriol 5 and 
Tobacco

Tobacco, of eich three dgops: mix them, and with Lint dipped in it, as 
'y it, | 


If all che Medigines preſcribed take not away the pain of the hal. 


low Teeth, you muſt draw it out; but beware of drawing Teeth,when 
the Defluxiom is great, che Head aketh, or the Gums ſwell: Draw not # 


2 Tooth violently, leſt you injure the Jaw=bone, or cauſe a Flux of 
blood, which may prove dangerous : bur if ſuch a thing ſhould hap- 
pen, and the blood not eaſie to be ſtenched , you muſt apply Burnt 
Vitriol to the Gum, and dip Lint in Vinegar, and lay thereon ; or if 
you fee cauſe, you muſt burn che Nerve with an actual Cautery. 

-: Many people have their Teeth disfigured, by black or yellow Hu- 
mours cleaving to them, which in time make them totten : this i; 
cauſed ſom:times by a D-flux ion of humors into the Teeth, by Di- 
K:mpers of the Stomach, and evil nouriſhment thence arifing., 

Sometimes the Scurvy is the cauſe : For the Cure, it is requiſite, 
thac the antecedent cauſe be removed by purging and other Reme- 
dies; and that things that corrupt the Teeth be abſtained from, 
eſpecially things char are {weer. Miny ate th: Medicines preſcribed 
to mike the Teeth white ; as Coral White and Red poudered, To- 
bacco Aſhes, and the Aſhes of Vine Branches burnt, burnt Allum, 
and miny more : That which I haye tound to be the moſt excellent, 
is the Oyl of Vittiol, mixed with Spring- Water, and the Teeth 
walhed therewith : Some (ay the Oyl of Sulphur hath che ſame 
vertue.

Sugar-C ah, Lob icco-A hes, and Myrrb, of each oxe ſcr uple, pouder them 
all: the white of on: Fog beaten ts water, with as much hoacy as ſuſſicets 
to nie it into the form of a faſt Oyntment - ſpread it upon a Rig, and 
apply it. The Oyl of Vicriolzor Sulphur, mentioned in the former

CHAP. XXIII. 
Of the ulcers of the Mouth. 


N the upper part of the Mouth, there are certain Ulcers bred, cal- 
led by the Greeks A,, we call it Traſh, vulgarly Thruſh |; lit 
is moſt common to Chileren preſently after they ate born, cauſed by 
the ſharpneſs of the milk, or by reaſon of the milk corrupting in the 
Stomach, for want of good digeſture ; ſometimes they happen to men 
of ripe years : they are more or leſs dangerous. as they exceed in 
quantity or quality: rheir bigneſs may be diſcovered by the Eye; 
allo how deep and puttid they be: their colour declateth the quality 
of the humor, which is the cauſe of them. If Flegm be the cauſe, 
the Truſh is white, and caſily cured. If yellow, Choler is che caules 
and tis harder to cure, If ted, blood predominateth. If black, Me- 
lincholy is the cauſe , and *tis the worſt and hardeſt to cure, It 
comerh ſometimes by reaſon of a foul Diſcaſe in che body, or when 
the Patient hath got the French Por. 

For the Cure, if it be in Children, you muſt waſh the mouth of- 
ten with Plantane water, and Syrup of Mulberries, or dried Roſes : if 
you find that too weak, ard ſome Allum to ic : Let the Nurſe eat 
luch things as are cooling and drying; as Pears, Medlars, and Set- 
vices, Marmalade of Quinces is very good in this caſe, let her like» 
wiſe make uſe of Lettuce, Purſlane, and other cooling herbs 2 andif 
need require, let her bleed and Purge. If your Patient be a man, and 
the Diſeaſe be ſtronger, and more violent, after the uſe of mild Me- 
dicines, you muſt proceed higher: If he hath the French Pox, he muſt 
be freed from that, or elſe you labour in vain, Generally ,you muſt 
conſidet what humor offendeth, and purge that ; you muſt *

which breathing and ſwallowing ate hindred, without «ef: 

of the Breaſt and Lungs : there ate two ſorts of Quinzics, Legiti- 
mate and Baſtatd; Legitimate Quinzy is accompanied with a Feayer 
and inflamma: ion of the part, which Galen and the ancient Greeks 
have divided into four ſorts ; the firſt they called xvydſyn, when 
de inflammation is in the inward and proper Muſcles of rhe Larynx: 
the ſecond they called ouy4ſ;y, and the outward Muſcles of the 
Larynx are inflamed : the third, they called creparuyeſyn, and che 
imeriout Muſcles of the Larynx are inflamed ; the laſt, chey called 
Tag yaſy "becauſe the exteriour Muſcles of the Jaws arc in- 
flames: A Baſtard Angina or Quinzy cometh without a Feaver. 

The cauſe of the firſt is blood, either pure or mixed with Cholery 
Flegm or Melancholly, flowing from the Head to the jugular Veins, 
The cauſe of the Baſtard Angina is cauſed by much fBrgm' falling 
ants 
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Into the jugular Veins , and by its glewineſy obſtructing the pa | | 
of che Spirits ; or by a Tumor in the Vertebræ of the Neck, cauſed: 
by a deflax ot cold flegm removing the Vertebrz from its provet 
propet 
ſear, ot cauſing a luxation thereof by looſening their Nerves and ma» 
b. them ſlippery between the Joynts. Or laſtly, this may happen 
by lome fall or ſtroke, or ſome external cauſe, F 
The legitimate Quinzy may be known by the difficult ſwallowing 
and breathing, without fault ot the Breaſt or Lungs, pain about the 
Jaws and Throat, redneſs, hear and a feaver ; their ſores may be di. 
itinguiſhed by cheit proper figas, In the firſt, there is great hindrance 
of reſpiration, the patient is almoſt ſtrangled, einnot breath except 
he open his mouth and hold his Neck treight- In the ſecond, there 
is leſs difficulty of breathing but greater of ſwallowing, eſpeciglly 
of drink which flyeth out at the Noſe. In the third, there is ſome red 
Tumor about the Jaws, leſs difficulty of breathing than in the firſt, 
but more chan in the ſecond, The laſt doth hinder the breath but 
ee not at all, the ourward parts of the Neck ate red and pain- 
ful. 

The baſtard Angin: may be known by the abundance of flegm, and 
humors flowing to the mouth: It it comes by Luxation, che motion 
of the Head and Neck is kurt, and a preternatutal cavity appenteth 
in the Neck : I ſhall not need to ſpend time to ſhew the ſign of every 
diſtin& humor ptedominating, teaſon or other patts of this Book will 
inform you, , 

A Legitimate Quinzy is an acute Diſeaſe and very dangerous, for 
want of freedom in reſpiration ; therefore rhe firſt is worſt, and the 
Patient in moſt danger of ſtrangling : the other ate more or leſs dan» 
gerous as they more or leſs hinder reſpiration, If the matter fall 
upon the Lungs, or the ſwelling vaniſh away, withour critical or ar- 

tificigl Evacuation, it is very dangerous, and for the moſt part deadly, 
At che Patient foam at the mouth, it is a ſign of death ſaith Hippocra- 
tes in his 43 Aphoriſm, becauſe it is a ſign of ſreighrneſs and violent | 
heat about the heatt, which ſqueezeth che moiſture out of che Lungs | 
and ſendeth it to the mouth in a foam. | 

Every Quinzy requircth a haſty and ſpeedy cure, for it ſomerimes 
killeth in one day, teid Fernelius, Lib. 5. pag. 284. Let the Phyſi- 

cian open the Cephalick Vein, and if che body be naturally Pletho- 
rick, and blood the cauſe of the diſeiſe, dtæ as much as the Patients 
ſttengch will bear, and reiterare Phlebotomy according as neceſſit) 
requireth : give a Clyſter firſt, or after, or both, or as often as need 
requireth ? you mult ſpeedily make uſe of other Revulſions, as Cup- | 
ping · glaſſes with ſcarrification to the Shoulders, Veſicatories, Fridtions 


and Ligatures to the lower putts, Purges muſt be adminiſtted, 4 
you 
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day. Trallianus te potteth chat he was forced to open a Vein, and to 
rge the lame gay, ot elſe his Patient had been ſtrangled. To derive 


the humour from the part, it is good to open the Veins under the 
Tongue called Ramus. If the caſe be deſperate, open the jugulat 


Vein, and if the blood cannot be ſtopped, make uſe of Galens Em- 


plaiſtet againſt a flux of blood. You muſt make uſe of Gargariſms 
which have power to allay the inflammation, and ſomewhat to repels. 
Take the leaves of Plantane, Nightſhade, wooabine , Strawberry and 
cinquefoil, of each one handful ; the flowers of red Roſes and Pomegra- 
nates, of each one Pugil; beyl them in 4 quart of running water to 4 
pint, ſtrain it and add four ounces of ſyrup of Mulberries. But beware 
leſt tepelling Medicines drive the mattet to the Lungs. The Oyl of 
Vitriol mixed with water, ſufficient to allay its ſharpneſs, often ta- 
ken is good to allay the inflammation of the Stomach, liver and Veins, 
allo the parts inflamed in this diſtemper:chen you muſt apply looſen- 
ing and reſolving Liniments, adding ſuch things as caſe pain: Take of 
the juyce of Mallows, Camomel and Orpine, of each two ounce:the 9 of 
Camomel,ſweet Almonds, and Lillies, of each one ounce ; Hens- greaſe 
and freſh Butter, of each three ounces : buyl it to the conſumption of the 
Jayces and make a Liuimeat. You muſt apply ſuch things as have 
power to diſſolve, among thoſe which have a peculiar property againſt 
the Quinzy, as Riverius teacheth: Take of a Swallows» Neſt and Al- 
bum grecum, of each half a dran, powder them : Flower=dt-luce and ca- 
momet, of each half a dram : Hcus- greaſe, and Ol of Liilies, of each one 
ounce: ye lum wax a little, make a Liniment. Orpine kath a peculiar 
faculty againſt the Quinzy, if the bruiſed Herb be outwardly ap- 
plicd , and the juyce ſweetned with Honey often ſwallowed, Let us 
not forget the old and vulgar Medicine, viz. Album grecum and 
Honey mixed, and adminiſtred like a Lohock, For ſqueemiſh ſto» 
machs, ot ſuch as delight in dearcx Medicines, you may prepare this 
Lohock ; Take of Sdeciss Diatragacanthum frigidum, aud Diapenidion, of 
eich one ounce, Lobock Epinis, & Sanum & Expertum, of each half a3 
0u1ce, mix them, and with the Syrups of Mulberries and Jujubes ſufſi- 
cient, make a Lohock, and take as before. If it tend to Suppuration, 
make uſe of che firſt Linimenc preſcribed in this Chapter: Caſſia

Of the Aſthma. 


Sthma is a difficulty and ſhortneſs of breaching, which comet 
A from the ſtuffing of the Lungs, and the obſtruction of the Bron= PY 
chion griſtles of the wind- pipe, and is nstutally withour a Feser;

doth eafily penettate che Membrane, but ſeeing other humors may 
cauſe it; it is eithet 53nguincous, Cholerick, Phlegmatick or Me- 
lancholick: but what ever the humor offending be, Choler, it hath 
for its Vehicle, The figns ofa Plurifie (according to Galen) are | 
five 2 Firſt, a pricking pain of the ſide, cauſed by a Cholerick humor 
in the Membrane, extending it ſelf either towards the thront, or the 
Hypochondria, Secondly, à continual ſh:rp Feaver, which is either 
Sympromatical, coming from ſome Sanguineous Tumor about the 
arti; or eſſential, that is, when a Feaver firſt inyadeth che Patient, 
and the boiling blood is expelled ro thoſe parts.

The inflammation of the Lungs is s diſcaſe not much different in te 
cauſes or ſigns from a Pleuriſie, but only in the part affected. Some 
times this Peripneumonia cometh alone, and ſametimes aue 
another Diſeaſe, as the Quinzy or Pleuriſie, which is a dangerow 
Symptome: on the contrary, if a Pleuriſie follow the ioflammarien 
che Lungs, it is a hopeful Symptome. This Diſcaſe is more dat 
gerous thin a Pleuriſie, and for the moſt part deadly, by reaſon 
want of reſpiration, and the nearneſs of the heart. The cure 8 
ſame with the Pleuriſic, therefore I ſhall ſay no more of it.

Of Empyema, 


4 Mpyems, (4u@v1ua) ot a Collection of mattet in the Cavity of 
F the Thorax, is a Dneaſe, which for the moſt part followeth a 
Pleuriſie and Peripneumonis, and ſometimes a Quinzy, when they 
ate not carefully cured, and the imflammation comerh to Suppura= 
tion; and when the Impoſthume breaketh, che matter fallech into 
the Cavity of the Breaſt. Sometimes blood falling into the Thorax, 
by the breaking or wounding of a Vein may come to Suppuration, or 
rather Corruption, Sometimes flegm fallech from the Head and 
other parts in the Breaſt, and there putrifying, begerteth mattet 
like quitter. The figns of Suppuration beginning, according to Hip- 
pocrates,are theſes Firſt, the Pleutiſie being nor purged, the Feaver in- 
creaſerh while the matter is turning into Pus, 

Secondly, the ſharpnels of the matter touching the Membranes 
eauſerh qusking e the Third, is weight and ſenſe of heavineſs in the 
part. To theſe we may add the difficulty of breathing; for although 
when the Impoſthume is broken, che Diaphragma, and the Muſcles 
of the Thorax move more freely; yet the Lungs are oppreſſed by 
the matter lying about them. But an old and confirmed Empyems 
is known, by a lingring, puttid and partly Hectick Feaver, more vio- 
lent rowards night and much ſweating, a conſtant troubleſome 
Cough, the Cheeks grow red, the Eyes hollow, the Legs ſwell, 
Puſtles break our on the Breaſt, If the Suppuration break, and the 
Feayer continueth, are thirſty, want appetite, the Pas greery livid or 
frothy, brought up with much difficulty, and a looſe beliy; all 
theſe are ſigns of Death, ot of long Sickneſs : the contrary are the 
ſigns of Recovery. They who in this condition do lift up the whole 
Breaſt, when they breath, by teaſon of the mattet contained, are 
quickly chosked. 

If che matter be not ſpit forth in forty dayes, it turneth to a Con- 
ſumprion, and dezth followerh. The Suppuraticn on both ſides is 
more dangerous than that of one: t hat on the left fide the worſt, by 
reaſon of the left Ventticle of the heart. If the matter flow plenti- 
fully by Stool and Urin, and the Patient ſtrong and hearty, it is a fign 
Gt recovery. 

For the Cure: you muſt endeavour to help nature in ſuppurating 
the humors ; if Suppurition cannot be hindted by this or the like

Ser Sanguinis er ſpitting of Blood, called in Greek a a- 
1s, is an unnatural Flux of Blood from the vital parts, vi. che 
Brealt, Lungs, and Aſpera Arteria. The immediate cauſe Or- 
ganical or common; theOrginical twofold,cicher the opening of the 
Veſſe s called in Greck &4y250uw7is or Ratefaction, called uc 
Figs. The common Dilſcale is twofold alſo, as the breaking of 
the Velſcls called pg ie, or the Eroſion of them called 1aCywrts, 
Blood offending in quantity or quality may be the cauſe of opening, 
ratifying, breaking or Corroding of the Veſſels. To be further latis- 
fied therein, 1 pray you have recourſe to the nineteenth Chapter, of 
Bleeding at the Noſe. Some external cauſe, as Fall, Wound, or the 
like, may be the cauſe of Hemoptoſis ; Immoderate cold may be the 
cauſe, by hirdening che Tunicles that they cannot be extended. It is 
very difficult to judge of the part from whence it cometh : It it comes 
from the head, it is caſt forth by Coughing, Hawking, and there 15a 
tickling in the Palate, as in a Catatth. That which comes from the 
Breaſt and Lungs, cauſeth Coughing ; chat which comes from the 
Lungs is Frothy; that which comes from the Breaſt is Blackiſh, and 
cometh up with pain; That which comes from che Gullet anc 7 
mien 
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mach, is known by Vomiting; from the Jaws and Wezand, by 
Hawking; from the Mouth, by fimple ſpicting, Sometimes the 
Blood is lent from ſome other part to the Lungs, and ſpit forth; but 
this may be known by pain, or ſome hurt happened there. You muſt 
Judge of the figns from the quantity or quality of the Blood; the 
Nineteenth Chapter will inſtru& you. 

To the Prognoſtick ; Hippocrares laith, That what kind of Blood 
ſoever i: ſpit frem any of the inferiour paits is evil, for eyery opening 
ofa Veſſel, which letteth out Blood is dangerous, eſpeciaily in the 
Lungs. But ſometimes it happeneth without hurt, when nature cri» 
tically doth evacuate ſuperfluous Blood that way: as it is ſeen ſome- 
times in women, who have their ccurſes ſtopt. 

You muſt begin rhe Cure with Blood letting; open a Vein on the 
ſame (fide you judge the diſtemper to be. It there be obſtruRion of 
the Terms, open the Saphzna : If your Patient is ſubject to the He- 
morrhoids, bleed with Leeches. Cupping, ot other Revulſions you 
may uſe, if occafion be. Then purge Choller, which cauſeth the 
Bloed to be thin and fluid, with Rubatb, Mirobalans, and the like: 
Then give Med ic ines aſtringent to cloſe the Orifice of the Veſſels : 
bur at che farſt give ſuch things with them which have an expectora- 
ting quality, leſt Blood in the Breaſt, or other parts, out of the proper 
Veſſels ſhould be coagulsted : Take of Conſetve of Roſes, and the 
be juyce of Purſlane, of each two ounces, Sogar of Roles one ounce, 
© red Coral, Blood- ſtone, Boleatmenick, and Terra Sigillats, of each 
&« half adram 2 Troches of Amber, a ſcruple: the Oyl of Vittiol 
& {ix drops; with the Whites of Eggs beaten to Water, make a Lo- 
hock, of which let the Patient lick often, eſpecially Night and 
Morning. Quercetan preſcribeth a Water, excellent againſt ſpit- 
ting of Blood; ſee the fourth part of this Treatiſe, among Diſtilled 
Waters. The Chymical Oyl of Amber, two or three drops, hath 
an excellent aſtringent quality, take it in the Diſtilled Water of 
Knorgraſs or Plantane, or the like: ſo you may take, or give half a 
dram of Sanguis Draconis; or the Blood-ſtone alone finely pow= 
dered: or two ſcruples of Opium, Landanum, Philonium Roma» 
num and Perſicum: Theſe and ſuch like may be given, provided, 
the doſe be regulated by an able brain: the juice of Nettles drunk 
four or five ounces in the morning hath preyailed, when all other 
have failed, ſaith Amatus Luſitanus. If by the uſe of aſtringenc 
Medicines, your Patient be cauſtive, give a Clyſter or purge, that 
leaves an Aſringency behind it; and if the uſe of Aſtringents hinder 
epitting, mix thoſe things which do not only ſtop Blood, but mollifie 
the Breaſt alſo; ſuch are che juyces of Plantane, Putſlane; the Sy- 
tups of dryed Roſes, Quinces, Myrtles, and of Jujubes, Gum — 
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bick, Traganth and Starch, and ſuch like, If blood be cong-aled in 
th: Breaſt, indeavour to diflolve ir, by adminiſtring fix ounces of 
Ocxycrate, three times a day; if it cauſe Coughing, ſweeten it with 
Sugar or Sugzt Candy. Apply this cooling Epithem, to allay che 
heat of the Liver, if you tes occaſion :“ Take of the Water of 
* Ry'es, Plantane and Succory, of each four ounces : Vinegar of Ro- 
de ſes two ounces : of the po vder called Disttion, Santalon, a dram 
ed an half; Camphite one ſcruple, make an Epitheme, and apply 
it warm to the Liver : afterwards anoint with Unguentum Roſarum, 
and Roſe-Vinegar.

ciſe, If you judge him inclinable to the Diſtemper, by reaſon of 
thin Cholerick h1mors, mixed with blood, purge thoſe humors at 
the Spring and Fall.

O the Conſumption or Ptifick, 


His Diſeaſe is called in Latine Taber, and in Greek iel; 
which although ir fignifieth «very Conſumprion, yer is molt 
properly tiken for the extenuation of the whole Body, cauſed by an 
Ulcer in the Lungs An Ulcer in the Lungs, by reaſon of its near- 
wels to the heart, 3: Rs it with putrid vayours ; the heart diſperſeth 
it into all parts: hence cometh a Feaver heftick joyned with a putrid, 
and by its unnztural hear, co:s hinder the well concoſting of noutiſh- 
ment, hence the whole Body decayeth. Sometimes ſharp corroding 
and Salt humoy« falling from the Head, or the ſuppurated humours 
from he Pleutiſie or Empyem?, which humours putrifying upon the 
lungs may ulcerate them. Many times the cwiſe is in the lungs them- 
ſelves. which have a vitigus, hereoirtary conſtitution, naturally tender, 
and diſpoſed to corruption, dometimes a Puſtule is bred in the Lungs, 
and never breaketh, hut gtoweth till ic ſtopp the paſſage of the breath, 
and killeth the Patient. Sometimes it cometh to Suppuration, ind is 
c:lled the Impoſthame of rhe Lunge: which being broken, ana flows 
ing to the Bron: his or paſſages in the Lungs, it may be ſpit up, if 
the hoy be ſtrong, and the marter | rele in quantity? bur many times 
an Ulcet remaineth, which cauſeth à Con umption. It the gs.

mated mattet flow into the Ventricle of che heart, the ſick die ſud- 
denly ; and many times inſenſible of any pain or fickneſs z take ex- 
amples from Fernelins, lib. 5. de partium Morbu & Sympt. Chap. 
10. pag. 288. To che cauſes of this Diſeaſe here mentioned, you 
may add all che cauſcs mentioned in the ninth Chapter of Defluxi- 
*. Hippocrates mentioneth many more kinds of Conſumptions, too 
tedious for me to inſert in this Volume : as thole proceeding from 
no&urnal pollutions, the running of the Reins ; allo the obſtruRion 
of the Nerves , or the flowing of Cholet to che Bick; ſo want of 
nouriſhment, or drying cauſeth a Conſumption : likewiſe a Diſtilla- 
tion from the head to the Marrow on the Back may be the cauſe, as 
Hippocrates ſaĩth; when à D. fluxion fillech upoa the Spinal Marrow, 
there is a ſectet and undiſcernable Contumptien» Sometimes it hath 
its original from hunger, and want of nouriſhment : Sometimes 
when the Meſeraick Veins are obſtructed, that the Chylus coscocted 
in the Sromach cannot pals to the Liver. In the Diagnoſtick, we 
muſt obſery: the Gigns of à Conſumption, beginning, begun, os 
confirmed. Signs of a Conſumption beginning are, a ſmall Deflux- 
jon, the Lungs not much hurt thereby, the Cough bur ſmall , the 
Spittle ſweer, Salt or Bittet, the Body a little Feaveriſh, The Signs 
of a Conſumption begun, the Diſtillation is ſtronger, the Lungs 
pierced, by which the Lungs are exaſperared, and the Cough vio- 
lent, The matter contained in the Lungs maketh the Stomach 
weighty, a ſharp pain before and behind from the humours ſuppu- 
ratings ſharp and heating humors fall into the Body, and ſometimes 
into the Veins, cauſing a HeRick Feaver, ſomerimes joyned with a 
putrid. The Lungs by conttacted filth,grows hot, by which heat, ſpit- 
tle, fleg u, ad other humor, good and bad ate drawn from the Brain, 
which the Brain fetcheth from all the Body; hence comes its decay 
and extenuation, The Patient ſpitteck thick rotten Flegm, and doth 
(wear at night as ſoon as he ſleepeth. A Conſumprion confirmed, is 
known by theſe ſigns, the Patient ſpitte th matter it ſelf, the Feaver 
ſtronger, the Cough more violent, with more provocation, and lels 
Evacuation ; the Cough is attended wich hollow ſounding,he pineth 
and wanteth appetite, for the mouth of the ſtomich is weakned by 
the Defluxion: The belly is looſe , for the Flegm falling from the 
Head, weakenech the Stomach and Bowels. and the retentive facule 
ty is deſtroyed. The Patient bteatheth dirficulcly, for the faculty is 
weak. ard the Bronchis Ropped with a puttid Matter; the Hair 
fallzth cf, the Cheeks war blue, and his Feet (well ; the Nails of 
the Fingers are crooked, becruſe the fixſh on the tops of the Fingers 
which held them up, is decayed. Let che patient ſpit in a Baſon of 
ſait Water : if he ſpit Matter, it finketh ; it Flegm, it aan 
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Thus have I brictly touched upon the Cauſcs and Signs of a Con- 
lumption, à word of two of che Prognoſtick. If rhe Conſumption 
hath not long continued, and the Ulcer but newly begun, it may be 
cured, other wiſe not; for thoſe things which dry the Ulcer, do hinder 
ipitting, and encreaſe the Feayer, and make the Body leaner. Thoſe 
things which ate moiſt. good againſt leanneſs and Fevets, do make the 
Ulcer ſouler. Thoſe that have narrow and ſtreighr Breaſts,and their 
ſhoulder-blades ſtick our like wings, are inclinable ro Conſumpti- 
ons, to hom it is natural, for want of natural heat. If the Con- 
ſumption came with an acute Diſeaſe, ot the Sick fall into an acute 
Diſcaſc, it killerh ſpeedily. If the Patient ſpitteth ſtinking Matter, 
or cannot ſpit at all, his Belly lcoſe, he is very near Death. 

It would take up a great deal more room than I have to ſpare, to 
Ter down the Cure of a Conſumption, (1 mean when it is offly begun, 
and the Patient ſtrong, ) Iſhall only Epitomiſe ir, Let the Sick 
drink Milk warm, either Aſſes, Goats, or red Cows ; but above all, 
the Milk of a ſound Woman is the beſt, Let him vſe à cool and 
moiſt diet, and make uſe of ſuch thing: which may corre& the blood, 
M. k: a decection of China, Sanders and Guajacum : You muſt purge 
the humors offending, but be ſure you make uſe of ſuch purges as 
work very gently, as Manna, Rhubarb, Callia, Syrup of Roſes, and 
the like, To allay the Feaver, it is lawful to let blood, if your Pa- 
tient be not too lean : You muſt divert the Defluxion, have recourſe 
io the ninth Chapter, Then you muſt give ſuch things which have 
a healing quality, to cure the Ulcer, of which the Milk ſpoken of 
before is very good, and if Sugar of Roſes be given with it, it will be 
much more available. Conſerve of Roſes is good, if it aſtringe roo 
much, and the breath fail, and the Sick cannot ſpit, make uſe of Ex- 
peRorating Medicines, as the Syrup of Hyſop, Colts- foot or Lo- 
hocks z the laſt Chapter will enform you, If heat be procured by 
the ſame means, give coolers, as the Syrups of Violets and Jujubes, 
the Muſilage of Fleabane, Quinces, and the cold ſeeds, The Syrup 
of the juyce of Grounc-Ivy is much commended by Luercetan, ſee 
the fourth Book, Of Syruns. i 

This Syrup hath admirable Virtue. Take of the juyce of Grou u- 
* Try, Veronica, and Carauus Benedictus cla ied, of each cight ounces 
ia which boy! of all the ſo tg of Maidenhair, Scabious and Lettuce, f each 
þ If a hand{ul, vtry cently ; then diſſolve in the Liquor ſt reined, a pound 
and half of white Siga, aid beyl it to the beighth of a Sr; add in 
the end of the extract of Juniper three draus, of tbe ice of Liquoriſh, 
aud the Extraft of c ird us, of eachfour ſcruples. Ley the Patient take 
a ſpoonful before every meal, and as much when he goeth to bed. 


Fortlus commendeth this Powder follcy.ing, T-ke A bite 254 
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Sred tea drams, Starch, Gum Arabick and Tragacanth, of each three 
dramss Purſlane and Mallows-Seed, of each fue drams, the four great 
cold Seeds, of each ſix drams, uince Seeds the like quantity; Spodium, 
41d juyce of Liquoriſh, of each three drams ; the Pexids the weight of all 
the reſt, make it into ſiae powder; and give two drams in a morning, 
with che Syrups of Poppies or Jujubes ; or you may give it in Batlj- 
Cream, Almond- Milk, or in any other convenient liquor, 

Or this Lohock is very good : Take of Lobock de pulmone Vulpis and 
Sauum & Expertum, of each one ounce, Conſerve of Roſes, Diamargari- 
ton Frigidum and Djapenidion, of each balf au ounce ;, Manus Chriſti, 
and Lac Sulphuris, of each three drams, with the Syrup of Comfry, 
make a Lobock, of which let che Patient take the quantity of a Hazel- 
nut often, and twice as much night and morning. The Oyl of Vi- 
triol is good to dry the Ulcer, it two or three drops be given ina 
morning, with che juyce of Plantane, or Roſe-w and Sugar, 
ſaith Claxdianus, The Balſome of Peru, is not wit its virtues, 
for the healing of the Ulcers of the Lungs, if a drop or two be 
made into a Pill with Sugar, or the powder of Liquoriſh, and taken 
every morning; ſo you may take the Balſome of Sulphur. Fumiga- 
tions may be made of Frankincenſe, Myrth, Maſtich, Benjamin, 
Yellow Sanders, Amber, Stoxax, and the like; and taken in the 
Mouth or Noſe, and the toom ſcented therewith, Or you may make 
2 moiſt Fumigation of ſuch herbs which are friendly to the — 
Take of colt foot, Hyſſop, Horcheund and Alehoof, of each two bandfuls, 
bruiſe them, and put them in a Pipkin with a cover cloſe luted, with was 
ter ſufficient ; put it into the Oven when the Rread is balf baked, the 
Bread being baked, draw out the Pipkin, and put a funnel into à hole 
which ir muſt have at the top, and draw the fumes into the Mouth, 
and put it out at the Noſe. Many other Medicines and Preceprs, I 
might here preſcribe, which I muſt omir for brevities ſake ; only re- 
member, that all Medicines againſt ſpitting of Blood ate profacable 
tor the Ulcer of the Lungs. 
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CHAP, XXXII. | 
Of the Palyitation of the Heart. 


He Palpitation of the Heart is an immodetate and preternatural 
T ſhaking of the part with a gt est Diaſtole or vehement Syſtole, 
which ſometimes hath been ſo great, that the adjoyning ribs have 
been diſplaced, ſometimes broxen : and ſometimes an Artery hath 
been much dilated, ſo ſaith Fernr{ins lib. 5. Chap. 12. pag.292, The 3 
Greeks call this Diſeaſe Kap las d O, and the Lat ines Pa pita- 
tio Cordis. The cauſes ot it may be referred to three heads: the firſt 
is a moleſtation of the heart, ſometimes a troubleſome vapour arifing 
from cold and thick humors lodged near the heart, eſpecially the Pe- 
ricardium, and conveyed to the Ventricles of the heart, or (ent from 
the Stomach, Meen, Womb, or the like; or cauſed by the Plague, 
Poyſon, Worms putrificd, or the Menſtrues ſtopped, and conveyed as 
before, may be the cauſe of Palpitation, To theſe, add excels in quan- 
tity or quality, of bloody, Choletick or watiy humors oppreſling the 
Veins, Arterics or Ventrieles of the Heart, Lik: wile Inflammation, 
Impoſthumation or Tumors happening in the Arteries of the Lungs | 
near the Heart, or in the Pericardium may be the cauſe of Palpita- | 


tion. 

A Second cauſe is a preternatural heit, by which the Spirits are 
iaflimed, and the motion of the Heart and Arteries is encreaſed, and 
this ſometimes ( though ſeldome) ariſeth from an inward cauſc: often 
from an outward, as anger, violent exerciſe an] the like. 

The third cauſe is the defect of Spirits, cauſed by hunger, watching, | 
anger, jay, fear, ſhame, or great Diſeaſes, or any thing, which diſſi- 
pareth the Spirits, which the heatt labouring to recover, encreaſerh 
ies mot ian, and cauſcth Palpit it ion. The Diaguoſis or knowleug of 
this Diſeaſe is eaſie, for it may be felt, heard or ſeen: The cauſes 
muſt be diſtinguiſhed by their proper ſigns, A hot diſtem pet is known 
by often bre»thing, by a Feaver and heat of the Bteaſt, nd x deſire of 
cold things. If Wind be the cauſe, i: is ſubject to Variation, and 
raiſed by a {mall motion, the Breath is difficult; a miſt before the 
Eyes, and a noiſe in the Ears,e c. If the Diſene cometh from humors | 
in the never or Peric-rdinm, it comes not ſuddenly, nor gocth away þ 
quickly, Fhe nature of the humor you may gather ſtom their Sym- 
ptome. Wer i, the Perivardinm is hard to be known, but we miy 
conjeRure i, by the weakneſs of the Pulſe, the Heatt feoms to be 
2 moſt {-ﬀ cite in et. If Malignant and Peſtilent humcrs can's 
ir, $12 Pacient fainteth, a loſs vi che pulic ang Attugtn, Cc. lit 
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come by conſent from other parts, their proper ſigns declare ir, If 
x Tumor be the cauſe, the motion of the heart is diffetent trom the 
natural, and the pulſe is various: If the Tumor be in the Pericar- 
dium and hard, the diſeaſe is conſtant, and the Pacient decayes with= 
out manifeſt cauſe. To the Prognoſt ick 1 ſay, it is a dangerous 
Symptome, becauſe the motion of the Heart, by which life is preſers 
ved, is hindered ; and Galen ſaith, Thar they who are thus affected in 
youth, or middle age, tive not to be old, becaulc the Vitals are weak 
in them. Alpb. 41. de loco aff. Sect. 2. & 1. Chap.z. If ic come from 
a Tumor, it is incurable : it it be peculiar to the Heart, of Petar 
dium, it is incurable. If it come by conſent from other parts, the cure 
muſt be ſought out of cheit proper Chapters: but, ( ſeeing not onely 
the cauſe ought to be removed, but alſo the Sympromes atſwaged, 
by refreſhing the Heart) you muſt adminiſter Cordial tmedicinesy 
which have power to ſtrengthen the Heart. If a hot diſtemper vex the 
hearr, Take of the Conſerve of Violets, Water-Lillies, Borrage ot 
Bugloſs-Flowers, of each one ounce; Diamargariton Frigidam, Diar- 
rhadon Abbatis, of each two drams ; Red Sanders, Coral, and Cam- 
phire, of each a dram, with the Syrups of Coral, Balm, or Citrorf 
peels, make an Opiate, of which let him take often. If cold humors 
cauſe the Palpitation 3 Take of the Conſerve of Roſes, and Roſemary 
flowers, of each one ounce; Aromaticum Roſarum, Dianthus, and Diams 
bra, of each one dtam; Cinnamor, Cloves, and Mace, of each half 
a dram : Confe&ion of Alchermes, two ſcruples ; Amber, Musk, and 
Saffron,of each one ſcruple, with Syrup of Clove-Gilly-Flowere, make 
an Opiate, and give it as before. With theſe and the like ingredients 
the ingenious may form medicines of all ſorts, whether the diſcaſe be 
hot, or cold : likewiſe may Liniments, Unguents, Epithemas, and 
Sacculi be prepared and applied to the Region of the Heart, to 
ſtrengthen and abate the hot or cold diſtempers thereof. If an hu 
mor gathered near the heart cauſe the Palpitation, exrenuating me- 
dicines muſt be mixed with your Cordials, and if nothing prohibit, 
open t he inner Vein of the Arm called Baſilica; if that appear not, 
open the middle Vein; which courſe Galen commendeth : Alſo if 
you ſee occaſion, adminiſter Purging, and Carminative Clyſtets. 
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Of Swooning, or Syncope. 


C HAP. XXXIII. 
Of Swooning, or Syicope. 


Tuyxo n, ot Swooning, is a ſudden, and ſwift failing of all ſtrength: 
tor all parts having a continunal neceſſaty influence upon the heart, & 
vital ſpirics ; when they fail, all the reſt muſt ſuffet. This Diſeaſe 
is diſtinguiſhed from the Epilepſy, which hath a Convulſion, and this 
not from an Apoplexy, in which the breach is much ſtopped, and 
the pulſe not much abated, till neat death: but here che pulſe fail- 
eth and the breath is free. In fits et the Mother, the breaſt is moſt 
obſtructed, che pulſe not much altered, nor the colour of the face, 
except it be higher ; the contrary happeneth in a Syncope. The im- 
mediate cauſe of this Diſeaſe, is the defect of the Vital Spit its, in 
which nature is conſtrained: leſt the heatt ſhould totally fail, to fetch 
the Spirits from other parts to the heart, by which means they loſe 
their functiaus. This defect happeneth fout ways ptincipally: Firſt 
they ate naturally few, by fault in the faculty making of the Vital 
Spirits, or the matter: which fault comerh by diſcaſes proper to 
the heart, or by conſent from other parts. Proper to the heart, ate 
too much conſtriction, dilation, and Solutions happening to the Ven- 
tricles of the heart, or ſuch as deſtroy the natural temper, as ſharps 
Malignant, Fainting, Peſtilential, and HeRick Feavers, and the like. 
The faculty may be hurt by diſeaſes in thoſe parts, which have z 
Sympathy with che heart, as the Braing Liver, Stomach,and Womb, 
The matter is f,ulty, when the Air or Blood, ( by which the Vital 
Spirirs are generatcd ) is defectiye, ot cottu pred, The Air is de fe- 
ctive, when reſpiration, and tran(piration is hindered : But the hinde- 
tance of nutrition cauſech a defect of the Blood. They are both cor- 
tupted, when cheir qualities are changed. Secondly, this Diſeaſe is 
cauſed when the Spirits are diſſipated and ſpent, by too great evacu- 
ations which may be done ſenſibly, or inſenſibly. Senſibly, by i not- 
dinate Phlebotomy, Bleeding of Wounds, or at the Mouth, Noſe, 
Womb, Belly, or Hemorrhoids : or an extraordinary diſcharging of 
other exerementitious humors, by Vomit, Stool, Urine, or Seat 
the breaking of an inward Impoſtume; or by Empyema, or by tapping 
the Nayel in the Dropfic. Inſenſible evacuitions, ate cauſed by ſharp 
or thin humors, which rarific the skin ; or the immoderate hear of 
Baths or hoc-houſes. To theſe add long Watchings, Faſtings, Le- 
chery, Anger, Joy, long continuing and violent pain or ficknels, &c. 
may cauſe a diſſipation of the ſpirits Thirdly, this Diſeaſe is cauſed 
by ching which alter and corrupt the Spirits, as venemous and _ 
ntial 
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lential Air and Rinks, ot an evil diſpoſicion of che Bowels and othet 
parts. Ina word, all things which ate averſe to the Heart may cot- 
tupt the ſpitits. Ot laſtly, the ſpirits may be ſuffocared or deſtroy- 
ed; which may come to pals, by a vehement tetatning of Blood and 
Spirits to the Heart, as alſo corrupt vapouts, cold and thick blood and 
other humours gathered about the Hearr, or the adjacent parts. Theſe 
ſigns ſhew a Syncope, vi, a ſudden failing of ſtrength, a ſlow pulſe 
ſometimes ſtopping, a pale and blewiſh Face, the body excersally 
cold, a cold Sweat, eſpecially on the Temples, Neck, and Breaſt. 

The ſigns of the Cauſes, for the moſt part, are manifeſt, as the 
ſorts of Feayers, and the external Cauſes, but how named, may be 
eafily known, A ſharp Noſe, hollow Eyes, the Temples fallen, are 
figns of thin Humours : gnawing of the Stomach, pricking heat, and 
great pain, do ſhew that the Body is troubled with Choler. Abune 
dance of crude Humors, is known by the enlarging of the Body,ſwel- 
ling of the Breaſt, the colour pale, and the pulſe ſmall, unequal, and 
obſcure, If ſwooning come by conſent from other parts, the Signs 
of thoſe parts affected will diſcover it. They who often and violently 
faint without manifeſt Cauſe, die ſuddenly ( ſaith Hippocrates.) 

A Syncope, which cometh from ſome evident Cauſe, as Fear, Sors 
row, or immoderate Eyacuations, is leſs dangerous than that which 
cometh from an internal Cauſe, In reſpe& of various Cauſes, you 
muſt vary the Cure. If it come from immoderate Evacuations, you 
muſt endeayour to ſtop ir with their proper Medicines, preſcribed in 
their ſeveral Chapters. If from too violent purging, give three grains 
of Laudanum, or two of Opium. If by too much ſwearing, you muſt 
uſe Medicines which reſtrain ſweat. If from ſuffocarion of the Spi- 
tits, call them back by Frictions, Ligatures, and Cupping. If it come 
from Poyſon taken, give ſomething to expel it; after Vomiting with 
Oyl, give Treacle : if it burn in the guts, give Milk, fat Broth, or 
cooling Cordials, If chinneſs of the Humors cauſe ir, give thiggs that 
are ſweet and thickning. If want of Food cauſe a Syncope, make uſe 
of a reſtoring Diet, and nouriſhing Broths. To conclude, From what 
Cauſe ſoever it come, in the Fir, lay your Patient upon his back, throw 
cold water into his Face, make him ſneeze, put Aqua-vite, Cœleſti, 
or Imperialis into his Mouth; call him loud, ſtop his Noſtrils, wricg 
his Fingers, pull his Hair, tub, bind, and Cup if need be. 
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CHAP, XXXIV. 
Of want of Appetite, 


S there are divers actions of the Stomach; ſo there are diyets 

Diſeaſes hindering thoſe actions: See the Fifth Chapter of tie 
Firſt Bock. And ſeeing that the àttractive faculty is the firſt in or- 
der, I ſhall begin with the want of Attraction or Appetit: It is ca- 
led & rope ic or & j, In Latin Iaappcteatia. In Engliſh Wait 
of Appetice or Loathing of cat. That we may rightly judge of che 
Cauſes of this Diſeaſe, let us conſider the Natural Caulcs of Appe- 
tice and Hunger, by which we may the bettet diſcover the fault ot 
hinderance. 

The fitſt cauſe of Hunger, is emptineſs of the Stomach : if there 
be no emptineſs, there is no AttraRion, nor Appetite, Want of 
emptineſs is, when the parts are filled with plenty of crude Humours 
cauſed by Gluttony of Drunkenneſs, want of Exerciſe or uſnal Evae 
cuations, Weakne's of che Natural Heat or a Feaver, when the Heat 
Is buſied to conce the matter of the Diſcaſe, cr the like. 

The ſecond cauſe of Appetite, is the Attraction of Nouriſhment to 
the Stomach , ſometimes this is depraved, though the parts are 
empty; when the Veins have left their ftrengih by Sickneſs, or ich- 
moderate Eyacuations, 

The third cauſe of Apperite, is the Attiaction of the Chilus from 
the Stomach to the Liver by the Meferaick veins; which cannot be 
performed if thoſe Veins ate obſtructed, the Ch lus ſent our by Siege, 
and the parts depraved of their neceſſaty Nouriſhment. | | 

Fourthly, the faculty of atttactipg an Appetite xequireth à good 
diſpofition of che Stomach, Brain, and Nerves ; conſcquently what 
ever altereth their Diſpoſitions deſtroyeth appetice : great hestund 
crouch diſperſing the mciſt Subſtance of the Stomach, doth eauſe a 
want of ap petite. The like doth cold, which cauſcth a Stupefaction 
of the part, and extinguiſheth the natural heat. 8 

Flegmy and Slimy humors gtahered in the ſtomach by evil coß- 
coction, or by a defluxion from thre kead: rhe ſupteſſion of che 
Terms, or Hemorrhoids ſmothereth the natural hear, and cau'erh 
want of attraction. Diſtempers of the Brain and Nerves make 4 
man inſenſible of rhe attracting in the ſtomach. The ſign of the firſt 
cauſe is known by high feeding, repletion, want of evacuation, the 
body is full and the Veins ſwoln, and the like, The ſecond cauſe is 
evident, by ſickneſs, or immoderate eyacuations. The third is known 
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dy o>ſtruRion of che Liver, Spice; ot Mcſentery. The four. h eavie 
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is thus known : If there be a grear hear in the ſtomach, drineſs, bit · 
ternels of the Tongue and Jans, and a Feaver with heatt- burning, 
and the like. All which fignific a hot diſtemper of the ſtomach; if 
) ic low from ſome orher part, the Signs of the Inflammation of the Li- 
vet and other parts will demonſtrate it. A cold diſteroper and much 
Flegm is known by colneſs of the ſtomach, great heavineſs, and 
ſharp belchings.

Cold. If a hot Humour be the cauſe, purge Choler gently and often; 
if your Patient be eaſie to vomit, give an eaſie vomit. Alter the Hu- 
mots with cooling Syrups and Julcps, mixing therewith the Spirit 
of Vitriol, or Sulphuc ; for all ſharp chings allay Choler, and pro» 
voke an Appetite, After purging, Marmalade of Quinces is good : 
Ot cake this following Opiate: Take of Conſerve of Wormwood and

_ teacherh, that Oyl and fat chings ate ſeldome given without 
ucceſs, 

Pica and Malacia is à depraved Appetite, by which unprofitable 
and hurtful things are deſired ; it is Cauſed by the eating of evil 
Meats, by which the Scomach is diſpoſed for the production of me- 
hncholy and flegmatick humors, hence divers Appetites of evil 


things ate ingendered. Some define things chat are ſour, ſharp, birs 


ter and cold, as Vinegar, juyce of Lemmons and Otanges, cold Wa- 
I & cer, 
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ter, Snow, Ice, unripe Fruits, and the like. Some do defire eur ihly, 
dry and burnt things ; as Nutmegs, Clove, Cinnamon and other 
Spices 2 Salt, Aſhes, Coles, Chalk, Tobacco-pipes, Lime, Oat= 
meal, Tar, Cardles, and ſuch like, This Diſcaſc happeneth for the 
moſt part to Women wich Child, or co Maids which have the Green- 
Gckneſs, who having their Terms ſtopped andiſtay ing corrupt in the 
body, and aſcending infe& the Stomach, and take the Appetite 
from its natural condition. Sometimes (though ſeldome) Men and 
Boyes ate thus troubled 3 Feynelius ſpeaks of a Noble - man, who ha- 
ving an ertraordinzry Appetite to Lime, did devour a piece as big 
as his it, withour offending his Stomach or Bowe!s, The cauſe of 
this Diicaie may be found out by ihe things deſired ; for if they de- 
Gre Coles, Salt or the like, we may conclude, that the Diſeaſe de- 
pends upon ſalt and burnt humours, 

This Diſeaſe is Chronical and of continuance, but it is ſeldom dan- 
gerous; yet ſomerimes if the Stomach cannot be reduced to its for- 
mer Condition, Obſtr»Rions, evil Habits, Dropſies and Cardialgiacs 
arc produced, The more conttary to Nature the things deſited ate, 
the farther diſtant is the Stomach from the natural temper, If you 
aim at the Cure, it differcth not from the former, but you muſt con- 
ſider the variety of the bodies affected: If this Diſeaſe bappen to a 
Man, it hath its Original from the Obſtruction of the Liver and 
Spleen, and you muſt ſeck the Cure in their proper Chapters. It 
Women with Child are thus affected, be ſparing in giving Medi- 
eines for fear of Miſcarriage ; for the moſt part they are fresd from 
it in the fourth Moneth. If the Greenfickneſs in Maids be the cauſe 
of this effect: ſeek the Cure in the Chapter of the Gicenſickneſs.

therefore is called Dipſacus, The outward cauſes alſo are all ſuch 
things as heat and dry ; the uſe of ſalt, ſharp and ſpiced Mears :

Sans of Hermes conclude, that preternatural Thirſt is 'cauſed by 
thirſty Spirits bred of ſulphureovs Excrements, whoſe chirſt cannot 
be ſatisfied with ordinary cooling Medicines, unleſs che ſharp Spi- 
rits of Vitriol, Sulphur or Salt be added to them. 

The knowledge of the Diſeaſe is eaſie, of the Cauſe and the Part 
affected not difficult. Of the Diſeaſe, the Patients Complaint ſor 
want of Drink, will ioform you, Likewiſe the Cauſe may be di- 
ſtinguiſhed by the Taſts, which ate hot, dry, ſalt, bitter, (harpy and

Internal things. The fault in the Organ compre endeth all Diſesſes 
in the Stomach, for ſince Digeſtion is made in the Stomach by 2 
moderate natural Heat, if it want its Moderation, the digeſtive Fa- 
culty is hurt, A cold diſtemper of the Stomach, if it be gentle, di- 
miniſheth the Heat and weakneth Conco&ion ; if ic be greater ic 
I 3 x aboliſheth 
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aboliſhed ir, A hot Diſtempet in the Stomach depraveth the Fa- 
culty, and cauſeth difficult Concoction. 

Though rheſe Diſtempers are ſometimes ſimple, yet many times 
they are joyned with Matter, as Flegm and black Humors cauſed by 
Hypocondriack Melancholy which cauſe Crudiries, ſour Belchings, 
Rumblings, Winds, and the like. The fault of the Object is thus 
conſidered, when the Nouriſhmenr, which is che proper Object of 
che Stomach; offendetk in ſubſtance, quantity, quality or time. Nou- 
riſh ment offenderh the Sromach in ſubſtance, when ir is too hard and 
difficult to be conco&ed, In quantity it oftcndeth the Stomach, 
when either too much is taken at once, that the natural Hear cannot 
digeſt ir, but ſome part of it remaineth Ctude: leſs taken than Na- 
rure requireth, becometh Crude alſo, when it is dried or burnt in a 
Cholerick Stomach. In quality Food offendeth, when it is either 
too hot or dry, or too cold, moiſt and windy for the Stomach. In 
reſpect of Time, Nouriſhment may offend the Stomach, If a man 
concraty to his order in Diet, doth kat liberally a little before he go» 
eth to Bed, this may hutt Concoction. External or Internal Means 
may hutt the concoRive Faculty: Namely, an Air too hot may diſſi- 
pate the natural Heat; an Air roo cold may dull it : immoderate 
gr or + eſpeciallyaftet Mert, dtaweth the Hear from the Stomach 

o the External parts, and drives che imperfe& Chylus into the Guts, 
and ſo weakens Coricotion. Coſtiveneſs of rhe Belly, or a Flux; 
immoderate Watching, or fleep in the day- time; deep Study upon 
2 full Stomach; Sadneſs, and other Paſſions of the Minde do hin- 


det the actions of the Stomach. The Hermetick Phy firians add 460» 


ther Caafe, for chey ſay ( and not without reaſon” that a ſharp Li⸗ 
quor ſent from the Spleen to the Stomach, which hath a great power 
to diſfiolve, in ics natutal State cauſcth a laudable ConcaRion, and 
that Concoction is not made by Heat onely : for Meat boyled in 4 
Pot, with 3 ſtrong Heat many days, is not diſſo ved; and Bones in a 
Dogs Stomach are quickly diſſolved: Likewiſe Fiſhes do quickly 
diffolve their Meat, though they have no actual Heat. Birds do 


quickly concact the hardeſt Seeds, and ſmall Pebble. Stones, and hey 


have a Spleen round about their Maw, and that thete is a diſſolving 


Spirit iphepenc in the Gizzuds of Birds, the Phyſical Practice doth 
prove, being often uſed in Medicines to help Concoction, diſſolve the

the Chollick, Cachexy, and ſometimes the Drop. Concoction 
aboliſhed is worſt, becauſe all patts are fruſtrated of their Nouriſh» 
ment, and deadly Diſeaſes follow, as che Lientery, Dropfie, Atrophy, 
c. 
A depraved Concoction is the cauſe of many Evils likewiſe, as 
ObſtruRions; Scabs, Feavers, &c. To cure the Diſesſe, you muſt 
remove the Antecedent, Conjunct, andExternal cauſe: The Stomach 
muſt be cleanſed of the offending Humcrs, and then ſtrengthened, 
ſeek Medicines in the Chap. of Vant of petite. If ir come by con- 
ſent you muſt amend che parts ſending che Humours : their proper

The 
mat tri cauſing the Hiccough, is either gathered in the Stomachy or 
is ſent from other Parts. Sharp He mours, Nour'ſhment, or Medi- 
cines, or gnawing Worms in the Stomach, may cauſe Hiccough by 
propriety : Ir is cauſed by conſent, when the Liver, Spleen, Guts, or 
other Parts, being inflamed, ſend offenſive Vapors, or Wwter to the 
Stomach. A Tumor in the Liver (being inflamed ) coth compreſs 
the ſtomach, and ſo provoke the expulfive Faculty; fivally, ſharp 
Humors, ſent from all pattsof the Body, in malignant Feavers ney 
be the cauſe of the Hiccough. Diagnoſtick ſignes are, if the Diſeaſe 
come by Propriety,ir is more laſting, and is caſed by Vomit : the

Bur 
if it come in a malignant or great Feaver, and continue, it is deadly, 
The ſame you may judge, if the Hiccough accompanied with redneſs 
of the Eyes, ia an acute Diſeaſe invade the Patient after Vomiting, 
Singultus from the inflammation of the Liver is alſo hurtful. For 
the cure, you moſt, ( if the diſcale com? from a cold cauſe,) Firſt, 
adminiſter medicines, which do cut and prepare the Humours, as Vi- 
negar, and Oxymel of Squils, and Oz ymel Simplex: then evacuate 
the Humougs by Purge or Vomit, and then ſtrengthen the Stomach ;

ing of a cold Cauſe : if the Diſcaſe be violent, add theſe following: 
Tike of Caſtor and Mirr', of each three Drams ; Sal Gem, half an Ounce:

is without a Viſcaſe, and is uſed by many twice in a year or oftener, 
to cleanſe che Stomach of rhe cholerick or phlegmatick Humours, 
and to prevent Diſeaſes, Critical yomiting is when Nature in a 
diſeaſe caſts forch her _ Symptomatical vomiting, is when 
Nacure is proyoked and weakned, and is not eaſed by it, becauſe ſhe 
is not ſtrong enough utterly to expel it: the Matter vomited is either 
Excrements: as Phlegm, Cholet, Melancholy, Water, Matter, 
Worms, and the like : or Nouriſhment, as Meat, Chylus, or Blood. 
Artificial Vomiting, is from an external Cauſe : as Compreſſion of

If the fick yomir Critically, and caſt forth Cho- 
ler in a cholerick Diſtempergand phlegm in a phlegmatick, it is hope- 
ful. Violent vomiting, end little brought up, in a Feaver is evil: 
for it news abundance of matter, or thit Nature is weak. Vomi- 
ting, after a Flux of the Belly is good, for here is a reyulſion of the 
matter, and Nature is refreſhed. Vomiting of divers Colours is dan- 
erous, becauſe Nature hath to do with divers Enemies, Green, 
lew, black, and ſtinking matter vomited, is deadly, In Feavers 
acute, if the Patient vomit withour mixture of Humours, it is an evil 
ben, becauſe that a pure Humour is not capable of Concoction. For 
the Cure : If the Diſeaſe come by conſent from other parts, remove 


the Canſe by working their Cures. If phlegmatick, cholerick, or 


melancholy 
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melancholy Humors provoke the Stomach, caſt them forth by vomi- 
ting: prepare and cut them if they be tough and clammy. Give 
gentle Vomits, as warm Oyl : or white Vitriol prepared : or Salt 
of Vitriol made ted by Calcination, for they cleanſe and diſſolye the 
glutinous Matter. If your Patient be weak and diſpoſed to Vomiry, 
give often Clyſters or purge the Body with this or the like Pills, 
Take de Alve lota, three drams : yellow Myrobalans, ard Rubarb in Pow. 
der, of each haf a dram: red Sanders, and prepared Coral, of each one 
Scruple : with the Syrup of Roſes ſoluti ve, make them into a Maſs give 
2 dram eyery othet or third day: and if che Sick be weak, give but 
half ſo much. If the Vomiting be violent, give wo Scruples and 
an half of Cochie the Iſs, with three grains of Laudanum in the mor- 
ning. Then you muſt ſtrengthen the Stomach with the Syrup ot 
conſerve of Quinces, conſerve of Roſes, Maſtick in a (mall quantity, 
Syrup of Mints, Plantane- water made ſour with Oyl of Vitriol, 
Oc, All cheſe ſtrengthen che — and ſtay Vomiting, of 
h ch you may make Medicines in divers forms, Foment the Sto- 
mach with a ſpunge dipt in Plantane-warer, Roſe-water, and Roſe- 
Vinegar. But firſt boil in the warer an handful of Mints. Or ap- 
ply this following Cataplaſm 3 Take of Marmalade of Quinces, or 
Quinces boyled ſoft in Reſe-water, or Vinegar, four OuKces : the root: 
of Biſtort ard Tormentil, of each two drams, Maſt ick, Mace, and Nut- 
mers, of each two ſcruples 3 Sour Leaven half a pound: with the juyce 
of Mints and Vinegar make a Cataplaſm and applyit, If yaur Patient 
vomit Blood: the Cauſes and Signes you may find in the 19 and 30

Humors: this Diſeaſe is a Symptome of the expulſive Faculty being 
hurt by Mears not well concocted, and if the tetentive Faculty be 
alſo in fault, the Diſeaſe is the worſe and more violent, Some will 
have two ſorts of Choller, a moiſt and a dry; A moiſt is that which 
hath relation to what hath been ſaid. The dry is more tate, & cometh 


from- a windy ſpirit, produced in the Stomsch, by che fiery hear of . | 


the Parr corrupting the Meat : or by Meats which axe tank & wins 
dy, and this is the opinion of Hippecrates himſelt. Senuertus ( from 


che |

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the Hermetical doctrine) addeth another cauſe, viz. Salt and aduſt 
Humours in the Hypecbondyia, which grow hot by the mixture of a- 
nother Humour, and demonſtrateth it, by the mixing of Aqua fortis, 
and Oyl of Vitriol, with Salt of Tartar, which produce very flatuous 
Spirits. So that the immediate Cauſes of this Dilcale are Cholerick, 
Burnt, Sharp, Salr, or rotten Humours in the Stomach, Bowels, 
Splcen, Meſentery; or ſome Noutiſhment of an evil Quality, ot 
ſome ſtrong Medicine, or Poyſon taken. T he ſignes of this Diſeaſe 
are often and plentiful Evacuations of cholerick, ſharp and corrupte 

Humours, by Vomit and Stcol : ſwelling with Wind, Thirſt, and a 
Gnawing of the Stomach and Guts: a Loathing, which is appeaſed 
2 little with cold Drink which is ſoon after caſt up. The Pulſe is 
ſmall and unequal: Sweating, with Convulſion of the extreamParrs & 
Swooning, and ſuch dangerous Symptomes. It is eaſily diſcovered 
whether the Cauſe come by ſome violent Medicine, Poy ſon, or offen- 
five Diet. The internal Cauſes are known by the Quality of the 
Hu maurs, that are objected. If there be a continual Loathing and 
Gnawing, the Diſeaſe is in the Stomach, If a malignant Feaver 
be joy ned, it is in the Veins. If it hath its original from ſome evil 
Food, there is hopes, that when the Matter is caſt forth the Diſeaſe 
will end. If it be very violent, it is dangerous, (I had almoſt (aid 


deſperate: ) for the greater the Convulſions, Swoonings, and Coldneſs 


of rhe extream Parts be, the nearer is Death at hand. 

In the beginning of the Cure, you may help forward Evacuations, 
with gentle, cooling, and cleanſing ClyRers, thus: Take, of Milk, half 
a pint ; Syrup of Violets, and Lettuce, of each one ounce : The Oyles of 
Roſes aud Water Lillies, of each half an ounce; The yelks of two ew 
lud Eggs well beate n, mix them and give it. Or you may make a Cly- 
ſex with Chicken Broth or Oxyctate. It is good to open a Vein, by 
which means, the burnt and boyled Blood may be cooled, revelled, 
and aff waged : but do it with diſcretion, twice or thrice ifthe ſtrength 
be not impaired by the firſt, You muſt endavout to quality the 
ſharpneſs of the Humours, thus : Take, of the waters of Plantane 
Purſiare, aid Mint of each, two Qunces 3 Syrup of Duinces and dried 
Roſe es, each one Ounce ; Sy up of Niegar, balf an Ounce ; mix them, 
and diſſo/ve there in two Scruples of Theriack- Andromachi and ſix drops of 
tbe Oy! of Vitriol; give now and then 4 $poorful. But if the Patient hach 

"me eaſe, and the Symprcmes abate, or appear nor, beware leſt they 
ſuddenly return and deſtroy che Patient, as it ſometimes happeneth 
in this caſe, Therefore nouriſh him and ſtrengthen his Stomach with 
this reſtoring Opiate. Take of the Gelly of Arts-horn made with Canary 
Wine, four Ounces: of the Conſerves of Roſes, Burragey Bueloſs ana clove-

lor Ventriculi,or prin of the Stomach, is cauſed by naughty 
D yenemous> and gaawing Humors contained therein ; the Anci- 
encs made this diftinction,. viz; that if the upper Orifice of the Sto- 
mach, which is of exquiſite ſenſe , by tealon ot the great Nerye 
which it hath from th- fift þ Conjugation be affeRed;zrhe pain is very 
ſharp, which maketh the Hcart (the moſt noble part, and near unto 
it) ſenſible of the ſame, from thence it is called Cardialgia, But if 
the Mcmbranes of the Cavity, ot lower Orifice (called Pyloras ) be 
aff. ted, ir is called, Dolor Ventriculi, or Calica Pentricals, eſpecially 
it it comes of Wind. The cauſe of this Diſcaſe, is cither Worms 
gnawing che Tunicles of the Stomach, or Wind lodged in the Ca- 
vity of the Stomach, which cauſeth ſwelling and painful diſtenſion, ot 
ſhirp and mal gnant Humors chetein contained; as ſalt Phlegm, 
green and black Choler , whole ſharp vapours cauſe pain, corrupt 
matter from an [mpoſth 1me of che Liver or the Breaſt, Diſcaſes of 
the Stomach and parts adjoyning, evil Humor from the whole Body 
in Feavers, Choler from the Liver, M:lancholly from che Spleen, 
and falr Phlegm trom the Head ; all theſe may be che cauſes of this 
Evil. The external Cauſes may be evil, and corrupt Nouriſhment, ot 
Meats that are too hot, that Breed Wind or Choler; Meat taken in 
too great a quantity, Payſon, ſtrong, ſharp and deadly Medicines not 
well corrected. Diagnoſtick Signs are thus rakza, when the pain is 
pnder the Enſiformis, it ſhews that the upper Or ice of the Stomach 
is affected ; a very ſharp pain, that the Patient candot reſt, and 
ſometimes fainterh ; che Vipouts ſo vetimes offend the Brain, and 
cauſe inyererate Head- ach, the Megrim, Vertigo ard Epilepſy. In 
the o her parts of the Stomach, there are not ſo violent Sympromes, 
but great pains live the Cholicks thus you may know the Cauſes, 
The Humors offending , may be known by the Exctements avoided at 
the Belly or Mouth; -alſo Choler, Phlegm, Wind or Worms may

Prog. This Diſcaſe is more dangerous than any other Diſeaſe of 
the Stomach z the danger is greater, if a Feayer accompany it: if 
the extreme Parts be cold, Death is at hand, thus ſaith Hippocrates, 
Ir is leaſt dangerous if it proceed from Worms ; yer ſometimes dan= 
gerous Symptoms appear, and the Patient dies; ſomerimes if the 
cauſe of Wind cannot be removes, a dry Drophie followeth. If it 
come from other parts, there begin your Cure ; if it be in the 
Stomach properly , confider the peccant Humour, If Wind be th: 
Cauſe, firſt adminiſter a Clyſter, Take of Chamomil, Penay- Royal, 
Mints, and Pellitory of the Wall, of each one hand(ul ; the ſeeds of An- 
xi/e, Fennel, Cummin ard Dill, of each two drams ; make a decoction 
ia white Wine Poſſet-diink, ada Benedifta Laxativa, balf an duct; 
the Oyls of Dill, Re and c hamomil, of each half an oxace, the Chymical 
oof TJuniper-Berries, ten drops, make a Cyſter, and give it or the 
like as often as need tequiteth. Make a Fomentation, with the 
Herbs and Seeds 8foreſaid, or with others of the like nature; then 
anoint the Sromach wich che Oyls of Sage and Cloves Chymical, 
Oyl of Dill, Chamomil, Rue, and the like.

CHAP. 


Of whe Inflammation, ulcer, and Impoſthume of the Stomach. 


He Inflammation of the Stomach, is a Tumor coming of Blood, 

ſent into the Stomach and ics Membranes, from the Yena porta, 
by che [mall Veins ; which Blood is cicher pure and maketh a pro- 
per Phlegmon; or mixed with Cholet and maketh an Erifipelatous 
or with Phlegm, making an Oedematous; ot with Mclancholly, |, 
making a Schirchous Tumor, In a word, all things that may in- f 
flame che Blood, may be the Cauſe of this Tumor. Diagnoſtick 
figns are, Great pain, burning, pricking, diſte ding, beating even to 
the back; you way ſee or feel the Tumor belching, and ſometimes 
vomiting of Blood, and the breath is fetched difficultly, and a but- 
ning Fever, If it be only ef Blood, it is ſomewhat gentler ; bur if 
it be with Choler, there acc grievous Symptoms. But be carcful to 
diſtinguiſh this Inflammation from tha: of the upperfide of rhe Liver, 
ſee the Chaprer Of the Laſammat ion of the Liver: This Diſeaſe for 
che moſt part is deadly, It che Inflammation be in the upper part of 
the Stomach, or ovet the whole, or much loathing of the Stomach, 
or rumbling inthe Belly; all cheſe are deadly Symptoms. If the 
Inflammation kill not, & the Feaver and pain ceaſeth, and che Tumor 
tema in, chen it tutas to an Impoſthume; which being broken, there 
tems ineth ao Ulcer, which is known by voiding of matter by Vomit 
and Stool, But an Ulcer may be bred in the Stomach from orher 
Cauſes, as ſharp, ſalt, Cholerick Humors bred in the Stomach, ot 
ſent thirher from other parts. ; the breach of a Vein, which could not 
grow together gain, a Wound not well cured, Poyſon, or corroding 
Medfcines taken. The Signs of an Ulcer bred in the Stomach, ate the 
ſame wich the former; co which 1 add theſe, a conſtant lingring 
Feaver, ſtinking Belching, no Appetite, a pricking Pain and Burning 
when any thing is taken which is hot, cold, ſharp, ſalt or four, This 
Diſeaſe for the moſt part is deadly, becauſe Cleanſers encreaſe pain, 
and Driers cannot execute their Ochce, bur are kindred by Meat, 
Drink and Chylus. The Cure of theſe Diſeaſes muſt be diverſly 
confidered : purging is alrogerher prohibired, left more Humors be 
gathered to rhe Stomach, but give an emollient and cooling Clyſter 
every day, ſuch an one as is preſcribed in the laſt Chapter: you muſt {| 
let Blood in both Arms, as much as ſtrength will bear; bleed the, | 
Hzmorchoids, if you ſee occaſion ; cup and ſcarrifie the Shoulders, | 
Back an Buttocks; rub and bind the extteme parts, and heat them 
with the Oyl of Spike, or Flower - de · luce: ind che like, You muſt give 

. | ; Medicines 
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Medicines which are altering and ſttengthening, and with them mix 
ſuch which have power to diflolve, This Julep is good, Take of B 
ley- water well clarified, twy ounces; Fennel aud Pur ſl1ne water, f each 
one ounce 3 the Syrups of Water-Lillics and Violets, of cach one ounce ; 
the Syrup of Poppy half an ounce : Diamargariton frigidur, 4 dram, 
mix them, and make a Julep for three Doſes ; give it Morning, Noon, 
and Night. Foment the Stomach wick the Decection of cooling and 
mollifying Herbs, Rocts and Flowers, and afterwards anoint it with 
Oyl of Roſes, Violets, and the like. Some commend Turpentine 
waſhed in Wormwood- water given in Pills three or four times, which 
will quickly diſſo ve or maturate the Impoſthume, | 

If you find that che Impoſthume tend to ſupputation, apply this 
Caraplaim ; Take of the Routs of Cummin and Marſh- Mallows, of each 
one ounce 3 Chamomil, two baxdſuls ; red Reſe leaves, a hansful : boyl 
them well [ ogether, and then beat them in a ſtone Morter ; then add of the 
Meal of Barley, Flix-ſeed and Fenugreck, of each one ounce, with Hens= 
Greaſe, and y of Roſes and Chamonil alike quantity, ſufficient to make 
a Cataplaſm, which miſt be applied, and often remov d. When the 
Impoſthume is broken, cleanſe che Ulcer with new Milk and Sugar, 
or Hydromacl , or Take of Barl:y-water three ounces, Sugar of Roſes, 
and the Ol of ſweet Almonds, of each one ouice ; make a Fulep. and give 
it, The drinking of Mineral Water is good : Before you endeavour 
to heal it, you muſt endeavour to cleanſe the Stomachi as well as the 
Ulcer, Take caſſia, one ounce ; powder of Rubarb, ove ſcruple ; diſ- 
ſolve it in Whey, and drink it: you may with this or the like Purgers 
( which attiact not the Humors to the part) cleanſe the Stomach, as 
often as neceſſity tequiteth. Then ſoment the Stomach with the 
Decection of Com phry-Rootrs, Quinces, Wor mood, Roſes, Pome- 
granare-flowers and Peels, Myrtles, Galls, Frankincenſe, Maſtick, 
and the like; then apply aſtringent Unguencs, and Emplaiſtets to the 
Stomach ; and inwardly give Medicines of the ſame nature : Take of 
the Conſerve of Roſes and Compbrey-r00ts, and of Marmalad of Quinces, 
of each ounce : Balearmenick, Sanguis Draconis, Terra Sigillata , of 
each oxc dram ; Gum Arabick, red Coral and Bloodſtoze » of each bf 
6 dram; Pociſtis, Sarcocol and Frarkincenſe, of each ae ſcruple; 
with $y-up of Comphrey, make an Opiate, a little of which let the Pati- 
ent take often. If his ſtomach loath the often uſe of one Medicine, let 
Troches be made of the powders and the Muſilage of Gum Traganth, 
of into any other form: How to mike Troches, ſee the fourch Book, 
Give him for his Food, in the mean time, Chicken broth, and boil , 
Uercin aſtriogent Herbs, freſh Barley and China Root. 
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CHAP. XLIII. 
Of the Chollick, 


He attractive and digeſtive Faculties are not only hurt, but the 
12 Faculty, whick chiefly reſpe&s the Inteſtines, may 
alto be defeRivez and cauſe many diſtempers in the Body, rhe firſt of 
which is the Chollick. This Diſeaſe tcoł its Name from the part af 
feed, which is the Gut, called by the Greek Colos, and the Diſeaſe 
Xaaixl, which is cauſed by excrementitious Matter retained too 
Jong, and by diſtending, pricking or cottod ing, cauſeth grievous pain, 
Sometimes it is cauſed through Crudities, bred by a cold Diſtemper 
of the Stomach and Inteſtines, which cau'eh Wind to a fflict the 
Guts (being obſtructed, ) eſpecially the Gut Colon: ſometimes cold 
groſs and phlegmatick Humors ſticking to the Tuniclis coats of the 
Guts, caſe conſtriction, ard divulfion, and a gnawing pain: alſo ſalt 
and ſharp, chollerick aud mclancholly, ſower Humors, by pricking, 
and twitching the Guts, caule pain, Here note, that if Wind or Hu- 
mours temain onely in the Cavity of the Guts, they might be cafily 
excluded, by evacuating, cleanſing and carminative Medicines : but 
being (for the moſt part) fixed to the Coats ef che Guts, they ate rot 
expelled without difficulty. There arc other leſs uſusl Cauſes of the 
Chollick, viz, Tumors in the adjoyning parts, cauſing compreſſing 
of the Guts: Tumors and Ii flammations in the Inteſtinet, cauſing 
Narrowneſs; Knots cf Worms, or Stones bred in the Guts, which Pop 
them; ſomerimes a poyſonous and malignant Matter engendreth a 
peſtilent Chollick or Plague in the Guts. The external Cauſes arc 
either à cold Air, which doth conſtringe the Belly; or an Air teo 
hor, indutating the Excrements ; Raw Fruir, Meats grois, and of 
hard Digeſtion; ins word, every thing which diſturbeth the con- 
coRion of the Stomach, may here be taken for an External Cauſe, 
Diagnoſtick ſigns are, a very ſharp pain ſometimes moyeable, ſomes 
times in the Region of the Stomach, Liver, Spleen, Reins ; ſome- 
times above, and ſometime beneath the navel ; oftentimes in the 
left fide : ſo that by compariſon of other figns, yon mult diſtinguiſh 
between this and the Spleen and Stone, The pain is like the boating 
of an Auger, he vomiteth cholerick and phlegmatick Matter, if the 
Sromack conſenteth, The pain is greater after Meat; the Belly (for 
the moſt part) is bound, that the Patient cannot ſo much as break 
Wind; when he voideth Excrements, they are windy, like Cow - dung, 
with Water on the top. The cauſes ate alſo diſtinguiſhed by their

hath aſed a phlegmatick Diet; but if Wind be joyned with it, che 
part ſee meth as it it were boared through with a Wamble ; the Ucin® 
is crude and white, yer ſometimes the violent pain enflameth che 
Spitits, and the Urine appeateth yellow or ted: He is better for hors 
and the worſe for cold thibgs. If cholerick Humors cauſe the Chol® 
lick, there is a violent pulling and pricking pain; the Urine is cho® 
letick : a Diet breeding Cholet went before; he 13 the worle for hoc 
Medicines ; there is great Hear, Thirſt, and ſometimes a Feaver. it 
the Chollick proceed from Wind, there is a ſtretching pain, and the 
Belly (wellech, and the Wind rumbleth therein, he findeth caſe 
when he breakech it: If the Wind be in the Cavity, the pain is 
moyeable, and encteaſeth and decreaſcrh ; if in the Coats of the Guts, 
the pain is fixed in teſpect of place, and conſtant, Progneſtick figns 
are, if the Chollick be gentle, moveable, and the Belly ſoluble; it is 
eafily cuted: on the contrary, if the pain be grear and fixed, the 
Belly bound, the Patient wanteth fleep, vomiteth, and is troubled 
with told Sweats, Hiccoughs, Doting, and coldnefs of the extteam 
parts, it 1» alwayes dangerous, and ( fot che moſt part ) deadly; An 
Epidemical and peſtilent Chollick is very dangerous; if it come of 
ſharp cholerick Humots, ir degenerateth ſometimes into othet worle 
diſeaſes, a5 the Palſy, Falling-Sickneſs, and the Gut. 
You muſt vary the Cure, according to the divetſity of Cauſes ; if 
Phlegm and Wind be the cauſe, you muſt adminiſter an cmoll ent, 
diſcuſſing and carminative Clyſtzr ( ſee Chap. 41. Of Pain in the Stu- 
mach) tlie or four times in a day. Ot make a decoRion of emolli- 
ent and carminative Herbs, and boyl thetein thiee dti tus of Collo- 
323 : If two or three Clyſters provoke not to Stool, take uſe of 
is Suppolitory ; Take of Hdney ſadden, half an dure; Hiera picr a, one 
dam; Dizcolo-Cy"thidos, one fcruple; ſalt Sem, balf a ſerupley mix 
them, and make « Suppoſitory, It is not a mils, if after all this, you 
purge the noxious Humott, mixing with yout purge Narcoticks : 
ce For/eZus his Medicine preſcribed in the sforenamed Chapter. Or 
g've an ounce and an half of Manna; cf Oyl of ſweet Almonds 
newly dr aun, two ounces 3 give it in Broth, Tien you muſt foment, 
bathe, or anoint the Belly, (ſee the aforeſaid 41 Chapter) the baw- 
ls of a Wolf pulyerized; and the white Dung of the ſame is much 
commended, if the Patient take a dram of White- wine.

Galca 
mach commenceth the Application of a Cupping- glaſs to the Nail, 
afrerwards apply a Plaiſter of Tacamahacha, Alſo the decoction ct 
Guajacum given tor m-ny dz ys is good, and afterwards purge plegm, 
if there be occaſion. Ihe cholerick Cholick is cured alſo by giving of 
emellient Clyſtets, and ſuch as cemper the Actimony of che Humors: 
as the Decoction of Camomi], Violet leaves, Ex dive; the Seecs of 
Fznugreek, Linſeed, Hens - gteaſe, Gooſe· greaſe, Oy l of Roſes, C aſſia, 
and the like, Foment the Belly with an emollient and cooling De» 
coction, and anoint it with a Cataplaſm, made with che Meal of 
Linſeed, Fznugreck and Barley, boiled in Oyl of Camomil and Ro- 
ſes. Cool the Liver outwardly by Epithemas, and inwardly by Ju- 
leps made of Poppy, Lettuce, Succory, Endive, Sorrel, Violets, and 
the like : forger not to add a little ſpirit of Virriol to your Juleps, | 
If the pain be violent, uſe Narcoticks ; afterwards purge the Humor | 
with ſuch Medicines which purge gently or ſtrongly,according to the | 
ſtrength of your Patient, and degree of his Diſtemper.

CHAP, XIIV. 
Of the Iliack Paſſton. 


Ris Diſeaſe is called in Greek *Eqas35 in Latine Iiaca Paſſio, in 
Engliſh the Iliack Pasſion, from the Gur Ilion, which is chi-, 
affected in this Diſeaſe. But becauſe the other Guts are capable of 
the ſame, it is rather derived from *E1A4X, which fignificth to be | 
rowled or girt about, and therefore the Latines call it Yoluulus,or Con- 
vol vu us. It is a præpoſterous metion of the Inteſtines, the Guts are 
obſttucted, nothing paſſeth downward ; ſometimes the Excrements 
are brought up into the Stomach, and iſſue out at the mouth. The 
Inteſtines have a natutal motion downwards, which is compaicd to 
the motion of Earth- worms, which move the parts of theix Bodies 
ſucceſsfully; by which they carry the Fzces and Excrements down» 
ward. The expulſive faculty of the Guts is ſometimes too vehemente | 
ly ſtirred up, the paſſage being obſtructed, that by a violent motion 
the Excrementitious Matter is caſt upwards : ſo that not onely the 
Chylus and Excrements, but alſo Clyſters and Suppoſitories are vio- 
Tently ſnatched up and vomited. Any thing which cauſeth the ob- 
ſtruction of the Guts, as hard dung long retained, groſs Vapoury 
Inflammations, Tumors, or the like, may be the cauſe of this Diſeale, 


Sometimes an Uicer in the Guts may be the Cauſe, when Excre- 
ments 
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ments touch the part ulcetated it pricketh it ſo that the Faculty is 
provoked not to let ſo nexious a thing pals, but driveth it upwards ; 
the other Guts by Sympathy aſſiſt ing, force it into the Stomach, 
which alſo by a Periſtatick inverted motion, caſterh it our by Vomit, 
The Diagnoſticks of this Diſeaſe, are partly common to thole of the 
Cholick, and partly proper or peculiar ro it ſelf, Common figns 
2rc the Belly bound and puffed up, pain in the Abdomen, loathing 
yomiting, difficulty of Breathing and Piſſing, want of Reſt. The pe- 
culiar ſigns are, a violent Pain, great Diſtenſion, a hard. Tumor in 
the Hypogaſttium, nothing voided downwards, an irregular vomiting 
of Choler, Phlegm and Chylus, at laſt the Exctements are vomi- 
ted up, The ſigus of the Cauſes are thus gathered ; If inflamma- 
tion of the parts cauſe the Diſeaſe, it quickly comerh to the height, 
an intenſe Feaver, with vomiting as af reſaid. Ifhard Dung in the 
Bowels be the cauſe, there went before Conſtriction of the Belly, it 
is of longer Continuanec, the pain nor ſo violent at fitſt, not che Feayes 
ſo great, if any. If Wind or Phlegm be the Cauſe, ( for the moſt 
pati) the Cholick preceded, and the figns thereof ate laid down in the 
preceding Chapter, This Diſeaſe is dangerous more or leſs, atcor= 
ding to the Cauſes and Symptoms ; that which is accompanied with 
the Strangury, or that irregular vomiting before-mentioned, (for the 
moſt part,) is deadly. If there be a remiſſion of Symptoms, and 
2 taken at the mouth finde paſſage downwards, there is hopes ot 

ecovery. | | 

What belongs to the Cure of this Diſeaſe, muſt thus be conſidered, 
dix. If hard Dung obſtruR the paſſage, you muſt often inject emol- 
lient and laxative Clyſters, in the mean time give Medicines in- 
mardly of the ſame Nature, mix ing with them ſuch as ſtrengthen the 
Stomach and Vital parts; having read thus far, you cannot be igno- 
fant how to prepare them: by this means I cured one in this Condi- 
tion, who went not to ſtool in ſixteen or eighteen dayes. You may 
likewiſe apply Fomentations, Liniments,and Cataplaſms of an emol- 
lient Nature to the Belly, If you find the Body fAlxtuous and in much 
pain, adminiſter the Medicines preſcribed againſt the Cholick, It 
the Guts be inflamed, you muſt open a Vein, and draw as much 
blood as the ſtrength of the Sick will beat: Adminiſter cooling and 
emollient Clyfters, and other Medicines preſcribed in the 42 Chap- 
ter, for the inflammation of the Sromach, If he vomit not give 
kim warm Water ard Oyl of Violets, for ic is a good Revulfien, 
Let his Drink be Bxrley Water, and ſometimes give in a draugh: 
khercof two ounces of Oyl of ſweet Almonds, and if the pain tho: 
lent, uſe Narcoticks, Let him abſtain from Food, for it turns to no 
Sood Nouriſhnieng ; let him now and then take a ſpoonful of Broth:

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and drink ſuch things as are before mentioned, If the Bowels falt 
into the Cos, and cauſe this Diſeale, you muſt foment the part with 
cmollient Oyls, and relaxing DecoRions, giving emollient and car. 


minativeClyſters,then let the Patient lye with his Heels higher than 


his Head, and gently thruſt them back, and keep them up with a 
Truffe, If there be a Citcumvolution, or Hoiſting of the Guts, Hip. 
poc rates preſeribeth this as the laſtRemedy,namely, to apply a pair of 
Bellows to the Fund ament, and blow into the Belly, and afterwards 
to give an emollient Clyſter ; this hath been proved by many able 
Phyſitians, and highly commended. Others have commended the 


taking of Quick-(ilyer in a great Quantity, which hath cured when 


all other means have failed. 


CHAP. XLV. 
Of the Flux, Lientery, and Celiack Paſſion, 


AztevTeela, Lientery is a Flux of the Belly, in which the Meat 
is quickly ſent through the Bcdy undigeſted. Kotaraxh, or the 
Celiack Paſſion is, when the Meat comes forth crude and impctfectiy 
digeſted : cheſe two differ onely in degrees, and their Cures are the 
lame. This Diſcaſc is not to be referred to concoction hurt onely, 
but to the Debility of the tetentive Faculty, for the Meat is not long 
enough retained to be concocted; hence it appeateth, that the Diſeaſe 
comech from a fault of the Stomach as well as the Guts, The Cau- 
les of this Diſeaſe are referred to three heads. 

Firſt, a cold Diſtemper of the Stomach and Liver, which genera- 
tech flegmatick and glutinous Humors, which cover the wrinkles of 
the Stomach, that it cannot retain the Food. Though Retention be 
made by the aftringing Quality, yet it operates by fit Inſtruments, 
viz, the Roughneſs of the inward Coat of theStomach, which Roughs 
ueſs beirg taken away, and the wrinckles fi illed up by the Humours 
afoiclaid, the Retention is hurt, and the Meat ſlippeth away with- 
ont Concoction. 


Sccondly, ſharp Humors prick and twitch the parts, by which the | 


Stomach andGuts are provoked to ſend forth the Meat too ſcon. 
Laſtly, in malignant Feavers, and other dangerous Diſeaſes, the 

retentive Faculty is weakned, and Nature being conquered degenera® 

tech into a Lientery. 

There is another Cauſe, peculiar to the Cœliack Paſſion, Name- 


y, the Obſtruction of the Meſeraick Veins, which hinder the paſſage || 


ef the C Hus to the Liycr, ard therefore muſt of neceſſi y be ciſt 
| orc 
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forth by che Belly, I necd not lay dowa the Signs of this Diſcaſe, be · 
ing obvious to the Eye, The Cauſes may be thus diſcovered, If i 
come from a cold Diſtemper, there ate ſour Belchings, the Excre 
ments are phlegmatick : If the kumors flow from the head, the Ex- 
crements are frothy, and the Flux greater after Sleep, the ſignus of a 
Catarth appear, If it come from Proyocation, there is a Heat in 
the Hypocondria, ſharp and cholerick Excrements, great Thirſt, and a 
gnawing in the Stomach, Theſe Diſeaſes if they laſt long ate very 
dangerous, becauſe Nature is deprived of het Noutiſhment, abd the 
Body ſoon falleth into a Dtopſie or Atrophy. If it follow other Di- 
ſeaſes, it is for the moſt part deadly, It the Diſeaſe hath its orig 
nal from phlegmatick humors, covering the wrinkles of the Sto- 
mach, you muſt uſe thoſe Remedies propounded for the Cure of 
want of Appetite coming from a cold caule, with which, make uſe 
of thoſe things which are aſttingent to ſtay the Flux. Clyſters ate 
of no great force, except the Flux be violent, in ſuch Caſes they 
muſt be aſtringenr, ſuch as ſhall be preſcribed in the 47 Chapter of 
the Flux Dyſentery. 

You muſt purge the peccant humors, and then ſtrengthen che 
Stomach with the Medicines preſcribed in the Cure of Want of Ap- 
petite: for which purpoſe Amatus Luſitaius highly commendeth th s 
following Opiate: Take of Conſe; ve of Roſes ſix ounces ;, of the beſt 
Treacle fox drams ; Syrup of Nuinces, ſufficient to make an Opiate: give 
half an ounce in the morning, and faſt one hour. If chis Flux come 
from Provocation by cholerick humors, do as you are taught in the 
Chapter of cholerick Vomiting, or you may uſe thoſe things pre- 
ſcribed in the following Chapter of the Flux Diarrhzs, For that 
which comes from the Imbecilicy of the retentiv: Faculty, now and 
then give Clyſters made of Poſſet-drink, in which red Roſes have 
been boiled, and diſſolve Sugar therein, and the yelks of Eggs. Give 
inwardly ſtrengthning and aſttingent things, which are preſcribed 
in the following Chapter, and againſt cholerick vonuting. Anomt 
the Stomach nd Belly with this following Oyntment: Take of the 
O's of Maſtick, Wormword, Mynts and Myrtles, of each two drams 2 the 
Powders of Cin n, Cloves, and Galing ale, of each one ſcruple : the 
finwers of Pomegranates, and red Roſes, of exch balf a ſcruyle; Wax ſuf- 
ficient to make an Oyntment, If this Diſeaſe depend upon the Ob- 
ſiruRion of the Meſeraick Veins, uſe che Remedies preſcribed for 
opening ObſtruRions of the Liycr, 
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Of the Flux Diarrbæa. 


Atappeiay Diarrhæa is a Flux of the Belly, or a great and copious 
ſend ug torth excrementitious humours; not of Food or Chylus, as 
in the Lientery or Czliack Paſſi n: nor of Blood, with Iuflamma- 
tion or Ulceration ot the Inteſtines, as in the Dylentery, which te- 
ma ine th next to be ſpoken of. | 

Ihe humors voided are cither Cholerick, Flegmatick, Melancho- 


lick or Setous. The place from whence it comes, is either from the 


whole Body, or from the Brain, Stomach, Inteſtines, Liver, Spleen, 
Mcientery, Womb, and the like. TheCauſe is either Critical orSympe 
tomatical; Internal or External, The Diſeaſe it ſelf is eably Known, 
from what hath already been ſaid ; che difference of the Matter and 
Humors {ent forth are manifeſt to the Senſes. 

It is ſomewhat difficult ro know from what part of the Body the 
Humors are ſent: If ic come from the whole Body, there hath been 
ſome Diſeaſe which hath afflicted the whole Body: as Cachexia, Leu- 
cophlegmatia, a continual Fcavet, or exceflive Eating or Drinking. If 
It comes from the Head, the Exc ements arc froathy, and are voided 
more y:olent by Night than by Day, and there is ſome manifeſt 
Diſcaſe in the Head, as a Caturrh, Deafneſs, Lethargy, &c. If tho 
fault be in the Stomach che Patient filled himſelf wich Food apt to 
corrupt, or there be Signs of Concoction hurt, viz. If the humor 
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be ſharp, colerick and ſtinking, the Concoction is hurt by a hot Di- 
ſtemper of the Stomach ; and the expulſive Faculty laboureih to 


throw it out: If they be crude and phlegmatick, Concoctiom is hurt 
by a cold Diſt- mper. If Werms in the Guts be the cauſe, cheit 
Signs ſeck in the Chaprer of the Worms, If the Humours come 
from the Liver, they ate cholerick, and there appesteth ſome D iſtem- 
per of the Liver, If from the Spleen the Excrements are blackiſh 


and diſtempers of the Spleen and Hypocordria appear. If from the | 


Meſentery, there is extention; bur Humours there have their origi- 
nal from the Liver or Spleen. If from the Womb, there are the 
Symptoms of the Womb affected. 

To the Progneſtick : I fay, the Flux of the Belly,which is Criti- 
cal, that is eafily endured, and is a benebc to the Patient, by which, 
Humour:, which are burthenſome to Natute, are diſcharged, is good, 
On the cootrary, if ir be Symptomatical, painful, and weakning to 
Nature, it is evil, If the Excrements are thing voided often with 
Pain, without Feeling when they ate voided, or in an acute De 
FI 
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all theſe ate evil ſigns. If che Exctements voided be yellow as yelks of 
Eggs,green.black,blew,or of divers colours, it is evil. If this Flux af- 
flict a Woman with Child,ſhe is in great danger of milſcarrizge.[f the 
Eccrcmencs begin to grow thicker, there is hopes of Recovery. If a 
Flux happeneth in the Dropſie, wherein the whole Body is affected, 
it cauſeth a Recovery: underſtang this where the Patient is young, 
ſtrong, and the Diſcaſe but begun; for if Nature be weakned by the 
long continuance ot the Diſeaſe, and che Flux happen, the Diſcaſe 
and Life (hand in hand) go together. 

For the Cure, It the Body abound with bloud, open a Vein; if 
not, if che Patient hath a Feaver, it is good to let Blood. Then 
purge the humor offending with ſuch Purgers, chat leave an Aſttin- 
gent quality behind them: It the Body be ſtrong, vomiting is good, 
for it tevelleth and evacuat eth the Marter of the Diſeaſe. Before and 
afrer purging, give cleanſing Clyſters; after the Budy is ſufficiently 
emptied, give aſtringents ; all which che next Chapter will furniſh 
you with. Inwardly, you may give aſtringeor and ſtre! grhening Me- 
dicines, preſcribed in the next Chapter. If your Patient be free 
from a Feaver, boyl new milk and ſcum off the Foam, and quench 
red hot Steel often in it, and let him drink thereof warm, which is a 
preſent remedy. Unt pe Mu berries and Blackberries dried and bea- 
ren to powder, is good to ftay this Flux, This Opiare is excellent; 
Take of the juyce of Quinces, Conſerve of Roles, ot cach one ounce 3 
Sanguis Draconis, Terra Sigillata, and fine Bole, of each one dram 3 
Bloodſtone, and the Troches of Amber , of each helf a dram z with 
Syrup of Comphrey . make an Opiate, and let the Patient take a 
little often. Take of the Powder of Rhubarb, one ounce, theTroches 
of Sanders, two drams, mix ir, and give the Patient cwo drams twice 
a day; it evacuatetk the matter and ſtrengtheneth che Bowels, Both 
the Syrup, Magiſter y, and TinRure of Coral wzileth much; and 
the Decoction of Juniper- Berries in ted Wine is n+ leſs effeRual. If 
it continue long, and your Patient's ſtrene th much decay, give Lau- 
dat um among your other Medicines. The Fume of Fleabane and 
Mullein taken through a hollow Chair is excelicar. The Conſerve 
of Hips is good againſt a cholerick Flux, you may mix with it ſuch 
things which are zſtringent. I ſhall ſay no more of the Cure of this 
Diſeaſe, but refer you to the next Chapter. Only this, if the Diſeaſe 


come by conſent of other parts, ſeek che Cute in their proper Chap- 
cer; 
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CHAP, XLVII. 
Of the Dyſentery, or Bloody Flux. 


Avover[epia is 2 bloody Looſneſs of the Belly, depending upon the 
Uiceration of the Inteſtines; but it is commonly taken for every 
Bloody Flux: the Latines call it Tormznz, becauſe of the Torture the 
Patient endureth, Galen mentioncth four kinds of Fluxes, which he 
calleth Dyſcuteries. The firſt is, when any uſual Evacuation of blood, 
as the Hemorrhoids, or at the Noſe, is omitted or impedited, or any 
part of the Body is hurt, and by that means the Blood is ſent ro the 
inteſtines, and voided by the Belly, The ſecond is, when watery 
Blood is voided by reaſon of the weaknels of the Liver; of this I 
ſhall treat hereafter. The third is, when Blood mixed with Melancholy, 
and burr by reaſon of long Retention in the Liver and Spleen, is 
evacuated and ſhineth. The laſt, and that which I am now to diſ- 
courſe on, is, when Blood and Excrements ate mixed together, and 
ſometimes alſo Matter js mixed therewith, and is evacuated with 
Torture to the Patient, by reaſon of Ulceration in the Gut; this 
is the proper Dyſentety. The internal Cauſes, are ſharp and ulce- 
rating humors, yellow, green and black Choler ; Salt Phlegm in the 
Head, bred by hear, or in the Belly by putrefaction, which being 
brought to the Guts, and ſticking to them, ulcerateth che part. The 
Cauſes external, are all things which make ſharp and evil humors, 
Meats which ſoon putrifie; Fruits which ate ſoon rotten 3 all things 
unripe: The Ait thus qualified; the Winter cold and dry, and the 
Spring very wet and full of South Winds, cauſe Dyſenteries in the 
Summer. Or if the Winter be wer and full of South Winds, and s 
dry Spring, and the North Winds blow much; ſuch a Seaſon pto- 
ducech Dyſenteries. Sometimes the Aire is infected, and producerh a 
contagious and epidemical Dyſentery, which is ſo inſectious that the 
Excrements of the Sick, being caſt into a Privy, infe&erh all that fic 
over it, The Dizgnoſtick Signs are, often and bloody Eyacuarions, 
with pain in the Belly, Watching, Thirſting, Loathing of Meat, 
ſometimes a Feaver. if the ſmal! Guts are affected, the pain is vehe- 
ment like the pricking of Pins, becauſe they are of more exquiſite 
Senſe, they go not to Stool preſently after the pain, and the Blood is 
mixed with the Excrements. The contrary judge, if it be in the 
great Guts, the pain nor ſo ſharp, they go to Stool preſently afrer,and 
the Blood (wimmerh on the rop of, or a little mixed with the Excre* 
ments. You my judge of the Humor cauſing this Diſeaſe, by the 
Colour of the Excrements, Age and Temperament of the 3

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and ſcaſon of the year. Thus the Proꝑnoſticks are mace, Dyſen- 
teries cauſed by black Cholet are deadly, if it be not Critical, becauſe 
the Ulcer groweth cancerous ; be ſure you Judge aright between 
Melancholy and Blood congealed. If loathing of meat ani a Feaver 
accompany it, it is dangerous, If pieces ot Ficſh be voided it it dead - 
ly. Much Watching, great Thirſt, black, bloody, and ſtinking Stools 
without a mixture of Humors, Hiccough,Cholerick Vomitings, pain 
in the Liver and Midriff , arc (tor the moſt parc ) deadly Signs, If 
Cholet or ſharp Diet be the cauſe of this Diſeaſe, it is eaſily cured 3 
ſalt Phlegm is worſe, becauſe it ſticks longer to the Guts. If this 
Diſcaſe happen to one troubled with a dileaſe in the Spleen, or the 
Gour, it is good | ſaith Hippocrates ) becauſe the Matter is ſent forths 
but this is rather a Diarr £4 than a Dyſentery: 

To Cure, you muſt evicuate ſharp Humors, you muſt aſſwage 
Pain, cleanſc, conſolidate, and dry the Ulcer, and ſtop the Flux, To 
eyacuate the humors, you muſt purge every ſecond third or fourth 
ay according your to Patient's age, Strevgth, Sealon of the years 
and the like, Rubarb is exceeding good in this diſcaſe, given, a 
cram, or a dram and an half, cx two dtams : Or made into 2 Potion 
thus; Take of Liquoriſh ſcraped and ſliced, and Raiſins of the Sun, 
of each three drams; Tamarinds and yellow Myrabclans, of each 
two drams, boyl them in Barly and Plantane water to three ounces 2 
in which ſtrained, infuſe a dram of Rubarb thin ſliced : then add 
one ounce ofthe Syrup of Roſes ſolutive, and make a Potion: if you 
think it not ſtrong enough, add of Diac atholicon, three drams ; cr you 
may give the Rubarb in powder, in the aforeſaid decection. If the 
Dylentery be accompanied with a Fes ver, and Ir flammation of the 
Bowels, open x Vein, and let the Patient bleed according to his 
ſttength. Sometimes vomiting is preficable to revel the Humours, 
which fall from the Stomach to the Inteſtins ; Omit rot vomiting 
if you find the Stomach be very foul : Eſpecially if the Sick be in» 
clinable to vomit, for then Nature d Rates the right away, and ought 
to be imitated. In che mean while, you muſt give aflwaging, mild 
and cleanſing Cliſters, afterwards glutinous and aſtringent, thus; Take 
of the Root, of Maiſhwallows, But ter- burr of cach one bandful ; Camo- 
mil Flowers, one Pugil; the ſeeds of Flax, and Fleabane, of each two 
drams : boy! them in Barly water, or Milk Chalybeated, r Mutton, Capony 
or Sheeps Head Broth, to a pint ; ſtrain it, and diſſolve thercan the yelks 
of four Eggs well beaten, Oyl of Roſes, and Syrup of Quinces, of each one 
ounce, and make a Clyſter, If the Ulcer want cleanfing,add Centaury 
and Wormwocd to the former decoction: and to the ſtrained Liquor 
add Turpentine diſſolved in the yelk of an Egg, and the Chymical 
Oyl of Wax, of each one dram. When there is need of more _ 
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and glutiniting, make a Cliſter thus: Take of the Roots of Complyya 
Tormentil, and Biſto t, of each one ounce 5 Plait ane, Shepherds purſe, 
Knotgraſs, aud Mouſe-tar, of each oe handful; Pomegranate Flowers, 
Murr is, Acron cups, ani Cypreſs Nuts, &f each ove dram: parched Rice 
French Barn, aud red Roſes, of each one Pugill 3 make a Decoction in 
Smiths water; to a pint of the ſtraiain add of the Juyce of Plantane 
and N rom, of each one ounce, and the yelks of two roaſted Eggs. Or, 
inſtead of che Juyces, you may add the Mufilage of Gum Tragacanths 
made with Roſe or Planrane water, and the Suet of a Goar, of eich 
one dram, which Emplaſtick Cliſters, as with a Plaiſter, cover the 
internal Superficies of the Guts, and preſerve the part from he 
gnawing of che Matter. All this while you muſt g v internal Me- 
dicines of the ſame Nature, and the oftner, if the upper Guts are 
ulcerated. Firſt, to cleanſe, give Goars Milk ; co glutinate, Cows 
Milk Chalybated, with it you may mix the Juyce of Þ +nt ne, Sy- 
rup of Comphry, Sugar ot Roſes, the Traches of Amber, and the 
white Troches-ot Rhsfis, Let the Sick eat Rice boricd in Chylyba- 
ted Milk : or the Mucilage of Gum Tragacanch and arabick,orawn 
as before, in his Broth half à dram.

I might here teach you to make Fomentations and Catapla'ms,

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Ingenious need it not, and the Ignorant deſerye it not, I ſhall ſave 
kat labout, frariog my Book will well to à greater Volume than I 
ntended. What ever you co, remember to ſtrengthen the Liver, with 
Catiplaſms for that purpoſe made of Simples ftrengrhning the Liver. 
It ch: Uyſentery be Epidemical, and Malignant; Sudorifick medi- 
cines are of great force, As medicines made of BeZoar and Treacle- 
waer: you muſt begin with Cordials, and proceed as you do in a 
malignant Feaver, 


CHAP.,XLVIII, 
Of Ten"ſmus, 


Eyacudòc in Greek, and Tenaſmus in Latin, is a continual de- 
fire 20 to Stool, yer the Patient voideth nothing but Slime, 
and bloocy Matter; it is cauled by an Ulcer in the Iateſtinum rectum, 
or Streicht Gut, from which filchy matter continually flowing provo- 
keth the ex, uifive Faculty, hence followerh a continual defire to go 
to Stool, This Diſcaſe properly belongeth to a Dyſentery; yet by 
cuſtem, when onely the ſtreight Gut is ulcetated, it is called Tenaſ= 
mus, theretore I ſhall not inſert the Cauſes, being the ſame with 
the f-cmer., For the K oledge of this Diſeaſe, it is eaſie to diſtinguiſh 
between this and a Dylentery. In à Tenaſmus, the deſite of going 
to Stool is centinual; in the Dyſentery, by Fits onely. In the firſt 
( otnichſtanding all ſtraining ) nothing is voided but Slime bloody 
or mattery ; in the other, both Excrements and Humors are voided, 
( The: Gen1+ of the Cauſes ſeek in the former Chapter.) Teuaſnus (for 
the moſt part) is e:fily cured, but is dangerous : If a melancholy 
hu mor be the cauſe, leſt it turn to an ulcetated Cancer; yet ( for the 
moſt part) it is of long continuance, and very troubleſome. If a 
Woman with Child hith the Tenaſmus, ir br.ngs many Inconyenien= 
ces to her, and great danger of Miſcarriage . Hippocrates ſaith, ſhe 
will Mſcarty; but 1 have known the contrary. True it is, a Wonan 
ſeldom eſcapeth in that condition, for that Motion doth muck diſturb 
the Womb ; becauſe the ſame Muſcles which ſerve ro caſt forth rhe 
Excrements, are employed for Delivery, If the Ulcer be near the 
2 or Anus, if it continue long, it turns to an incurable Fi- 
ulz, 
For the Cure, I ſhall refer you to the former Chapter, it being the 
lame, both in the cauſes, and the part affected, of the ſame Nature 
with the other Inteſtines. | 
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CHAP, XLIX. 
Of the Flux of the Liver. 


Luxus Hepaticus, a Flux of the Liver is, when ſeraus and bloody 
Humors arc yoided, much Jike water wherein Fleſh hath been 
waſhed : It is cauſed by an evil Dupoſition, conivming the R- dical 
moiſture of the Liver, and deſtroyeth tac nacura: heat thereot; this 
Diſpoſition cometh by burning and ſwooning Feavers, and by a hot 
Diſtemper of the Bowels; or by great Coldneſs, from abundance of 
Flegm and Melancholy which oppteſſeth the natural heat. 

Outward Cauſes, ate great draughts of cold Water, extraordinary 
eating of raw Sallets, poyſonons and too violent Purges, ſalt, ſharp 
and peppered Mears, which parch the ſubſtance of the Liver, may 
corrupt the natural hear, There is alſo Baſtard Flux ot the Liver, 
when the Radical moiſture is not in fault, nor the Faculty hurt, yer 
the Blood is impure and corrupt by the mixture of Choler, Melan- 
choly, or ſome corrupt Matter; or by its ſtaying too long in the 
Liver, and the parts adjacent, by which it is made thick, burnt or tot- 
ten: or the Spleen is in default, and doth not ſuck away che droſſy 
blood, In this Baſtard Flux, thick and black blood, and ſometimes 
bloo ] mixed with divers humors is voided. The Signes of this Diſ- 
eaſe may be gathered from what hath been ſaid, and it differeth 
from the Dyſentery in this, that the Stools ate liquid, bloody and 
watry, and voided without pain. The Signes of the Cauſes mult be 
conſideted e If this defect of the Liver come from a hot Diſtemper, 
there went before a burning Feaver, or a Feayer is preſent, green Vo- 
mits or Stools, Thirſt, Foulneſs of Body, and want of Appetite, 
ſtinking Evacuations. If from Cold, the Stools ate not ſo ſtink- 
ing, nor is there Thirſt; the whole Body is colder and blewiſh. 
Moiſt and dry Cauſes produce contrary Effects; a moiſt Deſtempee 
cauſes more Stools and thin: a dry, fewer and thicker, and leſs in 
quantity, with much Thirſt, This Diſeaſe is very dangerous, be- 
cauſe a principal part is affected, and the Radical moiſture conſumed, 
which can ſcarcely be reſtored, and nothing but deſtruRion to be 
hoped for: ſo much the more f the Diſeaſe come cf hear, If ir 
comes in Feayers, the whole Body melteth and putriſiech. If it 
come from a cold Cauſe, ir liſtech the longer, and turns into an 
incurable Dropſie. Though a Baſtard Flux of the Liver be dange- 
rous,yet it is far leſs than a true one, becauſe the Liver is ſound, and 
the D ſtemoer miy be taken away, if the humors which cortupt tbe 

lood be eyicuated, in the Cute of this Diſcaſe, your m3ig work is 
to 
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to ſtrengthen the Liver, cortect the Diſtemper, and ſtay the Flux. 
If it come from a cold Cauſe, deal with it as with a Dtopſie. But if 
it cc me from a hot Cauſe ( as for the moſt part it doch) you may 
gently evacuate the peccant humors with Rubarb, as you are taught 
in the Cure of the Dyſcntery, Then you muſt give Mcdicines which 
ſtrengthen the Liver 3 Take of the Root. of Swccory, Sorrel, Bloodwort, 
and Moik=R barb, of cach one ounce, the Leaves of Plantant, Endive, 
Suceory, Pu ſlant, Agrime'y aid Daiaelton, of each one handful, Worm= 
wood balf a bandful, red Sandcrs two drams, Coriander ſecd prepared, 
a dram ved Roſes one Pugil, the ſhavings of Ivory and Spodium, of each 4 
dram, boil them in a Brl:y-water to a quait, and in the (training diſſolve 
of the Syrups of Duinces, Vinegar- ſinple and the drytd Roſes, of each two 
ounces, of the Oyl of Vitrisl, as much as will mak? it moderately ſhayp, 
and make a Julep for ſix Doſes, to be given — and Evening, firſt 
aud liſt, The Syrup of Mirtles, of Succoty-fimple or compound 
with Rubarb, the Syrup, Tin&ure or Magiſtery of Pearl is very good, 
and may be made uſe of as the former, or made into a Julep with 
Plantane , or other cooling Waters. The Liver of a Wolf is much 
commended, and it may be made into an EleQuary, Opiate, or into 
any other form; with the aforenamed Ingtedients. The tops of young 
Nettles boyled in Broth or Water ate good, and the juyce taken is 
more powerful to ſtop the Flux and to puriſie the blood. It is good 
tc apply an Epitheme to the Region of the Liver, made of the afores 
named Ingredients, ot as many of them as you think good, It is con- 
yenient that among your Medicines, which you give to ſtop the 
Flux, you adminiſter ſuch as ate reſtorative, becauſe in this Diſeaſe 
the Body is much conſumed, Rirerius much commendeth this di- 
ſtilled Water, and the truth is, it deſeryeth commendation: Take 4 
ſat Capon and a Partridge, pull and draw them, and fill their bellies with 
Succory, Ag in ony aud Snails, of each ove handful, Corferuve of Roſes 
three ownces, Plantane and Cortander- ſceds prepared, of each two drams, 
Citron Mirabolan one dram, the leaves of Blaodmort half a bandſul, the 
Troches of Amber and Spodium , of each four Scruples, the powder of the 
Electuary ce Grmmis, Triſantalon, and Dijamaigariton frigidum, of each 
one Gram : ſprinkle them with Styptick mixe, and put them into the Fowls 
bellies, Boyl them in a co Ve in four pints of Water, till half be con- 
ſumed, then put them int» a Glaſs- Limbeck with three ounces of good 


Wine, and diftil them in Balneo: Give a little of che Water often by 
it ſelf, or with other Medicines, 
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CHAP.L 
Of the Worms, 


Orms ( for the moſt part) breed in the Guts, therefore ! 

ſhall ſpeac of chem here, Galez propounds three kinds of 
Worms, the firſt, ate round and long, and are called T:retes, and are 
more common than the reſt, and arc bred in the Guts, but do ſome. 
times get up into the Stomach, Tac ſecond are called Aſearides, they 
are little and ſmall like threds, and they Commonly lie in the Icwet 
art of cke thick Inteſtines, and over againſt the Sphinctute- muſcle, 
The third ſort are broad Worms and long, though ſeldom ſeen : 
ſometimes they are voided of an incredible length: they are bred of 
ſuch nouriſhment as eaſily puttified in the Stomach : hence it com- 
eth to paſs that Children and ſuch as are gluttonous, who eat much 
Fruir and ſuch things as eaſily puttiſie, eſpecially more being eaten 
before the former is digeſted, are troubled with Worms. The Signs 
of Wermes in the Guts ate divers, not in all alike; a ſtinking and 
ſour Breath, Stools like Cow-dung, in colour gray like Potters- earth. 
Somerimes there is a continual Fe, ver, Heavineſs, Fainting, Loath- 
ing, Vomiting, unquenchable Thirſt, and ſometimes cold Sweats, 
an unequal Pulſe, the Checks are ſometimes ted, lometimes blew, 
the Eyes ſhine, the Noſe itcheth, the Teeth gnaſh, a dry Cough, 
There is pain in the Belly, ſometimes by Inflammation, and ſome- 
times by Diſtention, ſome ſtzrt in their ſleep, Sometimes the Body 
pineth, and the Patient hath an inſatiable Appetite, this a ſigge of 
flat Worms which cat up the Food. The- Aſcarides are known ty the 
ite king of the Fundament, and the Excrements are many times full 
of them. Sometimes the caring away of the Gums is a figne of 
Wormes. Though to Children and older Folk Worms are common, 
and little feared, yet many and dangerous ſymptomes and Diſeaſes are 
bred by them, In the beginning of a Diſeaſe, it is evil for Worms to 
be voided alive or dead, eſpecially alone without Dung; if they be 
alive, they ſigniſie great Crudity and want of Nouriſhment ; if 
dead, grear putreſaction, by which they are killed. n the declining 
of a Diſeaſe, Worms coming forth with the Excrements, is a good 
Signe, The cure ot the Worms conſiſteth in giving Mcdicines to kill 
them, and to evacuate them being. killed. The beſt way to kill them, 
or at leaſt to drive them to the lower Inteſtines, are theſe Simples 
which follow, viz. all the ſorts of Wormwood, Southernwood, C:- 
lam int, Dogs- Tooth, Centaury, Horchound, Dittany, Hyfſop, Rew, 
Saving Peach- leaves, Coriandet-ſeed, Hurts-horn, Lupines, Mints, 
| Garlichy 
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Garlick, Eecampane, and many other: Of theſe Simples may ſee 
yeral form» ot Mcdicines be compoſed, mixing with them ſuch 
things as purge, Not onely to kill, but allo cairy away the cauſe 
of Worms, Rhubarb is much commended, becaule it may ſafely be 

iveny if a Feaver be preſent, Take of Rhubarb one dram, y low Sai 
= half a S.-uple z inf .ſe them in Furſlincevater three Ounces, ſi rain 
th m, and d:ſſvlve the Powder of Rhubarb, and the Powder againſt the 
worms (w ich yen may have at the Apothecaiies ) of each one ſcruples 
Syrup of Roſes one ounce ;, mix them, and make a Potiq", If the Feaver 
be not great, add H eta Picra to your Potion, more or lefs, according 
to the ſtrength of your Patient, afterwards give a Clyſter, made cf 
the Decoction of Liquoriſh, Raiſins, F.gs or Chicken broath 
ſweetned with Seger ard honey of Roles; ſuch Clyſters ate gocd 
to draw them down into the thick Guts, Atrerwards give a Cly- 
ſer made after this manner: T. of h mmod, Sorthernwoed. 
Centany, of each one bandful : Lupides half an du ce: the Seed of 
Wormwood an Cortander-ſecd prep red, of ech two drams : In A half 
pint or pint of the trained Liqu (according unto the age of the Pe 
tient) diſſolve one ounce or two of the Ol of 101 mwood and Salt, oe 
dram and an half. To bring them out being killed, add to the former 
Clyſter, Benedicta Laxativz, Hicra Picra and Caſſis newly drawn, 
of each three drams, or more if he Patient can bear it. Ro/cletzics 
doth highly commend Diacarthamum, and the Iafuſion of àgatick 
in Oxymel, becauſe it not onely killeth Worms, bur purgeth Flegm 
and corrupted Chyle, of which Worms breed and are nouriſhed : but 
rhis remember, they are not proper Remedies in Feavers, There- 
fore if the Sick hath a Feaver, you muſt be careful how you aomini= 
fer hot Medicines z the like you mult obſerve, if you adminiſter any 
thing to people of hot Natures, Women do commonly give Worm= 
ſeed to their Children for the Worms, mixed with ſweet thing which 
is a Medic ine not to be deſpiſed. But leſt it ſhould hurt by its heat, 
infuſe it two hours in Vinegar, atterwards mix it with boyled Honey, 
and make ar Oviate, which Amatus Luſitanus much commendeth, 
Foreftus as highly commendeth burr: Harts-horn given with Raiſins, 
Aloes are much in uſe likewiſe, but the Pill de Aloe Roſata is much 
better, if half a dram beg ven at Night. The Juyce of Lemmons 
Is good (if their be a Fe vet) and a good Corrigent for hotter Me- 
acines, If they have a hot Fezver, the Chymical Oyl of Juniper 
given one drop in Broath is excellent: and no leſs effectual is Spring= 
water, made ſharp with Oyl of Vitriol. Many (and thoſe very 
learned ) Phyſi ians. have much commended quick-filver, who ſay, 
t may be taken in a moderate quantity with admirable ſucceſs, and 
mihour the leaſt danger to the Body; lor Dieſcorides ſaith, — rs 
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killeth no otherwiſe but by rearing of the Guts with its great weight, 
therefore we fear not to give it in a {mall quantity, becauſe its weight 
and toundneſs will esſily carry ir through the Boy. of this opinion 
was Matbiolys, Broſſwuolus, Fallovius, Platerus, Fabricius, Hildanu, 
Joba Baptiſta Zappata, Bariceflus, Santforius, and many others, who 
extol the benefit of this Medicine to the Heavens for its Veriuc, and 
ſay, they nevet found any ixconvenience by ir. Thoſe that dread the 
uſe of that, let them uſe Me curius Pu/cis well prepated 3 the Dole 
for once taking, is from eight to ten Grains, for a Boy of ten yeats 
of age; it will be bettet if you mix of Diagtidium, half the weight 
of the former; to carry it ſooner out of the Body, ard to expel the 
Worms; if you give it to a Child younger, or ro a weak Child, give 
it in a {maller quantity, Laſtly, you may make Topicks of what 
form you pleaſe, to apply to the Belly: Take of the Oyls of nun- 
woot, Mints aud Bitter Almo ids, of each one ounce, the Juyce of un. 
wood and Rur, of each two ounces, wor mſeed, Aloes and Elicampane i: 
powder, of (ach one dram, c olloquiarida ſix drams, of the Gall of an Oxe 
two or th ee ounc's, with War, ſufficient to wake as tYnguent ; Or ſo 
much (if you pleaſe ) ss will meke a Plaiſter, and apply itz if the 
Sick be looſe, leave out the Colloquintida. 
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CH AP. LI. 
Of the immaderate Flux of the Hemorrhoi ds. 


Hough a moderate Flux of the Hemorrhoids be healrhful, and 

preſerveth a man from many and dangerous Diſeales, viz, the 
Pleuriſie, Peripneumonis; Stone iti the Kidneys, Madneſs, Melar- 
choly, and from many other Diſeaſes; yet the immoderate Flux 
is very perillous, and brings many pernicious Diſesſes, vix, Weaknels 
of the whole Body, Coolneis of the Bwels and Liver, an Atrophy, 
Cachexia, and Dropfie for want of natural heat, for by this Flux the 
blood is waſted, which is the Treaſure of Life, and Cheriſher of the 
whole Body. This Flux hath the ſame Cauſe that other Bleedings 
have, iz. Blood offending in quantity or quality: In quantity when 
plenty of blood is brought to the Hemorrhoid Vein, and dilateth 
and openeth the Orifices, or over-maſtereth the retentive Faculty) 
hence followeth a Flux, If the Blood offend in quantity, as ſharpyels 
and thinne's, it ſtirs up the expulſive Faculty, and ſende ch forth 
both god and bad blood. This Diſeaſe is known by weakneſs arid 4 
yetlowiſh colour of ths Body, coming upon a long Flux of the He⸗ 


morthoids, If tap much blood bs the cauſ; of the Flux, there went 
b:tor6 
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Chap. I. Of the immoderate Flux, & 145 
before Cauſes of incteaſe of blood , and the beginning of the Flux 
was a gefreſhment to the Patient, but the Flux continuing he grows 
weak 3 If the Flux came from ſharpneſs and thinnels of che blood, 
| there preceded Cauſes which breed Choler or ſharp water, the Body 
is of a cholerick conſtitution, the Blood floweth violently and is 
ſhining, whereas if it cffend only in quantity, it is black aud Melan- 
choly. To perform the Cure, you muſt ſtanch cr moderate the 
blood by revelling, deriving, thuckning and aſtringing Means. Firſt, 
open a Vein in the Arm, and if the Patient hath not loſt much 
blood, but aboundeth therewith, draw blood plentiſully; otherwiſe, 
draw little and often. Rub and bind the ſuperior parts, and Cup and 
Scarrifie the Shoulders that the blood may be revelled. By gentle 
Purges, derive the cholerick Humors, which make the blood lo vio- 
lent ; Purge with ſuch things as have an aſtringent quality, as Ru- 
barb, Myrabolans,Temarinds ſuch as are preſcribed againſt Vomiting 
of blood, and bleeding at the Noſe. But beware leſt the Body be 
too much bound, leſt by ſtraining, the Veins will be more open; 
therefote after the uſe of Aſtringents, let the Patient eat ſharp 
French Prunes before and after Meat. Then you muſt give ſuch 
things as may thicken the Blood (have tecoutſe to the 19, 30, and 
39. Chapters.) Eaftly, you mult prepare aſtringent Fomenrations 
1 and Unguents to be a pplied to the Hemorrhoid Veins : boy] Mullein 
in Smiths-water, and foment ; or you may add other Herbs of tlie 
lara: Nature c it thus; Tak» of the Roots of Biſtort half a pound, the 
leaves of Plantane, Millein, Sh'phrari;-purſe, Bramble and Oak-letucs, 
of each two hanafuls, Pomegranite- flowers and Pecl:, Galls and Sumach 
b:rrie:, of each one handful, red Roſes, twa Pugils, My tles ha fa dram, 
A'lum one ounce, boy! them in three parte of Smiths-water, and one of red 
Mae, and ſon'nt tie part therewith z Bur let it be moderately hot. 
Ot wich a greater quantity of the Simples, you may make a Bath 
for the Sick to fit in, but let it not he hot. Or you may make an 
Oyntment with their Juyces and Bolearmonick, Terra Sigillata, San- 
guis Draconis, Ceruſe, Vinegar, and ſuch like; Unguentum Co- 
| m tiſſæ is good to anoint the Veins and the Bick. The Dripping cf 
an Eel is much commended. Or take the hairs of an Hare burnt, 
Spiders-Webs mixed with the White of an Egg, and apply it. Or 
touch the Vein with Oyl of Vitriol, and in a deſperate caſe with 
Aqua-fortis, If the Veins ſhould uicerare, cleanſe the Ulcer 35 you 
are taught in divers places of this Treatiſe : But be ſure you conſi- 
der the ſtare of the Liver and Spleen ; if racy be hot or weak, cool 
nd ſtrengrhen then), as you are taught in theit proper Chapcere, 
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CHAP, LII. 
G; the Pain ef the Hemorrboids. 


He Hemorthoid Veins ſometimes do ſwell and cauſe very great 
pain; the cauſe of this diffetech not from the former, for the 
blood offending in quantity or quality, and cannot. open the ends of 
the Veias, cauleth a Tumor or Inflammation, Theſe Tumors are 
ſometimes like Grapes, Mulbettles, Warts, and ſometimes like 
Bladders : ſome are external, others internal. It is convenient that 
- you make 2 diſtincion between the Hemorrhoids, and the Cleſts of 
the Fundament, which are like thoſe chops which ate in the Lips, 
cauſed by ſharp Norcherly winds: and the Tumor called Condiloma, 
which is in colour black, as the Hemorrhoids are in the Veins, and 
round. There is alſo in the Fundament ſometimes to be found a Cu- 
neus ſwelling, called Thymy, and ſomerimes in the Privities of 
Men and Women, and they arc like the Flowers of Thyme, they are 
little, white or reddiſh, without pain; the Hemorrhoids are for the 
moſt part black, greater and painful, The Piles are greater than the 
former, they arc called Fici, they are blew and painful, ate like rhe 
Hemorrhoids , onely they are a Carnous ſwelling z and the Hes 
morrhoieds is a ſwelling of the Veins. The Piles arc of a Malign 
qualizy, and do ſomerimes ulcerate, The ſwelling of the H emorchoias 
is not dar getous, unleſs it be ir ll: med and Grangreen : Or if it ſup» 
purate and come to an Ulcer, and chance to turn to a Fiſtula, which 
may prove incurable. To cute, ycu muſt bleed, and make ſuch Re. 
ulfions, preſcribed in the former Chapter; likewiſe open rhe Sa- 
phæna ; you mutt nor uſe ſtrong Purges, leſt you draw more humors 
to the place, yer you mult keep the Body ſoluble, leſt the voiding df 
hard Dung greatly encreaſe pain, keep the Body ſoluble by chis of 
the like Medicine: Tuke of the Leaves of Lettuce, Burtage, Bugloſs and 
A omg, of each one hand/ul , P{lypody of the Oak three ounces, Liquo- 
riſh, Raiſins ſtoned, and Currans, of rach half an eunce, Bug loſs, Burrage 
and Volet-floweys, of cach ane Puri; Botl it in running water to a pint 
aud an half, ſtrain it, and inſuſe therein an ounce of Senna (the Liquor 


being kept hot) ſx ou; then put in of Casſja newly draw jose ounc!, |

If you ſee good, you may make a Fomentation with Mullcin, 
Mallows, Marſh-Mallows, Pellitory of the Wall, Flax and Fenugteek 
ſeed in Milk, Water or Oyl, or all of them; or with a great quan- 
tity make a Bh: Or a Fume made of the Powder of Darnel, Mul.

may be the cauſe of many Diſeaſes; it is hard to cure it if the Sto- 
mach be cold, becauſe what yon give to cool the Liver, increaſerh 
the diſtemper of the Stomach, To cure ir, you muſt cool the Liver 
and evacuate Choler, Firſt, Give a laxative and cooling Clyfter, 
then open the Liyer · Vein in the right Arm, and draw as much blood 
as the Patients ſtrength will well bear, eichet at once at or ſeveral 
times: then make an Apezeme to purge Cholet thus 3 Take the 
Roots of yellow Docks, or Muiths Rubaib, Sorrel, Succory, and Lictoris, of 
each one ounce, the Leaves of Endive, SWcory, Fumito:y, Dandelion and 
Burrage, of each one handſul, of the great cold Seeds, of each three drams, 
of the Co-dbal-flowers, of each one Pugil, Tama iads one Ounce, boyl then 
to a pint and an bal} , then add to inſuſe of Rubarb and Senna, of each

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CH AP. LIV. 


Of the Inflammation of the Liver, 


He Inflammation of the Lives is a hot Tumor occafioned by 
'L Blood, out of its proper Veſſels, ſent into the ſubſtance of the 
Liver: this Tumor atiſeth either from pure Blood, or elſe the blood 
is mixed with Choler, Flegm or Melancholy, ſo producing either a 
ttue Eryſipelous, Ocdemaraus or Schirrous Phlegmon» This Tu- 
mor is ſomerimes in the gibbous,or hollow part of the Liver, The 
Cauſes of this Diſeaſe are too much blood, or the heat, thinneſs or 
ſharpneſs thereof, and by irs motion in the Veins it is ſometimes 
thrown into the Liver: For, the Liver being hot and in pain doth 
attract the humors to its ſelf ; or by its weakneſs, is forced to receiye 
the burden that ſtronger parts lay upon it, according to the Proverb, 
The weakeft go to the wall. Sometimes an obſtruction of the Li- 
yer, by retaining the thick humouts, which by a preternarural heat 
is inflamed, The external Cauſes are the ſame, which cauſe heat of 
the Liver : To which addfs ſtroke or fall, bruiſing the Liver, or Me- 
dic ines applied to a cold Stomach, or a Cupping- glaſs faſtned to the 
Region of che Liver, The figns of the Diſeaſe, ate heavineſs io the 
right Hypocondrion , a weighty pain ſometimes ex ending it ſelf 
to the Throat, and ſomerimes to the lower Ribs, a Feaver more ot 
leſs violent according to the nature of the Humour offending, vi x. 
Choler or Flegm, and difficulty of breathing, becauſe the motion 
of the Diaphragma is hindred; a dry Cough, an unequal Pulſe and 
like a Saw, the Tongue at the beginning red, afrerwards black, great 
thirſt, loathing of Meat, vomiting Choler, and ſometimes Flegm, 2 
pale and yellowiſh colour of the whole Body, red and flaming urine, 
the Sick hath more caſe lying upon his back, than upon either (ide ; 
for che moſt part he is Coſtive, becauſe the heat of the Liver drieth 
up the moiſture of the Chylus; but if the Liver be weak alſo, the 
lick is looſe, and the Excrements are like water whercin fleſh hath 
been waſhed. If the gibbous part of the Livet be affected, you may 
feel the Tumor in the right Hypocondrion , the breath is fetched 
with difficulty, and the pain teacheth to the right ſide of the Throat. 
If the cavity of the Liver be affected, the Tumor is not felt, but be- 
cauſe chat part lieth upon the Stomach, there is greater loathing of 
Meat, vomiting, Thirſt, and ſometimes looſneſs of the Belly, by tea⸗ 
ſon of the corruption which the diſtem pet of the Liver cauſeth in the 
Stomach, The Signs of the Cauſes are thus known, if the Inflamma- 
L 3 tion 
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tion be of blood onely, the face is either red or duskiſh, the Pulſe is 
great and loft, the Urine is red and thick, the Body is full of fleſh, 
a"d there is ſweetneſs in the mouth ; and for the molt part the Pa- 
tient is young and hath fed high. It Choler cauſe the Inflammation, 
the Face is yellow, the, Pulſe is ſwift, hard and unequal, rhe Urine 
thin and yellow, the Body thin, the Eyes hollow, a bittet taſte in the 
Mouth, and Cholerick vomiting. Ihe Sympromes of the Irflamma. 
tion of the Abdomen differ little from them of the Inflammation 
of the Liver, therefore let us a little conſider the d fference : If the 
Muſcles of the Abdomen be inflamed, the skin is extended , and if 
you lay hold of it, you cannot move it, but if the Liver be ir flamed, 
if you lay hold on the Muſcles, they yield,and the Tumor appeareth 
deeper. If cheſe Muſcles be irflamed, the colour appeareth freſh, 
and in its natural colour; but if the Liver be inflamec, the colour is 
yellow as in the Jaundiſe, you muſt like wiſe diſtinguiſh between the 
Inflammation of the Liver and a Pleurifie, Sometimes moilt and 
bloody Stoolsdiſtinguiſh it: in the Pleurifie the pain will be vehe- 
ment, and great towards the right Hypocendris, no change of colour, 
the Cough great and dry, with bloody- ſpittle for the moſt part, the 
Pulſe hard and like a S : the inflammation of the Liver is mani- 
feſted by the figns laid down before. If the Meſentery be inflamed, 
the Tumor appeareth beneath the region of the Liver,the Stools will 
be thin and moiſt , with unconcocted mattet; if the party recover, 
the matter quickly is concocied, the colour dangerous, for the moſt 

altered. 
* P7067, Every Inflammation of the Liver is dangerous, for the moſt 
part deadly; if the Patient be not cured, or killed preſently, the 
Diſeaſe ends in a Drophe, Arropky or Conſumption. If Cholet be 
the cauſe of the Infl:mmarion, it is worſe then if blood were the 
Cauſe, and the Feaver is ſtronger. The Hiccough in this Diſtemper 
18 a very evil ſign, for it ſhews the greater Malignity of the [oflam- 
mation, which do:h diſturb the B:omach, A Flux joyned with it, un- 
leſs it be critical and the hu mors evacuated, concected is deadly, To 
cute ir, fol'ow the Rules preicribed in the Forty ſecond Choprer. Of 
the Taft ammation of the Stomach. Let his Drink be Barley-water, with

If the Inflammarion be not diſcuſſed, as it ſeldom can, it tends to 
Suppuration, orherwiſe to a Gangreen, The Impoſthume for the 
moſt part is compleat in twenty days, it is very dangerous, and few 
eſcape thereof: but if it be little, and onely in one part of the Li- 
ver, and the Matter white which comes forth by Urine and Stool, 
the Sick eſczpeth ; if it be in the outward part of the Liver, it may 
be opened by an actual Cautery, and if the Matter which cometh 
forth be white, the Patient eſcapeth. After an Impoſ hume is bro- 
ken, there tema ineth an Ulcer, if the Patient continueth, the Ulcer 
is hard to cute, and bringeth the Patient into a Dtropſi: or Matiſmus. 
But ſometimes ſharp, choletick and corroding humours in the Liver 
troduce an Ulcer without inflammatica 2 This Ulcer is dilcoyered 
by the ſigns follow ing; pain in the right Hypocondtion, mattery and 
bloody Stools, and pain in the Bowels as in the Dyſentety; onely 
here the weight and pricking about the Liver maketh a diſtinRion 3 
lomerimes pieces of the Liver have been voided by Stool : If the 
outward part of the liver be ulcerared, the Urine is mattery, without 
any diſeaſe in the Bladder or Reins : the colour is yellow, fomerimes 
[mall Pimples in the face, a ſtinkeng Breath, loathing Fleſh, and the 
Sick fainte th often. An Ulcer in the Liver is accompanied ( for the 
moſt part) with an Hectick Feaver z for the moſt part death lodg- 
eth not far from it: that which followeth an Impoſthume and In- 
flimmarion is mere dangerous than the other. It it tends to Sup- 
purationy it is hatdly cured, yer you mult proceed thus; Take of the

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Marſh and common Mallows, Figgs, &c. When the Impoſthume 
is broken, make uſe of the Medicines preſcribed for the cure of an 
Ulcer in the Stomach, give him to drink Whey, or Barley-warer and 
Honey of Roſes : If the Suppuration be outwardly and after che o- 
pening thereof, the Matter is filthy, ted and ſtinking, Death muſt 
perfe& rhe Cure ; but if che Mattet evacuated be white and concoct- 
ed, there is hopes of recovery, | 
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CHAP, LV. 


Of the Obſtruction of the Liver, 

L' eFH, or the obſtruction of the Liver, is a Diſeaſe Organical, 
u preccFaatural ſtraitneſs of the Branches of the Pina Porta, and 
Vena Cava, as alſo the whole ſubſtance of che Liver, which hinders 
the diſtribution of Blood and Nouriſhment, by reaſon of a pretetna- 
cural Humor which ſhutteth up the pafſages; The quantity ot qua- 
lity of che Humours may be the cauſe of ObſtruRion : plenty of 
Humors cauſe ObſtruRion in the Cavity of the Veſſels, which by 
fulneſs are ſo diſtended that they cannot contract themielyes ro ſend 
forth the Matter. The quality of the Humors is grols, tough and 
clammy Excrement: ſticking to the p1ſ{[ages, and arc more thickned 
by the heat of the party viz, Flegm, which eaſily groweth thick and 
clammy ; Melancholy which is cold, thick and drofly : Cholet 
ſtaying long in the Liver, grows thick, ard ſometimes the thickneſs 
of the Blood may cauſe ObſtruRion, lometimes groſs Vapours may 
cauſe Obſttuction, as in the Cholick. All things which make thick 
and clammy humours, as a cloudy and thick At; Mears that ate 
aſtringent, cold, of groſs juyce hard of Corcoction, being immode⸗ 
rately eaten, or more eaten thin the Conſtitution of che Body can 
well diſpenſe with, as Beef, Bacon, Pork, ard F.th dried in the 
Smoak'; Cheeſe, Peale , Beans, c. Pears, Quinges, Medlars, 
Services and Muſhroms ; Bread not well baked, muddy Ale, and 
aſtrirgent Wine, A cold diſtemper of the Liver, which cannot well 
conco& the Chylus, but turns it into a ſalt, rartzrous and mucila- 
ginous Matter, may be the cauſe of Obſtruction. Diſtempers of 
the Stomach, by reaſon of which it cannot well conco&, but beget 
crude Chyle, which the L vit cannot well order, may be the cauſe. 
Diag. In this Diſtemper the Excrements ate not natural, bur ate 
moiſt, white, chylous or bloody; the Urine white, thin and watry : 
when the Pa i: n' walketh faſt, or ap a Hill, he breacherh with diffi⸗ 
culry, che Face palt, che whole Body Ican and dull: a Senſe of weight 
wi: 0 a in 
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in the Hypochondris, eſpecially afrer Meat, and though the fick hath 
eat Meat light, and little in quantity, yer he ſeemeth as if he had 
oyergorg ed himſelf, Sometimes the Hypocondria is extended, and 
adry Cough. The Cauſes ste thus known; If the Pain be heavy, 
extended and fixed, groſs Humcrs ate the cauſe; ſharper pains and 
more moveable declare wind: It cold Humors be the Cauſe, there is 
more weight, the Face is pale, no Thirſt nor Feaver ; a thick and 
cold Diet preceded : the contrary ſigns declare hot Humors to be the 
cauſe, Cholet maketh the Face yellow and blood-red, | 

Prog; An ObſtuRion newly begun may be eafily cured, but an 
old, hardly. If che Obſtruction of the Liver be not removed, ic 
breeds many dangerous diſezſes: In a word, It may be called che 
Mother of all diſeaſes, Thar which comes of crude and flegmatick 
Humors is worſe than that which comes of wind. 

You muſt begin the Cure with univerſal Evacuations, ſuitable ro 
the nature of the diſeaſe, the ſtrength and conſtitution cf the Pati- 
ent. If Blood abound , open the Liver»yein , bur beware leſt you 
cool the Body too much: then you muſt make opening Broths thus; 
Take of the roots of Smallage, Parfly, Fennel, and Aſparagus, of each 
one owice, Agrimony, Maiden- hair, and Polypody of the Oak, of each one 
handful, the ſeeds of Aan, Parſly and Fennel, of each one dram, boyl 
them in Chicken or Mutton- broth, and ſtrain it: Every Morning give 
the Sick à Porrenger full, diffolying firſt therein Cream of Tartar 
one dram, Salt of Wormwood and Tamarisk, of each half a ſcruple 2 
Or every other day infuſe in his Broth half an ounce of Senna, and 
give it as before. Baths and Fomentations made of ſoftning and 
opening things are good ; Trke of the Roots of Maiſh- mallows, Lillies, 
and Brjony, of each two ounces, the middle Rind of . Tamaisk, the Bark 
of Caper-roots,the Reot s of Sea-bolly, Cypreſs and dwarf- Elder, of each 
one gunce, the leaves of Marſh and common Mallow, Camome!, Mints, 
Ger mandi r, Fenireyal, Violets, and Wormwood, of cach one handſul, the 
Seed of Flax, Fenugreek and Juniper-Berries, of each one ounce, the 

lowers of Braom, Elder, Camomel and Melilot, of e ach one hanaful, 
boy! them is Chalybiated water, and (if you plerſe ) add one part of 
White-wiacy and foment the R/gion of the Liver ;*or with a greater quan- 
tity make a Bath, Your wit (if you have any ) will teach you how 
to make Unguents, of the ſame Ingredients to anoint the part after 
ſoment ing. It is good to have in readineſs an Opiate that openerh 
Obſtructions, ſtrengtheneth the Stomach, Liver and other parts; Take 
of the Conſivuc of Wormwood two ouices : the root of Elicampane, and 
Catron Pills candied, of each one ounce, C:nvied Nutmegs half an ounce, 
one Myrabolan candied, Corſectis Alchermes two drams, Diarrboden Ab- 
batis one dram, Salt of Wormwood and Tamariik, of each one Scruples 

Saſfrons 
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S:ffron and Amber grecce, of each half a fcruple, with Syrup of the 
fie opening Roots make an Opia te; Of which let the Patient take the 
quantity of a Walnut every Morning. 

In this caſe ſteel· Medicines are of excellent uſe, and well approved 
of by Galeniſts as well as Paracelſiaus: ſometimes the powder may 
be given alone, or of it may be made ſeveral ſorts of medicines, - as 
ſcel-wine, Syrups, Opiats, Pills and Lozenges. Some infule it in 
white Wine or Claret, and drink thereof: many wayes ere ſtceled-

His Diſeaſe is a herd Tumor in the Liver withovr Pain: it is ei- 
Þ& ther perfect cr imperfe& 5 the perf: & is without Pain or Senſe: 
that which is imperfeR hath ſome pain, This is bred by crude, vi. 
cous and climmy Humors ſent from other paats, or bred in the Liver 
by evil concoction. The imperfeR Schitrus is cauſed by immode- 
rate uſe of diſcuſſing, or tepetcuſſive Medicines 3 or thirgs which 
by cooling and binding do thicken the matter, and keep it from dil- 
ſolving. 
The Signs are, a Hardneſs in the right By30:0n«rion, and à great 
Hravinels * 
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Heavineſs, eſpecially when the Breath is fetched, reicher Feaver not 
pain, as in the Inflammation, or ac leaſt but little pain; when the 
Sthirrus is imperfeR, the Face is pale and gteeniſli, becauſe there is 
no gcod Blood produced by it. The whole Body cecayeth, becauſe 
there is no Sanguification, nor Diſtribution of Nouriſhment as ougkt 
to be, To the Prognoſtick, Galen ſaith thus; an inſenſible Schirrgs: 
is incurable 3 that which is {erfible 1s curcable, though with much 
difficulty. A Schirrus turns to the Droplie incur:ble ; ſometimes 
ii cauſeth che Jaundice; and ſometimes it cometh in the Jaundice, 
both which is very dangerous. 

To cure it in the beginting of the Diſeaſe, you muſt take away the 
zntecedent Cauſe, as you are taught in the preceding Chapter of 
Obſtructions, all the Medicines there mentioned are proper for this. 
Rivcrius much commendeth theſe Pills following:Trke of the beſt Alpes 
and Gum Ammoniacum diſſolved in Vinegar, ſtrabaed, and again made 
thick, of aach half an ounce ; Mercuvius Dult, ( well prepared) two 
drams ; Diagridium, one dram, with Oxym'l of $quills, make a Maſs for 
Pills, of which, take half a cram in the morning, for twenty or thirty 
dzyes, but ſomerimes reſt, and in the intermediate da yes, make uſe of 
the ſteeled and other medicines, mentioned in the former Chapter. 
Likewiſe the Fomentation and Unguent there preicribed may be made 
uſe of to molliſie this Tumor, 
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CHAP. LVII, 
Of the Jaundice. 


He Jaundice is a fpreading of a yellow Colour over the whole 
Body. There is a twofold Jaundice, the yellow and the black; the 
black proceeds from the Spleen, and is rare. I ſhall here ſpeak only 
— yellow Jaundice, This Diſeaſe comes from three principal 
zuſes: 

Firſt, from an evil Diſpoſition of the Liver, as an Inflammation, 
Obſtruction, Schirrus, or Weakneſs thereof, that it cannot ſeparate 
the Choler from the Blood, and by that means it is carried over the 
whole Body. 

A ſecond Cauſe is the ObſtruRion of the Gall, which hinders its 
paſſage into the Guts, and ſo remains in the blood, with which it 
is carried to all parts of the Body. The Gall is obſtruRed, either 
by groſs Phlegw, cr Choler abounding, and ſometimes by little 
ones bred therein, &c: 

The 
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The third Cauſe is the Malignity of the cholerick humors, which 
confiſterh either in the great Quantity which Nature cannot regu- 
late, nor ſeparate from the Blood : or fills the Bagg ſo full, that it 
cannot conttact it (elf to expel it. Or elſe it conſiſteth in the evil 
Quality of the Humor, which, by corrupting the reſt, hinders theit 
due Evacuations, which Nature percciving, ſtriveth {uddenly to caſt 
it forth: as ic ſomtimes happens in cholerick Feavers, after the 
taking of Poyſon, or after the biting of lome venemous Creature, 
The figns of the yellow Jundice are a yellowneſs of che body, 
eſpecially che whites of the Eyes, and the Balls of the Cheek s : cho 
lerick Vomitings, and Hiccoughs, Lazineſs, Itching of the body, and 
birterne's of che tongue. If ir come trom a difiemper of the Liver, 
there preceded an Inflammation, Obſttuction, &. If from an Ob- 
ſtruction of the Gall the belly is bound, and the Excrements white, 
the Urine yellow or reddi4h, Which will dye a new piece of Linen 
Cloth. If it come from the malignity of the humour, both the Urine 
and the Excrements ate high coloured, eſpecially after a putrid Fea» 
ver; now if the Feavet remain, the Jaundice is Symptomatical; If, 
when the Izundice appears, the Feaver ceaſeth, the Urine and Excte- 
ments be of theit natural colour, the Jaundice is critical. Poyſon ta- 
ken and venemous bitings th: Patient can declare. They, who ina 
Feaver have the Jaundice before the ſeventh or critical day, ate in 
gxcat danger z the contrary if it happen on a critical day. The Jaun- 
dice coming upon an Inflammation of che Liver is dangerous, becauſe 
the D. ſeaſe com nonly ends in an Impoſthume: if upon a Schittus, it 
is no leſs dangerous, becauſe that ends in the Dtopſie. If it come from 
an ObſtruRion of the Gill, it is moſt eaſie to cure, becauſe the Pal» 
lage is near the Guts, except ſtones breed in the Paſſages be the cauſe, 
which, by reaſon they cannot be diſſolved, are counted incurable. 
For the Cure, If it come from diſtemper of rhe Liver, have te- 
courſe to the aforegoing Chapters: it the Jaundice be critical ir needs 
no Cure, If from the Obſttuction of the Gall, ro cure ir, rake 


away the O>ſtrucion, which may be done, by the Medicines men- 


rioned in the Chaprer O* the Ohſt . uctions of the Liver, Yer leſt I 
ſhould ſeem to omit any thing needful; I ſhall apply a Medicine or 


two proper to the diſeaſe, If the body be plethorick, Phlebotomy 


may be profitable. Afterwards evacuate the Humours with medicines 
that principally purge Choler : Take of the El-{11'y of the Fuyce of 
Roſes, and the Eleftuary of the Pyunts ſol:tive, of each three drams: Rhu- 
b irb in powdcy, one dram: Suff half a ſcruple ; with Sugar make 4 
Bolus, give it once or twice, as the Patient ſtands in need thereof. Then 
make a Decoction thus: T.ke the Reots of Sm illage, Nettles , and 
Maader , of each ge ba:dul ; the Leaves oſcelindine, Cleavers, Fami- 
007), 
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tory, #ormwood, Centaury, and the Tops of Saint Joh n' wort, of catch 
one handful: Cinnamon, and Shavings of Iv of each two drams : the 
white dung of an H u, and the dung of a Gooſe, of ech two d amg: he 
it up in a Raggy and with it a ſc:uple of Suffion , make a Decoction in 
white ine, (or if Jou pleaſe, in Fumit oi, Vormwood- water, or the like) 
to 4 quart. Let the Patient rake a quarter of a pint faſting, and gently 
exerciſe himſelt. Ot theſe and Ingredients ot the like Nature may 
any form of Mcdicine be prepared, Whilſt inward medicines are 
adminiſtced, foment or anoint the Region of the Liver, as you arg 
uught in che foregoing Chapters. 


CHA P. LVIII. 


Of the Dropſie. 


Here are three kinds of Dtopſies, the firſt is called in Greek 
AoxiTys Aſcites, the ſecond Tuurarlrns Tympanites, the 
third *Ayaozgxa, Anaſaria or AdxogatypvaTia Leucophlegmat ia. 
Aſcites is a Swelling of the Belly, cauicd ot a {crous humour, and 
ſalt, (as Water it is cold, as Salt it Is hot, infecting che mouth of 
the Stomach, hence cometh a Feaver and Thirſt, ) and not onely the 
Belly, but ſometimes the Cods, Thighes, Legs, and Feet: and ſomt- 
times it beg ins in the Legs and Feet, and aſcends upward. 

It is the Opinion of moſt Phyſitians, That all Dropſies have theit 
criginal from à cold diſtemper of the Liver, which cannot make 
Blood, but Water, Phlegm, and Wind, This Opinion is unde-- 
niably true in Auaſarca, but in Aſcites and Tympanites it is queſtion= 
able, although ſomerimes a cold diſtemper may be the cauſe there= 
of, The Experience of Modern Phyſicians hath put the buſineſs out 
of doubt, who have found che Liver ſound in diſſected Bodies, who 
dyed of the Dropſie. And if the Liver ſhould breed watry Blood, 
hat reaſon can be given that the Warer ſhould be ſent to the Cavity 
of the Belly onely, and not to other parts, and breed Anaſarc?? A 
Droplie may be cauicd by a hot diſtempet of the Liver cauſed of 
Feavers, much Wine, or hot Meats, which doth diſperſe the native 
heat, by which means, the Liver, Spleen, and Kidneys become leſs 
active, and not able to draw the Water, nor caſt it forth by the Ure- 
ters: the like may be ſaid of a cold diſtemper. Some external 
Cauſe may hinder the Attraction and Diſtribution of the Water, as 
namely, the drinking cf much cold Water, or hot Wine, or any _ 
that

chat doth diminiſh or diſperſe the native heat. 

The Dropſie Tymparites, hath us Name from Tympanitm a Drum, 
pecauſe the Belly ſoundeth like a Drum; and is much ſtretched out. 
This Stretching hach its original from Wind ſhut up in the Cavity 
of che Abdomen, and ſometimes in che Cavity of the Guts, as Platerus 
obſerved. This Wind is bred by crude and thick, phlegmatick ot 
melancholy Humors, which being ſtated by heat, and made thin, 
become thick and flatuous vapours, which are hard to be diſſolved. 
Nor doth Wind alone cauſe a Droplic, but with it a mixture of Wa- 
ter, ſo that if Wind be predominant, it is called a Tympany; if 
Water, Aſcites, Auaſurca is bred of a flegmatick humour ſpread 
.throughout the hole Body, and makerh every part to ſwell and be 
white: a cold diſtemper of the Liver is the cauſe; when the Liver, 
inſtead of making good Blood, producech ſuch Humors, The Cauſe 
of this Diſeaſe may be imputed to all ſuch things as cool the Liver 
tos muck, and hinder its ConcoRion, +5 a Diet too cold and moiſt, 
the ſtopping of the Terms or Hæmorthoids, all Obſtructions and 
Tumors in che Liver, much bleeding, or any preternatutal Evacua- 
tion. HANS Oh. * 

You may make the Dizgnoſticks thus; In Aſcites, the Belly is 
great and broad, preſs the Sides and you may hear the Water make a 
Noiſe ; when the Patient rurnech in his Bed, his Belly ſwaycth to 
that fide : the Thighs, Legs Feet and Cods ſwell, but the upper 
- parts decay: the Urine is little in Quantity, thick in Subſtance, in 
colour red: In the increaſe of the diſcaſe, the Patient breatheth 
with much ditaculty, by rcaſon of the abundance of Water which ly- 
eth upon the Dzapbragma, eſpecis lly when he iyerh down; therefore 
the Patient (for the moſt part) is forced to ſtand and fic : the {alc 
humour lwimming in the Stomach, cauſerh a continual Thirſt, and 
a lingering Feaver. Ip the Typany the Belly ſoundeth like aDrum, 
is big, but leſs burthenſome; when the Patient lyeth upon his Back, 
his Belly remainech hard and extended , nor doth it ſway when he 
, turneth himſelf: the beginning of this Dropſie ( for the moſt part ) 
is accompanied with pain about the Nayel and Reins, In Aniſarca, 
not only the Belly and lower parts, but the upper parts alſo ſwell ; 
if you thruſt the Swelling with your Finger, ir doth pit and leave an 
Impreſſion: the Fleſh is ſoft and looſe, and the Skin pale and earthy; 
they have a lingering Feaver, breathing difficulcly, and the Urine is 
thin and white. 

Te the Proznoſtick, | ſay, Every Dropſie is hard to be cured, the 
older the Patient is, and the longer the diſea ſe hath continued, the 
more petillous. Azaſarca is leaſt dangerous : Aſcites and the Tym- 
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pary are ſometimes ore more dangerous than another, according 10 
their Cauſes: Aſcites coming frem a Tumer or Ulcer of the 
Liver cr any of the internal parts, it is more dangerous than a Tym- 
pany, et e contra, If a Dropſie come upon an acute dilcale, it is 
evil, If the Liver, being full of Water, dilcharge ir ſelf imo the 
Omentum, the diſeaſe ends in Death. If in the begirning of a 
Dropſie, (the Patient being ſtrorg, and free frem Trmer or Ulcer in 
the Liver or any internal part) the Water floweth into the Belly and 
cauſeth a Flux, the Patient is cured , if the centtery happen, ex- 
peta contrary effect. This I gather from the Werds of Hippocrates 
In the begianiag of a Dropſit, if there come a Flux of the Belly, witkoue 
want of concoction, or cyudity, it is prevented, the le's Urine is voided 
the worſe, becauſe the drink tuns not to the Reins, but to the Belly, 
Itis a very hopeful fign, when the Patient voideth more Urine than 
he drinketh, and the Belly groweth leſs. Impoſthumes or ſpots in the 
Legs of Hydropical men, are for the moſt part fore-runners of death, 
If a man who hath been cured of the Dropſie fall into the ſame again, 
it is very dangerous. If a melancholy body have a Tympary, he ſel- 
dome eſcapes ; eſpecially if he piſs by drops, If the Hydropicsl per- 
fon eat his me at and digeſt it well, and be not fick atter, have no 
cough nor pain, his tongue not rough nor thirſly : if he be in a na- 
tural order without phyſick, and medicines work eaſily with him: if 
he be not faint, and his Urine change according to his dier, he may 
eahly be cured. 

For the Cure, you muſt conſider if the diſeaſe hath irs original 
from Obſtructions, Tumors &c. And ſeck the beginning of your 
Cure out of their proper Chapters. Afterwards you muſt labour to 
evacuate the matter, whether it be in the Abdomen or whole Hody, 
firſt make an Apozem thus: Take of the roots of Parſly, Smallage, 
Fennel, Elicampant, Bruſcus, Dau wo t, and Madder, of each one ounce: 
The Leaves of Agrimouy, Wormwood, Maidenhair, the tops of St, Johns= 
wort, aud Centaury, of each one handful: the i:ward bark of the roots 
of Capers, Aſh and Tamari:k, of each four drams ; Liquoriſh one ounce: 
the ſeeds of Ee nel, Parſly and Juniper berries, of each half ar ounce : 
the flowers of Broom, Beans and Elder, of each on: pugil : Jalap root, 
Iwo drams ; boy{ them in a ſufficient quantity of water, wherein ſteel hath 
bees quenched, to a pint ard a ball: ſtrain it, and add to the Liquor one 
oice of Senna, cover it and let it infuſe ſix hours, ſt/ain it and diſſolve 
Ferem of the ſy-up of Harts- tongue on? ounce : and the ſyrup of Succ on, 
ieh Reub21b three euices: Clariße it with the whites of Eggs, and o-

morning. Of theſe and ſuch like may be prepared medicines of all 
forms, Some commend the juyce of Flower-de-Iuce roots, taken wirh 
Honey or Manns, the doſe is three ounces, and Platerns in his Oſcr. 
vations doth highly extol ir, Chymiſts do much commend the 
extract of black Hellebore, Marcurius vite and Dip! ore tic us, Mercu- 
rius dulcis, Antmonium Diaphoreticum, and ſuch like: but let the 
Phyfitian beware how he gives medicines of this nature, except his 
Patient be ſtrong ; the like Caution let him oblerye in giving of 
purging medicines, eſpecially ſuch as purge with violence, But rather 
let him(if his Patient be wesk) give diicuſſive and Diviertick Clyſters, 
thus, Take of Mallows, Marſh-mallows, Chamome!, Pcl/itory of the Wall, 
and Mercury, of each one handful: the ſceds of Anas, Sweet Fenn, 
Caraways Dill, and Bay- berries, of each two drams : the flowers of 
Broom and Mciiloty of cach one pugil , boyl them ia Poſſet · diink or Mut- 
ton broth to @ pint, diſsolue in the ſir ind Liquor, Oyl of Chamomel, Dill 
and Rue, of each oue ounce : Diacatholicon (or Diaphæsicon) of each one 
ounce : (and if you ſer prod, and half an ounce of Brneditta Laxativa ) 
and make a Clijicr, Von muſt principally give ſuch Medicines which 
purge by Urine : the ſteeled-wine preſcribed in the 55, Chapter is 
very good; inthe preparing of it, you may add (if you ſee occaſion) 
any ot the aforementioned ingredients, which provoke Urine, The 
Sptrit of Vitriol, Tartar and Salt is much'commended, if it be ad- 
miniſtrec in ſome Diuretick decoction. The Salt of Worm wood and 
Juniper profiteth much. Or you may meke a Lee of the Aſhes of 
Juniper and Whire-wine, giving five or fix ounces thereof, which 
Lee alone hith cured ſome Dropſies faith Mathiolus 3 the ſame I have 
known my ſelf, Bleeding is prohibited, and upon good grounds too, 
unleſs the diſeaſe come from ſtoppage of che Terms or Hemorrhoids, 
bleed not then, unleſs it be in the beginning of the diſeaſe, and the 
Liver in its natural conditions, Iffues, Bliſters, anc Sarrifications 
are likewiſe forbidden, becauſe they Grangrene for the moſt part: 
yet in the beginning of a Dropſie, the lower parts beirg exceedingly 
ſwelled, 1 made an Iſſue in the Leg, out of which an incredible 
quantity of Water iffued, and the Patient perfectly Cured: Among 
Evacuations, Sweatings are not the leaſt proficab'e , eſpecially in 
Anaſarca , baut in Aſcites and Tympanites the Liver being dry, beſides 
the difficulty of procuring it, it rather hurteth then profirerh, All 
the time of re Cure forget not to ſtrengrhen the Lwer, that you may

Kick in rhe ſubſtance of the Spleen, it maketh an Inflammation and 
Tunic. If che humors grow thick and hard, it breeds a Schirrus. 
If:-the Tumor be flegmatick, it is called O:dema, which chanceth to 
them, who live upon cold and moiſt food, ot live in a moiſt Ayr. But 
if it be ſoft, looſe and puffed up, it is called an Inflammation or puf- 
art Spleen. The ciufes of the Obſtruction, Inflammation, and 
Tump of che Spleeg, ate the ſame with: them of the Liver : Some- 
times the ae ſefzech on both t ether. | 

They are he. their ſigus : the Obſtruction of the 
Spleen is diſtinguiſhed from rhe Obſiruction of the Liver , by cke 
ſcituation of the part. If the Spleen be obſttucted, there is heavi- 
neſs and pain in the left pochondriog, eſpecially after tunning, ri- 
ding, or any more than'ordinaty exerciſe ; if you handle the Hypo- 
chondrioa, there is reſiſtance "the face is blewiſh, and ſigns of melan- 
choly appear; the diſeaſe is of long continuance, and if it be nor ſpee- 
dily cured, it turns to a Schirrus, The Cute is performed the ſame 
way as the ObſteyRion of the Liyet is; only you muſt add things, 
which particularly reſpe& rhe Spleen, and purge the Melancholy hu- 
mor. 
The Inflammation of the Spleen likewiſe hath che ſame conjunct 
and antecedent cauſe, only ir is eſpecizIly cauſed by melancholy 
Blood. The Diagnoſtick ſigns are different, viz. the Patient hath 
ſwelling, pain, heavineſs, and beating on the left fide under the ribs, 
thirſt, blackneſs of the Tongue, loathing of meat, à conſtant Feaver, 
troublefome ly ing on either fide, eſpecially rhe right, ſomet mes the 
Tumor is in the ſhape of the Spleen : Sometimes bills the left Hypo- 
chou ion, and if the adjacent parts be inflamed allo, it extendeth be- 
low the Navel. Ifonſy Melancholy Blood cauſe the Inflammation, 
the Tumor is Harder, the colour black, and many times the Urine 3 
It choler be mixed with melancholy blood, the Thirſt is greater, the 
Feaver ſtronger, and worſe eyery third day; the mouth bitter, and 
the Urine ted. gredt want dfſeep and doting. If flegm be mixed, 
the former ſymptoms ate leſſened. 

The P. gnoſtick is the ſame with the Inflammation of rhe Liver, 
enly it is leſs dangerous, for as much as the Liver is the nobler part. 
If it endech not in death, it enderh by ſome critigal Evacuation, as 


by 
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by Stool, Ut ine or Bleeding at the leſt Noſtril, or elſe it grows hard, 
and turns to a Schirrhus. Which may be known by the cauſes and 
figns laid down in the Cha pter of the Schitthus Of the Liver, only ic 
appeareth on the concrary fide. The Cure of this and the former may 
be performed by the Medicines laid down in the Chapters of the In- 
fammacion, Obſtraction, and Schirrhus of the Liver, only make uſe of 
ſome things chat eſpecially teſpect the ſpleen, and purge melancholy, 
as I hinted before. | 

Sometimes the ſpleen is much pained by wind, which ftrercherhi 
the ſpleen and its membranes, but is without feaver or hardneſs. It is 
ealily diſtinguiſhed from the former gricfs,bur hardly from the Cho- 
lick by realon of the nearneſs of the Gut Colon; but you may dis 
ſtioguiſh them thus, the pain of the Spleen is weighty and in one 
place, but of the Cholick is ſtreiching, ſharp, moveable, and runs 
over the whole Belly, The Cure muſt be wrought by Medicines cars 
minative, emollient and diſcuſſive, given internally, or Clyſters of che 
ſame Nature, with Fomencations and Linimears made of the Oyls of 
Wormwood, Lillies, Chamomil, Ca pers, and ſuch like, adding a little 
of the Oyl of Spike : and if the pain ceaſe not, ſome commend the 
Application of a Cupping-Glaſs; but we well adviſed firſt whethet 
there be no De fluxion or Inflammation.

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CHAP. LX. 
Of Hypocond/ iack Melancholy. 


His Diſeaſe hath its Original from melancholy and aduſt Hu- 
wors, which are bred by rhe Diſtemper of the Spleen or Sto- 
mach, which, by reaſon of their Crudiry, ſtay long jo the Veins, 
Arteries, and ot het Paſſages, which cauſe great and grievous Fers 

mentations or Workings, from whence noyſome Vapours aſcend 
the Brain, Heart and Midriff, which cauſe divers * 
all mention hereafter. The antecedent Cauſes are, all Mears of 
evil Juyce, and of hard Digeſtion z long continued Paſſions and Sad- 
neſs, becauſe they diſperſe the Spirits, and hinder Concoction, and 
cauſe Crugities 3 which being burnt by heat, tutn to Melancholy, 
Muck Study, Watching, and want of Exerciſe may be the Cauſe, by 
reaſon of much Retention of Excrements ; hence it is, that learned 
men, and ſuch who fic. much, are troubled with this Diſeaſe, The 
Stoppage of the Terms os Hzmorrhoids may be the Cauſe, 1 
The Diagnoſtick ſigas of this Diſeaſe ate many according to the 
parts affected: Sonmtimes the r or vomiteth 
2 cauſe 
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cauſe che ſtomach concoctech ill, and tutneth the Nouriſhment into 
watry, ſharps ſowt, or clammy ſubſtance, which not being drawn 
away by the Guts, lie in the ſtomach, and ſometimes diſcharge them- 
ſelves as atoreſaid. Sometimes the boyling of theſe Humors in the 
ſtomach cauſerh flatuous Vapours , which ſtretch the Stomach, and 
aſflict che Hearty and cauſe ſwouning : Theſe V apours cauſe a Noiſe 
beneath the Ribs, hence it hath been called the Windy Diſcaſe. 
Sometimes the Wind teacheth to the Kidneys, and cauſeth great pain 
there „ which make the Patient thinketh he hach the ſtone, He is 
often coſtive, becauſe the clammy humors (bred by evil Concoction) 
ſtick ro the Guts: ſometimes the ſharpneſs of the Humors cauſeth the 
Belly to be ſoluble. There is great heat in the Hypocondriaz ſo that 
the Face will grow red and hot from thoſe Vapours, Sometimes the 
Urine is thin, becauſc thick and tattatous Humors ſtop the paſſages ; 
ſometimes thick, red and troubled, and hath a thick cartarous Sedi- 
ment, and lometimes ſtick to the bottom of the Urinal like ſand,which 
cauſerh à ſuſpition of the Stone; bur this diſſolves between the Fin- 
gers lic Salt, and that which is bred in the Reins is hard. The Va- 
pours aſcending produce many ſymptoms, as Palpitation of the Heart, 
a diſtempered pulſe ; if they aſcend to the Tongue and Palate, it cau- 
ſeth great Thirſt ; if to the Lungs, diſhculty of the breathing; if to 
th: Membranes of the Brain, Head. ach; if to the Brain it ſelf, Dim- 
neſs of fight, Noiſe in the Ears, Gicdineſs, Fear, and Melancholy 
Phantaſics; if they be very ſharp, they ſometimes cauſe the Falling- 
ſickneſs, and if they ſettle in the Nerves, Convulſion: if they be ſtu- 
pifying, they cauſe Numpeſe, the Palſy, Apoplexy, &c. If the Va- 
pours be hot and dry, they dry the Brain, and cauſe Watckings, 
troubleſome Sleep, and frightful Dreams, Note that all theſe ſymp- 
roms. are not to be expected in one and the ſame Patient, but more ot 
fewer, accorging to the variety of the peccant Humors. 

Prognoſticks ate; A continual pain and giddineſs of the Head in a 
Hypocondry doth threaten an Epilepſy, Apoplexy or Blirdneſs, and 
the like, Thick Ut ine is better than thin, for thin Urine is a ſign 
chat thick Humors ate detained in the Body, Vomiting Flux of the 
Bey or Hxmprrhoids, if ic be moderate and continue not long, is a 
hopeful fign; judge the contrary. If it continue long. For the moſt 
port, this Diſeaſe is of long continuance, and ſeldom cured ; thete- 
fore it hath been called the Scourge and Diſgrace of Phyſitians. 
The Cure of this Diſesſe conſiſtech in four things: Firſt, in opening 
Obſtruftions : Secondly, in amending the Diſtempers of the Bowels: 
Thirdly, in evacuating the peccant Humors: And laftly, in ſtreng- 
thening the affected and vital parts. But to forbear tediouſneſs, and 
to ayoid needleſs Repetitions, I refer you to the Chapters afotegoing, 

| eſpecially 
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eſpecially Of tbe Obſtruction of the Liver and Spleen. Take this general 
Rule, keep the Body alwayes ſoluble, by Medicines which the Pati-! 
ent may uſe before Meat, charging them of ten; as eiten as need ſhal 
require let the Patient be purged, let him make uſe of Broths, De- 
coctions, and Drinks that have a Faculty to open Obſtructions; as 
the Juyce of Wormwood, or Wormwood- Wine, adding thereto Ta- 
miri: k, Agrimony, Borrage and Bugloſs, Burnet, Sandets, Roſe- mary» 
Flowers, and the like. Monta»us much commendeth Venice Tui pen- 
tine, becauſe it looſeneth the Belly, cleanſerh and warmerh the Sto- 
mach, provoketh Urine, openeth the ObſtruRions of che Liver, clean- 
ſeth, and doth not heat it. Steel - Wine, and other Medicines made 
of Steel, which you may find in che Chapter Of the Obſtruction of the 
Liver, powerfully openeth Obſtru&ions, eſpecially the Extrict of 
Steel; in the Adminiſtration of which, I have found more than or- 
dinary Succeſs ; bur let Medicines of this Nature be adminiſtred by 
a Skilful and careful Phyſitian: The Decoction or Infuſion of Lięnum 
Nephriticum doth open Obſtruckions ſafely and pleaſantly. And ſome 
do much commend the DecoRion of the Root of ſweer Bryer for che 
Patient's ordinary Drink: Whileſt you uſe internal Medicines, Ex- 
ternals ate not to be neglected vi x. Fomenrations, Oyutments, & c. 
ſuch as are preſcribed for the Obſtruction of the Liver 3nd Spleen ; 
chooſe the cooleſt of them, and apply them to the Hypochondris. And 
becauſe in this Diſcaſe the Stomach alwayes ſuffereth, ſeck the Re 
medy in its proper place, Or if the Vapours aſcending from che 
Hypochondria trouble the Heart or Brain, and cauſe Swooning, Pal- 
piration, Trembling, Convulſions, Head-ach, or the Ike, have te- 
courſe to the Chapters preceding, which tteat of thoſe Diſeaſes.

Of the Scuryy, 


TY ScurVy is notking elſe but an Hypocondriack Diſeaſe, but 
having a peculiar degree of Maligonity ariſing from the Putte⸗ 


fiction of Melancholy, it hath more Sympromes than ia the Hypo- 


condriack Diſeaſe. 

Diag. All the Symptomes mentioned in the aforegoing Chapter, 
are common to the Scurvy, Peculiar Symptoms are theſe, Reaneſe, 
Itching, Putrefaction, bleeding and ſtinking. of the Gums, Mouth and 
Teeth, which arc alſo ( ſomtimes ) black and looſe. Spots in the 
Legs, tirſt red, afterwards purple, black or blew. Strairneſs of che 
calt, and ſhorcneſs of che Breath, occaſioned by chick Yapours ari- 
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fing from che Hypochondria to the Midriff, or to the Sycet · Bt ead, 

cauling 3 Swelling or Tumor, and conſcquently com preſſing the Da- 

phragma. The body is heavy and 1-zy, eſpecially the Legs, and 
grievous pain there and in other parts; a» in the Tocs, Fingers,Soals 
of che Feet, Ancles, Thighs, Belly, Arms, Shoulders, and the like. 

The urine is various, as in the Hypocondrack Melancholy: The 

Pulſe is weak and unequal: Some have the Head ach, and a Ecavorich 

heat in the Night, which vaniſheth by a Morning Sweat. Some have 

the Tooth · Ach without manifeſt Caule : Sometimes che V apours al- 
cending( being aſtringent) contract the Gullet, and the Patient feat- 
eth ſtrangling: A ſtinking breath is common to Scerhutick petſons. 

Tumors in divers parts, ſometimes hard, ſometimes ſoft like Bladders, 
and ſometimes like the ſtinging of Nettles, And laſtly, an Atopheys 
Conſumprion and general decay of the whole body. 

That I may more perfectly diſcover the Sympromes of this Diſeaſe, 
I hall here lay down ſome other, which aic common to other Di= 
ſeaſes, and ſhew you how to diſtinguiſh them. Sometimes the Scut- 
vy cauſeth pains in the Joynts, which muft be diſtinguiſhed from the 
palas cauſed by the French · Pox thus: In the French-Por, the pains 
are between the Joynts, and by long continuance cauſe Knors there; 
the Symptomes of the Pax appear, as Running of the Reins, Bubo, 
c. or the Patient hath acted with ſome unclean Woman, But in the 
$curyy, ſome of the preceding Sy mproms appear, or at leaſt the Pa- 
tient is of a melancholy Conſtiiution. This muſt be diſtinguiſbed 
allo from the Arthritis, or Joynt=Gour, which is fixed, or at leaſt ſel- 
dome'changeth the place; but in the Scutvy it is very moveable, tun- 
ning from one Joynt to another, and ſomet imes for a while vaniſherh, 
In the ſame manner is the Baſtard-Palſy (which che Scurvy cauſeth) 

. diſtinguiſhed from a true one, which is conſtant 4 but in the Scorbu- 

tical Paiſy, he that in one day could not walk or ſtand at all, can the 

next day walk with little or no help. Sometimes it cauſech aFlux of 

— Belly, like a Diarrhea, but differeth from it in this, that the 

E<rements arc thicker than in the former and in greater quantity, 

exceeding the quantity of the Meat taken. Sometimes the Excte- 

ments are mixed with blood, but giffereth from the Dyſentoy, be- 
cauſe there is no pain of the belly, and the blood is thick, ſent rhithes 
by the Meſeraick Veins, Sometimes the Scorbutick pains are in the 
ſides imirating che Pleut᷑ iſie, but is much different, becauſe the Feavet 

{if avy ) is weaker ; there is no difficulty of Breathing, no Cough, 

© pitting, nor conſtant pain. Laſtly, you muſt diſtirgu1ſh theſe pains 

from the pains of the Stone: for the urine is ſomerimes red, like 

Blood ; 8» if the Kidneys were wounded by the Stone, and ſometimes 


black both which come from a Scuryy ſalt Matter in che ſpleen, or 
Parts adjacent, : Prog 
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Prog. This Difcaſe is very hard to be cured, becapſe the Melan- 
choly Humor is ſo far predominant, Many times it is very dange- 
tous, becauſe it bringeth che Dropſy, Conſumption, ec. And ſome- 
times acute Diſcaſes,as che Apoplex y, Swooningyand the like which 
produce ſudden deaths. | = 

In the Cure of the Scurvy, you muſt follow the method preſcribed 
in the Care of ObſtruRion of the Liver and Spleen, beginning wich 
che weakeſt firſt, with which you muſt make uſe of ſpecifical Medi- 
cines for the Scurvy ; of which the chief are, Dutch and Sea Scurvy= 
graſs, Water - Creſſes, Brook-Lime , Horſe-Radiſhes z Fumitory, 
Wormwood,Celandine the leſs, &c. Thoſe which are of leſs Efficacy 
and have a faculty to cotect and prepare rhe melancholy Hum or, are 
theſe which follow, Agrimony, Alarum, Betony; Burrage, Buglols, 
Carduus, Ceterach, Elicampane, Germander, Hy ſſop, Maidenhait 
ot all ſorts, Polypody of the Oak, the Bark of Aſh, Capers, and 
Tamarisk ; the Flowers of Elder, Dodder of Time, and Tamatisk. 
Obſerve this general Rule, if the Patient be feayouriſh, or ſubject to 
heats, you muſt give the hotteſt of them in a ſmaller quantity; and 
add Endive, Sorrel, Succory, the Juyce of Citrons, Lemmons and 
Oranges, and the ſpirit of Sulphur and Vittiol. Of cheſe aud ſuch 
like may ſcycral ſorts of Medicines be formed, which(for brevity ſake)

CHAP. LXII. 
Of the Stone in the Kidnys,

* material Cauſe of the Stone in the Kidneys,is a phlegmatick, 
feculent, thick, ſlimy, and tartarous Humour in che Urine: 
the efficient Cauſe is hear, which drieth and hatdnetch the Matter, 
aud at length turneth it into a ſtone; this is the Opinion of Hypo- 
crate; and Galen, and moſt modern Phyſicians, The Hermetick Phy- 
ficians have found a certain Juyce, which they call Succus Lapidiſcens, 
which is a Certain Humour, naturally proper to turn to a tone, and 
this they ſay is the material Cauſe of the ſtone ; and the efficient 
Cauſe to be Spiritus Lapidiſcens,a ſtone- making ſpirit. So that if a 
man eit or drink any thing wherein the ſtony Juyce is, chat Juyee is 
turned into a ſtone, if the Reins have a ſtone-making ſpirir. But if 
the Reins be free from this ſpirit, a ſtone is not bred, unleſs the ſtony 
Juyce be yery predominate : on the contrary, if the Reins have this 
Rony faculty, and the Food be free from this Juyce, the one is 
ſcarccly engendered, unleſs che ſtone- making faculty be very predo- 
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Jinate. Many Hiſtories hew; that ſtones come from a ſtone- making 
Pirie or breach out of the Earth, which hath turned the bodies ct 
Men, beaſts, and other things into ſlone: Riverius upon this ſubjeR 
(io his laſt Edition) quoted Aventius Amat. Bavar, lib, 7. Au. 1343. 
who ſaich, That above fifty men, with many Cows, were turned in- 
to Stone. Ortelius tells the fame Rory of whole heards in Ruſſia, And 
Camcyaxivsreporteth, That in thePrayince ot chilo in Armenia, at the 
Þlaſt of a South Wind (which happeneth four. times in a year) whole 
Troops of horſe have been turned into Statues of RRone,fanding in che 
warlike poſture, in which they, were before. The Antecedent Caules 
are Pes. the ſtomach being not able to Concoct well lendeth a 
crude Chyle to che Liyer ; A hot Liver doth bake the chilous Mat- 
ter, or a cold Liver makerh crude Blood; the Spleen weak or ob- 
ſtructed doth nor ſufficiently purge the drofly blood; thele do cauſe 
eyen the blood, or crude Juyces fit to make a ſtone. Likewiſe the 
Reins, beſides their conjunct Cauſe, may be an Anrecegent Cauſe in 
two reſpeRs, vix. their remper and Form: Firſt, their Temper be- 
io hoc doth violently draw the Crude Matter, and thicken it. In 
reſpect of their Form, the emulgent Veins may be looſe, and tit to te- 
egiye the rartzrous Matter into the Reins ; and the Utetots ſo nar» 
row, that the thick Matter hath nu paſſage from the K dneys. Laſt- 
ly, all Food that ptoduceth crude, th ck and ſlim y Nout iſhment, doth 
afford Matter for the Stone, as Fleſh ot Fiſh that is very ſalt, or dry» 
ed inthe ſmdak, Pulſe, Cheeſe, and all Milk- Mcats, hard Eggs, 
Cheſnurs, Pears, Quinces, Meglart, Rice, Wine thick ang not well 
purged, ſtanding Waters; all things which make the Liver and Reins 
too hot, as old ſtrong Wine, Garlick, Onions, Pepper and Ginger; 
too ſtrong Diureticks, which carry crude Matter too violently to the 

deins; violent Exerciſe after Meat, inordinare Lechery, too much 
fulneſs or emptineſs, and the like, 

The ſignes of the Stone of the Kidneys are many, viz, à conſtant 
pain about the Loyns; whileſt it is in the hollow of the Kidneys, the 
pain is heayy ; when it gets into the head of the utetots, ſharp and 
pricking, and ſo continueth, unleſs it get back again, or fall ir to rac 
Cavity of the Bladder, + The vrine is ſometimes bloody, by reaſon 
of the opening Cortoſion of the Veins, ot cutting of the tender 
Fleſh of the Kidneys ; ſomeimes ic is thin, and little in quantity. 


Voyding of Sand and Stones is an evident ſign of the Stone; but if 


the Patient yoydeth gravel vi hont ſtones, be not too haſly in your 
Judgment, but take the Caution given you in the 60 Chapter, Of the 
Hypechondriack Melancholy, The Thich os the ſame fide the Back is 
ps ined, become numb, beeauſe the ſtone doth oppreſs the Nerve, 
which is in the Muſcles of the Loyns under the Reins, and gown os 
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the Hip for its motion. The Sick loatheth and vomiteth often, by 
reaſon of rhe Connexion of the Kidneys with the Stomach ; the Sto- 
mach (.ſympatherically ſenſible) endeavoureth to exclude that hugr= 
ful Companion, Be lure you make a diſtinction between the ſtone in -- 
the Kidneys, and the Chollick; have recourſc to the 43 Chapter, 
where I have left a few rules, 

This Diſeaſe is very dangerous, and bringeth many and ſad Sym p- 
roms, as Irflammation, Exulcerations, great pairs, long Warche 
ings, Weakneſs, Feavers, ſuppteſſion of urine, and Death it (elf. Ir 
is difficult ro cure (it not incurable) in old men, ſaith Rippocrateswirk 
whem Exprrie: ce agreecth, If ihe pain hath continued long and vio- 
lent, and the Sick grow externally cold with cold and faint ſweats, 
Death is at hend. If the Stone be accompanied with an Ulcer of the 
Kidney, it is incurable, becaule thoſe things which do break the ſtone 
do exal[perate the Ulcer, 

The Cure of the Stone in the Kidneys conſiſtech in mollifying, en- 
larging or relaxing, and throwing the ſtone out of the urerors, to 
break the ſtone if it be to big for the paſſage ; to take away the ante- 
cedent Cauſe, and to eaſe the pain,which you muſt do thus: firſt open 
the Liver-vcin on the ſame fide that is moſt grieved, draw as much 
blood as the Conſtitution of the Patient can well ſpare ; then admi- 
niſter a moilifying and laxative Clyſter : Take of Cummin and Marſh- 
motlows, Camomil, Penny. royal, Pellitory of the Wall, and Violet»lear es, 
of each one handful ; th: ſeeds of ſweet- Fennel, Flax and Fenugrecks 
of each hal f an ownce » boyl it in Poſſet=drink to « pint, ſtraia it, aud 
diſolve therein Caſſia, Catholicon and Diaphenican, of each three drams x 
the Oyls of Rue and Scoi pions, of each one ounce ; make a cher, and 
adminiſter it. Likewiſe the Oyls of ſweer Almonds, Ca momil, Dilly 
Lillies and Violets e good to be uſed in Clyſters of this Nature. This 
Clyſter, or one cf the ſame Nature, you muſt give twice or thrice in 
a „tek; and, in the days between, foment the Region of the Kidne) : 
with a fomenration made of the afornamed ſimples, or others of the 
likeNature,which I ſhall treat of, before | put an end to this Chapter. 
Afrerwards aroint the part with the Oyls aforenamed 2 Or you may 
make a Cataplaſm of white Bread ſudden in white= Wine; and if you 
add any of the aforeſaid Oyls, it will be the better. Afterwards lay 
a Plaiſter to the place ; Take of the Oy! of Camomil and Rue, of each 
half an owree ; of Dill and ſweet Almo ids, of each two drams; Gooſe 
ard Hini=greafe, of each one dram, with wax aad the Comsound Melilot 
plaiſter, as much as ſufficcth make a plaiſter, and appiy it, In the mean 
time, you muſt not forget inward Medicines, which have a faculty to 
break che None, to caſe pain, and molliſy and enlarge the urerors, The 
ſimples following ate approyea of, vir, the Roots of 2 b 
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Birthwort, Fennel, Butcherz-broom, Filipenduls, Couch-graſs, 
Garden and Horſc-radiſh, Madder, Marſh and common Mallows, Li- 
quoriſh, Onions, Parfly, Knor-graſs, 3 the Icaves of Betony, Camo 
mil, Penny-royal, Marſh-mallows, Pellitory of the Wall, Maiden- 
hair, Parſly peart, Filipendula,, Saxifrage, Savin, Burner, Goats» 
Thorne, Kidney-worr, Melilot, Golden-rod 5 the ſeeds of Net- 
tles, Parſly, Gromwel, Burdock, Winter- cherries, Bay, Ivy, 
and Juniper-berries, the four cold ſeeds, the ſtones of Hips, 
Haws, Medlats, &c, Of theſe you may make Decoctions, Powders, 
or diſtilled Waters, and the like, the Deſcription of which (for bre- 
vity ſake ) L will omit. Quercetauus, in his Diſpenſatory commend- 
eth this following Poder; Take of the inward ſkins of Hens Gizgards, 

and their white Dung, of each half an ounce ; the inward skiss of Egg- 
ſhels dryed and powdered, two ounces aud an half; Rupture-wort andCin» 
nemon, of each four Scruples ; the Stanes of Medlars, two drams ; the 
Seeds of Annis and Fennel, of each one ounce, powder them, and give 
half a dram, or a diam in irhite-wine. Goats blood prepared is excel- 
lent, and the Warers diſtilled from it in Balneo Mariz doth Wonders, 
And ſome do commend the Vrine of a Goat, taken out «bilſt he is 
alive, and drunk, and the Entrails applyed. Chymiſts do highly ex- 
rol theit Salts, and Experience tells us, that if they be well prepared, 
and carefully adminiſtred, they work no {mall effects, viz. the (alt of 
Bean Cods, or ſtalks of Camomil, Tartar vitriolate, Oyl of Vitriol, 
the ſpirit of Salt, Mercurius Dulcis, &c. Zacutus Lufitanus com- 
mendeth the natural Balſom, a few drops thereof taken with Oyl of 
{weet Almonds. Crato had as good an Opinion of Filbercs eaten, and 
confirms his opinion by Experience, Mineral Waters are good, for 
they do not only diſſolve the ſlimy Tartarous matter, which breeds 
the ſtone; bur allo allay the hot Diſtemper of the Liver and Reins. Of 
all Diuretick medicines, Turpentine is the ſafeſt, given the quantity 
of a Nut with Sugar every Morning; Diureticks taken very often 
(for the moſt part) hurt, by carrying the Humors from other parts to 
the Reins ; but Turpentine ſeldom or never worketk any evil effect. 

You may ule it thus, Tak» Venice Turpentine, wiſhed with Szxifrage 
water, half an ounce ; Caſſia new!y arawn, ſix drams ; Rvubarb and Li- 

quor ſh in powder, of eich half a dram; mix them, an1 make 4 Bolus, Ta 

conclude, give Clyſters often, or, if you ſee it more conveni- 

ent, purge the Body between your Diurerick Potions, for the rea- 

ſon before given: your beſt Purgations are Caſha Diaphænicon, 
Rhubarb, and ſuch lite. If the Liver and Reins are diſtempered by 
hear, make ule of thoſe medicines preſcribed againſt the hot Diſtem- 
pet of the Liver, If Crudities in the ſtomach be the Cauſe, ſeek 
medicines out of the Chapters which treat of the Diſeaſes of the => 
mach. 
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mach. If you do carcfully conſider the Cauſe, or from what part of 
the Body the Reins fetch their ſtony Materials, and order your Me- 
dicines accordingly, with prudence and reaſon, by the bleſſing of God, 
you may find the Cure of the Stone not to be ſo difficult, as it is come 
monly adjudged, For my parc, I have Cured ſeveral people,who have, 
been grievouſly vexed with this Grief; for whichMercy I do and ſhall

CHA P. LXIII. 
Of the Stone in the Blaader, 


| Shall ſpeak nothing of the Cauſe of the Stone in the Bladder; the 
material and efficient Cauſe being the ſame with that ot the 
Reins. This Diſeaſe happenech to Children, oftner chan to people 
of riper age, who are more ſubject to the Stone in the Reins, becauſe 
Children cating much and often, their Vrine is thick, and the e 
puifye faculty in theReins is ſtronget in them chan in men, and ſend- 
eth the Vrinc ſpecdily to the Bladder z where ( being long kept by 
reaſon of much ſleep ot play) che Vtine ſerlerhy and is retained till it 
by heat becomerh a Stone, for the paſſage is narrow in Children, and 
the Vrine not being very ſhap, doth not powerfully provoke the ex- 
pulfive Faculty. Fernelius was of Opinion, that the Stane in the 
Bladder was alwayes firſt bred in the Reins, and falling from thence 
into the Bladder, and getting freſh Matter, there encreaſerh, Fern. lib. 
6. cap. 13. page. 3 17. Many times it ſo happeneth; but daily ex- 
perience teacheth that many have the Stone in the Bladder, who ne- 
ver had pain in the Reins, eſpecially Children. 

The Knowledge of this Diſeaſe in the, beginning is difficult; but 
when the Stone is grown great, is evident enough to the Patient's 
lorrow, The firſt ſigne is pain in the Neck of the Bladder, teaching 
to the end of the Yard, eſpeciall aftet piſſing. The Yard itcheth, 
#nd the Patient hindleth it often $ He feeleth a great weight about 
the Neck of the Bladder, when the Stone is grown great, the Vrine

ſtool, by reaſon of the conſent of the Sphinctet Muſcles of che Anus 
and Bladder, being moved by the Branches of the ſame Nerve. Many 
hens more I might inſert, bur theſe I chink ſufficient for the ingeni- 
cus; To be fully ſatisfied, the beſt way is to make uſe of the 8 
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This Diſcaſc is alwayes excerding painful, and no leſs dangerous; 
if the Stone be like Flint, it can never be diffolyed ; if ſoft or brittle, 
it may be diſſolyed by the long ule of ſtrong Medicines : but few 
there are that have patience enough to make uſe of ſo many Medi- 
cines. The Cute is not altogether lo difficult in Women as in Men, be- 
eauſe the paſſage in them is wider. In the year 1656. I cured a Wo- 
man, who was a long time grieved with che Stone, and intended to ven- 
ture upon the laſt and terrible Cure by Cutting: vichin the ſpace of a 
Monech (having firſt diſſolved part of the ſtone by Medicives ) ſhe 
voided a ſtone (without the help of manual Operation) in bigneſs two 
Inches, in length an Inch and an halt, without prejudice to the ute- 
tor y parts: ſhe was thenaged 63. and lived ſeyeral years after to praiſe 
God tor ſo good a deliverance. 

For to perfect the Cure, you muſt dos you are taught in the fore- 
going Chapter, ſo that I need not here repeat any thing, only lay 
down the Medicine ſo much commended by H yativs Aigen'its 3 it is 
thuz prepared, Take of Sows or Woodelice prepared, a dram or four ſeru- 
ples ; Aqua vitæ, two ſcruples; the Broth of red Cicers, nine or ten d 
ces; take it in the Morning faſting, Sennertus alſo commends it, and 
this Medicine likewiſe, Take of Salt of white Tartar one ounce ; P- 
water, one pi:t ; mix them, and (train them with a brown Paper. Its 
after the uſe of Medicines, you find the Neck of the Bladder woun- 
ded, or much pained by the roughneſs of the ſtone, make a Decocti⸗ 
on thus Take of the Roots of Marſh- Mallow, Fennel, couch- greſ and 
Cammock, of each one ounce; Liquoriſh, two drams; Camoncl aua Saxi- 
frage, of eich one Pugil ; winter. Cherries, twenty; red Cicer's four 
ounces; Raiſins of the Sun, two ounces ; the ſour great cold Seeds, 4 
dram and an half; F., ench- barley, four ounces ; boy! them gently in the 
diftilled Water of Saxifrage, Cammock and Parſly, of cach half a pit; 
when it hath boyled a while, add half a pint of whit:-wine, and let it 
boil till half be conſumed : tothe ſtrainiag, add ſix ounces of the Syrup of 
Marſh-mallows ; drink three or four ounces in the morning, To the Re⸗ 
gion of the Bladder muſt be applyed mollifying and aſſwaging Fo- 
mentation lf all Medicines fail, and the Patients pains unſu pportable, 
neceſſity requireth the dangerous Operation of Cutting.

His Diſeaſe is a Tumor in thoſe parts, cauſed by the flowing of 

Blood or Cholet unto chem; the Cauſes of this Inflammarion 
arc natural, unnatural or preternatural z Natural, when there 1s a 
natural hereditary Infirmity in the parts, or great heat originally, 
which violently draw the Humors thicher. Cauſes not natural, ate 
Glutrony, Dtunkenneſs, much Venery, great paſſions of the Minde, 
violent Exercile, Stoppage of ſome uſual Evacuation, as the Terms 
or Hemorrhoids, all things which cauſe Repletion or evil Concection, 
and drive the Humors to the inward Bowels. Things preternatutal 
may be the cauſe, as a Stroak, Wound, or Bruiſe upon the Reins of 
Bladder, conſtant Fesvers: the matter of the Pleurific or Empyema 
curried away by the urine : heat or ſtoppage of the urine, the Stone, 
or Exulceration of the part may cauſe an Inflammation. 

The Inflammation ot the Reins is known by theſe ſigns, a weighty 
and beating pain about the part, which extendeth it {elf ro the adja- 
cept parts, the Patient cannot help himſelf, nor lie otherwiſe than 
upon his back; if he doth ſneex. or move his body the pain incteaſeth, 
he hath a Numneſs in his Leg on the ſame fide, he maketh wares with 
difficulty, he hath a conſtanc (harp Feaver, with Watchings, Do- 
tings, and dangerous Symp'omes « he vomiteth Choler, Flegm and 
_ —_ the urine is firſt thin and yellow, afterwards thick 
and ted. 

It the Bladder be inflamed, the Patient is vexed with a ſharp 
Feaver, Watching, Vomiting, &. as aforeſaid. The Share become 
ech hard, and hath vehement pain, he hath (C almoſt ) continual 
provocation to go to Stool, as in the Diſeaſe Teraſmus. 

Prog. The Inflammation of theſe parts do threaten continual dan» 
ger of Death; Convulfions, Dotage, Watchings, cold Sweats, are 
the Meſſengers of Death. If the Inflammation ſupputate, and the 
Impoſthume break, and the Matter be evacuated by the urine, there 
1s hopes, If the Hemorrhoids bleed, there is hopes that the Iuflam-

You muſt begin the Cure with a mollifying and cooling Clyſter;

and Scattiſy ing Ftict ions andligatures to the extream part, to draw the 
Humors outwards, You muſt allay the hear of the blood by cooling 
Juleps, in which uſe no Diuretick Simple, leſt it carry humors to 
the part and increaſe che inflammarion 3 in the declination of the 
Diſcaſe, D iuretick Medicines may be given; you may make a cool» 
ing Julep thus: Toke of the Diſtillcd water of Endive, Lettuce, 
Plantme and Purſlavey of each four ounces, Syrup of Pomegranats two 
ounces, the Syrup of Tatey-lillies and Violets, of each one ounces Oy! of 
Vitriel as much as ſuſſiceth to give it a grateful reliſh ; mix them for four 
Momings and Evenings Drauguts. Or you may make an Emulſion of 
the Seeds of Scrrel, Lettuce. Puiſline, Poppy, Almonds, Pine Nuts, 
and the like. The great cold Seeds are Diuretick, and muſt not be 
uſed in the beginning of the Diſeaſe, for the reaſon before given. 
Nor ought you at firſt ro purge till the Declination, then you may 
profitably purge with Mcdicines which arc gent le, as Manna, Caſh, 
Rhubarb, Tamarinds, Viaprunes lenitivea Syrup of Roſes, &c, Out- 
wardly you may apply Cataplaſmes, Liniments, unguents tat are 
cooling, repelling, and ( if the Inflammation be in the Bladder ) 
aſtringing, when the Dctuxion is Ropped ule Seftners and Diffolvers, 
If the firangury, or any other dangerous Symptome appear, con= 
verſe with theix proper Chapters, It the Tumor tend to Suppura- 
tion, which you my know by the increaſe of the Feaver and Sym- 
ptome, trembling and vomitinęꝑ, you muſt help Nature with mollify- 
ing Cataplaſms, the Chaprers of Inflammarions of orher parts will 
adviſe you, If the Tumor appear outwardly, you muſt open it with 
2 Cautery or Incifion-koife : if ir break, and the Matter fall into 
the Abdomen, it brings ſudden death, or a Hectick Feaver, If the 
Tumor grow hard and the Feaver gone, it breeds the Dropſie, evil 
Habit, or ſome ſuch. Diſeaſc, and is incuteable, for the moſt part;

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This D.ſcaſe is known by the voiding of much Matter with the 
Urine. To know whether the Reins or the Bladder be dileaſcd,take 
a few Rules; If the Vicer be in the Reins, the pain is there,the Mat- 
rex is more concocted, more in quantity, and more mixed with the 
Vrine, waking it appear like Milk, which ſtarding, teriterh to the 


dettom; ſometimes much blood is yoided, and pieces of ficth, which 


ſomeri mes ſtops the paſſage. When the Vicer ws in the, Bladder, 
contrary ſigns appeary the pain is near the Privities, the Matter is 
leſs in quantity, and not well concoct, but of divers colours,and ſtink- 
ei; ſom etimes Matter is voided without Urine : if the VIcets be. 
old, callous and hard, ſnotty Flegm is voided, ſuch as is voided, if 
there be a Stone in the Bladder ; for the moſt part little skins, like 
Scales or Bran, ate voided. | 
As all inward VIcers are dangerous, ſo arc theſe much more, be- 
cauſe the continual Flux of Humors, with the urine, to the part, 
doth nous iſh the ulcer. The violence of the pain cauſeth Watching, 
and a Conſumption of the whole Body. If the ulcer be taken in 
time, and the Patient young, it may be cured, elſe nut. 

The Cure moſt be performed by eyacuating the peccant Humors, 
by cleanſing, drying, and healing the ulcer. You muſt purge the 
humors which flow to the part a ffected with gentle Medicines, ſuch: 
u are preſcribed in the Chapter afore-going. It there be Repletion 
ot [rflammarion in the part, let Phlebotomy be uſed: Evscuate the 
humors by gentle Purgers, mentioned in the Chapters afore-going. 
Miycurius Dulcis, doth cleanſe and heal the ulcer, Turpentine is a 
good cleanſer ; it is good for the Patient to vomit often. After due 
Eyacuations, you muſt ule Cleanſers, as the Milk of Cows, Goats 
er Alles, which are very good, and Cleanſe with their wheyiſh 
part, and heal with their cheezy, bur give it not in a Feaver, Let 
the Patient drink Water and Sugar, thin Hydromel,or Barley- water: 
In the Hydromel if there be a Feaver, boy! the cold Se di, Mallows, 
Liquorifh, &c. Waters that ſpring fromAllum andlrenMinesare gocd, 
for they corre& the heat, and cleanſe the ulcet · The Decoction of 
China, Gusjacum, Sarſaparilla, and the like, is good to dry up the 
Humors, to purge the crude Matter in them that have the French 
Pox, and have no Feaver nor Flux of blood: Bur leſt the Bowels 
ſhould be inflamed, give cooling Broaths ar Night, After the uſe 
of Cleanſers, (you may ſee by the urine when the ulcer is cleanſed, 
U7, when it appeareth white and cleane withcut any dreggy or fil» 
thy Matter, ) then you mult give aſtringirg, glutinating and heal. 
ing Medicine: Take of Conſerve of Roſes four ounces, Bolea'monicks 
Terra Sigillata, ved Coral, and Sanguis Dracongs, of each two drams, the 
Steds of Lattuce, Purſſant ard Plantant, of each one diam, red Roſes and 
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Opiate, Or you may make of it a Maſs for Pills with Venice Tur= 
pentine, or ( if that cauſe pain) with Juyce of Liquoriſh, Chy- 
miſts do much commend Anti monium Diaphoreticum, Mercurius Dulcu, 
'& Diapboreticus. To allay the yehemency of the pain, you muſt 
ſometimes mix Anodines with your Medicines, as Laudauum, the Sy- 
rup of Poppics, and the Emullion of the cold Seeds. Outwardiy fo- 
went the Region of the Kidneys, thus: Take of camonel, Mallowsz 
Melilot, Pellitory of the wall, and Violets, of each on! bandful : te 
Roots of Marſh- mallows, and water-Lillies, of each two ouites : the 
Seeds of Flax, Penugreck, and winter-Cherries, of each thiet drams :

The Cauſe ef this Diſcale is a hot Diſtemper of the Reins,' whick 
draweth Water violently frum the Veins, which cauſeth a grear 
Thirſt after drink which as ſoon as it is taken, is carried to the 
Keins ; where burthening the tetentive Faculty, and provoking the 
\expulfive, it is ſoon ſent to the B; ladder. Some attribute it to cho- 
lerick,*ſhirp, and falt Humors in the Kidneys, which draw Water 
thicther 3 as ſuch humors which Rick to the Tunicles of the Stomach 
in Feavers, cauſe Thirſt, Ochers will not admit of this Opinion, 
becauſe the Kidneys onely (uff.g in this Diſeaſe; and that Choler, 
and other burnt humors, are firſt bred in the Liver, They lay there

The Signs of this Di'caſe ate clear frem what hath been ſaid, vir, 
An unquenchable Thirſt,an extraordinary P.fling, and voiding the 
Drink as ſoon (al moſt) is it is drunk; and a decay of the whole Body. 

This Diſcafe is deadly, if it be not taken in the beginning, and 
the Patient young, for it brings a Conſumpt ion. 

li you judge the Patient curable, you muſt labour to allay the hot 
Diſtemper ot che Kidneys 3 to cottect their poyſonous Quality, to 
thicken the Hu mots which flaw to them, and to ſteengthzn them. 
Firſt, give wollify ing and afſwaging Clyſters, and purge, it you lee 
occaſion, as vou ste taught in the Chapter Of the Iufl ammation of the 
Kidacys, Gentle Vomits do evicuate and draw the humours from 
the Urerors, If nothing forbid, o pen a Vein in the Arm. 

To corre the diftemper and thicken the humours, make a Julep, 
thus: Take of the diſtilled water ( or the Decoction) of Plantane, 
four ounces; of Lettuce, Poppy, and Purſhine, of each two ounces * 
the Syrup of Mircles, Comphry and Quinces, of each one ounce 2 
the Syrup of Poppics, halt an ounce : the Spirit of Vittiol, twenty 
drops ; mix them and make a Julep, If you will have a medicine:

He D (eaſe conſiſteth in the hurting of the tetentive Action of 
the Bladder, Some ate lubje& to this Diſtemper, while they 
ate awake, which is the worſt, Othets ate ſubject to it ſleeping only, 
which is not ſo bad, becauſe then che animal Functions are leſs exer- 
ciſed. There are two cauſes of this Diſtemper; Fir, the Weakneſs 
and Looſpeſs of the Sphinctet Muſcle of the Bladder. Or Secondl y, 
the exquiſite Senſe of the Bladder, and the ſharpneſs of che Urine, 
(which Rirreth up the expulſive Faculty ) with conſent of the Will. 
The firſt Cauſe is apparent in ſfuckivg Children, weak people, and 
ſuch whoſe vital Heat is decayed, and the Body opprefled with cold 
and moiſt humors. The other Cauſe you may diſcover in thoſe, whoſe 
Biacder nor SphinRer is no ways diſtempered; but they imagine 
(when the quantity and ſharpneſs of the Urine ſtirreth up the expul- 
five Faculty) that they are piſſing againſt the Wall, and ſo get a cu- 
tome of it, which cannot be cured by Medicines, The Spl. incter 
Muſdle may become weak or looſe by Youth, old Age, decay of vital 
Heat, by the Palſie; in Women, from Diſcaics of the Womb, or hard 
Labour, cutting for the Stone, ot any Wound there, or deep Ulcer, 

This Diſeaſe is eaſily known, and the cauſe thereof is as cabily di- 
icoyercd 3 if it come by Wound, Ulcer, old Age, or the like, it is ap- 
parent, It ircome by conſent of the other parts, Diſeaſes of thoſe 
parts are ebyious as the original: It neither of them appear, conſidet 
the cold and moiſt Temper of the part, which is known by the in- 
reenal and external cauſes, and the Effects upon them depending, as 
Softneſs of the Body, Whiceneſs, and Looſneſs of the Nerves about 
the privities, Childhood, Age, evil phlegmatick Concoction, and 
juch like, 

In old Men this Diſeaſe is incurable, becauſe the vital Heat can» 
not be repaired, In Children Nature worketh the Cure when they 
grow elder, by drying up the ſuperfluous Humidity, and knitting the 
Muſcle ; but if a man continue ſo till the Age of twenty or twenty 
five, he is incurable. If involuntary Piſſing come to a man ſick of 
an acute Feaver, Death is at hand. 

If this Diſeaſe come by a Wonnd or Ulcer, or any other manifeſt 
Diſeaſe, the Cure Depends upon the removing of them; otherwiſe 
the Cute is wrought by amending the cold and moiſt Diſtemper, and 
the looſneſs of the Sphinctet Muſcle. Firſt, you muſt purge the cold 
and llegmatick humors;2dd ro your phlegm-Purgers ſuch eo 
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which purge and leave a binding Quality behine, as Rubarb, Myra” 
bolans, and the like, Then give Medicines that knit the parts and dr?

He Stopp age of Urine and che Stranguty, are Diſeaſes, which 
differ only in degree; the firſt is called by che Greeks Io xuęia; 

the other TT, Iſcuria is when the Urine is totally ſto, ped ; 
when little is voideo, then it is called St fang ii. The firſt is cau- 
ſed by an ObſtruRion in the Nerve, which helpeth che expulſive Fa- 
culty of the Bladder, by the Palſie, ot ſome ſleepy or ſtupi jing 
Diſcafe, A cold Diſtemper of the Bladder,dulling the Senſe thereof, 
may be the Cauſe. Sometimes an Inflammation or Tumor in the 
Muſcle of the Bladder may ſtop the paſſage , the Stone, ſome chick 
humor, clod of Blood, or the like. Sometimes by long holding of 
Water, by which the Blacdcr is ſo ſtretched that it cannot contradt it 
ſelf to open the pzſſage, Sometimes the Bladder is empty, and no 
Urine cometh to it, this is called a baſtard Iſcuria, and may be cau- 
{ed by ſome hurt in the attractive or expullive Faculty of the Reins. 
The attractive Faculty is hurt by ſome Stoppage in the Reins, of 


| emulgent Veins. The Reins may be obſtructed by the Stone, thick 


Fleg u, or the like; the emulgent Veins, by abundance of Blood or

If rhere be a ſt ppage in the part, the uſe of the Cathe⸗ 
ter or ſeat ing Candle, and the ingenuity of the àrtiſt will diſcover 
the Naturt of the ſtoppage, If the paſſage be ſtopped by the Stone, 
the Symptoms of the Stone have gone before: If a Caruncle, there

If clods of Blood top the paſſage; the Patient hath formerly yoided 
blood, and clotred blood will ſtick to the Catherer, 

The Strangrry is thus known, There is neither Weight, Tumor, 
ot Extenſion about the Privities, but rather an Emprinels : the at- 
tractive or ex pulſive Faculty of the Reins is obſtructed as aforeſaid, 

Prognoſticks are thus made; This Diſcs e is ever dengerous, if ir 
contiaue above leven days, it is deadly. The ſame Judge, if the 
Patient hath Hiccough er Ten: ſinu accompanying this Diſeaſe 7 or if 
it came by a Wound or Blow upon the Back-bone ; or if his Breath 
ſtink of Pic, 

The Cure of both cheſa conſiſtech iu removing the Cauſes, If it 
proceed from the fulneſs of che emulgent Veins, bleeding is good: 
If from Diſcales of the Reins or Urerors, ſeek the Cure our of the 
Chapters that treat of the Pain, I[rflammarion, or Stone in the Kid- | 
neys.

Czuſe. The uſual Cauſe is eithet a mixture of ſharp Humors with 


the urine, or ſometimes the ſhatpneſs of the urine, cauſed by the 


eating of hot and ſharp Mca:s,or by the hot diſtem per of the Bowels, 
Liver, or other part : or from evil ConcoRion in the'Stotwach or 


Liver, by which the Blood is not freed from ſelt and tartargus Hu- 


mours, which being Tucked to the Kidneys, is ſent to the Bladder, and 
cuuſerh pain. Filchy Matter coming from an 'vIcer in the Reins ot 
Bladder may be the Cauſe ; he who is troubſed with a Gonorrhes or 
Raning of the Reins,is ſeldome free from ſcaling urine, To conclude, 
tae Stone or large Gravel may be the Cauſe, » LOT 
The Knowledge of this Diſesſe is evident, the Signs of the Cauſes 
we eaſily gathered. It it be cauſed by the Stone, Inflammation, or 
Goorrher, it is known by their ptoper Signs. If from ſharpneſs of 
urine, by the mixture of Humours, the urine will be thin, and high 
coloured ; Or in it will appear a mixture of Choler, Phlegm, or Mat- 
ter; the Patient hath eiten hot things, or elſe hath ſome hot Di-

This Diſeaſe is not very dangerous unleſs t continue long, and 
ulcerateth rhe Neck of the Bladder: Sometimes it is hard to be cu» 
ſed, eſpecially if the Patient be old. | 
The Cure muſt be wrought by taking away the Cauſe : If a mix- 
ture of ſharp humors make che Urine ſharp, firſt make uſe of Phlebo- 
tomy, which is good to corre& the hot diſtempet ef the Liver and 
her parts, make uſe of this Evacuation as often as the Patient's 
Conſtitution will bear, and the Diſtemper require z then, ro derive 
it from the part affected, open the lower Veins, Then purge with 
Caſſia, Manna, Rhubarb, Mirabolans, Tamarinds, and ſuch things 
which purge gently : if you give it with the Decoction of Plantane, 
allows, Lettuce, Purſlane, and the like, ir will be the better.

1 Blood may come from divers parts of the Body to the 
paBlig s of the Urine; yet I ſhall here ſpeak only of that Bloo- 
8 is made from the defect of the Reius ot Blad- 
er. | 
The uſual Cauſes ate, much ſharp blood which cortodeth the Veins, 
or plenty of blood which burſteth tem : Sometimes a Stone in the 
Reins os Bladder, being moved by Riding or violent Exerciſe, by its 
roughneſs rearcth the part. A Fall or Stt oak, vehement Motion, lift= 
ing or carrying may break a Vein. Sometimes the Weaknels of the 
Reins being not able to divide the urine from the blood, may cauſe 
this Diſeaſe, ' 

This Diſeaſc is apparent to the Senſes, for when blood is mixed 
with the -urine, it appeareth like Water wherein Fleſh hath been 
waſhed, with Clods of blood at the bottom: if it ſtayes too long in 
the Bladder, it looks black. The place that is pained ſhews the part 
affected. If ir come from the Reins, it is more m xcd with the urine, 
than if it come from the Bladder. If it come from the Bladder, it 1s 
in a leſſet quantity, If it come from the Stone in the or 
| Bs. adde i 
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Bladder, the Signs mentioned in their proper Chapters will appear» 
If it come from Repletion or Sharpneſs of Humors, the Abundagce 
of Blood, Choler, Melancholy, or ſuch Humours appear in the Bo- 
dy. If it come by a Blow, Fall, violent Exerciſe, &c. the Patient is 
able ro intorm, | 

This Diſeaſe, if ir be violent and continue long, is very dangerous; 
for ſometimes the Patient falleth into 8 Conſumption , ſometimes 
into the Dropfic : Sometimes it czuſeth a ſtoppage of urine, and 
2 an Ulcer breedeth in the place from whence the Blood 

oweth, 

If Blood or ſharp Humours abound, begin the Cure with blood= 
letting; after a while, for derivation, let the H:morrhoids and the 
Sipbena or Ancle-Vein be opened, Thea purge the cholerick Hu- 
mours with thoſe medicines that ate preſcribed in the 30 Chaprer 0 
Spitting of Blood, After you have purged ſvfficiently, g:ve things 
chat knit the Veins and ſtop blood. For this purpule give four or ſive 
ounces of the Juyce of Plantane, and a ſcruple of the Troches of Am- 
ber, or of Gordonius, Morning and Evening, Foreſts in his Obſet⸗ 
vat ions doth much commend Sheeps-milk, (ix ounces, with ore dram 
of Bole-armenick, is che Doſe, The Decoction of Kr or graſs, Put- 
ſliae, Horſe=rail, and Comphry Roots, Plantane, Pomegtanates, 
Quincer, and the like.

His Diſesſe is called by ſome, the Virgins «Diſeaſe, the White- 
Feaver, the white Jaundice, bur vulgarly the Green-Scckneſs, Ir 
is an evil habit of the Body, proceeding from th: Ooſttuction of the 
Veins about the Womb, Liver, Spleen, and Meſentery , cauſing a 
heavineis and unweildineſs of the whole Body, ditficulry of Breath- 
ing, panting of the Heart, and Head- Ach, a defire after Food that is 
evil, and a loathing of good. The Veins about the Womb being ob= 
ſtructed, that Blood which Nature hath ordained to go thither, ha- 
ving not free paſſage, runs upwards, and oppreſſeth the Heart, Li- 
ver; Spleen, Diaphragma, ſtops the Veſſels, 3nd deſtroys the aarural 
Heat; hence it cometh co paſs, that the Stomach and Bowels cannot 
concoR well as they ought to do, lo Crudities are diſperſcd through. 
out the body, and make an evil habit. Sometimes, by this means, 
the Wyporondriz is ſw:Hed, which deprefling the Diaphragms, cauſeih 
ſhortreſs of Breath. This groſs blood being carried in the great 
Artery to the Heart, which, leſt it ſhould be ſuffocated by ir, labours 
for irs deliverance, and often moving of its Arteries cauſeth a Pal- 
pitation and beating of the Temples, The Stomach, by this means [ 
being filled with Crudities and Excrewentitious hamours, cauſeth 
a Loxthing of Food, and deſire after ſuch rhings which cught not 
to be eaten, as Salt, Chalk, Coals, Aſhes, Oar- meal, Wheat, Tobacco- 
Pipes, cc. which Diſeale is called Pic: Malacia, and we have ſpoken 
of it in the 35 Chapter of this Book. This Obſtruction is cauſed 
manv wayes, as drinking of cold drink to Bedward; eating raw cr un- 
ripe Fruits. Some goto Feaſts,and upon à full Stom»ch dancing and 
ſporting all N ghty diſturb the natural Frame of the body, and want 
Reft : cthers ſleep tod much, and (it long at their work, as Seamſters, 
Bonelace- mekets, and the like. By theſe and the like means, Con- 
coction is hutt, the natural Heat is extinguiſhed, and the Body filled 
with crude Excrements, and thick ſlimy Humors, which cauſe Ob- 
Acuctlons. $4 This

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This Diſeaſe is eaſiy known; and you may know the diſeaſed, if 
you do but view their Faces, which are pale and white, ſometimes of 
1 Lead-colour, blew or green, the Face and Eye-lids, the Legs and 
Feet (wel led: The whole Body is unweildy and lazy. When the 
Body is ſtirred by Exerciſe'or Walking, eſpecially going up a hill or 
ſteep place, there followerh Palpitation ot the Heart and ſhortneſs of 
Breath, beating in the Temples, and great Head - ach: behinay if the 
Womb be obſttucted : before, if the Hy pocondtia be afflicted ; there 
is great loathing of wholeſome Meat, and deſiti ng the contrary e the 
Pulſe is ſwift and quick, as in à Feayer, and when the Dilcale comes 
to the height, the Terms are ſtopped. ; 

This Diſeaſe continueth a long time, yet is ſeldome dangerous; 
ſometimes, by long continuance, it breeds Corruption in the natural 
parts, Dropſies, Feavers, Conſumprions, which end in Death. It the 
Veins of the Womb orely are obſtructed, a Husband will cure her, 
Women, that have a long time been in this condition, bring forth 
weak and ſickly Children, and ſometimes they are barren, 

This Diſeaſe is cured by opening the Obſtructions, evacuating the 
füthy Humors, and ſtrengthening of the parts, The Obſtructions are 
opened, by ſuch Medicines as are mentioned in the cure of the Ob- 
ſtructions of the Liver and Spleen ; you may acd to them ſuch things 
which reſpect the Womb; as Mug wort, Ferherfew, Penny-toyal, ec. 
If the Spleen be obſtructed, and ſuch things which are proper for that, 
as Caper-bark, Ceterach, Spleen- wort, &c. Open the Saphæna or 
Ancle-vein ; but firſt, if the Maid be tull of Blood, open a Vein in 
the Arm, Then purge often with ſuch Medicines as are preſcribed in 
the Cure aforenamed: and make uſe of ſuch Medicines as powerfully 
open ObſtruRions th-re preſcribed. Zrcutus Luſctanus doth much 
commend rhe Conletve of Mugwort given thirty dayes together, 
drinking after it a little of the diſtilled Water of Savin, in which Rhu- 
bard hath been infuſed, The Salt of Mugwort is very good, and Fæ- 
cula Briome mixed with the Conſetve, hath an effeRual and powerful 
operation. It the Obſtyuctions are ſtubborn, and nor cafily e pened, 
make a Bath thus; Toke of the Roots of Marſh-mallows, Brio, Elder, 
«nd Lillier, of each two pong; Balm, Fetherfew, Matlows, Mercury, + 
Mader, Mus wort, Nep, Penny: royal and Violets, of each three handſuls; 
the Seeds of | Lix and Fenugreek, of each two ounc's ; boyl them in a ſuf = 
ficient quantity of 1 ter, and let t e Pationt bathe her ſelf in the moynins 
and Evening two dayes, and lit the Decoction be renewed the ſecond day, 
The next day open the Vein under the Ancle, if the Terms be ſtopped, 
( as for the moſt part they arc in this Diſeaſe ) then give Medicines 
that powerfully open Obſtuctions: when you find that the Obſttucti- 
ons are opened, which you may eaſily perceive by the decay : the 
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afarenamed Symptomes, then you muſt diſcuſs the peccant Humours 
that remain in the Veins and other parts of che Body, by Sweats; 
for which you muſt uſe the DecoRion of Guajacum in cold conſtitu- 
tions; or of China and Sarſa in thoſe that are hot. In the mean 
while every fourth or fafch day, give a purge to cleanſe the Body of 
the crude Humors, which cannot be ſent forth by Sweat. ; 
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Enſjum Suppreſio, or the Ter ms ſtopped, is when a Woman of 
ripe Age hath little or no Evacuation of Blood by the 
Womb, once in a moneth; yer gives not ſuck, nor is with 
Child. Divecs Diſcaſes of the Womb may cauſe this Suppreſſion, 
viz, A cold and dry Diſtemper, which thickneth and bindeth che 
Womb, A hot and dry Diſtempet diy ech the patt: Inflammation, 
Tumor, Ulcer or Erofion of the mouths of the Veſſels in Abortion; 
or Tumor in the adjacent parts by compreſſion, may cauſe this Stop» 
page. The Veſſels of the Womb may be obſtructed by thick and 
phlegmetick Humors, or they may be compreſſed by a Tumor in the 
parts adjacent. The cauſe may be in the Blood, when it cffends in 
Quantity, Quality or Motion; in Quantity, when there is too much 
Blood, which doth fo dilate the Veſſels, that they cannot contact to 
expel it; too little, when the Body hath not enough for its Nouriſh» 
ment. It offendeth in Quality, when, the Blood is thick, ſlimy and 
viſcous, by ſome cold Diltemper of che Liver, or by the mixture of 
ſuch Humors with the Blood. It offgnds in Motion, when it flows 
ſome other way; 45 by the Hzmorrhoids, by urine, the Note, Vo- 
miting,and by Spitting, and many other wayes. Kiverius ſaith, that 
he ſaw a Maid which had a (ore Head, which opened once a moneth, 
and bled plentifully ; and I knew a Maid in the ſame Condition at the 
time of writing hereof. 

Extertal cauſes are, tiking Cold in the time of he Flux, eating 
things of a very hot Nature, by which the ſubſtance of the Liver is 
drycd, or Food that is cold, thick and aſtringent, eſpecially at che 
time of Purgation, cating too much or too little, by too long retain 
ing of Excrements ; by bleeding at the Noſe, or any unnatural Eva- 
cuation by Vomit, Scig2, urine or Sweat. To theſe add che external 
Cauſes mentioned in th: Chapter aforegoing, Of the Grecu-Sick- 
zeſſe. 

Tais Diſeaſe is known by the Patient's Relation, but it is convenie 

en 
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ent to diſtinguiſh berween this kind of Su ppte ſſion, and that which is 
common to Women with Child. They who have their Menſlrues 
thus ſtopped arc pale and more diſcoloured than thoſe who ate with 
Child. They who are in chis Condition, the longer it centinues, the 
more the Sympromes encreaſe; rhe century you thall find in Women 
wich Child. They ate likewiſe more {ad aud melancholy than thoſe 
who are with Child: In thole the lower Belly, though it lwel', yer 
it is not ſo hard nor properticnable ro the Womb. Ard Lftly, an 
expert Midwife may diſtinguiſh it by the mouth of rhe Womb; tos in 
theſc the mou th of the Womb is not ſo cloſe ſhut as in a Woman with 
Child, buc tather hard and painful. 

More particularly, the Stoppage of the Vellcls of the Womb are 
known by a pain in the Loins, eſpecially when the Terms ſhould flow; 
and if any thing iſſueth, ir will be wlüte, or blackiſh and flimy.* It 
the parts #djacent be obſtruRed, the Veins in the Thighs and Arms, 
by abundance of blood ate ſwollen ; eſpecially it tie Woman be flaſhy, 
plerhorick, and hath fed high, Or elſe che Woman nanceth blood 3 
Or the blood is corrupted, which you may perceive by che evil habit 
of the body, and ſome Diſeaſe of the Liver, It the blood hath a pre» 
polterous motion, or flow ſume other way, it is manitelt, 

The Stoppage of the Terms is very dangerous, and many (1 had al- 
moſt ſaid all) Diſeaſes may come thereof, 1: is leaſt dangerous, if ir 
come by reaſon of roo much blood. Ir is worſt, which comerh by 
ſtreighraels of the Veſſels, or crude and flimy Humours, Which ob- 
ſtruct chem, 

The Cure conſiſte th in this generally ; 1f 100 much blood be the 
caufe, abate the quantity by Phlebotomy, firſt in the Arm, then in 
the lower Veins» Then, by Fomentarions, ſaſten and relax the pares 
about the Womb, and give ſuch purges as do properly provoke the 
Terms, If you find thatwant of blood is the cauſe of the Obſtructi- 
on, uſe Reſtotatives in the firſt place, and whatever you find to be 
the cauſe of Extenuation, ler that be temoved; and it you find a pre- 
poſterous motion of the blood, labour to expel it, and drive it to he 
patſage of the Womb. Bur ſeeing rhat( for the moſt pare ) chis Ob- 

tuction is in the Veins of the Womb, you may follow the ſame 
Rule in cure, preſcribed in the Chap. Of the G-eenySickneſs, adding 
ſuch things which more eſpecially teſpect the Womb. Purge thus, 
Take of Alves, three drams ; the Miſs of Cochy Pills, one dram; wit's 
the Zuyce of Savin (or Syrup of Hur wort) make twenty Pills ; and give 
three in the morning every third diy: Emollient Clyſters ate like wi e 
of great uſe, After Phlebotomy, aud ſufficient purging, give ſuch 
things as powerfully open Obſtructions, ſuch as are preſcribed in the 
Cure of Obſttucti ons of the Liver and Spleen; to theſe add ——_

MI Fluxus Immodicus, is when the monthly Terms do exceed 
in quantity, come too often, or ſtay too long. This is cau- 
ſed by an opening of the Veins, eithet by Abundance, Heat, ſhatpneſs 
or thinneſs of the Blood, or by ſome Blow, Fall or Wound: to un- 
derſt ind the Cauſe more fully, have recourſe to the 19 and 30 Chap- 
ters, Of bleeding at the Noſe, and ſpitting of Blood ,This Diſeaſe it ſelf 
may be known by the Patient's information, and the ſympromes 
which follow, vi x. decay of Strengeh and Appetite, an ill habit of 
the Body, by reaſon of iil Digeſtion, ſwelling of the Legs and a leady 
coloured Complexion. To know the Cauſes, obſerve that a thin habit 
of the Body, wich a Diet which doth encteaſe thin and wheyilh blood, 
or you may perceive the thin & wheyiſh Humors in the blood, which 
cometh from the Patient:chis ſheweth that che blood ſoaketh through 
the Veins, If the Coats or Ends of the Veins be btoken, the Patient 
hath had ſome Wound, Bruiſe or Fall, or uſed ſome immoderate La- 
bour, Exerciſe or Venery ; hath endured too great Heat or Cold? or 
ſhe hath had a bargain in Child-birth, a Miſcartisge, or been hand- 


led by an unskilful Midwife, If theres be an Exulceration in the 
Womb 4 
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Womb, by which che Veins are eaten thorough, the blood droppeth 
by little and little, with pain and ſharpnets : the Patient's Body is 
afflicted with ſharp and cholerick Humors; the blood which iſſueth is 
at firſt marceriſh, wheyiſh, blackiſh or yellow: If it increaſe, che 
ends of the Veins come with the blood, and che Flux encreaicthy and 
is hard to be ſtopped, 

Prognoſticks are: All long and laſting Iſſues of blood are darge- 
tous, eſpecially thoſe of the womb? that which comes by ſoaking 
thorough rhe Veins, though it continueth longer, yet the blood and 
Spirits do not ſo much decay, therefore it is nut lo dangerous. On 
the contra ry, the breaking of the Veins cauſe more danger, becauſe 
of the ſudden iſſuing of blood, yet is ſooner cured, becauſe the Pati- 
ent hath ſttength and ſtore of blood. But of all the other, chat which 
comes from Exulceration is moſt dangerous, becauſe ſome part of the 
Veins is periſhed, which letteth out che blood in great abundance, 
and is very difficult to be cured, It ſhe grow weaker, and the Iflue 
mote violent, there is danger of death: in elderly Women it is hard 
to be cured. | 

Since the Cure muſt be performed in the ſame manner (almoſt) as 
is preſcribed in the 31 Chapter, Of the Immoderate Flux of the Hæ- 
noi rhoids, I ſhall ay the leſs, Firſt open a Vein in the Arm, and ler 
her bleed much by degrees, Uſe Frictions and Ligatures, and faſten 
Cupping-Glaſſes to her dugs, as Hipocrates adviſeth: Purge with 
the ſame medicines preſcribed in the Chapter aforegoing. Allo Vo- 

mirs ate good, for they draw the blood upwards; and Hypocrates 
treating ot Womens Dilcaſes, doth much commend them. Then 
make uſe of this Powder, much commended by Johannes Michael Paf- 
chalius, and is thus prepared: Take the ſhells of two new laid Eggs 
burnt; Frankincenſe, Maſtichof each half an ounce: Pearls and red Coral 
prepared, and Amber, of each two drams: Hæ natitis and Emerald of cach 
half a ſcruple : Barley - meal fine ſiſted, two pugils : the whites of four 
Eggs, and ch:lybated watir, enough to make the powder into iwo Cakes : 
bake them is an Oven ſo bard, that they may be beaten to powder e give 
of this powder half a dram, or a dram in the morning in Broth made of 
Sheeps-feet, or Calve:=feet, The Juyce of Plantane, Yarrow, Nettles, 
Shepherds- Parſe, Knor=graſs, Com phry and Hoxſe-talc, is very goed, 
or a Syrup made of all or either of them is much, and upon good 
grounds commended, Milk, in which red hot Steel hath been quench- 
ed, allayech che ſharpneſs of the Humors, and ſtayeth the Flux. 
Spicknard in fine powder inwardly taken, or applyed to the womb upon 
a little Lint, hath been much approved of. Mineral waters, which 
receive their TinQure from Vitriol, lron or Allum, do remove the 
Cauſe. and ſtreugthen the part, The Chymiſts do much 8

the Tin ure of Coral ind vitriolated Steel. Before you go farcher, 
take this necefſary Caution, that you do not altogether give ſtrong 
aſtringents, but ſometimes Medicines which ſtrengthen the Liver, 
and ſomewhat bind. Outwardly foment upon her Loins, ſhare, and 
about the Privitics, with a fomentation made of the aſotegoing Herbs, 
Then anoint the parts aforeſaid with the Oyl of Myrtles, Maſtick 
and Quiaces; or make an Oynement more aſtringent, adding Fran- 
kincenie, Dragon's Blood, ſealed Earth, Bolearmenick, and the like, 
tinguentum Com-tiſſe is very powerſul in this Diemper ; Afterwards 
apply a Plaiſter to the Navel and Loins, Emplaſtrum ad Hernian, 
Hyſicricum, or Emplaſtrum de Me ſtich, eitker of theſe, or all three 
ere very effectual. Likewiſ: dry Fumes, Peſſarits and InjeRions for 
the womb may be prepared of the aforenamed Herbs, and othet 
aſtringent S mples. When the is cured, you muſt endeavour to pre- 
vent the Diſeaſe for the future, by the Rules preſcribed in the 5x 
Chapter, Of th: Immoderate Flux of the Hcmorrhaids. l

His Diſeaſe is called the Flux cf the Womb, the Womans Flur, 
and the Whites; and it is an Excrementi tious Humor flow ing 
from the womb ; ſometimes white, and ſometimes watery, ſometimes 
mixed with yellow, green or black, according to the nature ot the 
| Humor, Women are ſubject principaliy to this Diſtemper, and 
ſometimes Maids, though ſome have affitmed the contrary, and con- 
demned them as vnchaſt , yer 3ccording to the Opinion of the wileſt 
hylitians, che pureſt Virgins may have this Infirmity, and rheir 
opinion is confirmed daily by Experience, Theſe Humors are bred 
in the whole Body, or in ſome particular part. or in the womb it ſelf. 
They are bred in the whole Bady, either by ill Diet, ot a vitious ha- 
bitual Diſtemper. The particular parts may be in the Brain,Stomach, 
Liver or S»lcen : Theſe Humors may be bred in the womb, by a cold 
or hot Diſtemper t hetein; the cold maketh it unable to digeſt its 
Nuriſhment, and the hot Diſtemper corruptech it; hence cometh 
this Excrementitions Humor. Child bearing, Abortion, Contuſion, 
Inflammation, lmpoſthame, or Ulcer in the womb may weaken the 
parc, and diſpoſe it to breed and receive ſuch Humors, 
This Diſeaſe is known by the relation of the patient; from what 
part it cometh, is thus known : If the whole Body ſend this Humor 


to the womb, thc whole Body appearcth in an evil ſtate, is wer

and heavy, as if the Patient were weary with hard labonr, and by this 
Flux her body is at preſent refreſhed ; the Hands and Feet are puffed 
up wich greac itching and ſtinging, if che humour be cholerick. If 
it come from ſome peculiar part, the Symptoms and Excrements pro- 
per to that part appear, It it come only trom the womb, lomerhing 
bach happened, which hurt the womb, as a Fall or Blow upon the 
Back or Belly, immoderate carnal Embracement, eſpecially if che 


woman be young, or any Diſcaſe of the womb» Signs that diſtin- 


guiſh between this Diſcaſc and an Ulcer in the womb or Gonorrhza, 
are theſe ; If there be an Ulcer in the womb, that which floweth is 
more digeſted, martery, mixed with blood and ſtringy, and cometh 
with pain ; and the woman admirs not of Copulation without paing 
In iheGonorrhza, the Matter comes in a mall quantity, and ſeldom, 
and is of a ſhining whiteneſs, But if it be a Gonorrhzs, which is 
gotten by acting with an unclean perſon, then is the Womb ulcerared, 
the Urine ſhatp, and many other malignant Symptoms. 

This Diſeaſe is not dangerous, but it is hard to be cured ; for it is 
hard to divert the humours from this Channel, it being the Sink of 
the Body, through which the ſuperfluous humours of a healthy body 
are every moneth evacuated, That which is blewiſh, green, black 
and ſtinking, is worſe than that which is pale, white, and doth not 
ſtink, This Diſeaſe is ſeldom cured in old Women, becuuſe they 
abound in phlegm. Laſtly, by its continuance it may breed great 
Evils, as Barrenneſs, Falling out of the womb, evil habit in the whole 
body, and Conſumption. 

To Cure the Humour offended, ic muſt be purged with convenient 
Medicines ; and becauſe phlegm for the moſt part is the humour pec- 
cant, purge with ſuch Medicines as principally purge phlegm, with 
which mix ſuch as purge the humour mixed. Vomits ( if the pati- 
ent be ſtrong )) are good, becauſe they empty the Stomach of excree 
mentitious humours, and do powerſully revel the humours from the 
womb, After ſufficient Evacuations, let the Patient take ſweating 
Decoctions made of Lignum Vite and Sa xafras, if the patient be phleg- 
matick: of Ching and Sa, if he be cholerick or melancholy. Alſo 
Sweat procured by ſulphurous Baths, is kind. Milk wherein ſteel 
hath been quenched is very good, and it will be more powerful if a 
litle Boleatmenick, Sanguis Draconis» and Terra Figillata be given 
with ic. Among a multiplicity of Medicines which are aſtringent and 
proper for this Diſesſe, l ſhall inſerc but one ot two. Zecheus doth high» 
ly commend this follow ing Electuary : Take of Gum Arabick,andGunt 
Traganth, of c:ch two dyams : Coral of both ſorts, Egg+=ſhells burat, 
Hart. hoyn, Dill. ſceds, Amber, of cath four ſcruples : Honey of Reſes,as 
much as Will make it into an Elefina) : give half an ounce in the 
moriing 
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Morning, aud faſt two hours after it. This Julep I have found of 
great virtue : Tike of the diſtilled water of Plantane, red Roſes, Oak 


leaves, and K10t-graſs, of each four ounces, infuſe ther eiu a whole Night, 


of the Flowers of Compiny, Buglrſs, and ea Koſes, of tach one pugil, ſtrain 
them ut, and make it ſharp with Oy! of Vitrio!;, with the Syrup of Come 
phy and red Roſes, make a Julep ſor ſour or five Mornings Draughts. 
Whucver part ſenderh phlegmatick Matter to the Womb, you muſt 
leck its Cure from its proper Chaptet. To conclude, the Medicines 
preſcribed in the former Chapter are good in this Diſtemper : 
Oucward Remedies, as Fomentations, unguents, Fumes, Peſſatics 
and Injections, ſuch as arc preſcribed in the Chapter aforeſaid, are 
uſeful here,

is Diſeaſe is Called the Hyſterical Paſſion, utri Styangulatio, 

by the Greeks, TIy1Z dee we call it the Mother and Strang» 
ling of the Womb. It i cauted by the Sced, menſtrual Blood, or o- 
ther excrementitious Humors retained belides the intent of nature in 
the Womb, and there putretied and cortupted breedeth venemous 
and malignant Vapours, which atiſing, doth afflict divers parts of che 
Body. Now theſe Vapours do not alwayes a fflict, but when they ate 
ſtirred up by ſome Cauſes ; (the moſt noted are, {weer odours, {weet 
meats eaten, anger, terror, aud grievous paſhons of the mind): theſe 
and ſuch lice bring Women ſubject to ckis Iufirmity into their Fits, 
wherein cheit breathing iv impaired, ſom etimes ( to appearance ) abo- 
liched, the, body becomes cald, rheir Speech gone, and pulſe intet- 
cepred, ſo that they lie for dead, and ſometimes have been laid out for 
burial, and yet have revived, Sometimes theſe Choaking Fits ate not 
ſo extteam, yet it is accompanied with other hyſterical Symptoms; 


as Vomicings, Ravings, Cony lhons, Swoonings, and the like. Some» * 


times the Patient feclech her uſclf, as it wete, choaked by an halter or 
rope; this is cauſed by abundance of Vapours and Winds aſcending 
from the Womb (ſometimes ſeconded by hypocondriack Melancholly) 
which V zpours compreſſing che Disphragma and Lungs, hinder Re- 
ſpirztion, and the patient feeleth her ſelf as it were ſtrangled. Other: 
will have it procced from the nature of the melignant Vapoursz 
whoſe property is to Cauſe Suffocation, Sometimes ſhe loſeth her 
Breath without pain or ſence of Strangling, by reaſon of the ſtupes 


faRive poiver of cheſe Vapours which taketh away the vital _ 
tom 
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from the Heatt, and ſo hindreth Reſpiration 3 Fot Nature having or- 
dained the drawing of breath to cool the hearty, ani che heart is ex- 
tteamly cooled by cheſe yenemous Vapours, having no need of tlie 
cold Air, breaching ceaſcth 2 for the vital Spirits being deſtroy cd, the 


Animal, which are made of chem maſt needs loſe their function; We 


may alſo ſay, that cheſe venemous and Rupifying Vapours do fly and 
aflault the Brain, and hinder the Influx of the animal Spirirs,whiere- 
by the motion of the Diaphragma and che Muſcles whick ſerve for 
Reſpiration are hindered, Likewiſe the Womb being filled with tlieſe 
flatuous Vapours, doth aſcend towards the upper-parts,as it were, by 
a convulſive Motion, which cauſeth a Compreſſion of the Midriff and 
Muſcles of Reſpiration, Sometimes theſe tharp and Malignant Va- 
pours aſcend to the Head, and diſperſe themſelves into the membra- 
nous parts, and cauſe divers pains, pricking and [marting, and ſomes 
times ſtretching and ſwelling 3 ſomet imes they cauſe pains beating 
like the pulſe. Sometimes the Falling-Sickneſs cometh from the 
Womb, by rexſon of ſharp and malignant Vapouts, which having 
totten a powerful Acrimony , do ſharply ſmite the neryous patts, 
Theſe Vapours aſſaulting the Heart, the Heart laboureth to expel 
them 3 hence ariſeth Palpication 2 Likewiſe it cauſetk a great Pulla- 
tion in the Back. The Stomach doth oftentimes (ſuffer much by this 
Diſtemper according to the nature of the humours afflicting, or parts 
of the Stomach ir gets poſſeſſion of; as want of Apperite, or a depta- 
ved Appetite, chat is, defiting Food which Nature diſdains, as Coals, 
Chalk, &c. Loathing of Meat, Vomiting, Belching, Hiccough, and 
pain in the Stomach, If in the Womb menſtrual Blood is rerained, 
it Howech back by the Veins into the Liver, from thence ſhed abroa 
into the whole Bodyzhenee commeth ſwelling, Fea vers, and other Di- 


ſeaſes. If ir flows back to the Spleen, Swelling, Stopping, Mclan= 


choly and hypochondrical Diſcaſes are bred. Laſtly, Women habe 
pains in their Loins, Thighs, and other parts, which are cauſed by 
theſe Vapouts conveyed from the Womb. Therefore, to know this 
{rom other pains, mark well che figns of this Diſeaſe, _ 

Much may be gathered from what hath already been ſaid, remems 
bring this, you muſt not expect all the Symptoms in one, but ſome 
in one, and ſome in another ; the Breathing faileth, ſenſe of Strang - 
ling, coldneſs of the Body, the Pulſe ceaſeth, and che like, which 
I have mentioned before. There goeth before the Fir a Noiſe in 
the Belly below che Navil, Belching, inclination to Vomit, Weati- 
neſs, Strengthaing, the Face pale and wan, As it githers ſtrength, ic 
bringeth Sutfacation dr Choaking $ afterwards the vital and animal

T1y be felt in divers parts of the lower Belly gathered round ee

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Ball, toſſing and rumbling to and fro. When the Fir begins to be over, 
a mo;ſt Rumor flowerht out of the Womb, the body beg inneth to be 
warm, they have a colcut in their face, they open their eyes, they ſigh, 
they begia to move, and fo by degrees arc freed from the Fit. 
| Vea of che Cauſes ite chus known; If the Seed corrupting in the 
Womb hach been the Cauſe, there hath preceded thoſe things which 
might gather together or encreaſe Seed, and corrupt it in the Womb; 
as Firtirl age, high-kreping, and am idle life, Sanguine Com- 
plexion, and ripe for Generation; or one formerly accuſtcmed to the 
Actions of Generation, and left it of: if any ſuch fall into this Di- 
ſcale, and have their monethly purgation well, you may judge chat 
Corruption of Seed is the Cauſe, If ir come from Te putrifaction 
of menſtruous blood, the Meoſtrues are Ropped, cr come not down 
well, and the Woman wanterh no carnal Embracements. If evil hu= 
mours be the Cauſe, the Woman enjoyeth carnal Exerciſe and hath 
her monetkly purgation, but her body is full of cvil humors, 
Prognofticks we make thus: This Dileaſe is [cldom* mortal, but 
of lodg continuance ; the Patient is in great danger, it it continue 
long, becauſe Reſpiration be ing ſo often hurt, thete is danger that the 
native heat be ſuffocured. Young Women when they come to bear 
Children for the moſt part they are cuted; old women ate ſeldom ot 
never cured, To women with Child it is very dangerous, and threat- 
neth miſcarriage : To Women lying in, as dangerous by reaſon of 
their weakneſs, It is good for a Woman to ſneeze in the Fits, for it 
fign fie ch ſttength of the Btain, and it diſpetſeth the Vapours from 
the Brain. 

I ſhall lay down a few Rules: Firſt,to give preſent eaſe in the Firs 
Secondly, to give perfect Cure. Firſt, lay her down in ſuch a poſture, 
that her Neck and Stioulders may lie high, her Thighs and Privities 
low, ſhooting downwards, that fo the Womb may be the bettet te- 
duced. Let her lower parts be rubbed, and bound lo hard as to cauſe 
pain And if her Fit be invererate, apply Cupping-Glaſſes to her 
Hips and Share : If ſhe-fwoon,tub the botrems of her ſeet with Vine» 
by and Salt, and cvurſe Clothes, Hollow in her Ears, and bend 

er Fingers, and if need require, apply Epiſpaſtick Cataplaſms to 
her feet. Pur ſtrong and ſtinking things under her Noſe, as Leather ard 
Feathers burnt, Brimftone fired, Aﬀatzt1da,Czſtoreumy& the like, Bur 
take this caution, catefully to diſt inguiſii berween this Diſeaſe and the

Tachamahacca,\f you find the ſick troubled with plenty of Wicd an 

Vapours, bathe and ſoment che belly with Fomentations made of 
emollieur, carminative and dilcuſhng herbs and ſeeds, If the Sick 
be a married Woman, let her have carnal Conjanction with her Huss 
band as ſoon as ever the Fir is over, It chat cannot be had, that is, if 
ſhe be a Maid or Widow, ler a Midwife rickle the Neck of che womb 
with her tinger, ano.nced with the Oyl of Musk, Cloves, or the Ike, 
that ſo the otfenive Sperm may be avoided, You may in the Fit, 
give Pills made of Aſſifætida, Caſtor; Fæcula Brionie, Myrch, and 
the like 3 and if the fit be violent, give Pillulz Fætidæ. Oyl et 
Ambet g ven three or four drops in ſome convenient Waters are very 
good.

For the Cute, you muſt confider whether the Woman be . with 
Child or not, and be carcful how you adminiſter ſtinking Medicines 
for fear of Abortion, but rather ourward medicines than in- 
ward, Whatever pac roof the body ſuffer by this Diſcaſe, either Braing 
Heart, liver, &c. take care to free and (ſtrengthen the part, ſeek the 
means in their proper Chapters. The Patient muſt once in a month be 
purged with ſuch medicines as principally regard the humor offend- 
ing, adding thereto things that are hyſtetical. If the body be full of 
blood, open a Vein, ot bleed the Hemorrhoies, if Nature requireth its 
After general Evacuation make uſe of ſwearing Decoctions, or let the 
Patiznc frequent ſulphurous Baths. Theſe Pills ate much commended : 
Take of the Troches of Agarick, one dram and an half; Hiera of collo- 
quin'ida, one dram ; the Steds of Carrotss a1d Agnus Caſtus, of rat 
ore ſcruple ; Myrch, Ca{tcr:1um and Diagridiums of each half a ſcruple 3

CHAP. LXXVI. 
Of the Inflammation, ulcer, and bard ſwelling of the womb, 


His Diſeaſe is a ſwelling of the Womb, which is cauſed by blood 
mixed with Choler, or other humors flowing to the parc, vce 
hement Exerciſe, er immoderate Copulation ; ſome blow or fall upon 
the part: Mears that ate ſharp and ſtetting, or ſuch things as natural» 
ly offend the part, as Cantharides or Pcfarics that are of a ſharp na- 
ture, Abortion, hard labour in Child bed, cr a violent handling by | 
an unskilful Midwife. | 
The figns of this diſeaſe are Swelling, heat and pain about the 
Region of the Womb, the body feaverith, If che inflimmation be in 
the Neck of the Womb, the pain is felt towards the Groin ; If in the 
former fide, the Bladder ſuffercth : if in the hinder fide, the ſtrait 
Gut will be ſenſible thereof, and the pain is violently felt about the 
Loyns, If either fide of the Womb be inflimed, the Thigh and 
Groinon the ſame fide will be heavy and pained. If you conſidet 
the Conſtitution and preſent Temper of the Patient, you may cably 
gueſs what Humour offends. If it be purely blood, the Symptoms 
arc more mild; if Cholet be mixed it is more vehement; if Phlegm 
cx Melancholy, the Diſtemper js more fixed and laſting, but the 
pain is not ſo vehement. IF che Inflammation impoſthumare, 5 
gichet 
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gather Matter, the pain and Feaver encrcaſeth, and the Patient 
hath ſhaking Firs, and moſt of all about che Evening. Some- 
times it turns to an Ulcer, which is known by avoiding of Inotty- 
Matter or Quitter out of the Womb. If it be patty coloured, green 
iſh or lead coloured , ſtinking, and cemeth away with great pain» 
it is the worſe, If it depend upon the French Pox, or Gonorrhz2, 
their Symptoms will declare the ſame : Sometimes the laflamma- 
tion turns not to an Impoſthume not Ulcer, but to a painlels 
hard ſwelling , called a Schir rt us, which is thus known; the Fea» 
yer and Nin celch, and the Swelling remaineth : there is hard- 
neſs, heavineſs, and ſenſe of Weight, bearing down when the weman 
ſtandeth. 5 7 

As to the Prognoſtick, I ſhall ſay a word or two to either of them: 
An Inflammarion of the Womb is a dangerous and deadly Symprome, 
eſpecially if the whole Womb be inflamed, If a Woman with 
Child ſutfer Inflammation of che Womb, the Child dieth, and pro» 
bably the Mother followeth. Ravings, Hiccoughs, Coldneſs of the 
Hands and Feet, and cold Sweats, ate rac Meferigers of Death, If 
it impoſthumate, and turn to an Ulcer, it ought not to be (lighted, . 
becauſe the Womb is of exquiſite ſenſe , and hath a fellow- feeling 
with the paincipal parts of the Body, It theulcer turns canetous, 
hollow, or fit u lous, it is ſeldom or never cured, hut vexeth the Pa- 
tient miſerably all her life-time, An ulcer in the neck of the 
Womb is moſt eaſily cured, becauſe Medicines may be applied to 
them immediarely, A Scirrbus, or inſenſible hard Swelling is ſeldom 
cured, becauſe the narural hear is ſo weak in that part, that it can 
hardly diſcuſs ſuch an hard and almoſt ſtony-Subſtance: If it be not 
cured,ir ſoon brings a Dropſie; and if it be tampered with with over- 
and moiſt Medicines, it turns to a Cancer. | 

The Cure you muſt proſecute thus: Firſt, in the Inflammation of 
the Womb giye a ccoling Clyſter, then open the Baſilick Vein on 
the ſame fide the Womb is inflamed ; if all the Womb be inflamed, 
repeat your Phlebotomy, afterwards open the lower Veins, Rubs 
bings and Bindings are good, and Cupping Glafles taſtened to the 
Loins and Back. Purge the Humour offending with ſuch things as 
purge gently : Then give cooling Jaleps or Emulſions to allay the 
heat and ſharpneſs of the Humours ; mix therewith Narcoticks to 
give eaſe and reſt ; if the Patient be tited out, apply cooling Li- 
niments and Caraplaſms : In Liniments, uſe the Oyl and Oyntment 
of Roſes, Galen's cooling Oyntment, Ceratum Santalinum, and 
loch like; and with the Oyl of Roſes, white Bread and Milk, make 
Carzplaſms, adding the Juyce of Henbane, Night-ſhade , Plan- 


tane and Sorrel ; and inſtead of the white Bread, the Meal of Barley, 
O 3 Flax 
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Flax and Fenugteek-Seed ; Of ſuch cool Herbs make InjeRions and 
Peſſaries. Bur uſe not cooling and repelling too long, left the Tu- 
mot be fixed and hardned ; but rather uſe ſoftning and di cuſſing 
Medicines with repelling, luch as theſe, viz, Marth and common 
Mallows, Mugwort, Melilot, Camomil, Fenugreck, It the Patient 
be ſubject to be coſtive, give gentle purgers, or mollifying and cool- 


_ ing Clyſters. If the pain be very violent, make Injections with new 


milk, and a little Opium: and make Peſſaries of Philonium Ro- 
manum, and a little Cotton, and apply it. It it tends to Suppu tation, 
apply a Cataplaſm made of the atoren»+med ſoftning Herbs, fat Figs, 
y<!k" of Eggs, Saffron, Oyl of Lillics and freſh Burter. When it is 
broken, we muſt endeayour to purge out the Quurer, and cleanſe the 
Vicer, You muſt often purge with gentle mc uicines3as Senra, Rhu- 
barb, Tamarinds, Mirabolins,Agarick, Catholicon, and ſuch like, that 
the evil Humours may be delivered from the Womb; for ſuch who 
are eahe to Vomir, a gentle Vomit is very proficable. Make a vul- 
nerary Drink to cleanle and heal the Vcer s Take of Agrimony,Burnet, 
Mu: wort, Rot- Graſs, Plantane and Yarrow, of each one haf: 
Cbira» root h. I an ounce, Rha- Pouticum one 04:ce, Curranie and F.ench 
2rley, of each two ounces ; boyl them in Chickea=Broth, and It the Pati- 
ent take ſome what more than a quer of a Pint Mornivg ani Evening. 
Venice-Turpentine wiſhed in Mugwort- water, or in the Water of 
any other Herb teſpecting che VIcer, is good to cleanſe ava heal it, 
If thc hu mots be ſharp and painful, inject th: Emulfion of the cold 
Seeds, Goats- milk, or (for want ther2ot } Cows-milk, with the juyce 
of Shepherds purſe, or any of the herbs atorenamed, To dry and fill 
up the Vicer, make a Decoctioa of the aforenamed herbs, or of the 
like nature, made in Water wherein ſteel hath been quenched, or in 
Plantane-water: add thereto Acacia, Hypociſtis, Sanguis Draconis, 
B»learmonick,fine Starch, Ariftolechia retunda, great Comphry, &c. 
Vnguentum Egyptiacum, de Plumbo, de Ceruſo, and de Apio, are 
very good in InjeRicns ; and the Oyl of the yelks of Eggs ſtirred in a 
les den Mortar is much mord commended, If the V cer in the Womb 
come by reaſon of the French Pox, a Fumigation made of Cinnabaris 
or Minium, taken into the Cavity of the Womb, hath a peculiar pro- 
perty to cleanſe and heal the Vlcet; the ſame yertue hath Quick-ſil- 
yer Oyntments. 
| If it come to a Scitthous Tumor; you muſt purge the melancho- 
ly and rebellious humors, and give ſteeled and ſuch Medicines, which 
powerfully open ObftruRions of the Womb or other parts. Theo you 
muſt prepare emollient and reſolving Medicaments to be applied out- 
wardly ; as che Fomentation, and Cataplalm mentioned in the 56 
Chap. Of the Schirrbus of the Liver, Likewiſe the Linimenc os ue

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fcribed, may ſerve here for an injection. To conclude,you muſt uſe 2 
great deal of care, diligence and induſtry in this Cure, leſt that the

Somt add a third anſwering: to 
Leucophlegmatia, which is ſeldom ſeen, This: Wind or W ates is con- 
rained in the Cavity of the Womb, or in the Membranes thereotzopin 
certain Bladders, It is cauſed by the weaknels of natutal heat, in the 
Liver or Spleen, from which parts, Wind,Phlegm,or wheyiſh humors 
are ſent to tlie Womb ot by the weakneſs of the Womb, thoſe. hu« 
mours are calle&ed. : Cauſes which weaken rhe parural hear of the 
womb arc many, vi x. cold air heedlefly taken into the womb, or ſtay- 
iog in the cold ot padling in cold water whilt-the- Courfes flow, che 
uſc of cold mcats and drinks ; addto theſe, abortion, hard labour, 

immoderate flux of the Terms ; all diſeaſes propex to the Wõmb. 
This Diſea ſe is beſt diſcoveted by ſigu which diſtinguiſh deswetn 
this and the univerfal Bropfic of che Belly. The W oply 
cauſech à ſwelling, chicky in the lover Belly; in the other hey 
the ſwelling is in all parts: in this dh Hoe decays not, not ters 
is not ſuch a Thirſt aad Drine(s of che Tongue as in the uer ; and 
Wind and Water ſometimes but ſteth put at che mouth of the omh. 
Secondly, to diſtinguiſh berween the ſotts of theſe Dtopſies, eaanſder, 
if Wind be the Cauſe, the lower patt of che Belly being ſtruek, gin th 
Sound, thence is pricking pain in the Belly, which teac liech 40 
the Diaphragma : the Womb tiſe ch like à Globe towards the Sto 
mich, Wind burſteth out of its Necks and the Patient is ſubje@-10 
belching, ind when ſhe breaketh Winds ſhe findech ſome eaſe: If a 
watty wheyiſh humor be che Ciuſe, the part appeateth ſoſt agd flag- 
ey, with 3 noiſe of Water, and greac heavineſs. If ſtom Bhlegry, it 
will be more ſoft ; and the parts adjacent, as well as the wombyhaye-a 
phlegmatick Swelling.

now whether the Wind or wazry Humour be in the Cavity of the 
Womb, or in little Bladd ets; take theſe two Rules, chat if it be in 
the Cavity of the vomb; it makerh a greater Swellingy and more water 
flows our at the Neck of the Womb. Secondly, if little Bladders of 
Water come'forth, it is an-evicent fign that the Water or Wind is 
pot contained in the Cavity of the Womb. Fifthly, this Womb- 
Drophe is exfily diſtinguiſhed from the Tumors of the Womb cauſed 
of Blood or Choler, becauſe there is no Feaver, not pain in the touch- 
ing of it : it differeth likewiſe from a Schitrous Tumor, for it it not 
ſo hard as not to yield ro the finger. Sixthly, it is very convenient 
to diſtinguiſh between this Diſeaſe and a womar's being with Child:

Sometimes this diſeaſe comeih hot to the height, bur proverh an 
inflation 3-4f it continueth, if che humour be void of purrifaRtion, 
though ir oontinueth long, yer it is curable ; nay, ſometimes itfloys 
eth out of its own accord, If wind or water be in the cavity, it is 
xvicyated with more caſe, than if it be ſhut up in Bladders.

and Juniper ; the Flowers of Camomil, Melilot, and Roſemary, If 
it be a windy Dropfic, a «ry Fomentation will be much better. Al- 
tetwards anoint with the Oyl of Nard, Rue, Worm- wood, Dill, and 
Southern-wood. Give frequent Cliſters, and InjeRions to evacuare 
the humor contained in the womb: then make Peflaries of Colo- 
quintida, Elaterium, Mechoacan, and ſuch like, with Honey, and 
apply it.

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CHAP. LXXVIII. 
Of the Falling down of the Womb. 


Ometimes the Womb loſeth its natural Scituation, and falleth 
O don to the water-gate, ſometimes out to the very Thigh. All 
things that may cauſe a Rupture or Relaxation of the Ligaments of 
the womb, may be a cauſe of this grief, as a Blow, Fall, dancing, 
leaping, l ting, carrying, violent ſneezing, or coughing, Ceſpec ially 
in Child- bed, or being big with Child) Tenaſmus, hard Travel, a 
violent drawing the Child out of the womb, or of the after-birth, os 
the expulſive Faculty of the womb, being violently proyoked to expel 
a dead Child,after-birth, or the Mole, and many ſuch like Accidents 
may be the Cauſe ot the breaking of the Ligaments, and falling out 
of the womb, A Relaxation of the Ligaments may be cauſed by a 
long Dcfluxion, by Crudicies, the Whites: external Cauſes may be 
prevalent, as bathing in cold water; the Southern or moiſt Air be- 
ing received into the wemby ſoon afcer a lying in, Meat of a cold and 
moiſt Nature: to conclude, all meats, drinks, and actions, which 
will breed Flegm, or cauſe its Deflux into the womb, 
This Diſeaſe necds no Signs to diſcover it by, it being apparent rd 
the Senſe : The Cauſes may be thus diſtinguiſhed, If ir come by 
Looſneſs of rhe Ligaments, it comerh by little and little, the pain is 
eſs, Cauſes, meyſtening the womb have preceded. If it come by 
Rupture, there is a violent pain; ſometimes blood ſtarrerh 2 
u 
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ſuch cauſes, which have been able to break the Ligaments, have pre- 
ceded. 
If the womb fall down by a Rupture of the ligaments, ir is incute- 
able. That which comes by a Relaxation of the ligaments is not very 
dangerous, but ttoubleſome to the Patient, it hindets her walking, 
conception, and monethly Purgation. In young Women it is eaſiet 
teſtored to its place, than in elderly. The womb coming not far out, 
and if taken in time, the Cure is far more eaſie than if the contrary 
happen, Sometimes grievous and violent pains do attend it, and thres- 
ten Death. S metimes the Air corrupteth the womb, and it becomes 
gangrenated, ſo that there is a Neceſſity that ir be cur off. 

You muſt begin the Cure with ſuch Medicincs that may diſcharge 
the Guts and Bladder of their Exctements, that they may not hinder 
the Reduction of the womb. Then let her lye upon her Back with 
her Thighs wide aſunder, and draw up her Knees, and let her with 
her own hands, or by the help of a Midwife thruſt the womb inwards, 
or (that you may drive it in farther and hurt leſs ) make a Peſſaty of | 
linnen cloaths, and with it thruſt ap che woub ; firſt anoint ic with 
the Oyl of Lillies, and if it be ſwelled, uſe a Fomentation of Ale 
ther, common Mallows, Fenugreek, and the like, Before you repoſe 
the womb to its place, anoint it with the Muſilage of Comphry | 
Roots, or lufuſion of Gum Tragacanth, ot any chiog that is of a | 
glewing Nacure, When it is up, let the woman lyc.yith one Thigh

over the other, and put up toward the Neck of the womb, a little 
wooll wetted in red Wine or Roſe- water, wherein Acatia and Hyps= 
ciſtis hach been diſſolved, Rodericu; a Caſtro adviſeth rhe Phyfician 
to come with a red hut Iron, and to make as if he would thruſt it in- 
to the womb, Aveo, and Zacutus Luſitanur, after the uſe of all 
means and devices, by this Sttatagem reduced the womb? that is, ha- 
ving laid her down as before ſaid, and one held down her Thighs, and 
another her Breaſt, then put her into a great fright, by ſetting Mice 
or Frogs to ran up her Legs and Thighs ; by this fright the womb 
hith been reduced into irs proper place, for by this mean, Nature 
contracteth her (elf for fear, and &aweth the womb with her; Then 
liy a plaiſtzr againſt Ruptutres, on the Region of che womb and 
Groins : and have a care that you keep the Body that it be not co- 
ſtive nor too ſoluble. To conclude, all the Medicines exrernal and 
internil preſcribed againſt rhe immoderare flowing of the Menſttue: 
arc here good: but beware you uſe them nat when the Courſes ſhou!'d 
flow ; and, let by the frequent uſe of ſuch medicines, they ſhould 
be hindred, your Patient being young, and having her Courſes 
monethly, be ſparing in the uſe of them; but rather let her wear a

Of Baryeaueſs, 


Arrenneſs orSterility is an imporercy of Conception; the princi- 
pal cauſes thereof are four; Firſt, When the Woman doth not 
conveniently receive the Man's Sperm into her womb z and. this haps 
peneth by divers cauſes, viz. if the woman be coo young, and the 
Neck of the womb too ſtrait for the man's Yard ; the ſame hap» 
pens to elder.y Virgins, becauſe net exerciſed in actions tending to 
Generation, their gevital parts become flaggy, withered, and ſa 
ſtreight that they cannot eaſily admit of the man's Yzrd ; ſome are 
lame and crooked that they cannot lye in a fic poſture ; ſome have & 
cold Diſtemper in the Womb, that they ate dull and have no delight 
in the act: or Others are very tat, which cauſech a Streightneſs in the 
paſſage ; or their Bellies being big hinder theit due conjurRion with 
the man. Want of love between a man and his wife is a great cauſe, 
4 in the womb ot the adjacent parts hindert the Reception of 
the Seed, 
The ſecond Cauſe of Barrenneſs is when the woman doth not re4 
tain the Seed of the man in her wo nb, for ſometimes the womb is 
moiſt and ſl ppery, and full of Excrementitious Humours, by h cli 
means the Sperm doth eaſily ſlide back again; and the Orifice of the 
womb is ſo looſe and flaggy, chat it cannot contract it (elf to hold chte 
Seed : cx it may be ſo (lack, ckat it cannot contract ro do its Office 
and the fl:ckneſs may be occaſioned by a breaking of the Fibres of; 
the womb one from another in bard Labour, or Abortien: To ſay; 
all, the Whites or any moiſt Diſte mper of the womb may be the 
cauſe of Bartenneis. 

Thirdly, want of ſuficient Nuuriſhment of the womb to cheriſh 
the Seed may be the cauſe of Battenneſs; and this comes to paſs b 
any Diſtemper of the womb that doth corrapr the Seed: a cold Di- 

emper extinguiſheth; a hot Diſtemp-re diſſipateth the Spirirs in 
the Seed: a moiſt Diſtemper hindreth the Seeds coming to its due 
Thickneſs ; and a dry D1iiemper conſumes and drinks up the moy= 
ture of the Seed. Some ſay, Witchcraft and Charmes may be the 
cauſe: certain Mests and Poy ſons, many things are antipatherical - 
to Fæcundity, as Vinegar, Mints, Water-Creſſes, Beans, and ſuch: 
like: Jer, Glow-worms, Saphires, Smarzgds, the Matrix of a Goat 
ar Mule, malignant Diſeaſes may corrupt Seed and hinder Concep- 
Th as Rinking Ulcers, the French» Pox, Leprous InfeRions, and the 
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The fourth thing that hinders Conception is when the woman 
wants fit materials for the formation of the Embrio, and to augment 
the ſame;and this chieflly dependeth upon want ot ſeed and menſtruous 
blood; and this defect happeneth to thoſe that are too young or too 
old, che determined and approved age is from 14 to Fo, Like wile the 
materials may be ill diſpoſed through evil diet, which cannot breed 
blood or good Seed: Diſeaſes weakening Nature may cauſe the ſame, 
Add to all theſe Cauſes a diſptoportion or unſuitableneſs between 
the man's Sperm and the woman's, that is, when tht man and the 
woman are of one Complexion, by which means the ſecd of either 
of chem partake of the ſame exceſs; that is, that they are either too 
hot or too cold: hence it cometh to paſs, that the ſame Woman 
who could neycr have a Child by her Husband, after his Death hath 
Children by another man, anda man by another woman. - Some- 
times a man and woman live ten year or more together, and have 
no Children, and afterwards the woman concciverh and bringeth 
forth, and this cometh to paſs by the change of Temperature cauſed 
by years, | 

T ſhould now lay down the Signes of all theſe ciuſes, but moſt of 
them ate evident to the Senſes; and the reſt, he who cannot dilcoyer, 
hath not a Head befitting a Phyſician: therefore, ro abbreyiare the 
work, I ſhall leave it to the (earch of the Ingenious, and trouble che 
Reader with a few Rules, left by the Ancients, to try whether a 
woman be naturally barten or no, Hypo:rates adviſeth ro wrap the 
woman cloſe in Blankers, and burn ſome Perfume under her, and if 
the Smell procced through her Body, to hex Mouth or Noſtrils, then 
certainly the is fruitful. The ſame Author adviſcth co put a Clove of 
Garlick peeled into her womb, or Galbanum, and if the ſmell come 
to her Head or Mouth, judge that ſhe is fruitful.” Amatus Luſitanus 
ro try whether a woman be fruitful or no, givetha Dram of Hares 
Runner diſolved in warm water to the woman, being in a Bath of 
hot water, faſting ; and if the woman findeth pains in her belly, he 
judgeth her fruitful ; and if ſhe hath no pain, he juadgeth her barren. 
Some ſteep Birly in the Urine, and if it ſhoot within ren dayes, they 
Judge the woman fruitful, 

Before you try theſe uncertain Concluſions upen the Womany 
examine the Man, and ſee if the fault be not in him. It is known 
thus, If the Man be unable to raiſe his Yard; if he want Sperm; if 
he hath a ſwelling in his Stones ; or if he have the Running of the 
Reins, he is not fit for /enu?s School. If the man be cf an effeminate 
| Tpirir, if he have no Beard, if he be long caſting out his Seed, and 

taketh little delight in the act, and the woman in the act feelech his 
Seed cold, be ſure the man is unfruſtful; Or Cauſes, which may 
make the Seed unfruitful, have preceded, Freg. 
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Prog, Thoſe that conceive not by reaſon of tendernels of age have 
great hopes to live to have better ſucceſs : bur if (he live above forty 
and never conceived, ſhe hath little reaſon to hope. If Barrenneſs be 
cauſed by Fatnels, or any Diſtemper or Diſeaſe whatloever, if the 
Woman can procure Leanneſs, ot have her Diſtemper removed, ſhe 
may conceive, But it Barrenneſs be cauſed by evil ſhape of che 
Members, it is likely to continue. 

In the Cure, you muſt endeavour that whatſoever hindreth may 
be remoyed, If tenderneſs of age be the cauſe, let her wait the 
time; in the mean while, let her refuſe carnal Embracements, leſt 
her genital Members be ſpoiled, If it be cauſed by age, that is in= 
curable by weakneſs of Nacure, you may endeavour to ſtrengthen 
the Body and revivethe Spirits, but it is difficult. If the Body be 
too cot pulent or roo manly, you muſt extenuate, moiſten, and cool. 
If any Diſtemper of the womb hinder Conception, labour to remove 
the Diſtemper. If a hot diſtemper be the cauſe, cure it as a hot Di- 
ſtemper of the Liver, If drineſs be the cauſe, uſe a reſtorative Diet, 
ſuch as is preſcr.bed in the Chapter Of the Hectick Feaver. It ir be 
cauſed by witchcraft, next to feryent ard devout prayers to God, 
and a confident deſpiſing and lighting of Charms and witch-crItts, 
let the woman wear the Pizzle of a Wolf about her, or the Ada» 
mant or Hyacinth Stone, which are much commended againſt Faſci- 
nation; likewiſe Sea-Onions, Sea-Holly, Sagapenum, Rue, and 
St. John's Wort, (which ſome call the Devil- Driver) ate of great 

efficacy. But for the moſt part a cold and moiſt Diſtemper of the 
womb and of the Body, being accompanied with the Whites, is the 
cauſe, whoſe particular Cure you may find in its proper Chapter. 
You muſt purge the cold Flegmatick Humors, you muſt make Iſſues 
in the Arm, Neck, or Thighs, and give ſuch things as ſtrengthen 
the womb, Some things there. ate, which have a peculiar verrue to 
cꝛuſe Fæcundity and temove Barrenneſs, viz, The After Birth of a 
woman dried and beaten to powder, and given to the quantity of 2 
dram, The Stones of a Boar-Pig and he Liver, which was farrowed 
alone without any more in that Litter. Half a Pint of the Juyce of 
Sage taken a quarter of an hour before the woman enjoy her Hulſe 
band, it is beſt for her to take it ſoon after ſhe hath had her moneth- 
ly Purgation.

dead or olive, having not attained to rhe juſt Term of growth, 
which it ought to have had, TheCauſcs ate either external or intere 
nal: the external Cauſes do eithet kill che Chud, deprive it of its 
natural Nouriſhment, or loolen the bands, by which che Child is 
faſtened in the womb. Thiogs chat kill che Child ate, the Stink of 
a Candle, ot ſuch abominable Smells, ſuch things as ate antipatheti- 
cal 40 the Womb, and provoke the. Courſes, iirong Purges, or the 
Child may be killed by violent Commotions of che Mind, as Anger, 


| Sadnels, Terror, c. and many times things long: d for, and not ob- 


rained, kill che Child. If the Mochet undergo Penury or Famine, ot 
loſe much blood, the Child wanteth Nourithment, The Bands, 
by which the Child is faſtened to the Womb, may be looſned by vio- 
lent Exercile, dane ing, running, riding, being jumbled in a Cart ot 
Coxch, by ſome fall, lifting, or carrying: any thing which cauſeth 
violent motion of the Belly, as Coughing, Sneczing, Vomirings 
Convulſions, gc. or immoderare Copu lation. Internal cauſes of 
Abortion may be attributed to the Humors, to the Child, ro the 
womb, Humors offend in excels of defect; in excels, in a 2 
anc 
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and full conſtitution, when more blood flows to the womb, than is 
requiſite ro nouriſh the Child, and flows ro the Veins, ſo the Couples 
flowing provoke the expulfyve Faculty, and drive forth the Child. 
Defe& ot Humors fit ro nourith ſpring tem ſuch caules which dee 
ſtroy the Nour:ſhment, or draw it rem the Chile, as lerg taſtings 
loathing, and vomiing up of all Focd, immederste bleeding at the 
Noſe, Womb, cr Hemorrhoids, or a Loocinels, cr ary thing that makes 
the Body lean or weak. 

The Cauſes attributed to the Child ate, if the Child be over great, 
if there be more than one, for the womb over- laden doth exclude the 
Child before the fit time: Likewile if the Child be dead, Nature 
deſires to be rid of it. In teſpect of the wemb, if it be any diſeaſed 
or defeRive, that it cannot open as the Child groweth bigger : or if 
it be moiſt or ſ1:ck, it cannot contain the Child, but Abertion muſk 
neceſſatily follow, 

Abortion when it happens is known: there are ſigns preceding it, 
which do forctel Abortion to follew : her Breaſts grow little and 
flaggy, ſhe feels a heavineſs about the Loins anc Hips, ſhe hath no 
apperite to eat, nor deſire to ſtir, ſhe hath a ſhivering by Fits, ſhe 
hath Streightneſs of the Sides and Belly above the Nayel, and a pain 
in her head: plenty of Milk flowing tom the Dugs, ſhews that the 
Child is weak, and danger of Abortion. If pains about the Reins, 
Loins, and Shate torment the woman, then know that Abortion is 
bard at hand: The ſame judge, if blood or water burſt out and flow, 
and the Scituation of the Child is changed from the middle of the 
Belly to the bottom. If any of theſe or the like Sympromes befal a 
woman with child after any external cauſe of Abottion, as Blow, Fall, 
&c. let the woman betske her ſelf to het bed, and take ſuch Medi- 
cines which prevent Abortion, f 

Prognoſticks of Abe rtion are thus made: Women are more endan- 
gered by Abortion, thin by a vatural and timely Birth, becauſe in a 
time ly birth che Veſſels & Ligaments arc looined and opened of their 
own accord, but in Miicargiage they are broken aſunder : the like you 

may perceive between the ſtalk of ripe and untipe ſtuit · Woman many 
times become barten by Miſcarriage, becauſe the womb is rent, and 
its natural diſpoſition much altered. Much bleeding ſeconded with 
Convulſions, Raving and Fainting is always deadly, If an Inflamma- 
tion of the Wymb follow Abortion, it is deadly, In young Women, 
who never bore Child before, it is worſt, becauſe the paſſoge is nat 
rower, and they more unaccuſtomed to pains, The bigger the Child 
is, the mate the danger, Women who have meiſt and ſlippery wombez 
do often miſcatty and with little danger.

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To prevent Miſcarriage, you muſt before and afcet the is with 
Child, endeavour to remove all evil diſpoſitions of the Body or 


womb, that may cauſe Miſcarriage ; if Blood abound upon a Vein, 


purge the peccant humours, ſtrengthen the womb; but it the woman 
be with Child, beware how you bleed, except it be in the rſt moneth, 
and the body full of blood : and in this cale, let purges be gentle, and 
often reiterated, To concluce, to ſttengthen the womb, fetch Me di- 
cines from the 73 Chapter. 


CH A P. LXXXI. 
O hard Travel in Child-biith; 


Ard Labour is when more ychementPains and dangerous Symp- 
tomes happen to Women in travel, and continue a longer 
time. There are divers Cauſes, lome whereuf mi be aſſigned to the 
weakneſs of the womans Body, Leanneſs or Drineſs as well as Farneis 
of the body, her age, or Sicknefles, as the Stone or pretetnatutal Tu- 
mor in the bladder, or any Diſeaſe of the womb. Other Cauſes 
may be aſſigned to the Child, when its body or head is too big, when 
there are ty ©, or when the Child is dead: or when it endeayours to 
come forth with his Feet, Hands, Back, Belly, or Breech forwards, &c. 
A cold and dry Air, and Northern. wind ſtrengtheneth the Body, and 
driyeth the Spirits inward, and is obnoxious to the Child's firſt 
entrance into che world, If the Air be more hot than ordinary, it 
is as bad as the former, for it diſſipates the Spitits, exhauſts the 
ſtrength, and introducerh f:avouriſh Diſtempers into the Bodies of 
Mother and Child, Meats of a hard digeſture or aſtringing quality 
taken a little before the time of Delivery z Sleepineſs and Sottithneſs; 
the Retention of Excrements zall vehement Paſſions of the Mind, want 
ef an Expert Midwife,and women to aſſiſt the labouriog woman, may 
be cauſes of hard Labour. | | 
Hard Labour is eaftly known to the Woman her ſelf, ro the Mid- 
wife, and the Aſſiſtants. The time of a natural Birth ought to be 
accompliſhed in the ſpace of twenty four hours; if the Woman con- 
tinue a longer time, it is hard Labour. If her pains be weak and long 
before they return, and more about her Back than Privitics, the cau- 
ſes may eafily be known ; many you may gather from the Relation 
of the woman in Travel, her Leanneſs, Weskneis, Farneſs,and Age, is 
perceived, Diſeaſes of the womband Bladder may be known by 
their proper Signs. The bigneſs and diſorderly Poſture of the Child 
is ſoon ſeen by an Epett Midwile, If che Child b: dead you oe 


F 
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know it by theſe Signs, The Breaſts of the woman become flat ani 
flaggy, her Eyes hollow and troub led, her Face and Lips are of a pale 
and leaden colour, her Belly is cold, and there is a Senſe of Weight? 
there is no motion felt, though you apply ſomething wetted in the 
Decoct on of Tenfic warm to her Navel. When the Woman turns, 
the Child ſways that way like Lead, If the Afrer-birch come away 
before the Child, it is a Sign of the death of the Child. And if the 
Child cometh not away, it ſoon purrifieth and ſtinketh; and ſtink» 
ing moiſture floweth from the womb, and her breath ſtinketh. 

Hard Labour is dangerous, for ſometimes the Mother, ſometimes 
the Child, and ſometimes both do loſe theit lives, Sleepy Diſeaſes 
and Convulſions, if they befal a Woman in Travel, death is at hand; 
If the woman be in Travel above three dayes, It is likely the Child 
will zie. If the woman fall a ſneczing in her Travel it is good, ſaith 
Aypoczatrs, If the Child be dead, the danger is excceding great, 
eſpecizlly, if it be not brought ſoon away, for it will cauſe Feaverss 
Faintings, Convulſions, dead Sleeps, and Death it ſelf. 

In difficult Labour, firſt all cauſes which hinder the Birth muſt be 
removed; if it be poſſible; then ſuch things as furcher the birch muſt 
be adminiſtred. An ounce of Oyl of ſweet Almonds, and a dram of 
confectio Alchermes given in Broth is good, Burn white Wine with & 
litele Saffron and Cinka mon, afterwards diflolye a little Alchermes, 
this L have tound very powerful to haſten the Birth. If you find this 
Hedicine too gentle, make 2 Julep ef more efficacy, thus Fake of 
the Water of Mugwort aid Verviin, of each two ounces : The Syru) of 
Muden-hair, one ounce : Confectio Alchermes, hilf a dram : Dittaiy of 
Cieet, and both Birth-worts, of each one ſcruple : Oy! of Cinnamon, five 
Drop, mix them, aud make a Potion. Oyl of Amber fifteen drops, or 
the Extract of Saffron five grains may be either of them mixed in. 
ſtead of the Oyl of Cinnamon. Provoke ſneeſing, and open the lower 
Veins if need be. Then let the Midwife anoint the mouth of the 
womb with the Oyl of Lillies and ſweet Almonds, and the like; and 
foment the Belly with a mollifying Decoction: and in a dangefous 
Cale give a ſharp Clyſter. 

Some things have « peculiar property to help the Birth, as the 
Stone Atites, Loadſtone, and Storax held near the Privities;the Eyes 
of a Hate taken our in the moneth of March and dried, uſe it as the 
Stones, and when the woman is delivered, tate them aways leſt ir 
draw out the womb. Some commend the Gall of an Hen, applicd 
to the Navel. | | : 

I the Child be dead, give the ſame things before-mentioned ; bur 

id is convenient to make them fronger by adding Savin water and 

che Leaves of Savin dried, the Troches of Myth and Caſtor, 2 
P om 
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fomenr the Privities and Share with a mollifying Decection, to which 
add Briony Roots, and the Roots of wild Cucumer, round Birth» 
wort, and the like. And put up a Peſſaty made in this manner: Take 
of the Roots of round Birch-wort, Oris, black Hllebore, coloquintida and 
Myrrb, of cath one dram : Galbanum, Opopanax, of each hilf a dram, 
with Ox - Gall, make a Peſſary and applyuc, If all this will not do, 
you muſt implore the help ot the Chyrurgion. 

If rhe After - birth be retained, you muſt endeavcur to expel ir 
by ſuch medicines as expel the dead Child: to which add theſe which 
are ſaid to have a ſpeciſick property, the Stones of a gelded Horſe, 
dricd and poudered, and given as much as will lic on a three pence, 
two of three times as need requireth, is commended by Geſnerus and 
Augeaius, Some commend the juyce of an Onyon given in Wine, 
or an Onyon held in the Womans mouth between her Teeth, and the 
Juyce ſqueezed out and ſwallowed, and a Draught of White-wine 
drunk after it: Or 20 or 30 drops of the Oyl of Juniper drunk in 
Wine ; or the juyce of Lovage taken in Rheniſh Wine, 

If her Purgations flow immoderately, that you fear the death of 
the woman; or in caſe her Purgacions be ſuppreſſed , which may 
cauſe dangerous Sy mptoms, have recourſe to the Chapters treating 
of thoſe Maladies. 

Many women are much troubled with after · pains, which do much 
af ct — and theſe pains are cauled either by the Thickneſs , or 
Sharpneſs of the Blood, or by Wind. If the Blood be thick, you 
may know it by its clotring 3 if thin, by its Tenuity or yellow colour: 
If che blood be thick, give this Julep : Mugwort- water two ounces ; 
Syrup of Violets, and oj! of ſweet Almonds, of each half an ounce. If the 
Blood be ſharp, add tothe former the Muſilage of Quince-Seeds 
drawn with Violet- Warer, half an ounce, If Wind be the cauſe of 
theſe Pains, which you may know by its motion from one part of the 
Belly to the other, then give inwardly and apply outwardly carmina- 
tive Medicines z Take of the Steds of Carrots, one dram; of Anns, 
Nutmeg, and Cianamon, of cach a ſcruple, make them into ſinc Powder, 
and give it half at one time ix Fine, Foment her Belly wich the De- 
coction of Bawm, Bay-Leaves, Camomel, Calamint, Mug wort; and 


the Seeds of Carrots, Carawsy and Cumm in, and lay on a Pultis 


made of boyled Onions, Camomel Flowers, the Seeds of Flax and 
Cummin beaten, and Barley=mecal,

Of the Gout aud Sciatica. 


* A Plpiris, Arthritis in Greek, in Latine Articularis Morbus, is the 

Joya» Sickneſs, cauſed by an Influx of Humours into them, 
which cauſeth pain in the Memoranes, Tendons and Nerves, Au- 
thors do commonly make four ſorts of Gours, according to the di- 
yerficy of che Joynts affected, a5 Xovgaype, Chiragra the Hand- OGout, 
of Xelp, 2 Hand; Tb ap, Gon ra hen it is in the Knees, of Toru 
the K ce; II oe, when it is inthe Foot, becauſe the 
Grecks call the Foot TIgs Je iac, Iſchias, the Hip- Gout or Sciatica, 
of the word *lgyiev, the Hip. The immediate cauſe of the Gout is 
a wheyiſh Humoc lowing to the Joynts, and by its Quantity ſtretch- 
ech the ſenſible parts, or by its Sharpneſs twircherh them, and this 
Humour floweth not only from the Brain and Head, but from all 
patts of the Body. The cauſe may be autibuted to all meats, which 
encteaſe raw and wheyiſh Humors ; Mears of a groſs Subſtance hard 
to be digeſted, and ſuch as afford plenty of Excrements 3 Gluttony, 
Drunkenneſs, immoderate Venery, (therefore the Gout is called the 
daughter of Bacchus and Yerus, long ſleep and unſeaſonable Watche 
ings, Fear, Sadneſs, conrinual care, and intermiſſion of ſuch Exer- 
ciſes or Evacuations as men have been accuſtomed to, and the 
like. . 

The beginning of the Gour is known thus; There is more exqui= 
fire and quick Senſe in the Joynts than formerly: they are eaſil y 
hurt, as by a new ſhooe, walking, the leaſt touch againſt any hard 
thing, Commonly a Feaver uſhers it in: and at irs approach there 
is kind of unuſual heat felt in the Joynts, and a motion, as if ſome 
living Creature were therein : afrer which, followeth a tormenting 
pain in the Joynts, for che moſt part beginning in the grear Toe and 
utended with Redneſs and Swelling. 

The ſigas of the Cauſes or the Humours which are mixed with 
the wheyiſh Humorrs, arc thus conſidered. If Cholet be mixed with 
the wheyiſh humor, the Urine is thin, yellowiſh ot ted, the pain great 
ind violent, the Feayer comes to the height, the part is ſwelled, is 
red or pale, but very her, the application of cold tkings giveth ea e: 
If Phlegm be mixed, chere is ſoft and loſe ſwelling of the party che 
pain not ſo violent ; the Urine is chick and troubled, little ot no 
heit; and hot things give caſe, If Melancholy be the humour 
mixed, the Temper of the Body inclinech to Melancholy, there is 8 
Weacine's felt all over , the part is of an obſcute colous like _— 
P 2 che 
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the pain deep, and the Urine thick and melancholy, 

The Gout is no dangerous Diſeaſe, but it continueth long, and is 
attended with violent pain, for the moſt part to the end of a man's 
life, and ſometimes it is a means of long lite; becauſe Nature doth 
drive the vitious humcrs to the Joynts, which if they ſhould fall 
upon the more noble parts, would be a means of great Diſeaſes, if nor 
death it ſelf. Bur in weak Bodies that are decayed by Sickneſs or 
Age, that Nature cannot expel theſe humours to the Joynts, many 
dangerous Diſeaſes are ingendered. He that hath no knots in his 
Joynts, is inclinable to Labour, and is for the moſt part ſoluble, by 
a Antal Phyſician may be cured. An hæteditaty Gout is ſeldom or 
never cured, If the Veins of a Gouty perſon do ſwell with black 
bl ood, there is hopes that the Gour leaves him. If the Gout doth not 
return at its ſeaſon ic is dangerous, un eis the marter be taken away 
by medicines, for ic is an argument that Nature is weak,and cannot 
expel ir. | 

The Cure of the Gout is to be performed by Ropping the Flux of 
the humors into the Joy ats, by removirg the humors in the Joynts, & 
to abare the ſharpneſs of the pain, If the Patient be full of blood and 
ſtrong, let him bleed in a great quantity, ot let him bleed often, till 
the plenitude of blood be (ufficiencly abated. Then let him be purged 
with ſtrong Me dicaments, which may cvacuare the ſtirred Humour, 
and turn the cauſe from the Joynts. Whilſt you are purging, let 
Oyntments or Plaiſters be applied to the Joynt above the part aff. + 
ed of an aſttinging and drying property , by which the humors may 
be intercepted . that they may not ſo much nor ſo forcibly fall into 
the Joynr.Ler your Oyntments be made of the Roots of Snake=weed 
and Formentil, Bole-armenick , S:inguis Draconis, Pomegranate 
Rinds , Balauſtins, red Roſes, the Whites of Eggs, Vinegar, Oyl of 
Roſes, of unripe Olives, and the like» If the Patient be ſtrorg and 
esſie to vomit, give a gentle Vomir to carry away the humours in 
and about the Stomach; ſoon after vomiring purge ſtrongly. Sweat - 
ing medicines are very good to diſcuſs the wheyiſh Matter; if a Fea- 
ver be preſent, give Harts-horn with Cardun-water. In a Gout 
without a Feaver,the Decoction of Saxafras, Salſa, and China, may be 
given; it is not amiſs if the heat thereof be allayed, by boyling . | 

with it Endive, Succory, Sorrel, Burrage, Bugloſs, and the like, 
The Waters of Bath do provoke Sweat, and do rcadily and profitably 
di-cuſs the Marter contained in the Joynts. 
Foreſtu commendeth the DecoRion of the Root cf the great But- 
dock, for this purpoſe, Likewiſe a Decoction of Elder, Bay-lcaves, 
Sige, Roſcmary, and ſuch like, receiving the Vapour in a ſwesting 
Tub: Afcerwards come to local medicines. Amat 15 
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Amatus Luſita1us doth commend the milk of a Goat milked warm 
upon the part affected; or you may make a Cataplaſm with it and 


white bread, and the Mufilsge of the Roots of Marſh-Mallows, the 
Leaves of Henbane, Violets, and the like; and if the pulp of Caſſia, 
ind Venice- Treacle be added, ir will be much more effectual. The 
/ diſtilled Water of Frogs Spawn is very good againſt the pains of the 
hot Gour, if the part be bathed rhcrewith : with it you may mingle 
the Oyl of Calves-feer, or with the Flowers of Camomel, Melilot, 


Roſes, Mullein, Mallows beaten, you may bring it into rhe form 
of a Pultis. Green Tobacco=leaves are much commended, and fo 
is a living Whelp laid to the gouty part. When the pain tageth vio- 
lently, ule Narcoticks: as Plantane, Lettuce, Henbane, Houſlcek, 
Nightſhade, Mandrakes, Putſlane, and Poppy- heads; bur be ſure 
you let them not lie on too long, for they are ini mical to che natural 
hear, and to the Nerves. 

Some do commend this Fomentation; Take Spirit of wine well 
tinctured with Saffron, four ounces : Camprire one ſcruple : boyl them 
a little, and dißolve oe dram of Opium, and b the the pain'd pat. The 
Oyl of Wax is good to eaſe the Gour, and the Oyl of mans Bones 
is preferred before all other, and it is thus made: Take the Bones f 4 
man freſh and unburi:d, break them ſmall, and let them lie in Oy! till 


they have drunk up as much as they can, then diſtil them in a Retort. 
The Root of Briony and Cuckow-pintle bruiſed and mingled with 
Con- dung, is an excellent Cataplaſm. 

might here fill a Volume with Receipts againſt the Gout; but 
paſſing by all, 1 ſhall only inſert one ot two out of Querte tanus his 
Diſpenſatory: Tate Brine, Salt, and the Urine of a Boy, of each, equal 
parts; diſtil them, and dip linnen cloaths in the Mater, and apply them to 
the place affected, changing them oſten. Take green Elder- Leaves and 
Flowers, of each oze pound 2 beat them in a Mortar, and micerate them 
mu Aqua-vite, thice day, then dliſtil them till all be dry, iſe it as before. 
Take of rectifted Spirit of Wine, two pound; of the beſt Ho, one pound: 
diſtil them in Ralneo Roi „ {ro which will come two Liquors, the firſt 
wateriſh; the ſecond ſtrong and ſulphurous: keep them by themſelves. To 
| the Fa:'s ada of oriental Saffron w! o!t, one ounce aud an haf; V nice 
| Turpentine two ounces : Caſtor ſix drams : Tartar calcined white, half a 
poxnd : Salt dißol ved, one ounce 3 Phlegm of Vitriol not ſeparated from 
the Spirit, four ounces : Lye made of the Aſhes of Vine=Branches, two 
pound: macerate them twenty four hours, then diſtil them till all be dry, 
keep this alſo by it ſelf , To the Dregs remaining pour on the former 
Water, which you K pt, macerate and diftil as brſare.

water as much as is convenie t, and let it ſtand in à u ine. Cellar the 
ſpace of three dayes, that the Salt may be extracted the better : aſter= 
wards boylit a little and (train it bing Hypocrates Sleeve. In tnt 
Pznts of this Liquor quench fir(t Plates of Steel, then of Copper made red 
hot, ſe ven or nine times; third yy, ten ounces of V:triol calcined till it be 
white; feurth'y, half a pound of Antimony meltid in a crucible , fi/thly, 
haf a pound of Litharge or Ceruſe, heated in a Crucible ; ſixthly, white 

Precipitate once waſhed, one ounce and an half: taftly, Breſs burnt and 
fincly poudered, baif an ounce :" after all this, let the Hater ſtand in a 
cellar the ſpace of 10 dajes,aſterwaids boyl it and train it, aid apply it 
with linnen Rags, To taiſe Bliſtets upon the part, hath been found 
by experience to be very e ffectual. In the uſe of all Medicines, take 
ſpecial notice which do harm ot hurt, for che Nature and Complexi- 
ons of men are divers, and the Excrements bred in ſevetal men are 
of divers kinds. Hence it is, chat the ſame Diſeaſe doth much differ 
in ſeveral perſons ; and what cures one; doth prejudice anorker 2 
Therefore the Phyſitian ought to have ſeveral Medic ines in readineſs, 
and ule thoſe that Reaſon and Experience doth approve of. 

To prevent its return, let che Patient bleed twice in a year, vis. 
at Spring and Fall; and purge four times in a year, and make ule ot 
iweating Drinks, and fte quent ſulphurous and nitrous Baths, 

The Sciatica differeth not from che othet Gout only in its Scitua- 
tion, which is inthe Hip, cxtenging che pain to the top of the But- 
tock, the Loins, and Os ſacrum, and ieacheth down to the Hip and Leg 
even to the Foot, | 

This peculiar Prediction belongeth to rhis Diſcaſe, that if it con- 
tinue long, it putteth the Hip out of Joynt. 

The Cure is performed almoſt in the lame manner with the other 
Gour, Firſt open the Vein in the Arm on the ſame Side, afrerwarcs 
open the lower Veins on che {ame ſide, vi x. Vera Poplitea about che 
Knee, or the Vein near the outward Ancle called the Sciatica Vein; 
if you open the Vein on the contrary fide, it will nit do am; 
bleeding the Hemotchoid Veins by Leeches doth wondettully help 
thoſe that ate Hip- gouty, for there is a great conſent between thoie 
Veins, But be not too forward to let Blood, unleſs you hnd blood 
to abound, Then let che Humours be purged ſtrongly by PiBule 
Fætidæ, or Hermadatlzis , or the Powder of Hcrmodactyl com pt wm 

| ut 
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but beware how you give the latter except to ſtrong Bodies. Mercus 
rius Dulcis with Sc ammony is much commended, and the Chymiſts 
do much eſteem of Mercurial and Antimonial Purges ; and many 
prefer Vomirs before all. Then apply reſolving Deco&ions made of 
the Roots of Briony, Dane. wort, the Leaves of Ground-Pine, Mint, 
Marjetom, Sage, Savin, Rue, Roſemary, Pennyroyal, &c. the Flows 
ers of Camomel, Melilot, and Mallows ; the Seeds of Flax, Fenu- 
greek, Bay and Juniper-berrics, and ſuch like, and foment the part 
thete with. Alſo Juniper-berries fried in a pan, (being firſt beaten) 
wich Salt and Bran, and moiſtned with Canary Wine, and put in a 
Bag, and applied warm, with the aforenamed Ingredients Cata- 
plaſms may be made; and with the Oyls following let the part be 
anointed, viz, Oyl of Camomel, Dill, Nard, Orris, Rue, Scorpions, 
Tiles, Turpentine of Foxes, and the like : the Oyntment of Marſh» 
mallows and Spaniſh Soap diffolved in Spirit of Wine. 

This is much commended 3 Take a good quantity of Snails, bruiſe 
them well in a Mortar, then make Paſte with them and Rye Flamer, ad- 
ding a little Spirit of Wives and faſten it to a ſpit and roaſt it; 4 Liquor 
will d op from it, with which anoint the part, for it is of excellent ver- 
tue. Then lay on this Plaiſter: Take of Ship=Pirch and Ro ſin, of 
each two ounces ; Gum Ammoniacum diſſolycd in Vinegar, and Em- 
plaſtrum Diachylon cum Gummis, of each one ounce ; Brimſtone and Her- 
modattyls poudered, of each three drams ; Turpentine three drams, and 
Wax ſufficient : make a Plaiſter. 

If the Diſeaſe do ſtill continue, proceed to a Veſicatory; add to 
the former Miſs for a Plaiſter, Cantharides their Wings taken eff, 
Staves-acre, and Muſtatd-ſeed, of each one dram. In the who'e 
courſe of the Cure, let nor frequent Clyſters be neglected. And if 
the Diſeaſe be old, make an iſſue in the Leg on the {ame fide, on the 
outſide of the Leg. It you find Symptoms of a Catarth; which may 
occaſion the Sciatica by a Defluxion of Humors, make an Iſſue in the 
hinder part of the Head, and uſe other means to correct the Diſtem- 
pers of the Brain. See chap. 9. By this means hath the Seiatica been 
cured, when all other means failed. Sometimes the Matter cauſing 
the Sciatica, doth Impoſthumate; and after it is opened, there te- 
mains a filthy Ulcer, which, for the moſt part, pineth the Patient 
away, and brings him into a Conſumpticnz the Cure whereof be- 
longeth to an expert Chyrurgion, 
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Of one day Feaver. 


CHAP, LXXXIII. 
Of one day Feaver. 


AT His Diſeaſe is called in Greek *Epyuzpg, Ephemera, in Latine 
Diaria Febris, in Engliſh Ox: day Feaver, becaule for the moſt 
art it finiſhech in one day of its own Nature, It is cauſed by ſme 
internal cauſe, as ſome hot fiery Swelling on ſome part of the Body, 
or when ſome hot Excrements ſhut up in ſome part, do offend the 
Heart, by Retention of Excrements and ObſtruRion of the Veſlels, 
by which the Pores of the Skin are ſhur, and Tranſpiration is hin- 
dered. 

Ot ſecondly, it is cauſed by external cauſes, as vehement motions 
of the Body or Mind, by which the Spirits are inflamed by being 
heated with the Sun or tire, by Surferting, Drunkenneſs, eſpecially 
with Mears and Drinks of a hot Nature. | 

By what hath gone before, you may know this Feaver ; the Pulſe 
is ſwift and greet, and ſo he fetcheth his Breath ; he is very hor, and 
his head aketh. He hath no ſhivering Cold, nor Wearineſs, unleſs it 
carne by the heat of rhe Sun, or by cold. 

You muſt give the Sick ſuch things as are cooling and moiſtning, 
as cooling Broths, Barly Cream, Ptiſan Drink, ſmall Beer and Su⸗ 
gar, Water and Sugar, or mix Syrup of Violets, Lemmons, or Mai- 
den- hair, with his Drink. 

If the Diſeaſe was cauſed by che heat of the Sun, give him cool- 
ing things, and lay him in a cooling Lodging, and anoint his Tem- 
ples with Vinegar of Roſes, 

If he took his Feavet beirg inthe cold, provoke Sweat : the like 
obſerve if rhe Pores be obſtructed. If it come by over-cating and 
drinking, let him take a Cliſter; if evil humors abcund in the 
Blood and Bedy, open a Vein and purge ; if putrified humors lodge 
in the Stomach, vomit. If it continue above three dayes, it dege- 
nerates into a ſimple Synochus, puttid or Hectick Feaver. | 
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CHAP.LXXXIV. 
Of the Feaver Synochus non- put rida. 


F the Feaver aforeſaid light upon a plethorick Body, or one whe 

is groſs and thick skinnedy it turns to a ſimple Synochus. 

Ic is known by the corpulent and ſwelling habit of the Body, high 
colout of the Face. He breaths with difficulty, he is much pained in 
his Head, and his Temples beat ſtrongly : the Pulle is orderly, but 
quick and full. The Urine little differerh from irs natutal colour, 
yet alittle thick and red, and the heat is not very violent. It laſteth 
to the fourth, and ſomerimes to the ſeventh day; if it ends not then, 
it degenerates into a putrid Feaver. 

The Cure is to be performed by blood- letting, by cooling, and by 
opening the pores of the Body. Before blood- letting, if che Patient 
be coſtive, and his Body foul, give an emollient and laxative 'Cly- 
ſter. Then give cooling Juleps, mide of the Decoction of Barley 
and cool Herbs, or with their diſtilled Waters, as of Endive, Succo- 
ry, Sorrel, Bugloſs, Borrage, and the like, with Syrups of Succo- 
ty, Lemmons, Vinegar, Violets, Pomgtanates, and the like, adding 
ſome drops of Oyl of Vitriol; or boil in the diſtilled Waters, Tri- 
aſantalon, or Diamargariton frigidum, leſt the Waters encteaſe Cru- 
dities by their Rawnefs. Or you may make an Emulſion of Almonds, 
the great cold Seeds, and white Poppy-ſeeds with Barley-water, os 
the diſtilled Water of the aforegoing cooling Herbs. Galen adviſeth 
to give the Patient cold water in great abundance: till his colour fade, 
but beware this Cure, unleſs the Patient be ſtrong, corpulent and not 
full of ill k Humors, and that he take it in the height of the Fir, I 
confeſs I have ſeen many ſo cuted, and have ex perimented it upon my 
own Body, but durſt nor adviſe it. Anoint the Liver and Loyns with 
N Roſitum, Refrigerans Galeni, ot Ceratum Santaliium, Ot 
make an Epithem of the diſtilled Waters of Endive, Succory, Sot- 
rel, c. the three Sanders, and Powder of Diamargariton frigidum. 
If the Diſeaſe end nor quickly after bleeding, purge with gentle 
things that do not heat, nor much ſtirs the Humors, as Rhubarb, 
C:fliz, Manna, Tamarinds, Syrup of Roſes, Catholicon, and ſuch 
likes 


CHAP. 
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CHAP, LXXXV. 2 


Of continual Pulrid Feavers, 


Shall deſcribe the Cauſes and Cure of all puttid Feavets in one 

Chapter; for though there are divers ſorts, yet the Cure is ab. 
moſt the ſame in all: therefore, laying aſide particular precepts, let 
che Judgement and Dexterity of every Phyſitian put a difference be- 
tween them, I ſhall likewiſe wave many Nice Deſcriptions and De- 
fnicions of Feayers : Firſt, as not ben ficial to the young Student in 
Phyſick: ſecondly, as not befitting this Volume, 

Synoc hus putrida is engendred of the ſame Cauſes as the fimple 
Synochus, as the ſhutting up of the Pores of the skin, and Ob- 
ſtruction of the Veſſels by much Blood, or clammy Humors; by 
which means the Tranſpiration of fuliginous Vapoutrs is hindted, and 
putrifaRtion is bred in the Blood. 

A continual Tertian doth every third day afflict the Patient more 
than ordinary, and is cauſed by cholerick Humors purtrifyirg in the 
YVeaa Cava, And it is cauled by all things that may breed Choller, 
as violent Exerciſe, hot and dry Ayr, Faſting, Watching, Meats hot 
and dry, and a hot and dry Diſtemper of rhe Liver. 

A Quotidian continuing, is a putrifying of phlegmatick Humors 
in the Veins ; and afflicts the Patient more than ordinary every day. 
and dorh for the moſt part aſſail phlegmatick perionsz and becauſe 
phlegm is not eaſily putrifyed, this kind of Feaver is ſeldome 
ſeen. 

The continual Quartane is that which hath its Exacerbations or 
Fits every fourth day, and it is cauſed by the putretaction of Melan- 
choly in the Yena Cav, and is cauſed of any thing chat breeds Mele 
ancholy and cauſcth it to putrify. 

Of theſe Feavers, there arc accidental differences raiſed from their 
diſtinct Symptoms. Firſt, Febris ardens, or 8 burning Feaver which 
is accempanied with theſe Sympromes, viz, an ardent burning Heat, 
and unquenchable Thirſt ; which is alſo divided into two ſorts, 3 
Legirimare, or baſtard burning Feaver, a Syn chus ardens, and Arden, 
7:10dica, and they differ one from another, only as the Choller cau- 
ing them is more or leſs (12rp, and nearer or fatthet from the heart. 
A ſecond ſott is, P: bris Colliqutus, a melting Feaver, which in regard 
of the greatneſs of the heat doth melt the fat and fl:ſh, and ſome» 
times the Bloody and diſſolvech it by inſenbble Tranſpitation, Sweat, 
Urine or Stool. Ut is cauſed by à (hirp, thin and cholerick Mattet 

vehemently inflam:d, unto h ich is joy ned many times 2 * 
en 
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and peſtilent quality. The third ſort is called Febris Horriſca, in 
which the Pat ient is troubled wich ſhaking Fits; and it is cauled by 
cholerick and phlegmatick Humors mingled together, which being 
unequally moved, ſtirreth up quaking 3 cicher becauſe the chin and 
ſharp humors do witch the ſenſible membranous parts, or the infla - 
med Choller puirifying puts in motion the Cruditics : or elſe Nature 
doth leck to (ſhake off the Crude undigeſted humors, by this means the 
heat being driven back to the Center, the extream parts of the body 
become cold; and afterwards the heat coming forth again, they grow 
hot, Fourchly, thete is another kind called Aſſades Febris, in which 
the Patient is very unquiet, troubled, and coffeth, and is fick in his 
Stomach and vomiteth. The faith fort is called Al»udes, in which the 
Patient, by realoo ef putritaction and malignity of humors, continu- 
' ally ſweateth, by which the ſubſtance of the Body is waſted. The 
fixth ſort is Feb/15Syncopalis, becauſe the Patient oſten (woonsand faints 
away, and is cauſed by thin, ſharp and venemous Choller, or by 
phlegm, or abundance of Crudities, together with a weaknels of the 
Stomach. The laſt ſort is Epzala Febris, in which che Patient is ſen- 
ſible of heat and cold at one and the ſame time; and this is cauſed by 
ghfly phlegm mingled with bittet Choller, the phlegm cauſerh a 
ſence of cold, and the Cholet of heat: or elſe ic is cauſed by glaſſy 
phlegm alone, partly purified, and partly void of putrefaction. Fot 
plafſy and cough phlegm doth not quickly puttify, but by degrees, 
and that which is not putrifi:d following that which is putreſied 3 
hence comes a ſenſe ot cold from the firſt, and heat from the late 
ter. 

There ate yet other ſorts of accidental differences of continual Fea- 
vers, which ate called Symptomatick Feavers, which ariſe from the 
Inflammation and pu trefaction of the humors in ſome of the Bowels, 
and of this kind are thoſe Feavers which accompany the Frenzy, the 
Pleurifie, Quinzy, the Iuflimmat ion of the Lungs or Liver, and other, 
Inflammation, Ulcers, ot Impoſthumes of the internal parts, and may 
be known by the defects of the parts which cauſe them. Vet take thus 
Caution that all theſe Feavers which accompany theſe Diſeaſes arc 
not Sympromatical, but ſometiqes eſſential, and preceed the Diſeaſe, 
23 is commonly leen, that one may be ſick three ot four dayes of a 
continual Feaver, before any pain in the fide, ot Symptome of the 
Pleurifie appear, the ſame you may find preceding the otherDiſcaſes, 
and is anObleryation worth Note, and of great Moment in the ptactice 
ot Phylick. 

| There are other peculizr and extraordinary Cauſes which many 
times happen, of which Zechius propoundeth an extracrdinary Exim- 
pie, of a certain Infant, ſcarce two years old, who had 3 1 
eaves

Feaver, attended with gricyous Symptomes, viz Unquietneſs, Con- 
vulſions and Vomitings; the external parts were cold, and the inter“ 
nal parts burned with heat; for which cauſe they judged chat ſome 
Mali gnity was joyned to the Feaver, which is ſeldome accompanied 
with luch Sym ptomes: at length the cauſe was found to ariſe from 
Blood purritying in the ſtomach; for the Infant being Tongue=ried, & 
little before cut by 2 Chyrurgion, the Veins being cut, thed bloody 
which, for want of care, fell into the Stomach : after the raking of 
Oyl of ſweet Almonds, it vomited clotted blood, then by the help 
at a Clyſter, it voided more downwards, and the Feaver and its Symp- 
tomes ceaſed. 

Theſe Feavers are known to be continual by their Continuity, and 
the putrefaRion is known by a more ſharp and biting heat than ordi- 
nary ; the pulſe is great, quick and unequal, the Syſtole is quicker than 
the Diaſtole, becauſe Nature doth more ſtrive te expel the ſooty Va- 
pours, than to draw in cold Air. The Fit beginneth with a cold 
thaking, or {ome of theſe Sympromes, viz, Wearine's, Watching, 
troubled Sleeps, difficult Breathing, pain of the Head and Stomach, 
plenty cf Excrements, Yawning and Retching : when it comes to the 
height, thele ſymptomes are heightned, and ſeconded with Giddineſs, 
Raving«, Hiccoughs, Heat-butning, Thirſt, and Blackneſs, andRough- 
nels ot the Tongue: particular ſigus demonſtrate peculiar differences, 
The Synochus putrida hath the ſame figns, which are proper to Syno- 
chus ſimp'ex, but more vehement. Signs of a Feaver from Choller, 
are burning pain, tho pulic ſwift and quick, and fiery and crude Urine, 
without Sediment at the bezinning, choletick Vomits and Stools, 
Thirſt and Bitterneſs of the Mouth, Drineſs and Blackneſs of the 
Tongue, want of ſleep, raving, and the like, A Syvochus putrida differs 
from a Synoches bilzoſ4 in this, that the Feſt hachFirs every third days 
the other keeps the ſame Tenor, 

A continual Quotidian is known by theſe ſigns, the heat ar firſt is 
more mild, afrerwards more ſharps the Pulſe is nor ſo quick nor great 
as in the former, cheUrine is at firſt white and troubled, afrerwards ted 
and thick; little Thirſt, no ſwcar unleſs ſalt phlegm abound, the 
Face is ſwelled, bloat, and of a red c out, ard all ſigns of phlegm ap- 

ear. : 
: A conrinual Quartane is known by this, that the ſympromes are 
not ſo violent as in the choletick Feaver, and ſharver than in the phleꝑ- 
matick or quotidian. An appearance of cold, dry, melancholy ſymp- 
tomes, and the Fits invade thePatient myre than ordiaary every fourt 
day. 

The burning Feayer is known by the Ggns of a Fesver proceeding 
fr m Choller. | 
A 
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A melting Feayer is known by far and oyly Urine cholerick, fat, 
clammy, and ſtinking Stools, the Noſe ſharp, and a ſudden Conſump- 
tzon of the whole Body. 

need not tell you how ſhivering, or tumbling and toffing Feavers 
arc known. 

Elodes is known by inordinate Sweats, abundance of Urine, and thick 
by reaſon of putrefaction; the ſtools ſthew an apparent waſting and the 
lols of ſtrength doth manifeſt che ſame, 

Syncopalis Fb is is known by the ſwooning Fits: Epiala, by heat 
and cold felt together; and Symptomatick Feavers,from the Dileaſes 
from which they proceed. . 

Sig na Progaoftica ; Synochus puirida is not without danger. If ſigns 
of Concoction appcar about the fourth day, the Diſeaſe will terminate 
about the ſeventh day. If Concection appear not, and the Patient's 
Face is ſwelled, ir will continue long. The redder the Urine is, the 
better, if Concection appear z but with ſigns of Crudity it threatens 
death: white Urine is worſt, and threatens death. Cholerick Fea» 
vers are acute and dangerous, and ſo much the more as the ſymptoms 
are violent and encreaſed above the natural Temper of the Patient. 
A continual Quotidian continue ik long for the moſt part, becauſe of 
the rhickneſs of the humors, the more Eyacuations the better; be- 
ware leſt it degenerate into a Cachexy or Dropſy,, A continual 
Quartane is rare : ſomrimes the Quartzne Ague degenerates there. 
unto, and is deadly for the moſt part, The melting, (wearing, ſha« 
king, tumbling, ſwooning Feavers, are dangerous. Symptomatick 
Fc avers are to be judged from the excellency of the part affected, che 
Nature of the Diſtemper, and the Validity of the Patient's ſtrength, 

Medicines in a cholerick Feaver ought to be cooling and moiſtning, 
in plegmatick and melancholy more warm and attenuate. Let the 
Air be cold and moiſt, let cool Water be ſprinkled upon the ground, 
with Herbs and Flowers, let the covering of his Bed be light and 
thin, Let his Diet ( if he eat any ching) be very ſharpythin and ſlen- 
der. Let his Drink be Barley water, and his Meat Barley Broths, 
Panadoes, and ſuch like. If the Feaver be of long continuance, let 
the ſick make uſe of a fuller Diet,viz. of the Broth or Fleſh of Chicks 
ens, Hens, Capons, Partridges, Veal, Mutton, or Jellyes made with 
them. In his Drink or Barley water let cool herbs be boiled, and give 
ta grateful telliſh withSpirit of Vitriol. If theFeaver arile from hot 
and thick Choller, cr if there be a Conſumption of the Lungs, In- 
flammarion of the ſtomach, blocdy Flux, Ulcers of Kidneys and Blad- 
der, or piſſing of Blood; ſharp things ate not good, but rather ſuch 
thing: as gently thicken, as Barley water wich Syrupof Violets, ot 
of d:z<d Roics, Siccy is very good, and watching hurtful, yer 
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oyermuch ſleep doth overwhelm the natural Heat, and hindet Eva- 
Cuation : Which ought to be made, and nothing to be retained, 
which ought naturally to be expelled. Firſt, Blood- letting doth ci- 
miniſh plenitude of the Body and Veins, pulls back cke Humors 
which cauſe Obſtruction, cools the Body, and makes it perſpicable, 
keeps back Putrefaction, and furthers Concotion, Theretore after 
the Patient hath had a Stool by a Clyſtet or otherwiie, open a Vein, 
and bleed the Patient according to his ſtrength and preſent ſtate, 
Bur this obſerve, that you blecd not in the extremity of the Fit: 
when weakneſs or age will not permit a Vein to be opened, Cupping= 
Glaſſes muſt be applyco: Frict ions muſt not be uled, but in [wooning 
Feavers, After you have let Blood once, twice or thrice, it you ſee 
occaſion, come to purge the morbinck Matter 3 the Mcd:cines tor 
this intent muſt be Caſſin, Manna, T:amarincs, Catholicum, Electu- 
arium lenitivum, Diaprunum ſimpliex, Syrup cf Roles, and of Sue- 
cory with Rhubarb, Some object againſt Rhubarb for its heat, Man- 
na and Syrup of Roſes, becauic it is weetzand (con turned into Chol. 
ler; but being mingled with cool things, or given in cool Waters, 
they can do no hurt, If the Stomach is much afflicted, and the Pa- 
tient is troubled with Vomiting, yon muſt underſtand that Na- 
ture endeavours to caſt our her enemy that way, and ſhe ought to be 
aſliſted by a Vomit. The gentler ſort, and ſuch as are to be cheſen 
for weak people, is the Oyl of Almonds or common Oy! given in 
Barley-water; you muſt give a pint at the leaſt, or elle it will hardly 
work the eff.& : Syrup of Vinegar ur Oxymel given in the Decoction 
of Radithes, cvery day or every other day, give an emollicnt and 
refrigerating Clylter, ſuch as Barley, Mallows, Violet leaves and 
Mercury, Flowers of Camomil and Melilor, ſeeds of Dill and Fennel, 
c. cooling Herbs ate, Lettuce, Endive, Succory, Houſlcek a blade ot 
rwo, Water lillies; dillolve therein Caſſia, Catholicon, Diaprunum 
ſimplex, the Honey of Violeis and Mercury, Oyl of Water-lillies, 
Violets, &. 

If che Diſeaſe ſoring from Phlegmyleave out the coolingHerbs ard 
diſſolve in Hiera Picra, Dizphanicon, Honey of Roſes and Mercury, 
Ozl of Camomil, Dill, or common Oyl. No abſolute and perfect 
Purgarion ought to be adminiſtred, till the metbitick cauſe be ripen- 
ed and digeſted, which muſt be done by Juleps, thus : Take of the 
diftilled waters of Eadive, Succo'y and Sorrel, of cach two ounces ; Sy- 
yup of Lemmons and Violcts, of each an ounce and an haf; « little Oyl 
of Vitriol to ſharpen it; make a Fulip, and let the Sick take a ſpoonjul of 
two often. Or you may make a DecoRion of the Roots of Sorrel, 
Succory, Maiden hait, Endive, Dandelion, Tamarinds, and ſuch I ke, 
and make a Julep with the aforeſaid Syrups, or Syrup of Vine- 
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gar and Pomgranates, If the Choller by its ſharpneſs cauſe a Flux, 
make Juleps which have a thickning quality: T. Ke of the Waters of 
Lettuce, Purſlant and Plant ant, of each thyce ounces * the Syrups of Vie= 
lets and Water- Lillies, of each one ounce ; of red Pot fie, half an ounce, 
mix them, and make a Julep, It the Feaver comes fiem a phlegma- 
tick caule, you muſt give things more cutting and attenuating; as 
a Decoction of Agrimony, Maiden-hair, Beton), Carduus Benedictus, 
and the five opening Roots, Liguoriſh, and Raiſins, luch like; and the 
Syrups of Vinegar, Maidon- hair, and Bizantius, and Spirit of Vitriol. 
It it proceed from Melancholy, make a Decoction of Cetetach, Bur- 
rage and Bugloſs, Maiden-hair, Fumitory, Doddet, ſcordium, the bark 
of Aſh, Capars, Tamarisk, and with any of their Syrups, viz. Fu- 
mitory, Bugloſs, &c. make a Julep. Or with ſuch like Ingredients,

ſaid Ingredients you may make Epithems, Oyntments,and ſuch like, 
to cool and well remper the Liver. Altering ard preparing Humors 
uſed for ſome da yes together, you may make bold to purge with 
Scammoniate Medicines, as Diaphznicon,Diaprunum ſolutivum, E- 
lectuatium de ſucco Roſatrum, and Diacarthamum, and ſuck like, whoſe 
Doſes you ſhall find in the laſt Book. To Rrengthen dejected Na» 
ture, make uſe of the Conſetve of Buglcſs Roots, the leaves of Sot- 
rel and Wood-ſcrrel, the talks of Lettuce, the Flowers of Burrage, 
Bugloſs, Violets, Succory, Roſes, Pulp of Citrons, Theſe powders 


are good, of Coral, Pearls, Ivory, Harts-horn, Diamargariton frigi- 


dum, Diatriaſantalon, Diarrhodon Abbstis, Conte&io Alchermes & 
de Hyacintho ; with theſe may the Ingenious make ElcRuarics, cs 
other Compoſitions according to Art, 


CHAP. LXXXVI. 


Of the Hectick Feaver. 


N HeRick Feaver occupies the ſolid parts of the Body, 28 well 

"A as the Spitits; it is an unnatutal heat, of which the Patient is 
(ca: ce ſenfible, This Feaver is either primary, and begins of it ſelf, 
or {ecundary and followeth ſome other Feaver, Some begin at the 
hearr, and ſome at other prers;a5, the Lungs, Liver, Spleen, Kidneys 
Womb, or other parts inflamed. The Caules ef this Feayer ate ex 
ternal or internal; External Cauſes are all that may occaſion any of 
the other Feavers, The Internal Cauſes are burning and peſtilential 
eayets, which do ſpeedily conlume the moiſture of the —_— or 
ome 
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ſome lingring Feaver. An Inflammation, Ulcer, Puttifaction of aly 
of the inward parts, may cauſc an Hectick Fcavet. 

Ap ReRick Fes ver is known eaſily, becauſe it is continual, without 
encteaſing or decreaſing, ſaving a little after Meat; che Pulle is little 
frequent and quick, the Arteries are hotter than the other parts; the 
Urine »ppearcth as cf a bealthy man, but atter long continuance there 
is an Oyl ſwims on the top, and a Sediment like ro Meal, which 6g« 
nificrh the waſting of the body. 

An Hectick Fes rer may be cured, unleſs it be neglected till ir come 
to the height, that is, when the Eyes arc hollow, dry with dry Excre- 
ments, the Bones ſtick out, and the colour of the Face is gon, the 
Skin is dry, and the Midriff lo conttacted, as if the Patient had no 
Guts, then 1t is incurable, 

If the HeRick Feaver depend upon the Diſeaſe of any other part; 
the Cute muſt be directed to that Diſeaſe; and if it be joyned with 
any other Diſeaſe, reſpect muſt be had to that Dileale, The Cure 
of the Hectick conſiſteth more in due obſetvarce of Diet, than in 
Medicines, His Diet muſt be cool and moiſten, and ſoon nouriſh; as 
Chicken Broths, or Broths made of Hens, Capons,'Veal, Kid, Mut- 
ton, in which boyl Ftench-barley, Lettuce, Endive,Succory, Sorrel, 
Burrage, Purſlane, and iach like. The fleſh of young Hares, Phea⸗ 
ſants, and young Parttidges are good; Panadots, Watet- gruel, Barley» 
cream, Rice-portage with Almonds, or the cold Seeds, Boyled meat 
is better than roaſted, and if che Vauent carcth roaſted meat, lei Oran- 
ges and Lemmons be his Sauce. Fer his Diet likewiſe may be pre- 
pared, Jellyes mace of Capors, Knuckles of Veal and Mutton, Calves- 
feet, Sheeps- feer; and ſuch like, seding Herbs, or other Ingredients 
that are cooling, moiſtnirg and cordial. New laid Epps boy led rear; 
are Zcod ; and of Fruit, Apples are much cemmended, eſpecially 
Pippins, becauſe chey breed cold blood» For his drink, let kim utc 
Barley- water, with cooling Syrups, Galcaapprovcth o. cold water, 
wich which he ſaith, he hath ſaved many from the Maraſmos.which 18 
the Conſumption of the tadica] moiſture of the body, which com- 
monly followeth this diſcaſe, Great care is to be uſed in the giving 
of cold water to decayed people, leſt the hear of the Patient ſhould de 
wholly extinguiſhed, Motion and much ſtirring and labour is not 
good, yet a little Exerciſe before Meat may be allowed ot: but above 
all Exerciſes, let him beware of the Undet ſheet. Let his flzep be 
moderated” ; if ke be coſtive, provoke a ſtool by a Suppofitory, or gen- 
tle Clyſters. Purges are rot to be allowed of, beeauſe the Body hath 
more need of repairing than weakning : yet if the body be full of Ex- 
crements, you may venture to give gentle Purgers, 3s Caſſia, Manna, 


c. Cooling and altering Julcps, ſuch as are preſcribed: in the 
Chapter

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Chaptet before going, the Patient make uſe of 3 bur let him beware 
of the too ſtequeat ule of them, leſt they diminilh his heat too much. 
Such Epithems, Unguents, or Oyls mentioned in the atoregoing 
Chapter, arc good to temper the heat of the Liver. Laſtly, ſuch Me- 
dicines mentioned in che former Chapter, as ſtrengthen Natute, and 
revive the Spitits may be uſed, and there is need enough thereof, The 
vorſt Symptome chat can attend this Diſeaſe, is a Loolenels 3 if it {6 
happen, give Goars ot Cows Milk wherein ſtcel hach been quenched 
or Rice boiled in it, or Syrup of Quinces given with the Vecoction

CH A P. LXXXVII. 


Of the Tertias Ague, 


is Diſeaſe is divided into an Exquiſite and baſtard Tertiin; the 

exquilice is terminated in 12 hours, but a baſtard laſteth longer: 

if it exceed twenty tour hours, it is called Tertiana extenſe, a Tertian 
extended, | 

The Tertizn Ague is Simple, double or triple; rhe ſimple is that 
which cometh evety other day; the double Tertian cometh every days 
and ſhall be diſtinguiſhed from the quoridian in irs proper place; and 
ſometimes the Patient hath two Firs in one day. The triple Ter- 
tian is when the Patient hath three Fits in two daes. 

Choller, and ſuch things as engender ic, are the cauſe of this Di- 
ſeaſe, viz, a hor and dry Diſtemper of the Spleen, yourhful Age, hot 
Air, Watckings, Cares, Anger, Faſtings, uſe of hot Meats, and over- 
much Exerciſe. Thoſe that have hot Livers, that eat and drink libe- 
rally, and ſuch things as breed Crudities, Phlegm, and melancholly 
Humors, arc ſubject to baſtird Tertians, by tealon of the mixture of 
Cheller with the Crucities. 

The exquiſite Tertian doth alwayes begin wich ſhaking, the Quoti- 
Gian begins with a light ſhivering ot coldneſs. After the cold Fit fol- 
lowerh great heat, ſlarp biting and intolerable Thitſt, and ſometimes 
all che Sympromes of a puttid Tertian Feaver, Inche Baſtard Ter- 
Fan ail che aforegoing (igns appear, but more temils, and more vehe- 
ment than s 7 uotidian 3 according as more or leſs Phlegm is mingled 
with the Chollet, chis Diſcaſe cometh nearer to a Quotidian, or ex- 
quiſite Tertian, 

ALegitimate Tertian ſeldome laſt*h above ſeven dayes,and is not 
Adungetous, unleſs ſom: malignity b: joyned with it; and the Pati= 
ent be of a healthy Coaſtitution, & te mpetate in eating and drinking; 
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judg the contrary, if the Patient is otherwiſe qualified. If the Pa- 
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ticnt's Lips break out with Scabs, or if he fall into a Looſnels, theſe 
arc good ſig nes; for Nature is turning out the enemy. 

To work the Cute, a cooling Diet muſt be appointed, and withal 
moiſtning, ſuch as hach been preſcribed in the Cure of continual 
Feavers ; the ſame you muſt obſetve in the double Tertian. But in 
the Baſtard and ſingle Tertian, a fuller Diet is to be obſerved. What 
ever the Patient eateth. let him eat nothing before the Fir two or three 
hours, that there may be a.dig-ſture ; but it is good, if he go to ſtool 
before the Fit; to help the lame, give a Clyſter, 

Clyſters, in an exquiſite Terrian, muſt be mede of emollient and 
cooling Decoftion ; adding Caſſia, Catholicon, Diaprunum lenitive 
and ſclutive, &c. 

In a baſtard Tertian, let the Decoction be emollient and cutting, 
and diſſolve in it Diaphænicon, Honey of Roles, ec. Purgatives 
ought to be the ſame tor the exquiſite Tercian, as for the continual 
Feavers. In theBiſtard, add Agarick, Catholicon, Di:phznicon,Senna, 
ard ſuch as the judicious Phyſitian ſhall judge ſuitable, in reſpe& 
of the Patients Conſtitut ion, and the Humors offending. But to eve- 
ry Medicine cream of Tartar may be added, for it openeth, cleanſerh 
ard cools, It the Patient be ſubject to Vomit, go that w y to work as 
I ſaid in the Chapter, Open à Vein, and draw blocd 45 often, or 
as much as you ſee occaſion. Prepare the Humors with Juleps, as 
you arc taught in the laſt Chaptet, then Purge, If the humors be 
ſtubborn, and the Fir continue, make a Decection of Wormwocd and 
Centauty with cool Herbs co qualiſie the heatzit is much commended, 
after the uſe of that purge again. If there be a Diſtenſion under the 
ſhort Ribs, apply an emollient, attenuatirg, and ſtrengthening Fo- 
mentation. What ever part of the bod y is ill diſpoſed, have a regard to 
that in all your Medicines. The Spirit of Sulphur is much m3gnibed, 
for extinguiſhing the heat of Feavets; and it the humors be thin, it 
ſends them forth by Sweat give them from half a ſcruple to a ſcruple 
in four ounces of Purſline water. Or you may give it thus, Take of Salt 
of mood half a dram, Spi-it-of Sulphur a ſcruple, Carduus water four 
ou ces; mix them, and give the Patient to driah when the Fit approach- 
eth, and lay him tofweat. Thoſe things which arc uſually laid to the 


» Wriſts by the common people, are not to be deſpiſed : I ſhall nat it- 


ſert them, nor more Receipts for the Cure of the Ague. Firſt, it be- 
ing my chiefeſt end to deſcribe the Cauſcs and Signs of Di.cales : Se- 
ccnaly, almoſt every womans Head is full of medicines againſt an 
Ague. 
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CHAP. LXXXVIIL 


Of the Duotidian, er cveiy day Ague. 


His Ague is cauſed by Phlegm purifying in the Region of 
T the Body z therefore all things that breed Phlegm in the body 
may be the caule thereof, 
| The Diagnoſtick ſigns are ſuch as teſtify phlegm ro abound in 
| the body, as white colour, pale, dull Sence, Softneſs and Fatneſs, 


profoundnels ot Sleep, and dreaming ot Water. It comes with a 
cold ſhivering, little or no ſhaking 3 and for the moſt part it comes 
in the night. After the cold Fit, the Patient tcels heat but mildly 
not ſcorching, little Thirſt ; the Pulſe ſmall, ſeldome and flow ; 
there is a Diſtention about the ſhore Ribs: the Firs appear more 
intenſe or remils, Jaſt longer or ſhorter, as the phlegm is ſimple, ot 
mingled with other Humors? the Fit commonly laſteth twelve hours, 
and then leaveth a feavouriſh Fit behind it. Sometimes it laſteth 
twenty four hours, and is almoſt like a continual Feaver. There is 8 
difference found in reſpeR of the Nature of the phlegm, for alc 
phlegm makes the Patient thirſty,ſharp phlegm hungry,ſweer phlegra 
ſleepy: if che phlegm have no taſt, it makes him without Appetite, 
cid or Glaſſy phlegm ( by reaſon of its coldneſs ) cauſerh ſhaking, 
This Diſeaſe tor the moſt part cont inueth long, and is not without 
danger, becaule it ſometimes degenetates into 4 Cachexia, Dropſy ot 
Lethargy. 

The Diet and Medicines muſt be ſuch as have an extenuating, cut- 
ting and dividing quality. The Cure muſt be performed almoſt in 
tlie (ame manner 35 the baſtard Tertian: Zacutus Luſitanus doth 
much commend the DecoRion of Roman Worm- wood and Camomel 
Flowers, if five or fix ounces be adminiſtred. And the DecoRion of 
China and Guajacum for many dayes, but beware it dry not too much.

) There ate wo ſorts of Quartane Aguess viz, A Legitimate and a 


Baſtard Quarrane: a Legitimare is bred of natural Melancholy,which

Q 2 baſtard 
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baſtarcQuartane is bred of preternatural Melancholy, xhich is bred of 
aduſt Choll er, and is hot and dry, or by Melancholy mixed with aduſt 

Choller. A quartane Ague is either ſingle, double or triple; the ſin- 

gle is chat which comes every fourth day. The double is when two 

Fits happen upon two dayes one afcer anothet, and the third day none. 

Triple quartane is when Fits come evety day, as in a quotidian and 

double tertian, 

Diagnoſtick ſigns of a quartane are, the Ague coming every fourth 
day, and Melancholy abounding in the body: it begins with gaping 
and ſtretching, the heavineſs of the body; thivering and ſhaking fol- 
lows, as if it would break che Patient's bones. The pulſe is ſeldom 
and ſlow, the Urine watry, thin and white, after a while it is high» 
et coloured and thicker. The baſtard quattan( ( for the moſt part 
follows other Feavers or Agues, by which aquſtion of Humors is 
made; and in it the Feayer, Heat and Thirſt, is more violent, 
and all the Symptomes are greatcr, becauie the Humors are thin- 
ner. A double quartane is known by the courie of the Fits: A 
triple quartane is diſtinguiſhed from a double Tertian or quotidi= 
an, by Mclancholy abounding ; ard by the courſe of the Fir : 
and chiefly in this, that at fixtt it was a ſimple or double quar= 
Lane. 

Prognoſticks are thus made: This of all Agues is the longeſt of 
Continuance; ſome continue half a year, ſome a year, and ſome 
longer. It is good in this Ague for the Patient to void black Urine, 
The Baſtard quattane is not of ſo long continuance as the Legiti- 
mate, b:cauſe it proceeds from thinner Humors than the other. 
The Legitimate it not ſo dangerous as the other, which hath many 
times dangerous Sympromes, eſpecially if the Liver, Spleen, ot any 
of the inferiour parts be damnifi: d, becauſe it is ſometimes degenerated 
into a Dropſie. If any aged above fixty fall into the quartane Ague, 
it proveth mortal, If the intermitting quartane degenerate into a 
continual, it is for the moſt part deadly, To bleed at the Noſe in a 
a quattane Ague is but a bad fign, becauſe the Morbifick Humors 
arc too thick for ſuch an Evacuation, 

If a bloody Flux come upon a quartane Ague, and continue but 2 
while, it is good, 

A baſtard quartane is cured almoſt with the ſame Medicines, 
which have been preſcribed for the Cure of the Tertian : to them ad- 
ding ſuch Medicines 35 regard Melancholy, and free the Spleen from 
Diſaffection. | 

Seeing the Legirimare quartane is cauſed of Humors that arc cold 
and dry, thick and carthly, we muſt uſe Medicines that hear; 
moiſten, ang attenuate, Let the Patient's Diet be heating and 
moiſtuingy 
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moiſtaing, of good juyce, eaſie of digeſtute, and of thin ſubſtance z 
as rear Eggs, young Animals, and Birds of Mountains, Fiſhes of 
ſtony Rivers; among Herbs, Borrage, Buglo!s, Spinach, Fennel, 
Parſly and Turneps : Crato doch much commend the Broch of 
Turneps ; of Fruits, Almonds, Apples, Rewed Prunes, Figgs, Rais 
fins, Dates and Pinc« kernels, Let him abſtain from all Meats which 
ate of a clammy ſubſtance, and of hard digeſture: let him drink 
ſmall Ale or Beer, let him car moderately, and on the Fir day fix 
hours b:fore the Fir cometh let him be very moderate in drinking, 
for much drink fills the Spleen, and makes the Diſeaſe rebellious. 
Having thus ordered his Diet, give him a gentle purgation by Cly- 
ſter e 7ake of Ma!lows, Camomel, Mercu'y and Beets, of each one hand - 
ful: Polypody of the OA at 04%ce ard an hal, Epithymum half an owce, 
of the ſour great cold ſeeds, and of Ani and of Fenn'l, of each two 
dams : boil it in Poſſet-drink to a pint, ſtrain it, diſſolve therein ca- 
tholicon aud Hu⁰ν, of Roſes, of each oe ownce the Oyls of Violets 
and Camom'!, of ca:h ote ounce aut an half, mix all, and make 4 
Clyſter, Then purge tha Mclancholy humor by ſome gentle Medi- 
cine: beware of a ſtrong purge in the beginning before Concoction, 
leſt you inflame the humors, and turn che Diſeaſe ro a continual oc 
at leaſt ro a double oc triple quartane, Make a gentle purgation 
thus : Take of Fumitory, Bugioſs, and Maiden- bair, of each one hand- 
fal: Po ypody of the Oak, Liquoriſh, and (weet Fene!-ſeed, of cach 
kalf an once: boyl them, when they ar: boyled, infuſe, or geatly boil 
hat an ounce of Senna, till the Liquor come to three or four 0uncrs © 
liſſolve therein Manna and Syru? of Roſes, each one once for a Potion: 
giv? it the next day after th! chr. After purging,open a Vein in 
the left Arm, unleſs you find the Liver out of order, then you muſt 
epena Vein in the right Arm : it the blood be black and impure draw 
the more. Moſt do let blood upon the wel day, ſome will have it 
Core on the Fit diy, before the Fir, beauſe the humers then begin to 
ftir : Zicutus Lufitanus will have it done when the Moon is at the full, 
vecauie by the Moons Influence, the earthly aud melancholy humor 
is made more fluid, and zyt to come away. It is good to open the Hæ- 
morchoids, if your Patient hath been inclinible to thet Evacuation: 
if your Pitiem be 3 Woman: provoke the Menſtrues if they be ſtops 
ped, and open the S1apherr, Th: opening of the Veet Satvatelle is 
much approved of: Likewiſe you muſt wake Decoctions, Broths os 
Juleps to prepare and concoct the Humors: for which purpoſe theſe 
Simples are good, vi the five opening Raots, and the Root of Succorys 
L.qucriſn and Bugloſs, bark of Tamarisk : the Leaves of Burrage, 
Bug'oſs, Cererach, Maiden hairs Fumitory, Germander, Grounds 
pine, Worm- wood and Centauty the three Cordial-flowers: of theſe 
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you may make Decoctions, and ſweet en them withSirrupus Bizantius, 
or Syrup of Maiden- air. After the ule of theſe preparatives purge 
the melancholy Humor; and betwern the dayes you purges give a 
Clyſter, chis obſerying, chat you often change your Medicines, and 
continue in the courſe à long time for the melancholy humor is not 
1oon evacuated, and that is the reaſon that ſo few are cured of this 
Diſeaſe, beeauſe few will obſerve the Rule of the Phyſitian, or haye 
patience to take his Medicines, 

Vomits in the beginning of this Feaver, are commended by all ; 
of Aſarum, a dram given in White-wine, is of an excellent faculty, 
In the declination of this diſcaſc, Diaphoreticks may be given to di- 
culs the reliques of the Diſeaſe, the DecoRion of the Rocts of Chi- 
na and Satſa arc good, and Venice-Treactc hath a great vertue, You 
may anoint the Back bone with a Liniment made of ſome of rheſe 
Oyls, viz, of Dill, Camome], Orris, Coſtus, Rue, Bayes, and 
Spike in a {mall quantity; mixing with them Treacle, Cloves, 
Muſtard- ſeed, Caſtoreum, and the like; of theſe an ingenious Man 
may com pound a Liniment to anoint the Back-bone, one hour before 
the Fit; then lay him to bed, and lay hot Tyles wrapt in clothes to 
his feet and hands, and lay him in a Swear, To cenclude, great care 
cught to be had of the Spleen; for in thi; Diſeaſe the Spleen is dite 
affected and obſttucted: The 59 Chapter will furniſh you with ſuch 
Medicines, 
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CHAP. XC. 
Of the Peſtilence. 
Hb bricfly treated of moſt Dilcaſes that the body cf Min 1s 


I incident to, I though it convenient to write 4 werd or two cf 
the Peſtilence, But conſidering how many larger Treatiics thereof 
are at this day extant, I could have willingly om.tred it , but hoping 
my Mite will not only be acceptable, but beneficial, I thought good 
to Epitom ze this as well as the reſt. 

This Diſeaſe afflictech Nature not onely by a bare Diſtemper or 
Hear ariſing from putrefaction, bur alio by a malignant ard venemous 
quality; by which means it becomes popular and epidemical, Be- 
fore we go ny farther, know that tho'e feavers which we call malig 
nant ot peſtilential, vulgarly ſported feavers, re of the ſame kind 
with the peſſ ilence, and are cured by the 1» me means. The cauſes of 
the Peſtilence are e.ther in erna or exte n31 ; the internal cauſes ste 
immediate or mediate : the immediate Cauic is a Conuprion bf 
1 5 RR SS K N che 
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the hu mors with Putrefaction, the venemous quality is bred of Cor» 
tu ption, and from putte faction the Feavet i» bred. The Mediate 
cauſes ate, fulne!s ot blood which Nature cannot maſter, but cafily 
turns to puttefaction * Abundance of evil Humors is eaſily corrupted 
and putrefied; to theſe joyn ObſtruRions, which is a great means to 
breed ſuch Dileaſcs;tor ſuch humers cloſe ſhut up the body, & having 
no Evacuation nor Tranſpiration muſt of neceſſity purrify, But Ob- 
ſtruct ion is not a principal cauſe of this Diſeaſe, for the venemous 
quality is received by drawing in of the Ait, by which Venome the 
Humors are changed trom their natural Condition, and of their own 
accord putrify. The External cauſes are, Firſt the Ait, which becomes 
hurtful co menzütſt, if it be not blown through with wholſome winds, 
as Hypoc rates oblet veth, ſpeaking of a grievous peſtilential year, that 
in that year there were few winde. Second!iy, the Air may be vitious 
by puttid Exhalations,as of Lakes, Pools, Fiſh-ponds, or other ſtand - 
ing waters, or from bodies unburicd, which have been ſlain in Bare 
tail. Third'y, the Air may become hurtful by Exceſs, or the pre- 
pcſterous Condition of the firſt qualities; as Exceſs of Heat, Cold, 
Drithe or Moiſture, of which I could lay down manifold Examples, 
which beſit not my [mall Volume, Incqua lities of Seaſons muſt be 
acknowledged as a Cauſe, when it is ſometimes hot, and ſcmetiwes 
cold, ſometime dry, and uddenly moiſture follows; one while vehe- 
mently hot, and ſuddenly very cold; or after a violent wet and moiſt 
time, a ſudden and ex team Drouth ; a hot Winter, and a cold Sum- 
mer. Next to a vitious Air, is a bad Aliment and Diet, when the 
Fruits of the Earth, by a bad Temperature of the Air, ate corrupted; 
or when by reaſon of Scarcity, the Poor are fain to fe d on unwhole- 
ſome Diet, ( whence the proverb came, the Plague followerh the Fa- 
mine) or a great Pienty following a Famine, when the poor gorge 
the mlelves, which for want of heat, and a good Diſpofition of body, 
cannot be digeſted, but turns to putrefation, Add to theſe the ma- 
lignant Influence of $4tw 2, Jupiter ard Mars in humane Signs, by 
which the Conſtitution of the Ar and the bodies of Men arc changed 
and corrupted: for all Philuſo phers by common conſent ackrowledge, 
that inferiour bodies are governed by the heavenly Conſtellations: 
To this kind we muſt 2dd the defects and Eclipſes of the Sun and 
Moon, and unuſual Meteors, eſpecially blazing Stars. Above all 
Cauſes, ler us not be unmindful of the ſtrict and ſevere Judgement 
of God for the Sins of Mankind: For many times he is pleaſed to 
puniſh our Sins and Offences by this Judgement; as the Scriptures 
do frequently prove. To theſe nos. natutal Cauſes aforemenrio= 
ned, we muſt add the Retention of Womans Courſes, the Hz- 
morrhoids in Men, or ſome uſuall Evacuation, Id leneſſe, og 
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rov much Sleep, Anger, Sadneſs, or other paſſions of the 
mind. 

Signs that ſhew the Peſtilence approaching, are taken from the 
prelence of Cauſes befote - mentioned. Thoſe Bodies ate diſpoled to 
receive peſtilential Infection, which have collected cyil Juyces and 
Diet, and have a ptæpoſtetous uſe of che norp-nacural things 
afore ſpecified. The chief ſig us which ſhew the Body to be infected; 
che heart is much afflicted, Cardialgia, and h:ari=burning, and pain 
about the mouth of the Stomach: ſomerimes great Thirſt, exceed» 
- ing the Meaſure of the Patient's heat; lometimes want of Thirſt, 
yet a vehtment Feaver and drineſs of the Tongue: Want of Appe- 
rite and abhorring of all Meat, and vomiting up whatever food, dtink, 
Juleps, or Emulſions is given, and their Thirſt continue, and the 
Tongue black: A frequent and inordinate ſhiy:ring, which comes 
divers times in a day, weatineſs and heavines of the hole Body, paius 
of the Head, Watchings and Ravings : Some ate very drouſy and 
ſleepy, then judge that the Brain is full of phlegmarick Excrements, 
To ſome there happen cholerick Fluxes , which ſtink yery much: 
frequent Sweats, {mall, ſhort and unprofitable do break forth; the 
heat is mild and gentle to the feet, becauſe the Diſeaſe is cauled ra- 
cher by a malignant and venemous quslity, than by putrifaction. 
Redneſs of the Eyes, and ſometimes a frowning or a turious look 5 
Sometimes abundance of Worms are voided, which ſhew a great pu- 
trifaction. The Urine is ſometimes like the urine of a {ound min, 
if a malignant quality doth rather offend than purrifaRion:.omerimes 
it appeatech thick, troubled, and high coloured, and hath a thick, 
red, and ſcattered Sediment. On ſome purple Spots, like flea-bitings, 
Car huncles, and Riſinꝑs in the Groin, behind the Ears, and under the 
Atm- pits. Thoſe Spots upon the B dies of the dead, which arc of & 
lead-colour or black, do eſvecially denote the Peſtilence. 


No certain Prognoſtick can be drawn of this Diieaſe, therefore * 


the diſcreer Phyficizn ovght to ſuſpend his Judgment of the ifſue 
thereof : for many have died, natwithſtanding many hopes and te- 
ſtimonies of Recovery ; and, en the contrary, many have eſcaped with 
moſt mertal ſignes. Yet it is lawful for the Phyſician to give his 
ConjeRure thuszIf the pulſe keep a Tenor ard equality there is ſome 

opes ; on the contrary, if it be inordinate, unequal and contracted, 
ic is dangerous. If the pulſe be like the pulſe of an healthy 
perſon, it is dangerous ; becauſe it is a fign that Nature doth not 
labour to concod the Humours for her deliv:rance;, Ravirg is 
not dangerous, it it be lefiened by Sleep; bat it it tuen to dotage, 
and continue, there is little hope. Contrsct ons, convulſive and 
crcrabling Motons arc deadly; for it ſuews that che Ptain is mortal 
| wounded 
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| wounded, and that Nature is overcome by the Diſeaſe. Deafneſs ac 
the beginning is dangerous : but in the ſtate of the Dileaſe it is not 
ſo, for many times healch follows. Sneeging is laudable. Heart- 
burnings, Hiccoughs, and exiream Loathing do portend danger, and 
that the Stomach is oyer-maſtered by the malignant quality of the 
humors. Suppteſſion of all Evacustioos in the beginning and ſtare 
of che Diſeaſe, is good; provided, that the malignity doch nor ſett le 
in the head, or near any principal patt. The Urine that is like the 
Urine of a healthy perlon is bad; the ſame judge, if they be thin, 
thick, confuled or troubled, Urines which have a laudable ſediment, 
and well concect are good, and thew a ſtrong natural Faculty to ex- 
pel the Venom. An Urine black or blew, fat and oyly, wich a black 
or blewiſh ſettling thews a waſting of the body, and is a deadly Sign. 
Sweats ſeldom pottend good though it happens on a critical day, un- 
leſs it doth much diminiſh the Feaver. Scmetimes à Looſne ſs of the 
Belly at the beginning is good, and ſometimes it is a deadly Sign, 
Spots, the more laudable che colour is, the better; if they be black, 
or Lead- colour, and go in again it is dangerous, Carbuncles and 
Buboes, the farth& from the Heart the beiter, and the ſooner they 
ripen, the ſafer. 

The Cure ought to be two-fold, firſt, to preſerve thoſe from it 
who have it not; ſecondly, in healing thole that have it, Firſt, to 
preſerve, take away the cauſes both internal ard external. If the body 
be phlechorick, let Phlebotomy abate ic : If full of evil humors let 
them be purged : If obfizuRed, let means be uſed to open Obſtructi- 
ons, If the b dy be in a gocd ſtate, labour to keep ir ſo, If it be 
too moiſt, labout to dry it, and avoid ail moiſt Noutiſhments, and 
much drinking, cat no Fiſh, Mears made of milk, nor Herbs; walk 
not in the South Air, or ncar Lakes, nor in the Night, ſleep not roo 
much, If the Body be weak uſe a reſtorative Diet. It the Air be 
too hot, labout to cool it, as we taught you, in continual Feavers, If 
it be tao moiſt, corre it by fires and fumes ; as alſo to confume and 
diſſipate the infection of the Air, mike fires and fumes of ſweer 
Woods, and other ſweet ſcented hętedients, as Cypreſs, Wood of Aloes, 
Juniper, Storax, Laudanum, Mytth, Benjamin, yellow Sanders, Ireos, 
Frankincenſe, Cinnamon, Cloves, Red-Roſe- leaves, Calamint, Bays, 
Roſemary, ard ſuch like. Let the common ſort of people, and the 
poorer ſott, carry Rue and Angelica to ſmell to, and take in che morn- 
ing faſt ing, and when they go abroad, Adith 3d .utes*s medicine; Mithri- 
date, Venice- Treacle, and ſuch like. Let the Rich man uſe of this 
Pomander 2 Take of Labdanum, and of the Rind of Cit704s, of each one

For the cute of thoſe that ate ſick, let the ſame courſe of Diet be 
obſerved, as was preſcribed in continual Feavets; and it the body be 
plerhorick, open a Vein; How much blood to take away, and how af- 
ten to bleed, ler prudence be your ditector. If you judge ir neceſſa- 
ry, apply Cupping-glaſſes to the ſhoulders, back, and hips; and ve- 
licatoties applied to the neck and Arm- pit, and Groyns, are ſeldome 
without adm table ſucceſs; and a Cataplaſme of Snail:, or Radiſhes, 
laid to the feet ate good, Firſt, alcering Juleps arc good to prepare 
the humors, made of ſuch things as are preſcribed for the Cure of 
continualFeaverszto which addAntidotes, which ate a ſpecifick proper- 
ty to fight againſt che venemous qualicy : as the roots of Tormentil; 
Cinkfoil, Scotzonera, white Thiſtle 3 the leaves of Scordium, Cat- 
duue, Scabious, Meddow- ſweet, Flowers of Marigo!lds ; Lemons and 
Citions, Odorifcrous Apples, Hatts-hern; the juyce or Syrup of 
Lemons, Pomegranais, Cittons, Vinegar, the Spirit of Sulphur and 
Vitriol, In thc whole courſe of the cart, Antidotes mult be given, 
of which there are four ſotts or degrees, the firſt reſiſt the venemous 
quality, and beſides ste cold, dry and aftringent, by which they 
ſitreng hen the Heart , hincer purrifation , and the venom from 
:>reading over the Brdy : of this ſort re Bolearmenick, Terra Sigil- 
lata, the roots ot Biſtort, Cinkfoil, Tormentil, & c.

according to the divers ſemperaments, Ses, and age of the Patient, 
the determination ot which depends not upon any certain rules, but 
upon the prudence and head - piece cf an able Phylitian, In the Ma» 
lignant and (ported Feaver, if purretattion be greatet than the vene- 
mous quality; the Megicines of the firſt, ſecond, ot fourth order, do 
beſt agree in the begivning ard augment of che Feaver 3 and thoſe of 
the third, viz. Diaphorecicks and (wearing medicines inthe decli- 
nation; but if it be the Plague, and the veremous quality excecd the 
puttifaction, let Diureticks be uſed firſt: as for the form cf par- 
ticulsr medicines, let the Phyſitian yary them according to the dif- 
ferent degrees of heat, puttifaction, and malignity, Let the Phyſi- 
tian rake care to ſtrengthen the Heart alſo, by outward applications 
of Cordial Epithems ; and let the Carbuncles and Botches be ſup-

He Feaver which attends the Small Pox and Mcaſels, may be 
juſtly termed Peſtilential, for it is epidemicily contagious and 
many times mortal l rced nor write any thing of the d fference be- 
tacen theſe two, viz. Pox and Meaſels, tor every Woman knows 
It» There is another ſort of Puſtules come out upon Children like 
Bladders without jirflammartion or redneſs, and without a Feaver : 


| ſome Phyſitians call it the Cryſtals, we cell ic the Bliſters, The 


cauſe of the ſmall Pox and Meaſels was in the Mothers Blood, with 
which the Child was nout ſhed in the Womb, and is hence chiefly ga- 
thered, b:cauſe among thouſands of mer, it is bard to find one, lic 
once in his life hath not had theſe Diſesſes. For in the bloed be it 
never ſo pure, ſome impurities are founc, which doth commun cats 
pollution to the parts of the Child, and defile the Mals of blood; and 
being provoked by ſome ooeaficn ( viz, > certain diſpoſition of Air, 
proporrionable to the diſeaſe) the blood boyls ard putrifieth ic ſelf and 
de parts, and the impurity is caſt forth, Underſtand that theſe im= 
purities do not ſubſtancially rem ain in the body, fer then they would 
Corrupt in a little time, but an evil quality is by them imprinted _ 
| the 
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the parts. When this ebullition beginneth, the excrement is to- 
told, eichet thin or thick; if thin, the Meaſels follow; if chick, the 
{mall Pox. And another reaſon is this, Sometimes the Air is incli- 


nable to the one, and ſomerimes to the other, Again, the Pox is ei- 


ther petfective ot corruptive ; the perfect ve is when the corrupr, 
impure, and excrementicious part of the blood is caſt forth by nature, 
the reſt remaining pure, and the Patient is reſtored without Phyſick: 
the corruptive Pox is not onely the corrupt blood purged forth, but 
the moſt pure blood is corrupted, which is occalioned by a maligaanc 
conſtitution of the Air, and ſo produceth a dangerous and Epidemi- 
cal Pox: which is ſometimes a forerunner of the Plague, In reipeR 
of the natural conſticution of the Body they come forth more or leſs, 
ſooner or later, and ſomerymes they ſeize upon the internal as well as 
external parts, as the Throat, Lungs, Guts, Liver, Spleen, &. 
Signs which declare the Pox at hand, are pain in the herd, and 
beating about the Temples, troubled and terrified in ſleep, ſomes» 
times ravings and Convulſions, hoarſneſs , cough, and difficulty of 
breathing; heat and pricking all over the Body, pain of the back, 
ſhining betorc the eyes, the face red and ſwelleg. If they come our 
ſoon ard cafily ripen, there is no danger, the fame judge if the ſymp- 
omes are not great; and the voice and breathing is free. Lf they 
come out red, aftetwards white, round pointed, and outwardly in the 
Skin, there is no danger. The contrary. to theſe are figns of a dead» 
ly and dangerous Pox, v:z. A great Feaver, which is not abated at 
theit coming out, dithculcy of breathing, great thirſt,  looineſs, of 
bloody flux, becauſe the malignant humours have their recourſe in- 
ward, which is contrary to nature, a bloody Vrine, or ſtool, bleed= 
ing at the Noſe, Gums, or other parts, are commonly dead'y 
figns, for they ſigniſie the extreme acrimony and maligrancie of the 
blood, thit nacure is forced to void it in ſuch a prepoſterous way, Por 
long coming out, ſhews the contumacie of the hun;or, or Weaknels 
of Nature, if they be many, great, double, and united, they ſhew 2“ 
bundance of humors : hard ones thew the thickneſs of the Mitter: 
flat ones Chew the Weakneſs of the Expullive Faculty: it there be1 
black Spot in the middle, it ſhews the malignity of che humors ; the 
like judge, if they be green, blewiſh or black, and they are all bad 
Gans; bur it is worſe it they fink, go in, and the Tumor falleta, for 
it ſig nitieth the R:tirement of the humors inward, and few in ths 
condition eſcape. If black or blew ſpors come forth among the Pon 
ir ſhews great Malignity ; and the Patient in great danger. If the 
Excrements and Urive br back or l. vid, they ſignine abuncance ® 
Melancholy, and great danger. ; 
For the Cure, keep the Patient in a warm toom, and if you tesdet 
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his life, keep out the cold Air, leſt the humours be driven inward, 


Keep the Cloaths cloſc about him, but let them not lie too heavy. 
Let his Drink be Barly-water, and boyl therein Sorrel Roots and 
Harrs-horn, and Figs, it the Feaver be not violent: let his Sleep be 


moderate. Phyfirians, for the moſt part, adviſe the Cure to begin 


with blood - letting, that is, if che Patient be full of blood, and no- 

thing torbid it; but it muſt be done before, or juſt as they be coming 

forth. Purges are abſolutely forbidden ; but if the body be very 

coſtiye, move it with a Suppolicory, but do nat provoke it. Then en- 

dei vour the expulſion of the Matter, thus; Take of the Roots of graſs, 

Aſparagus and Fennel, of each four ouices: Liquevis half an ounce : Wood 

Sorrel two handfuls : twenty Figs : the Cordial Flowers one Pugil - 

make a Decoction to a pint, towa ds the later end, put in a little Saffron; 
take four ounces Night and Morning. Bczoar and GalCoins powder is 

good to ſend out the Pox; and for Children Diaſcordium is a familiar 
Medicine. We muſt endeavour to preſerve the internal parts 3 if you 
ſear that the Liver, Spleen, or Gurs ſhould ſuffer, ro the former De= 
coction add husked Lentils, two drams; Gum Lac, and Tragacanth, 

of each one dram, You muſt defend the Eyes with the Water of 
3 and if che In- 
flammarion be great; infuſe Tutty. You muſt defend the Lungs 
with the Conſerye of Roſes and Violets, the Syrup of Violets, Ju- 
Jubes, Myrtles, dried Roſes and V iolers, and ſuch like. You muſt de- 
fend the Throat with a Gargle of Oxycrate, or you may make it 
with Plantane water, and Syrup of Mulberrics or Pomegranates. To 

defend the Noſe, put up a Nodulus, made of Vinegar, Roſe-watery 
and the powger of Sanders and Camphir. When the Pox are out, 
full ripe, and begin to break, anoint them often with the Oyl of Al- 
monds, it will be a means to prevent their pitting : and where there 
ire likely to be holes, anoint with the Oyl of the yelks of Eggs.

Of a Giece Hound. 


Wound is a breach of Continuity, freſh and bloody without 
Putrifaction or Matter: It is cauſed by a Sword, Bullet, Arrow, 
or luch like, which the Chyrurgion may eaſily perceive. Wounds 
in the fleſh, ate cafily cured ;, in the Nerves, Veins, and Arteries, 
they are nt withbut danger: In the ieſttumental 3nd principal 
parts, as the Heart, Liver, Lungs, Brain, Spleen, Midriff, Wezind, 
Stomach, Guts, or Bladder, they are deadly, A Feayer, Perturbation, 
Swooning, Cohvnlfion, and ſuch libe Symptomes ate dang*rous. 
The Cure muſt be direed, firſt to the cauſe; ſecondly, to the 
Wound it ſelf , rhirdly, ro the part affected. Laily,ro the Symp- 
tomes attending. The Cauſe or ourward thing, v. 2 Bullet, 
Arrow, or ſuch like, ſticking in the Body muſt be drawn 
out by Inſtruments or by Medicine: What concerns the firſt l 
Mall not medole with, che medicinal part I ſhall briefly handle, 
The Simples aviileable and of force for the purpoſe aforeſaid ares 
The Roots o Reeds and Birthwort, the Leaves of Dittaay, Crow+{00ts 
Miſteto. Thapſiz, Sage num, Ammoniacumys Onopanty, Lui, K Lint 
bret Frogs, Galb1nnm, Bravs=greaſe, the Lo alſtone, Mullayde[ced, ard 
ſuch like. Of theſe and ſuch like you may prepare compound Med 
eines: this Unguent of Veſalus is wuch approved of: Take of RA 


of the Pine=trce, two Ounces : Galbaaum, three Ounces ; of the . 
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led Calamites, one Ounce 2 the Gall of an Oxe, one Ounce and az haf: 
of Turp-ntine, three Ounces ; mew Wax, wo ounces : firſt, (train out the 
wax, Roxin, aud Turp:/niine ; aſter, mix the Galbanum, Gall and tie 
Powder of th: Stone, and make an unguent. 

This Plaiſter is likewiſe good for the ſame purpole :_Take of Leave, 
ore pound ; O half a pound: the quyce of Keat=t10ſs , aid Dittazy, 
(% for want of it, the Pemder of the died Kerbs,) of each ih. ee onsces; 
Turpintint one pound : The Bird- Lime made of Miſi:to Beryics, An moni 
acum, and Galbanum diſſolvcd in wins, of each one Ounce ; of Hax, 
four Ounces : mix them «pon the Fire, aud make a Plaiſter. 

Having thus far proceeded, and ten oved al! things unnatural from 
the Wound, then muſt the Chyrurgion, if the Solution be great, at- 
tificially joyn the gaping ſides of the Wound by Seam, Taches, or 
ſtuching cloths and luch like, which 1 omit, and ſhall lay down a 
few Rules to prevent pain, inflammation or other untoward Acci- 
dents, which may happen ro the wounded part of the whole Body. 

Inflammation is reſtrained by raking away the Cauſe of the flux ion: 
New the humours, flowing to the party ate either drawn or ſents 
They are drawn by rcaſon of the pain and heat of the Member,which 
doch attract the humors to it ſelf, They are ſent, thus; when the 
whole body is full of evil humors, and every part disburthenetk it 
ſelf upon the weaker. The Inflam vation of the part muſt be allayed 
with ſuch Medicines that quench heat; and the body muſt be purs 
ged, and ſuch a Courſe of Diet uſed as may ſomewhat free the Body 
trom ſuch humors, which are offenſive and burthenſcme ro Nature. 

But before I come to treat of the removal of {uch Accidents and 
evil Symptoms; I ſhall briefly ſhzw you the manner of Cure,which 
ought thus to be performed. After clefirg of the Wound, dreſs it 
with ſome agglutinative Medicine, made of ſuch Simples: 237. 
Fraxkincenſe, Maſtich, Aloes, Bole.amenich, Sanguis Dr aconis, Save 
cocolla, Terra Sigillata, Balauſtine, Pomegranate Rinds, Cypreſs Nuts, 
Gall, Horſe-Tait, Tobacco, and ſuh like, You may make a Balm 
thas : Take of lu pentine a pound : of Galbarum, Cum Elimy, Gum of 
Ivy, Fra: kincenſe,, Moſtich, Myrrb, of each two ounces , Aloes, Ligaum 
Alves, Galanga, Nutmegs, Cioves, Cinnamon, Cubth:, of each one 0uice : 
Aqua-wite, trite ounces 2 infufe and diſtil them to a Balm, After the 
Application of this or the like Balſome, lay on this Plaiſter : Take of 

Ammoniacum diſſolved in Finigar, iwo ownces : Gum Elemy three oun= 
ces : Ronin of the Pine- tree, five ounces ; Turpextine of the Fir- tree, 
three ounces 2 Oy! of Riſes two vunces : make à Plaiſter, Open it once 


in twenty four hours till it be whole : thus may ycu cure a Gmple 
Wound in the Fleſh. 


If 
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If the Wound be hollow, you muſt put in Tents, twiſt them not too 
hard, but ſo that the Sanies may come forth, If the Wound be deep 
withour loſs of Subſtance, you muſt conſider whether the Orifice of 
the Wound look upnard or downward, If the Oritice lovk downward, 
and the bottom be upward, then may the Matter run freely out of 
the Wound, and the Cure thereof is performed as a ſimple Wound in 
the Flcſh. But if the Orifice of the Wound be upward , sud the 
bottom cending to the lower parts, that there is a place for the Mat- 
ter to teſt in; then if you find it needtul, (as many times it id) make 
an Inciſion from the top to the bottem, cr onely in the bottom; let 
Reaſon guide you where to make your Incifior, or when to negl«& 
it. Waſh the Wourd with Wine, wherein Myrth and Salt hath been 
boiled : then pur in this Oyl, which is much commended, and it is 
made thus: Tie of Oyl if Olives three pounds : of white ire, two 
pounds: of the Flower, Leavis and Seeds of St, Joli''s mort, one pourd: 
of Greek P.lerian, the ſpotted and common Sanicle, Sara: ens corſound, 
and Scif-heal, of cach half a handſul ; beat the Herbs in a Mo tar, ana 
infuſe them in the Mine end Oyl tw aty four bours, tha boy! it gently to

If the Wound be hollow with loſs of Subſtance, you muſt make

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CHAP. II. 


Of a contuſed wound, and a Bruiſe, 


Hat the Wound is contuſed appeareth by the ſwelling, pain, 

black or blew colout; wherher it were given by a fall, or blow, 

the Patient can ſatisſie you. The Cure conſiſtech, fiuſt, in mundiſy- 

ing, filling che hollowneſs with Incarnative Medicines, and when it 

is made plain and even, cover it with Cicatrizing Medicines, . And 

ſecondly, in temoving the accident, which for the moſt part accom- 
panieth a wound of this nature. 

Firſt, to mund iſie the wound, waſh it in white Wine, wherein hath 
been boyled Mirrh and Salt, then arm your Tents with unguentum 
Apoſtolorum or ſuch like, and lay on dry Suphs and bind it up ; this 
do till che wound be clean; then fill it up with Incarnative Medi- 
Eines, afterwards Cicatrize it; the medicines for that purpoſe in the 
foregoing Chapter will ſerve here. 

Secondly, labour to remove the accidents incident to theſe wounds, 
which are either pain or ſwelling. Pain muſt be mitigated with Oyl 
of Dill, Camomil or Lillies, Or a Liniment made of the Oyl of 
Roſes, and the yelk of an Egg, and applyed with Lint, The ſwelling 
or Tumor is to be temoved by raking away the Antecedent or con- 
Joyned cauſe e the antecedent cauſe is the humour flowing to the 
wounded part; the conjoyned cauſe is the humour already contained 
in the part. Pot taking away the antecedent cauſe, you muſt conſi- 
det, wherher it be blood or other humors. If it be blood, whether 
it comes from the whole body or ſome particular part, it muſt be 
evacuated by blood-lerting, and a thin cooling Diet. You mvſt eva- 
cuate and diſpatch it from the wounded member, either by tevulſion, 
of repercuſſion: Revulſion muſt be mede either by Phlebotomy, 
Cupping, Rubbing end Blinding the contrary bde to withdraw the 
humor to the contrary part. Repercuſſion is to ſend the mattet from 
the part: of this ſort are the Oyl of Roſes and Myrtles; or an Un- 
guvent made of Oyl of Myrtles, Bolezarmenick, and the white of an 
Egg, with which the parts about the Wound are to be anointed 3 Af- 
terwards lay on a Plaiſter made of the Powder of Myrtles, and the 
white of an Egg. If it be other humors which flow to the wound, let 
them be purged with ſuch medicines as ate proper to the humor 2 
The forc-going Book is full of Examples; and the laſt Book is well 
furniſhed, The humor which is now impact in the Wound, muſt be 
brought ro Suppuration. This Plaiſter is good: Take of the Roots of 
Maiſh-mailors, and wild curumbers, of each one ounce  Origan aud fi- 
oc: 097 
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Hyſo , of each a handful : the Flowers of Camomel, and the ſed of 
Flax, of each one pugil: fx fat Figs : boy! them well, then ftrain the 
liquor from them, and beat them in a Morter : add to them Mirth, Gals 
bnuwm, Styrax Liquida, and Sheeps-greaſ: (ſeparated from the Wooll which 
growes in the Flank, and between their ſhoulder: ] ofeach one dram and an 
ba: make a Plaiſter, 

If by a fall, ſlroke or blow, clotted blood is gathered undeg rhe 
kin, the part is ſwelled, ſoft and eaſily preſſed, blackiſh; and many 
tices without pain. A Bruiſe by a violent contuſion is not without 
danger; for ſometimes not only the part ir ſelf cortupteth, but many 
times the whole Body, If the skin hang by, ſeparated from the ficſhs 
cut it away, for it is ſeldome or never joyned again, pg 

For the Cure, in teſpect of the wounded part, obſerve the ſame 
rule in taking away pains and ſwelling, either by evacuation, or tepet᷑ · 
cuſſion. In reſpect of che whole bod y,you muſt confider whether there 
be clotted blood in the body; which if there be, it muſt be diflolved 
and ſcattered by M:dicines which diſſolve blood, and ſtrengthen the 
inner parts: And ſecondly, it muſt be ſeatteted by Diaphorerick, of 
Sweating Mcdicines, This Powder is good to diflolye blood; Take 
of Rhubarb torrified, ſealed Earth; Boleg armenick, Mummy, and the ſeed of 
Creſſes torrified, of e ich one d ram; make them into 4 fine powder and give 
ae drom is Plantane w:ter, or the water of Shephcyds-pouch, © 

To provoke Swear, boyl a handful or two of Oſmond Royal, and 
Hotſtail in Wine, ſweeten the Decoction wich Honey, give five or ſix 
ounces thereof, and let the Patient ſweat rhereapon, If the blood be 
clotted under the skin, apply a Rams skin newly pulled off hot to the 
Bed y, and let the Patient ſwear in ir. Then anbint it wich this Un- 
guent, e c. Take of Bole-armenick, Frankincenſe, Rox in, Fenugreeł, aud 
Gun Traganth, of each half ax ounce : S:ffron wne dran, the Powder of 
Roſes, Mi tles and Sumach, of each three drams : the Oyntment of Maiſh« 
mallows, the Oy! of Roſes, Camomil, Mirtles and Dit, of each two oun - 
es: New Wax ani Turpentine, of each one ounce ; make an taguent, 
and uſe it twice a day, After you have uſed this Oyntment a While, 
leave out the Ingredients which are aſtringent, and uſe diſcutients 
only; If you find the matter will not be diſcuſſed, bur is prone to 
Sappuration, help it forward by ſuch Medicines as are proper for the 
| Purpoſe : then procure Iſſue, and Mundifie the Ulcer, and heal it

| Hat Creature inflicted the Wound, woſt people know, or 
whether he be venemous or not: Venemous arc, a Mad- 
Dog, Serpent, Scorpion, Baſilisk, Dragon, Viper, Adder, Slow- Worm, 
Aſp; Spider, Toad, &c. Not yenendous, ate a Dog, Ape, Horſe, Son, 
Cat, Waſp, Bee, and the like. If the Creature were venemous, the 
Sympromes are more violent, viz, vehement pricking, and biting 
pains, change of colour, and grievous anguiſhes, and ſometimes the 
body is aſtoniſhed, ſomtimes in a great hear, and the like, 
A'-venemous biting is very dangerous, it it be nor ſoon cuted; be- 
cauſe Poyſon ayms ac the deſtruRion of rhe Heart, Some ſay if the 
Patient be chirſty, and yet is fearful of Drink, he is incurable, This 
I once ſaw verified in a Boy that was bit by a Mad-Dog, If the 
Patient be bit by a venemous Creature, the Cure may be begun with 
Cupping the wounded part with Scarrification, to draw forth the 
venome: {ucking of the wound is commended, inſtead thereof, ap- 
ply the tail of an Hen: if the part be not full of finews, apply a Cau- 
tcry ; and if the venome be very malignant cutting is commended, 
External medicines muſt be attractive to draw the venome back, Of 
this ſort are the ſimples following, Garlick, Onions, Muſtard- ed, 
Harts-caie, Scabius, Pennyroyal, Calamint, Gentian, Polymoun- 
riin, Germander, Scordium, Dittany, Briony, Aſphodels, Ariſtolochis, 
Euphorbium, Galbanum, Treacle, Leven, Gosts- dung, er. Of 
theſe, you may make variety of compound medicines. On a ſuddain 
mix Leven and Goats-dung together; or for want of it, Leven 
alone, beat with it Garlick, Onions and Treacle, or any of the afore- 
named ſimples, which you have in tesdineſs, and make a Plaiſter. 
This Plaiſter is gocd: Take of the Powder of long Birth- wort two oun- 
ces, Aſphodels and Briony,of each one ounce, Aſſa-Fatida, Galbanum and 
Miyrb, of eath half an ouice, with Oyl of Bay and war; make a Plaiſter:

Julius Palmirius doth much commend that Powder againſt the 
biting of a Mad- Dog, or other venemous Creature, which Powdes 
is oy” by che Colledge of Phyſitians in their Diſpenſatoty, Pulvis 
Anti'iſſus.. 

Paracelſus adviſech to give the Patient ted aſttingent Wine, where- 
in Steel hath been quenched, and a little Treacle with it. Or let. che 
Patient take now and then a little of this mixtute with the Wine; 
Methridate two ounces, Venice Ireacle one ounce, the powder of red 
rals one ounce and an balf, mix them, Alſo, Philonium Perſicun, do 
wondertully defend the Head and Vital parts. If the Patient grow 
very thirſty, it is a fign that the Venom reacheth to che Heart 3 then 
give warm milk, and the powder of Red Coral, and apply to the Re- 
gion of the Heart an Epithem made of Roſe-V incgar, Camphiro, 
and Sanders; Sealed Earth made into a Plaiſter, with ſome conve- 
nient moiſture, and applied, is much commended againſt the poyſon 
df the Spider and Toad, Laſtly, you muſt labour to bring the wound 
to ſuppuration, afterwards munditic, incarnate, and cicatrize it.

CHAP. IX. 


Of a Found in the Nerves, Tendon'y Ligaments,Veits, 
and Arteries. 


Herher Nerve, Tender, & c. are wounded, may be eafily 
conjectuted; and how, and wich what weapon it was done, 
the Patient will be able to inform. 
if a Sine be hurt, there is great pain, hurt both af Senſe and 
motion, ſomerimes a Feaver, Islam mation, Conyulfion,or Raving: 
a breach or wound ofa Vein or Artery is known by profuſion of blood. 
Bat wherher the Vein or Artery be wounded, their proper figns muſt 
diſtinguiſh, viz the Blood black and thick, wich an equal fluxion, 
theweth a wounded Vein: but if the Blood be thin and yellow, and 
cometh ſotih leaping, like the motion of che Pulle, then is the Artery 
wounded. 
The Nervous Ligaments will endure Medicines of great force: If 
in Wound: of this nature a Tumor appear, and afterwards vaniſh 
due, it chreatneth danger of Conyulſion and Raving. If a Nerve be 
| R 3 : wounded 
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wounded oyerthwart, and not cut aſunder, it brings the more peril 
of Convulſion. An Artery cur overthwart is looner joyned together, 
than it it were ſevered long-wiſe. An Artery cut is harder to cure 
than a Vein. Flux of blood is perillous, eſpecially cf an Artery, for 
unleſs it be ſtopped, ir bringeth death una voidably. Swooning, Con- 
yulfions, Raving c. in this caſe, is an evil token. For the Cure, if 
the Nerve be prickt, begin thus: If there be any wespon, or any out- 
ward thing ſticking in the Wound, let it be removed, and keep the 
part from injury; and if you feat Inflammation, open a vein, Let him 
lic in a warm Room, on a ſoft bed, and keep the Becy looſe by Cly- 
ſers or laxative Medicines, regulated according to the nature of the 
humour peccant. Let his Diet be ſparing,and ſmall Beer his Drink, 
Ler him lie as free from motion as may be; let not the cold Air, 
which is inimical to the Sinews, afflict him; nor too hor Ais , for 
fear of Inflammation. Keep the Wound open, and if it be not wide 
enough, make it wider: then uſe ſuch Medicines that may eaſe the 
pain, and draw forth the eruginous ard fretting matter: Medicines 
which heat and dry t pain ate good in this caſe, as the Oyl cf 
Tui pentine, Ireos,Sage, Elder; or Water, wherein Salt and Turperis 
tine haye been boyled ; the Oyl of Earth-worms, and of the yelks of 
Eggs mixed; or the Oyl of Roſes and Turpentine; cr the Oy! cf 
Turpentine and of Savin mixed; pr Eupherbium one cram, boiled in 
two ounces of Oyl. For which purpoſe this Plaiſter is good : Take of 
the Roots of Ma-ſhmallows, the Mcal of Bir, Brans aud Liatils,of each 
a (the quenti , as n uch as you think odd: Boy! them in ye; then put 10 
it Oyl of Roſes, Camomel, Dill and Turpentinc, of each ſu' ficient, and a 
little Saffron, ſo make a Plaiſter. If che Wound will comg to lupputa- 
tion, help it forwaras,and after mundifie it. 

If the Nerve be cut, after you have obſerved the aforeſaid general

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CHAP. V. 


Of Luxations and Fractures. 


Luxation, or Diſlocstion, is the flipping of a joynt fcom his 

Natural Poſition, and proper place, into ſome ſtrapge and un- 
wonted ſcar, whereby voluntaty motion is hindered. A Fracture is a 
diviſion or breaking of the bone: The cauſes of the firſt are eithet 
outward or inward; outward Cauſes ate falls, ſtrokes, extenſion, wrench- 
ing, or the like; the Patient is able to inform you. The inward cauſes 
are filthy, ſlimy, and Phlegmatick Humors,falling between the joynts, 
as it many times happeneth in the Sciatic1, Cauſcs of Fractures, are 
things of weight falling upon the place, cr FP acicnc falls from on 

aigh, flippeth, or ſuch like. 
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A Diſlocation is known by theſe ſigns, viz. a Tumor in tie pat 
where the bone lies, a pit of cavity' in the place from whence the 
bone is departed, grear pain, a difficulty or deprivation of motion in 
thir member. The bone broken is eaſily ſeen; but whether the 
Fracture be overthwart, or long wayes, you may diſcern thus : If it 
be overthwart, by feeling you may diſcern the bone feyzral, and dis- 
joyned, the bones make a noiſe and crackling, when you handle each 
fide diverſly,” If it be long-wayes, the former ſigns 4ppear not; and 
_ part appeareth thicket than ordinary, uneven, and pain- 
ul. 5 5 3 5 
Ol bones that ſlip out of their places, ſome are eaſily re poſed: and 
ſome more hardly; the knee ea ſily ſl ippeth out, and is eaſily put in 
again, the fingers and ſhbulders may eaſily be reduced. The'Jaw- 
bone, the Shoulder · blade, Oi tali, che heel bone, the hand and middle 
of the foot do commonly knit in fourteen or one and twenty dayes : 
the Hip in fifty dayes, and the foot in ſixtyslf the Patient give it reſt. 
If in the ſerring the Bone crack, or make a noiſe, and the member 
look like the other, it will be well, the Elbow ſeldom flipperh out 
and is not put in again without much trouble. If the borders of the 
Bones arc broken, it is the worſe. If a Wound, Inflammation, a vio- 
lent pain accompany the Luxation, it is dangerous and hard to be 
cured; If it hath continued long, and is grown Callaus, it is hard to 
be cured, If a Child happen to have a diſlocation, and it be not tedu- 
ted, the member gtoweth little or nothigg. | | 
Likewiſe in a fractute the Bones of the Arms, Legs, Thighs and 
Fingers are not very dangerous, the farther from the head the bet- 
rer, A Fracture accompanied with a violent pain, Inflammation, 
wound in the fleſh, or contuſion is very bad, becauſe it cannot be 
cealr withal, till thoſe accidents be fitſt removed. In ceclining age, 
and Cholecrick perſons the Cure is difficult; in very aged perſons im- 
poſſible, the older the Patient is, the worſe ; i 1ib broken is dange=- 
rous. The breach of the Bone or Gtiſtle of the Noſe is bad, woric if 
the fleſh be wounded, © EE RS Ol 53 
In a Fracture of the Skull theſe ate dangerous ſymptoms; when 
the Membrane is unmoveable, black or evil- coloured: - loſs of Wits, 
reſolution or diſtenſion of the Nerves. A Tranſverſe Fracture is moſt 
tolerable , a ſlope Frafture with looſe fra gments is worſe , bur if it 
be ſharp-poirired, it is worſt of all, |

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For the Cure, firſt of a diſlocatien, the Bone muſt be ſtretched 
our, and compelled ro its proper place. But the opperation muſt be 
warily and vatioufly handled, according to the nature of the part, and 
the diſpoſition, ſcituation, and knitting of the Bones, tendons and 
Nerves, Sometimes it may be done by the hand, and ſometimes not 
without hands and Engines: when it is in, you muſt labour to keep 
it ſo, by Rrengthenirg the member, anoint it with Oyl of Roſes, 
Myrtles and Maſtich, then lay cn a linnen Cloth dipped firſt in 
Oyl of Roſes, upon that Cloths wet in the white of an Egg, and put 
upon ic ſome aſtringent Powders 3 then row! it up with Clothes wer 
in Water and Vinegir, then ſplent it with ſtiffe Leather or Paſte= 
board, bind it not too hard for fear of inflammation, then leave it fo 
ſeyen or ten days, unleſs any ſymprome ariſe. Then open it, and 
bathe it with warm water, to diſcuſſe the ſuperfluities, and eaſe pain, 
and do it'up as before, and bind it a little harder. If there be in- 
flammacion, wound, or fracture with the diſlocstion, it is dangerous, 
and many times the placing of the bone muſt be differred till the 
inflammation be eaſcd ; if it be with a wound or fracture, the fol- 
lowing diſcourſe of the Cure of fractures will inſttuct you, If any 
Callous hardneſs be gathered between the luxated bones, the place 
muſt be fomented with the decoction of Marſh and common Mallows; 
or afrerwards it muſt be anointed with the Unguent of Marſh-mal- 
lows, and lay on a Plaiſter of Diachilon Magnum. 

A fra&ure muſt be chus dealt with, viz, let the Patient fir or lye 
in a place convenient, or ſuch as the nature of the member requirerh, 
let two with their hands, one under the member, and the other aboye, 
or ene to the left hand, the other to the right, joyn the broken bone 2 
if you have need of more force, prepare large Tyalls of Linnen, and 
let two draw, one one way, and the other another, and pull che mem- 
ber as much as is needful ; but beware of violent pulling and ex- 
tention of the member, laſt vehement pain, Feayers, Convulſions, 
and reſolutions be procured : when the bone is in its place and joy- 
ned, labour to keep it ſo, and bind it up as is taught before in binding 
up of a diſlocation, and lay it beſt for the Patient's caſe z open it not 
in fifreen da yes, unlels pain, Ir flammation, Itching, or ſome ſuch like 
ſymptome; in the mean while, foment the member round about it 
with the Oyl of Roſes, Myrtles and Maſtich. After fifteen dayes 
open it agair, and foment it with Wine, wherein Wormwood, Roſes, 
ind a little Salt Rath been boiled, and bind it up as before, till ſeven 
da yes be paſt, then open it again, and apply Emplaſtrum Oxycroceum 
upon it, If the fracture be in the lower parts, move not the Belly by 
Clyſtet, or otherwiſe ; if che body be full of blood, open a Vein, be- 
cauſe it hindets defluxions, In the beginning let his Diet be but

lender, after the tenth day let him ear freely of ſuch things as in- 
gender thick, and cleaving juyces;a5Rice, Wheat, the intra ils of Sheep, 
and the feet of Calves and Sheep, and ſuch like. 

If there be a contuſion with the fractute, you muſt not roul u 
the member as ocfore you ate taught, but flopewiſe on cither fide of 
the contuſion, that ſo you may come to dreſs che contuſion and not 
open the member, the like you may do if there be a wound; but if 
there be any ſmall ſplints that prick the member, they muſt be 
taken out before. If you find that the Callus grow not, faſt enough, 
apply luch things as draw nouriſhment to the place: 38 warm water, 
moderate frications, and a plaiſter of Pitch. If ir grow ovet great, 
apply that which may diminiſh it, rub it much, and apply a plate 
ot Lead to the pare, If it be Inflamed, foment the part with warm 
water, and Oyl of Roſes, and ſuch things which ate appropriated to al- 
lay ſuch Diſtempers ; and apply no ſplents, till the ioflammarion be 
removed. If the part be yexcd with Itch or Puſtules, anoint it with 
unguent u n pogulton, diapompholigos or album. It the part gang tene, 
__— it, and deal with it as you hall be taught in its proper 
Pp Ace. ; 
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CHAP. VI. 


Of Accidents commonly happening to wou ded Perſons, 


Should fitſt begin with immoderate bleeding, being commonly 
the firſt Accident; but to avoid needleſs Repetitions, I ſhall re- 
fer the Reader to the fourth Chapter of this Book, where I have ſuf- 
Gciently performed this task. 
If immodetate pain vex the Patient, as many times it doth ; Sim- 
ples mitigating pain may be made uſe of, viz, common Oyl, the 
Oyl of Roſes and Poppies, the crums of Whearen-bread ſteeped in 
hot water, che white of an Egg, Women's or Cows milk, Sheeps- 
greaſe; you may make compound Medicines ct the root of Night- 
ſhade finely powdered, and Hogs greaſe, and make anOyntment, ce 
you may uſe unguentum e Solano, or the-white of an Egg and Stiptick 
Wine, and {ach like, Then you muſt corſider if the Diſtemper be 
hot or cold; if hor, whether it is of the whole Body, or the part on- 
ly : it the whole Body be diſtempercd, it is a Feaver, and you muſt 
ſeekthe Cure in the {econd book; if the Diſtemper be in the Mem- 
ber only, foment it with the deco&ion of Plantane, Roſes, and ſuch 
like, with the Oyl cf Roſes, waguentum album, popileon, gc. If the 
Member ſuffes bya cold diſtemper, which you may know by the 
wart 
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ſwart colour, looſneſs, and ſoftneſs of the patt; then you muſt ap= 
ply i.cating Medicines : ungucntum Baſiltcon will do very well in this 
Cale, 

If a Convulſion happeneth, you muſt confider what is the cauſe 
if tepletion or fulneis of phlegm be the cauſe, ler the place wherein 
he lyech be naturally ot artificially hot or dry: let him lic free from 
perturbation ano trouble, let his ſlcep be moderare, and only in the 
night, Let him be very moderate and ſparing in his Diet, which 
ought to be tete Eggs, Burley, Cream, the teſh of Chickens, Capons 
and Hens; Raiſins, Pine Kernels, {weet- Almonds 3 of Herbs, Sage, 
wild Time, Hyſſop, Marjeram, and ſuch like, Let the phlegmarick 
humor be purged, and the convulſed part ancinted, with the Oyl of 
Nard, Bays, Caſtor, Rue, Nutmegs, &c. Valius commendeth this 
ſellowing Oyntment: Take of Oy! of ſweet Almonds, He n- grea ſe, and 
the marrow of Calves: ſect, of each nine arams: Oyl of Violets fix oun= 
ces, the fett of a Kid and Calf, of each fifteen owices : boyl them in the 
decoftion of Millows, the root of Marſh=mallows, and the ſeeds of 
Quinces, till it be conſumed, then ſtrain it, and bring it into the form of 
a Liniment, It Conyullion come by repl etion of blood and inflamma- 
tion, open the middle Vein, and draw blood at ſeveral times, give 
Clyſters, and deal with this inflam mation as w th another, If empti- 
neſs be the cauſe of the Convulſion, ditect a moiſt Dict, reſt of body and 
mind, and much ſleep. To che Diet aforeſa id, ædd {mall None fiſhes, 
let his drink be Batley- water, aud if a little Liquoriſh and Cinamon 
be ſodden therein, it will be the better; Herbs proper for him, ate 
Lettuce, Spinach, Arach, Borrage, Bugloſs, Mallows,and ſuch like: of 
Fruits, Mellons, Gourds, Damask-prunes, Peaches, ripe Gra pes, & c. 
The conſerve of Violets, Borrage, Bugloſs, Diatragacanthun frigidum, 
and bathe his body or the part with warm Water and Oyl, or anoint 
with the Oyl of ſweet Almond. Be ſure you remember to have re» 
ſpe& to the gteaineſs of the Diſeaſe, the ſeaſon of the Year, the Age, 
Strength and Conſtitution of the Patient. 

Swooning often happening to wounded perſons : if violent pain be 
the cauſe, labour to appesſe the pain: you have Rules enough before 
going, It it be occaſioned by unmeaſurable. Evzcuation, caſt Roſe 
water or cold water into his Face, uſe Rrong Ligatures and Frications 
to the extream parts, | 

If ſome venemous quality, by reaſon of a bite of ſome venemous 
Creature, or wound with [ome venemous weapon, be the cauſe of this 
dymotome, you mult ſcek the remedy in the third Chapter. 

if Raving and Madneſs happen, appoint a mean Diet betwiat het 
and cold: labour to provoke ſleep, to looſen the belly, and to expel 
all perturbations of the mind. If che body abound with blood, and 

nothing 
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nothing forbid it, open a Vein; then alter and prepare the humors 
with Juleps made of the Syrup of Roles, Violers, Water-Lillies, 
Poppies and Endive; then empty the Body with Manna, Caſſia, or 
ſome ſuch gentle thing; or with an Emollient Clyſter: but above 
all, have ſpecial regard to the wound, becauſe pain there may be 
che cauſe ; therefore let it be often opened, and bathed with Vinegar 
and Oyl of Roſes, or ſomething that may powerfully appeaſe the 
ain, 

If the Palſy happen, you muſt be very circumſpect, and appoint 
uch a Diet as for the Convulſion; ler his Drink be honyed-water, 
and boyl therein Sage and Cina mon: or this, Take of cinamon two 
#ces, Ginger half an ounce, Grains of Paradice, Galanga and long 
Pepper, of each one dram ; Cardamoms one dram an1 an half, Nutmegs, 
Cloves and Mate, of each onearam ; beyl them in w ter to the waſting of 
a third pert, ſtraia it, and ſweeter it, and let the Patient drink two or 
three ounces ia a morning. For Medicines internal or external, go to 
The ſeventh Chapter of the ſecond Book, 

If the wounded perſon be coſtive, and he begin ro ſuffer prejudice 
thereby, give him ſome Lenitive Medicines, or a Suppolitory, If he 
ſuffer by Roppage of Urine, give him ſomewhar, which gemly pro⸗ 
voketh Urine : ſee the 68 Chapter of the Second Book. 1t Vemiring 
Happen, and it incteaſeth not in due ſeaſon, Take Leven batf a pound, 
he juyce of Mint extracted with Vi iegar as much as is ne dſul, boil 
chem into the form of a Cataplaſm, lay it warm to the Ste mich. It the 
Patient feel heat, and aſtoniſhing about the wound, anoint the wound 
withthe Oyl of Camphire, If the wound ſwell with hear, and 
Pirteth under the finger, boyl Water Creſſes and Water-Lillies in 
Roſe-Vinegar, and apply it. If there appear the Flux of the Sinews, 
whith is a viſcous liquor from the Nerves; dreſs it with a vulnerary 
oyl, and lay ov Emplaſtrum Sticticum. If the wound putrifie, and goeth 
back from healing, ſwelleth with hear, looks black, blew, or (wart 3 
Take of Litharge one pound, Allum one poind and an half, Salt two oun- 
Ce5,Frackincenſe four ounces ; Roman Gum five ounces, of Wine, water 
aud f/iregar, of each one pound: boyl them a quarter of an hour, aud ap- 
Ply it Warm. If there grow a Puſtulous Fiſtula, that is, when the 
Wound is healed too ſoon, without any firm foundation, ſo that it 
putriſie underneath, and break our :gain 5 In this Caſe Paracelſus 
adviſeth this Cerate to be uſed, Take of common 'Oy', Virgins wax, 
and Litharge of Gold in pewdey of each one pound: boy! them together 
#nt0 the — Cerate, to which add Opoponax prepared with Vines 
gar and Mummy, of each three o:mces : Ariſtolochia, Maſtick, Fran in- 
cenſe and Mirrb, of each half an ounce, Jurpentine th-ee ounces, OY! of 
Bayes two ounces, Camphire timo drams : mix them upon the fire, _m_ 
wart; 
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wards make it up with Oyl of Camomil. So much for the general 
Cure of Wounds, and their accidents,

CHAP. VII. 
Of Sanguize Tumors. 


Fin Phlegnion is à Tumor begotten of pure blood, and is for the 
moſt part incident to the ficſhy parts, the Antecedent cauſe is 
abundance of blood, In which Tumor are three things conſiderable: 
Firſt, the part that ſendeth it, either by realon of its plenty, ſtrength 
or ſtreighrneſs of paſſages : Secondly, the part receiving it, eithet by 
tealon of weakneſs, largeneſs, or opening of the paſſages, or by the 
lowneſs of its ic ituation. Thirdly, che part drawing it, which it 
doth cithee through heat or pain within it. The conjoyned cauſe is 
much blood in the part, which before ir cometh to ſuppurations 
cauſeth a Tumor, Redneſs, heat and pain; but when it is ſuppurate, 
the Tumor is ſoft, yielding and growing to a point, a'pricking and 
beating pain: laſt of all the Skin breaketh, and the Pus iſſueth our, 
ſometimes if the humors be thin, and «kin of rhe ſame Nature, the Tu» 
mor may be reſolved without ſuppuration. 

Jo chis Tumor happeneck evil aceidents ſometimes, if the Chy- 
furgion want Care or Skill, Somtimes it turnetch ro corruption, and 
is (cen by its leaden black colour, and ſtinking ſayour. Sometimes the 
matter maketh a regreſſion, and the Tumor diminiſherh,bur the whole 
body is inflamed with a Feayrr, land ſuch like accidents : And ſome- 
times curnerh into a Schirrous hardneſs, 

In the Cure, the Antecedent cauſe muſt be firſt removed : There» 
tore firſt let the Chyrurgion open the Liyer- vein, or any other Vein 
which he finds hath more affinity with the fendirig part; if he ſee 
good, he may bleed him in the oppoſite part for a tevulſion, and de- 
tive the matter to ſome part adjacent, by Cupping, Frication or Li- 
garures ; and apply to the part affected Medicines that cool and repel, 
or beat back the flowing humors; and of this ſort ate theſe Simples. 
Acatia, Vinegat, Balzuſtines, Bolearmenick, Camphireꝭ ſealed-Earth, 
Myrtles, Pomegtanate-peels, unripe Grapes , Vine - leaves, the 
leaves of Cyprus, Plantzne, Osk, Sumach, Night- hade; Hen- 
bine, Houſſkek, Lettuce, Purflane, Roſes, and ſuch like. Of theſe 
you may make Fomentations or Cataplaſms, to be uſed in the be- 
ginning of the Tumor, to hinder and beat back the blood which 
flowerh to feed ir, Take this Caution, that in ſome caſes theſe Medi- 
eines ovght nat to be medled with, to wit, when the humor is Malig- 
dant 
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nant or thick: or if the Tumor be Critical: or upon ſome of the 
Glandulous parts. 

Next you muſt deal with the conjoyned Cauſe, or the blood im- 
pact in the part affected, If you judge that the blood is thin, and 
apt to be diſcuſſed, diſc uſſing Medicines ate to be applyed. This 
Cataplaſm is good, Take ih: leavis of Millows, Melilot and Camomel, 
of each ove bandſul : rhe ſecds of Dill, Flax and Fenugreek of each half 
an ounces boil them to the Conſumption of the water, thea beat them in 
« Stone-morter : and add to it the Oyl of Dill aud Camonel, of each one 
ounce ; a little Hozey and Leven, and make it into the form of a Catas 
plaſm, But if the Matter be thick, and net fit to be diſcuſſed, then 
labour to bring it to ſuppuration. For which theſe ſimples are proper, 
warm Water, Butter, Whearen-bran or Wheaten-bread, the greaſe 
of an Hog, Calf, Gooſe, e>c. Greaſe tryed from the wooll of a Sheep, 
Rozin, Pitch, Figs, Saffron, Frankincenſe, &c. Of theſe you may 
make Cataplaſms, and remove them twice a day. If che hot intem- 
perature doth ſtir up a Feaver, let the diet be ordered, and ſuch Medi- 
cines adminiſtred as the nature of the Feaver requireth : See the Se- 
cond Book, among the Chapters of Feavers : when yen find it very loft 
and well fupputated, open it with a Lancer where it is ſofteſt, and in 
the moſt convenient place for the Matter to come forth: aicer wards 
mundifie, incatnite and Cicatrie it. 

A Carbuncle is a Sanguine Tumor, the antecedent cauſe of it is 
black, thick, hot and fæculent blood flowing to the place; the con- 
joyned cauſe is the ſettling of the blood in the part as you have heard 
before, The ſigas of a Carbuncle are ſometimes but one, and ſome- 
times many {mall Puſtules like burnt Bliſtets, which being broken, a 
cruſty Ulcer enſuerh. It it be a peſtilential, the cruſt is black or aſh- 
colour; about ir tedneſs, inflammation and grievous pain ; the Patient 
is troubled wich Loathing, and Vomitirg, loſs of Appetite, Palpitation 
ef the Heart, and Swooning. 

Carbuncles for the moſt part ate attendants of the Plague and 
Epidemical Cauſes. If they come upon the EmunRuaries, there is 
very great darger, leſt the yenemous humors fall upon ſome principal 
part, If it break out about the Sromach ot Jaws, there is danger of 
Choaking. F che colour be firſt red, after yellowiſh, it is laudable; 
but if it be black or blew, it is dangerous: If the accidents which 
aceompany the Diſeaſe vaniſh, there is hopes, 

In the Cure, firſt have regard to the antecedent Cauſe, which is 
thick hot blood, and muſt be altered and evacuated ; to alter the qua- 
lity of the blood, give him broth of Chickens, with Lettuce, Put- 
flane, Pomegranates and Lemons; and his drink Barley waters give 
him Medicines cooling and concecting: a+ Juleps made of Syruv of 
Vine- 
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Vinegar, Pomgtanates, Citrons, Lemens and Endive 5 and the d fil. 
led water of Lectuce, Purflane, and the like, Bur if the Peſtilence be 
preſent, you muſt have teſpect to the malignity, and give ſuch Medi- 
cines which ſlrengthen the Heart and Vitals : Ste the go Chapter of 
the Second Book : the quantity muſt be diminiſhed either by blood- 
letting, cuppinꝑ, or medicines, as gentle Purgers or Clyſters : in all 
which be well adviſed, if the Plague be preſent, It there be a great 
flux ion of blood to the part, lay on diſcutients and repreflings , dif- 
eu tients you have before. Take this Caution, that you apply gentle 
ones in che beginn ing, and ſtronger when the matter is gathered, to 
hay defenſive to the adjacent patts; as the Oyntment of Roles, Bole- 
armonick, or the Oyl of Mirtles and Vinegar ; allo attrattives are 
convenient, as hot bread, the warm Lungs of beaſts newly killed, the 
talle of a Cock made bare, and a little Salt put into it and applyed, or 
yourg Pigeons lit alive, and applyed warm, The cauſe corjoypes 
muſt be taken away by Chyrurgions or Medicine: fiſt ſcatritying of 
the Tumor (if nothing forbid it) deeply, and wath it with war m wa» 
ter, Horſlceches ate good. When the matter cannot be diſperſed, cx 
dthetwiſe dealt with, you muſt apply ſuch things as have an altering 
or ripening quality, as is aforeſaid. If the Carbuncle be very ve= 
nemeus, this is commended, viz, Take à great Oaion, and cut off the 
head of ity and pick ont the core or middle part; fill the holluw place with 
good Venice=!reacle, paſle on the bead again with a litile Lever, ard 
roaſt it in the Emhers; when it is ſoft peel it, and beat it in a Morter, and 
apply it warm to the Sore, and renew it eren fix hours. | 

This Cataplaſm is much commended, Take of Onions and Garlick 
heads, of each of them four: one I illy=r00t, the Secds of Flax ad Fe- 
nugreck, of each one ſpoonful : Snails with th: ir ſhels four or five, four 
Figgs , Lever as Mich as a Walnut , Barrow:-greaſe as much as two 
Walants : beat them all ia a morter very will, warm it, aid apply 
. . 

Then you muſt mundiſie and heal it; but if there remain a cru» 
ſty Eſcar, you muſt teſolye it; for which purpoſe this Plaiſter is 
good, 

Take tl e flawer of Wheat and Baylev, of each thre ounces,with the de- 
toction of Mallows, Violtts, aud Althea Roots, and make into a ſolid 
Plaiftcy : then add to it freſh Butter aud Hogs=greaſe, of each two oun- 
ecs, the yelks of two new laid Eggs. | 

This mollificth the ctuſtineſs and eaſeth pair, If it be corrupt 
and putrified, you muſt make uſe of inciſion, cautety, cr hot Iron. 

Gangrena is a mortification of any part occaſioned by exceeding 
inflammat on, but not fully »ccompliſhed, but ſome ſenſe temaineth. 
Sphucelus is when the part is uiterly deprihed of ſenſe, & is mottified: 
io 
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ſo that if it be fAlricken, burnt or lanced, it feeleth no hurt. The 
fleſhy parts are not only ſubje& to this, but even the Nerves and 
Bones, The cauſe is aduſt blood flowing to ot lodged in the part 
Outward cauſes arc cold Air or Medicines, unmeaſurable Heat ot 
Venome, Ligaturcs, Compreſſions, Contuſions. 

Gangrena is known by the loſs ot ſence, though not wholly black 
or ſwartiſh colour ; there is pain, heat, and beating of che Arteries. In 
Sphacelus, there is a total loſs of ſenſe, black colour, putrified, ſtinking, 
totten; being prefſed, yielderh to the bottom, and returneth not. 

The firſt is difficult to cure, the other more, and not without cut 
tivg; when the Bones and Sine us ate affected, it is incurable, unleſs it 
be cured in the beginning, the part affected dieth, and it creeperh to 
the near patts, to the deſttuction of the whole Body. 

In the Cure, firſt retmper the blood by a cooling Diet as before, and 
give preparing Juleps, ſuch as ate afore preſcribed. Diminiſh the 
ſame by blood - letting, if nothing forbig ir, and by gentle Purges ! 
as Caſſia, Fiſtula, Tamatinds, Fumitoty, Catholicon, Diaptunum 
Lenitive, and the like ; Lay tepteſſing Medicines to the parts round 
about: Take of the Oyl of Roſes and Mirrh, of each three ounces and an 
half, the Juyce of Pladtaue and Nightſhade, of each tn ounces, boyl 
them to the conſumption of the Fuyces : add to it white- Max one ounce and 
an helf, the Meal of Beans, Lentils and Barley, of each half an ounce : of 
all the Saunders two drams and an hilf, Bolearmenick one ounce, the Pow- 
der of Myrtles one dran: mix ten fo a defenſrue. 

Give the Patient ſuch things inwardly as cheat the Heart, and te- 
vive the Spirits. | 

This done, draw up the forces againſt the conjoyned cauſe: and 
firſt, if notlling prohibit, bleed your Patient, and lcarrific the place, 
and waſh it with watet and ſalt; cut the member, or burn it with 
a Hot Iron, and leave nothing chat is putrified, to preſerve the reſt of 
the Body: then apply Medicines, whoſe property is to dry and reſolve; 

Quercet anus preſcribes two Unguenrs of great force for the ptypoſe: 
Take of Honey two 0u1ces,Crocus-martis and Crocus-utneris, of each half 
on ounce : Mirih and Round. Birthwort, of each onc dam: Camphire one 
dram and an half, the Phlegme of Vitriol fix ounces, boyl them to the 
confitence of an ttuguent : thin add of Mercury Precipitate half an ounce, 
and make an Unguett, Or this, Take of Butter of Arſenich two bun- 
ces, Mercury precipitate balf an ounce, Oyl of Mirrh two dr ams: mix them 


with Honey, being firſt Waſhed with the Juyce of Celandine, 

When te putcon ceaſeth to go any farther, remove the Eſcit 
a5 you were taught before ; then mundiſit and heal ir, 

CHAP, 
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kin Eiyſip elas, to Ignis Sacer, is a Cholerick Fluxion, chiefly con- 
liſting berwixt or about the Skins, The anrecedent Cauſe is 
Cheller abounding and flowing co the part. The conjoyned cauſe 
is the ſame Humor there ſetled: The firſt is known by a Cholerick 
Conſticution and Diet. The ſecond is known by a great Heat, mall 
tumot, reddiſh or yellow colour, ſoon vaniſhing in touching, and 
quickly tetutning: The pain is not with pulſation and beating, but 
biting and pricking, and the Patient is enſible of the motion of 2 
Tertian Feaver, E;yſipelas about the head is a hard thing to cute, & 
it eaſily gets into the Face, and there ſpteadeth; for the flcſh there is 
thin, ano the humor light and active. If it happen to che Womb of 
2 Woman with «Child, it is deadlv ; it it lye nem the Bone, ir is 
dangerous; it it return from the outward parts ty the inward, it is ve- 
ry evil : the like jedge, if it come to ſupputation, which it ſeldom 

deth, but is ſent terth by tranſpiration, | 
Firlt, order the Air to be cool and moiſt where your Patient lodgeth” 
and his Diet of the ſame nature, Bleed not, unleſs blond be mixed 
with Choller, which is called E:yſepelasPblegmonoſum: Then prepare 
the Humors with Juleps Convenient, made of the Syrups of Vinegar 
Simple, Bugloſs, Maiden=hair, Violets, Warer-Lillies, Endive and 
Succory, and their viſtilled Waters, or others of the Ike nature :

Murſh and common MH, Violet leaves, ca- 
nonil, and Littucey of each one handful; the ſeeds of Anniſe, Feanel, aud 
tbe ſour great cold ſeeds, of each one dram : the flowers of Borrage, Bug- 
loſs, Violets and water- Lillies, of each one pugil ; Palypodium and Senna, 
of each one ounc* : make 2 Decottion fo a pint, of which add of Caſſia one 
ounce, Diacatholico? half an ouncegoyl of Violets two ounces, make a Cher. 
Add ftrength and aid to the part, by cooling and repelling Medi- 
eines, viz, Epithe ms and Liniments made of the juyce or diſtilled 
Water of Nightſhade, Houſleck , Stonecrop, Fleabane and Hens, 
banc, Purflane, Lettuce; Endive, Succory, and ſuch like; rhe on of

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Roſes and Water. lillies, Vincgar, Saunders, the white of Eggs, the 
Muſilage of Quince- ſeeds, c. Com pounds are theUnguenc ot Roſes, 
or Refrigerans Galeni, and luch like, 

The conjoyned cauſe muſt be removed by Medicines which have 
power to evacuate and diſcuſſe: Take of the Litharge of Gold one ounces 
waſhed Ceruſe ſix drams, the juyce of Plantane and womans milky of each 
ore owice and an half, Oy! of Roſes three ounces, white ax as mucb as ſuf» 
ſfceth to make an unguent. 

There arc other Tumors which do commonly affociate withEreſjpe= 
las, viz, Heryes Eredens or Miliarit, which ate called Chollerick 
Puſhes, and the Shingles, The firſt is cauſed of a thick and ſharp ſort 
of yellow Chollet flowing into the part, which doth feed upon and 
eat the Skin, Herpes Militru arc (mall Puſtules rifing upon the Skin, 
like the ſeeds of Miller, from whence it hath its name:l[t is cauſed of 
yellow Choller, mixed with thin Phlegm: Theſe Humors abounding 
in the Body will declare. | 

The Cure of theſe differ little from the former 3 appoint the ſame 
Diet and Medicines externally and internally, making this difference: 
In the firſt, let the Medicines preparing be more cuttinę, and the 
purgingMedicines ſtronger, becauſe of the thickneſs of the Humor; & 
let the outward medicines be more powerfully diſcutient. In the Cure 
of Herpes Miliaris, obſerve the ſame Diet to your Prepatatives, and 
ſuch things as cut Phlegm : To your purges, ſuch as purge Phlegm. 
External Medicines may by an eafie Brain be regulated, little differs 
ing from the former, This Cataplaſm is very : Take of Pigeons dung 
freſu, as much as you pleaſe ; mix it with u heaten flower, and apply it cold, 
and cover it with a Colewort Leaf, renew it !Wice in 2 4 bouts.

This Diſeaſe is more prone to Reſolution than Suppuration, ſome- 
times ir rurneth to Nodes and Knots in the fleſh, 

i Order you Patient with a Diet contrary in quality to the Diſcaſe, 
vi, Heating, drying and making thin, Then prepare the Hu- 
mor for Evacuation ; theſe Simples ate good, Betony, Sage, Hy- 
ſop, Balm, Polymountain, Penny»royal, Calamint, Origanums 
Mar jerom e; 
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Marjerome, Southernwood, Mint, Wormwood, Germander, Oreund- 
pine, Ccwſl ips, Agtimony, Maiden- hair, the cold Seeds, Lignum 
Vitz, the roots of Cyptus, Acorus, lreos, Galanga, Elicampanc, 
Smallage, Parſly, Graſs, Aſparagus, Butchers Broom, Fennel, Cc. 
Of cheſe you may make compound medicines, to prepare the Hu- 
mors for purgIng, This Apozcm: is of good virtue ; Take the root of 
toes and Galanga, of each ſix drams,$mallage, Parſly and Aſparagus, of 
each one ounce, of Beton, Balm, Germander, Gr cund ine, aud Maidea- 
hair, of each one haniful, the ſetds of Anniſe, Fennel, Caraway and 
Cummin, of each two ounces, the ſeeds of Mellons fix dyams, of Rating 
ſtoned two ounces, the ſceds of Carthamus two ounces, Senna one once aud 
an half, the Flowers of Broom, red Cicers, Ftæchas and Bugloſ+, of each 
ove pugil : make a Pecoction, of which take to pound, aua dijjoluc there- 
in Honey of Roſes, and Syrup of 101mwood, of each two ounces 3 Sugar as 
much as ſafficet», Aromaticum Roſatum two dram and an bilf : make an 
Apoxem, and clar ifit it for fix Doſes, 

When the Humors ate thus prepared, you muſt come to purging 
them wich ſuch Medicines as purge the phlegmatick Humers ; the 
next Book will furniſh you with ſtore of ſuch Medicines, ſo that E 
need not here inſert them. Outwardly fortifie the part with this or 
the like Unguent: Take of Bole=armonick and Acatiy, of each one 
ounce, Cyprus half an ounce, Alves and Mirrh, of eachi five drams, 
Saffron half a dram, the juyce of Colewotis two ounces, Oy! of Roſes 
four ounces, Vinegar one dram and an half, War ſufficient to make 
an Unguent. Concetning the matter impact in the parts, you muſt 
conſidet whether it be thin and may be diſſolved, ot thick and ſubjec 
to ſuppuration. 

If the Humor be thin, lay on this, or a Plaiſter of this nature. 

Take of cow - dung one pound and an hilf, Olibanum, Styrax, Moſs 
if Trees, calamus Aromaticus, Spicknard, wormwood, of each hf an 
ounce : make them up with Ninega r, and the decattion of Coleworts into 
the form of a Plaiſler.

If you fear that the inward parts may ſuffer in the mean while; 
_ internal and external Medicines for the ſame : Take of Con- 
erye of the flowers of Stechas and Roſemary, of e2ch one ounce : of 
the Riuds of Cirrons preſerved half an ounce ,Emblicks and Mirobo- 


land preitrvcd two drams : Species Dlacianames two ſcruples, with 
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Syrup of Citron pills make an Electuary, whereof let the Patient take 
the quantity of a Nut an hout betoge meat. 

The Apoſthume being ripe, open it with an hor Iron Cauſtick , 
then mund. fie it with #14ueatun Apoſtolo: um, or cleanſe it with this 
following Unguent * Take of Galbanum, Ammoni-cum, Rozin, Tut. 
pentine, Pitch, Bullocks Tallow and Oyl, of each a quantity : Diffolve 
the Gums in Vinegar, and then let them boil a litile with the reſt up, 
on the Fire. *afterwards incarnate and cicattize it as you do other Ul- 
cers. 

Out of this phlegmatick Humor is ſometimes ingendted a flatu- 
ous and windy Tumor, which is gathered either under the skin, 
or unde: the Membtancs, which coyce and cloath the Bones and 
Muſcles, 

They appear with a certain brightneſs and ſhining, refiſt the touch; 
and being ſmitten, ſound like a Bladder : the pain is extenſive and 
ſtretching. Let his Drink bc ſuch as expels ard prevents ſuch Hu- 
mot: Let the Humors be prepared by Wine, expelling Juleps, 
and the Body emptied by Carminative Medicines ind Clyſters, and 
convenient purges. 

Then you muſt attenuate, diſcuſſe, and ſcatter the conjoyned 
Cauſc; theſe Simples are fic for the purpoſe, Anniſe, Fennel, Dill, 
C:raway, Carrots, Cummin, Siler Montanum, Smallage, Parſly, 
Rue: B5y-berries, Oy! of Rue, Bays, Flower=de-luce, Nard, Spike, 
Nuts, Euphorbium and ſuch like, Of cheſe and other Ingredients 
of the like Nature ate many Unguents and Plaiſters tormed. 

Take of the Oyl of Camomil, Dill, bitter Almonds and Rue, of 
each one ounce the ſceds of Anvile, Fennel,Carrots,Caraway,Ameos 
and Rue, of esch half an ounce, White-wine three ounces ; bail it to 
the conſumption of the Whitc-wine, ſtrain it, and add Wax ſufficient 
to make an Unguent. 

The expert Chyturgion ought to compound and alter his Un- 
guents, Plaiſters, and all his Medicine, accordirg to the Conſti⸗ 
tution of the Patient, and Natute of the Tumor ; for which ic is ime 
poſſible to lay down certain Rules. Give inwardly Dizcinnamon, 
Diacalamenthum, Aromiticum Roſatum, Diagslanga, Disniſum, 
and ſuch like; and lay 2 Plafler of the ſame nature to the Stomach. 
It a watry Tumor is ingendred in any part, or all over the body, ſee 
the 58 Chapter of the ſecond Book, 

S:ruma is a Tumor in which underneath, certain Glandules mide of 
Mattei and Blood, aad inclofed with a membrane, do grow: They have 

their place for the moſt patt about the Neck, Arm- holes, and ſome- 
times in other places, The principal Cauſe is Flegmatick Humors: 
ſometimes falls,ftrokes, or great dutfeits may be the cauſe, | 
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They that have narrow and ſhort Fore- he ads, flit Temples, and bro:d 
Jaws ate ſubj:& to this Diſcaie, This Tumor ſeldome comes to ſ up- 
puration: if ic dothy it gatherech again: The greater che Tumor, and 
the deeper it is rooted, the harder the Cure, 

For the Cure of che Struma, or Kings-Evil, appoint a Diet that 
will heat, dry and attenuate z then prepare the Humors. Take of 
Oxymel compounded, ſyrup of Stechas, Honey of Roſes, of cach half 
an ounce: the diſtilled water of Scabiius and Fumitory, of each one ounce, 
mix it for one doſe, and take rhereof as often as need tequireth. 
Then purge with Diaphznicon, Diacatholicon, Indi maj tis, Hiera 
picrs, Pill Cochiæ de Agatico, and luch like, It is good alſo to cleanſe 
the Blood by Ut ine: Take of Pilewort three handſuls, Philivendila 
two ban: fuls, Pimpernd, Mo. ſear, Tanſie , red Cali worts, Maddcr, 
of each one handſul, the roots of Fennel P, rouad Birthwait, Rad- 
diſh, an ſtinking Giadwingof each half a haudful: the ſetds of Nettles, 
Juziper and Bay-bervits each one dram : boil them in Whitc-wine 10 the 
conſumption of half, ſweeter it with Honey, give every ſecond or titrd 
day three ounces in the morning, If the conjoyned cauſe be fit to be 
reſolved, then uſe m:ans chat can molliſie, attenuate, diſperſe and 
ſeperate ; ſuch as Diachylon Commune and Magnum, Di:paima ; 
many unguests, Liniments and Plaiſters may be made for the pur= 
poſe atoreſaid, which \ here omit. If the matter be ki: for reſolu» 
tion, then have you two ws yes to empty it, that is ſuppuration and 
incifion. This plaiſter i» good to ripen it? Take the roots of May/1- 
mallows and Lillies, of ech 018 pound, boy! them ſoft, and beat ih m in 
a morter + Garlick and Onions boiled, of each three ounces; the Oyl of 
Lillits and Bitter, of cach tu 0 ounces ; Hogs greoſ» and Gooſe greaſe, of 
eich two ounces and an half: the meal of Wheat, Fenugre k and Flax 
ſeed ſufficient, the Yelk- of two Eggs; make a plaiſter, when it is ripe, 
open it with an inſtrument, ot ruptory of Cantharides of Arſnick. 
Ifir appear filthy, cleanſe ic with Unguentum Apoſtolorum Egypria® 
cum, or ſuch like, afterwards incathate and Cicaitize it, If it ſub- 
mit not to medicines, it muſt be taken out by mynual operation, 
which only belongeth to an expert and able Chyrurgion 3 ſeeing the 
whole Cure is difficult, and ought to be managed by an able Brain, 
and skilful hand, 1 omic any fatthet diſcourſe of it, it being my task 
principally to inſteuct people of mean Capacity. 

There are three other phlegmatick rumors, which lye under the 
general notion: the fieſt is called Atheromi, and is a rumor with= 
out pa in and charge of colour, which is a humor, contained in the 
Membranes or N:rvous Con: it is clammy, like ſodden Meal, 


Starch, and ſometi mes mixed (as it were) with hairs, pieces of 
FI bones, 
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bones, c. Meliſenis is a Tumor ſomewhat thinner, and almoſt 
of the ſubſtance of Honey, otherwile agreeing with the formers 
Steatoma is much like the two former, ſave that the humor contained 
is like ſuet; and the Tumor doth encreaſe, and is much enlarged in 
proceſs of time: the inward cauſes of them all ate phlegmatick Hu- 
mors, with which the Body doth abound. The firſt is thus known, 
the Tumor is long and ridged; being preſſed teturneth to its place 
again, bur ſlowly, by reaſon of the clammineſs of the humor ; the 
ſecond Tumor is rounder and thinner, being preſſed y ieldech and 
returneth ſpeedily; the laſt is hard, yiclceth not to the preſſing of che 
finger, for the homor is like Suet. 

The firſt muſt be dealt with by corroſives and inciſion; the ſecond 
by diſcutients, cortoſives and inciſion ; the laſt no otherwiſe but not 
inc iſion alone. | 

The Diet, prepatatiyes and purges, which are proper for Qedtma, 
arc here to be uſed. If you find the Tumor fit for reſolution, ap- 
ply diſcuſſive plaiſters, a plaiſter made of Cyclamen is much com- 
mended. x 

Teke of Cyclamen, otherwiſe called Sow-bread, as much as you pleaſe, 
Hog s-greaſe and Brimſioney of each equal parts, beat them into a form of 
a plaiſter. If it will not be reſolved, conſume it with eating Medi- 
cines; among many of this nature, this following is commended, 
Take of ſcales or flower of Braſs half an owace, of red Arſenith and 
black Ellebore, of each two drams, with Oy! of Roſes, make a plaiſter: 
_ a deep Eſchary and make incifion through it, and apply a Caus 

ick. 

The Cure may he performed only by inciſion, but the Chyrurgion 
muſt beware that the Tunicle which holdeth the matter be not bro- 
ken, leſt ſome part of the humor be left, to the hindrance of his opc- 
gation,

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Theſe Tumors if they be timely and carefully dealt with, may be 
cured by reſolution ; Sometimes they become indurate, and ſome- 
times they degenerate into'a Can cer. 

Let the Patient live in a temperate Air, let him uſe moderate Ex- 
erciſc, and avoid exceſſive affections and paſſions of the mind; let his 
Body be kept ſoluble, and let his meat be ſuch as is of good Nou- 
tiſnment and eaſie Digeſture, and let him therein be moderate, 

Let the Melancholy hu mots be prepared by Juleps made of the Sye 
tups of Fumitor y, Borrage, Bugloſs, Endive, Succory, Rhubarb,Haircs 
tongue, Epiihymum and VincgarSwith cheit diſtilled waters. This 
Apozem is very effectua]. 

Take the root and leaves of Sorrel, Borrage, Bugloſs and Fumitory, 
the leayes of Maidenhair, Succory, Endive, Dandclion and Hops of 
each on handful : Balm half an handful, the four great cold ſceds ay 
ten, of each two drams, the ſeeds of Putſlane two drams, Anniſe and 
Fennel, of each one dram, Raiſins of the Sun ſtoned (ix drams Pol ypo- 
dy one ounce, Senna one ounce and an half, Time and Epithymum, of 
eich tyo dtams the flowers of Violets, Borrage and Bugloſs, of each x 
pugil : make a decection in two pound, of which diſſolve the juyce of 
Odoriferous Apples, and of Bugloſs, of each four ounces, boil it again 
to a pint and an half, then ſweeten it wich Sugar, as much as is con- 
venient: Clarifie it, then Aromatize it with the powder, Diamargariton 
Frigidum and Diatragacanthum Frigidun, of each one dram: make an 
Apozem for four Doſes, 

The humor prepared, purge it with ſuch things as purge Mclane 
choly : theſe Simples are proper, Senna, Polypodium, Epithimam, 
Fumicory, Caſſia, Lapis Lazuli and Mirabolans, black Hellebote, 
— luch like, Look for compound Melancholy purgers in the next 

ook. 

The conjoyned humor muſt be dealt with by ſuch things as ſoften, 
lepatate and diſcuſs : as che greaſe tryed out of flank Wooll, Butter, 
the O;l of Almonds, Camomil, Dill, Lillies, &c. the far of a Cock, 
a Duck, Gooſe, Fox, Bear, Lyon, Sow, Calf, Stag, Eagle, Vul- 
ture, Bee Glew, Wax, far Figgs, Marſh and Common Mallows, 
Lillies, Branck urfine, Ammoniacum, Bdellium, Galbanum, Sty- 
rat, Tarr, Rozin, and ſuch like, of which you may make unguents 
& plaiſtets. This plaiſter of calmeteus is of a great virtue : Take of fat 
Figg'y in number twelve, boyl and ſtamp them, Ammoni ac um, Bdelliums 
Galbaaum, diſſolved in Niaegar, of each two ounces, Liquid Styrax one 
ounce, the Mucilaze of Marſh. mallom- roots, of the ſeed of Flax and Fe- 
nugretk, of each two ounces, Oeſibus and ſreſh Butter, of each one ounces 
ol of Lifitcs three ou ices, with wax as much as ſufficeth, make 4 plas ＋ 
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A Cancer is a hard, unequal, round and venemous Tumor; of a 
black colour, hot and paintui . it is called in Greck x&pxiy@- and 
Xaprirope, it hatk this name for theſe Reaſons : El, brcauſe the 
Veins sbout ic filled with Melancholy bloud ate ſtretched out like 
unto the feet of the Crab-fiſh, Seconaly, becauſc ic is much like in 
Colour to a Crab : And laſtly, ſome will have its name to be raken 
from its ſticking quality, that it can ſcircely be pulled away, as the 
Sez-Crab doth; which obſtinately ſticketh to the place on Which it 
Iayeth hold. The cauſe is thick and melancholy juyce contained in 
the part, and appeareth with a hard teſilting, unequal, Lwartiſh or 
brown Tumor; round abvur it the Veins are ſwelled and exalted } 
about it there is ſometimes ſudden pricking, but for the moſt part ir 
Is of duilfene, 

The thicker and blacker the humour is, ſo much the worle is the 
effect; this Diſea ſe ha ppeneth to any part of the Bocy , but more 
eſpecially about the Face, Ears, Lips, Womens Brcaſts, who have 
wanted their natural purgation * and it happens to Men, who were 
wont to have the Hemorrhodial purging, «nd have loſt ir. By reaſon of 
the thickneſs and ſtubborneſs of the humor, it is ſeldom cured, but 
rather tur neth to an Ulcerate Cancer, Thoie Cancers only that ate 
ppon the extreme parts of the Body receive curation ; but if they 
are deeply lodged, they admit nat of a Cute: a' Cancer that 
is confirmed cannot be cured , unleſs it be rooted up by inciſion ot 
burning. 

Order your Patient as before in reſpe& of Diet, and prepare and 
purge the Melancholy humour as before is taught: in this caſe let 
purges be very gentle, and often reiterated, Then give Medicines 
Which have 2 faculty to cenſume and dry up the Matter: this Electu- 
ary of Antonius Montagn:2.2 is good. Take of the powder of Sea or 
River=Crabs drowned in Milk, and dried in an Oven, of each {our ounces, 
the powder of Frogs, Snails and Hedge- Hoss, of cat!» one ounce ;, the rind 
of Citroaspr: ſerved two ownces ; the ſhavi /g of I, 1nd the bore of a 
Stags-Heart, of each three drams ; Xylobalſamum, and wood of Aloes, 
Sander, Coral, and the prwder of Steel prepaied, of eich two drams; the 
ſeed of Sorr(l and Citrons, the powder of C:rauus, Scardium and Cete= 
rach, of esch one dram: Amber and Muck, of each two Grai15, the Cone 
ſerve of Borrage, Bugloſs, Sorrel ani Sow-tbiſtle:, of each twp drams; 
with the ſimple Syrup of Apples as math as ſufficeth, make an Eleftuary ; 
the doſe is the quantity of a Cheſaut, three hours before mrat. Then ap- 
p'y ſuch Medicines to the part, that may ſcarter the humor contained, 
and ſtrengthen the part againſt farther defluxion ; Theſe Simples 
gre very aſſiſtant in this Caſe ; Nightſhide, Cetetach, Agrimony, 
St. Johns- wort, Clary, the juyce of Coriander, the fleſh of — 
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Snails, River-Crabs, Frogs, the Dung of a man, burnt and waſhed 
Lead, oyl of Frogs, oyl of Sulphur, and ſuch like, you may make 2 
Compound Oyntment thus: Take of Bole-armenick and Terra Si- 
gillata, of each one oupce of Lapis Calaminaris and waſhed Ceruſe, 
of each half an ounce : Tutty and Marchaſite prepared, of each three 
drams: the pow cr of Frogs ard Snails dried in an Oven; af Each three 
drams : Litharge of Gold two drams: Oyl of Roſes three ounces : 
oy! of Frogs one ource and half: Vinegar two ounces : the white of 
two Eggs, Wax [:fficient : let them be well beaten in a Leaden 
Mortar, and brought into an unguent.

N Ulcer is a ſolution of Continuity in the Fleſh, containing 
Sagies and Pus. The aotecetdenc Cauſe is Blood, Choler, 
Flegm, Melancholy thercro flowing, as hath been (aid of Tumors; 
the Joyned cauſe is diſtemperarure , pain, rumour, contuſion , ot 
ſuch like, ſlirted up by Antecedent Cauſes 2: Of this cometh mattet 
either good or bad; that which is good is of a mean ſubſtance, be- 
ween thin and thick, white, light, equal, and vor ſtinking 2 that which 
is bad is thin, glewy, much in quantity, ſwactiſh, black, pale, ſtink» | 
ing. 
If the diſtemperatute of che ulcet be het it is kdown by heat, 
tedneſs, and telieved by cold things. In a cold diſtempetatute, chere is 
not ſo much redneſs, and it is caſed by hot things, Whether the di- 
ſtemperature be moiſt or dry, the eye will diſcoyers 
The Cure of anUlcer ſimply conſidered, muſt be performed by 
Medicines which have a cigeſtive, mundificative, incarnative , ard 
cicatrizing quality : of which ſort, I have already treated in rhe cure 
of Wounds,

' apply warming Oyntments, unguentum de Altheo, or unguentum Civ 
trinum : waſh it with warm Wine, or the Deco&ion of Wormwood, 
_ Hyſop, Calaminc, Origan, Roſemary, Penny-royal, and ſuch 

Ike. 

If the Ulcer be too meiſt, dry it with unguentum Pompbilogos, de 
Plumbo, de Ceruſſa, de Gratia Dei, de calce. 

If it be too dry, let his Diet and Medicines be moiſtening; as Ba- 

filicon de Pice, Diachylon, c. Having removed the Diſtemperature, 
go ongradually ro rhe Cure: if the mattet be crude digeſt it, having 
digeſted ir, mundiff it: having ſo done, incarnate it : and laſtly, 
cicatei ze it, 
Ika Tumor doth accompany the Uleet, you may from the Chap- 
ters aforegoing, be able to judge what the Humor is, which is the 
cauſe thereof. You mult evacuate ir by blood · letting, purging, thin 
and cdoling Diet and Medicines: The Chaprers aforegoing will in- 
form you, whether it be drawn thithet by the part it ſelf, or ſent from 
other parts, or from the whole Body : Nor need you go any far= 
ther, nor 1 trouble my ſelf ro preſcribe Medicine, to repel and dil- 
cuſs the Tumors, the aforenamed Chapters being ſufficiently fur- 
niſhed. 

A contuſed Ulcer muſt be nouriſhed, with Medicines moiſte ning 
and ingendring good matter, and the Cute may be performed by the 
means oreſcrived for the Cure of a Contuſed Wound. 

If the Vlcet be sccompaniecd with proud fleſh, it muſt be taken off 
by an Incifion-Knife, Caurery, or hot Siſſers, & c. ot by corroſive Me- 
dicines : the gentlet ſort arc Burnt Allum, Hermodactyls with Tar- 
tar, Date · Stones burnt, Aqua- vitæ with Su lphur, nE Apoſtolo- 
rum, Nettle-ſeed, the Flower of Braſs, burnt Rrais, Serpentaria, the 
Root of Aſphodels, c. Of a ftronger ſort are theſe, the Powder of 
Mercury, /neuentum £2 ypriacunty or Apoftolorum, with Natural Ver- 


degteaſe. Of rhe ſtranger ſort are Quick-lime, Red Vitriol, burnt 
. 264 Vitriol, 
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Vitriol, Mercury ſublimate: of theſe may many Compounds be 
made, which for brevity ſake I omit, 

If the Lips of che ulcer be hard, ſoften it with mollifying Medi- 
eines made of the fat of a Gooſe, Hen, Duck, Lion, Bear, Calf, Oe, 
or the like; the Oyl of Lillies, (weer Almonds, Earth - worms, Foxes, 
U"gurntum Baſilican, Diachilon, and Emplaſtrum de Mucilaginibus, If 
it be ſo hard that it will not yield to Medicine, make uſe of Inciſion, 
Caurery, ox of the aforenamed Corroſive Medicines, 

If the Bone be defiled by an ulcer, rake ir off with a Scaling In- 

ſtrument, or an hot Iron , after you have looſed the Scale, the firſt 
three days apply Oyl of Roſes, and the White of an Egg warm; the 
next three dayes, the yelk of an Egg, and Oyl of Roſes; afrex that 
with Butter and Honey. 
If the Bone lie ſo deep, that you cannot apply your hot Iron, in- 
ject this Water: Take of White Wine one pound and an half, the di- 
ſtilled Waters of Plantane and Roſes, of exch one pound; Mercu- 
ry ſublimate chree drams, Bole-Armenick half an ounce, Burnt Al- 
lum one ounce and an half, white Vitriol and Borax, of each half an 
ounce ; white Sugar two ounces ; Maſtich, Sarcocol, of each one 
ounce and an half: Powder what is to be poudered, boyl it to rhe 
conſumption of half, then filter it, and add of the beſt Aqua=-Vite one 
pound, and reſerve it to your uſe, | 

It is good alſo to lay this following powder to the purrified Bone: 
Take of round Birthwort, and the Bark of the Pine- tree, of each three 
dtams : of the Roots of Hogs-Fennel and Reeds, of each two drams; 
of Agarick and Tartar, of each one draw and an half; Euphorbinm 
one cram z make a powder : lay it upon the putriſed Bone, ot mix 
it with Honey or Egyptiacum, or ſuch like, : 

If Worms breed in the ulcer, take away the humidity and putti- 
fiction whereof they are ingendted z kill che Worms with the Juyces, 
or DecoRion of Wormwood, Centaury, Eupatorium, Wormwood, 
and ſuch like bittet Herbs, So much for the general Eure of ulcers, 
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CHAP. XII. 
Rules for Vomiting and Purging. 


HE firſt ching herein conſiderable is the marter offending , 
T chat part of the body is afflicted, and which is the beli way to 
evicunce the peccant humor. The matter offending is cither Flegm, 
Water, Cholet, or Melancholy. Purging Simples work gently ot 
Rtrongly : thoſe chat work gently only are to be given co weak Bo- 
dies: the ſtrongeſt to ſtronger perſons. 

Be well adviſed of the offending humor before you purge, leſt in- 
ſteꝛd of helping, you weaken nature. Before you take a purge, let the 
Hu mor; be prepared by ſome Medicines proper for the putpoſe, eſpe- 
ciaily if Fiegm or Melancholy be the humour yen would purge, 
Prepare the Body before with Medicines that are arrenuating and 
cutting , and let your Purge be made up with ir, The next Book 
will furniſh you with variety of altering and preparing Medi- 
cines. 
it is a matter of canſequence to conſidet hst part of the Bedy 's 
a fflicted, and to form your Purges accotdingly. If the remote part 
of the body be affficted, as the Head, Arms, Feet, and the like, let 
your Purge be made up into a harg form as Pills; chat by their long 
Ray in the Bodys they may be the bettet able to draw be humours 
from choſe potts. 

If che offending humour lie in the Bowels ot adjacent parts, uſe 
liquid Medicines ? and in all theſe look not upon the multitude ot 
Eject ions, but of the matter ejected. 

If che Humots lie in the Tunicle of the Stomach, 2 Vomir is ne- 
cefſary,and in many caſes more it is a good Revulſion: but take them 
nat without ady:ce from an able Phyſician, 

If the Purge work not at all, give warm Broth, and Poſſet- Drink, 
ard if che Purge were ſtrang, give 1 Clitter : it it «ork to ſtrongly, 
which is worſe : give ſuch things 25 make the Bowels Rippery for 
Ejection, as the Oy]! of Almonds, which is good, if the mouth of che 
Veins be opened. r if there happen excoriariony for the {ame purpole 4 
Quince- ſceds and Mallows boy led in milk, is good , and Gum Tra- 
g*cinth diffolyed in water, or Milk; the Syrup, or Marmalade of 
Qpinces have the like virtue. 

If Vomiting hold too long give a draught of Milk with a Iitele 
Maſtich therein 3 and lay to the Somach Empi (rum © Criuſta Panise 
If either Vomit or Purge work too churliſhly, ſeme give a Pill ©

FOURTH BOOK: 


N this 1 ſhall ſhew you the Faculty and Natural Operation of 
1 moſt of the Compound Medicines noꝶ in uſe amongſt us, and 
ſold by the Apothecary : together with a general Rule for the ma» 
king ef all ſuch kind of Medicines. Thole chat deſire a more pars 
ticular Deſcription of theit Ingredients or Compoſitions , let them 
peruſe the Diſpenſatoty made by the Colledge of Phyſitians of Lon- 
don: If they cannot underſtand the Latine Tongue, let them male 
uſe bf the Tranſlation thereof by Mr. Culpeper, it being unficcing for 
this Volume, Be plciſed therefore to accept of theit Faculties and 
Doſes from the leaſt to the greareſt, which muſt be regulated wth 
Judgment and Diſcretion, according to the age or ſtrengrh of the Pa- 
tient, the Scaſon of the Year, and the nature of the Diſtemper. 


CHAP. I. 
Of Diſtilled Waters, 


Old or ſimple diſtilled Waters, are drawn out of Herbs, Flow- 
ers, Fruirs, and Roots; all which ought to be diſtilled when 
they arc in their greateſt vigour , and ought to be gathered in a dry 
day about Noon, The common way is to diſtil them in a Peutet 
Still: The water thus diſtilled is (of all Medicines Y the weakeſt 
yet is of uſe in mixing them with other Medicine, that they may be 
the better taken. To avoid burning, put ſifted Aſhes under the Veſſel, 
which holds the Herbs, and give a gentle fire. 

But to make the Water have more ſmell and vertue of the Herby 
do thus: Take what green Herbs and Roots, or Flowers freſh gu- 
thercd,if you pleaſe to bruiſe chem, and mix them with ſome Leven, 
and let them ſtand cloſe covered four or five dayes, then diſtil them 
as aforeſaid. To make it ſtronger, do thus: When you have diſtilled 


any Herb as aforeſaid in a common Still, by putting a paper 2 
them 
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them to prevent burning and drying the Cake oyermuch- : Pur the 


$ Water and che Cake together into a hot Still or Alcmbick, and ler 
{ them ſtand warm 24 hours; then diſlil them, and if you would have 


the Water yer ſtronger, pout this Water upon more Cakes, and do ns 
before; and if there be any Oyl upon the top of the watet ſeparate it, 
thus you ſhall have a very ſtrong and excellent Water, Or if you 
perform this diſtillation in a glais Geurd, in a Gentle Balneo that is 
in warm water, your water will be very good, and far excelling the 
mater diſtilled the common way. 

To know the vertue and uſe of theſe Waters, you muſt find the ver- 
tue of the herb by ſome Herbal, or Hiftory of Plants and Herbs, If 
you would have a diſtilled watet out of Flowers, which ſhall tetain 
the ſmell of the Flower, do thus: Take Roſes, Violets, Honey- 
ſuckles, or what other Flower you would diſtil, pick chem, be ing ſi ſt 
gathered in a fair and Sunſhine- day, infuſe a handful or two of them 
into two quarts of the beſt White-wine, the ſpace of half an hovr, 
not much longer (leſt with the ſubtil ſpitit, the earthy part allo come 
forth): then take them forth, and infuſe in the ſame Wine the ſame 
quantity of Flowers x do ſo eight or ten times. Then put the Wine 
into a glaſs body or Gourd,and cloſe the Joynts well with Lutement, 
and diſtil it in a gentle Balneo, or place your Glaſs over the Vapour 
of hot Water, chat ſo the ſubtil ſpirit only may aſcend. By this means 
you ſhall have a water of a moſt fragrant odour, 

You may diſtil a water ſtrong of the vegetable out of dried herbs, 
Thus: Take of any herb dried (or ſeed or toot if you pleaſe) a pound, 
pur it into twelve pints of clear Spring: water, let it ſtand warm as 
aforeſaid, then diſtil it in a hot Still ot Alembick; to this diſtilled wa- 
ter add more dried herbs, and diſtil them again as often as you pleaſe, 
till your water become like a Spitit. Or if you add White-wine to 
the herb, it will be the ſtronger : Which leads me to the diſtilled 
Waters preſcribed by the Colledge of Phyfitians ; of one of which 
I ſhall ſer down the manner of diſtilling, ano content wy ſelf in de- 
leribing the virtues and quantity to be uled of the reſt, 


Spiritus & Aqut Ab ſint hi mirus Compuſita e The Spirit and 
Water of Wormwood, the leſſer Compoſicton. 


Take of the leaves of dried rormwood two pound, Aunis ſted half 4 
pound, ſteep them in fix Gallons of ſmall Wines tert four hours, then 
diſtil them in an Alembeck, adding to ever pu of the diſtilled water 
to ounces of the beſt Sus ar. Let the two firſt pounds you draw off be 
alled the St irit of Wormwoed , ihe reſi @or:mwoodewater, the leſs com- 
oſitioa, In the lame manner (omitting the Anniſeeds) you may 
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diſtil che Spitit and Water of any Herb, root, flower, or ſeed wharſo# 
ever. 


Spiritus & aqui Abſathii magts Compeſita, The Spirit and Water 
of Wotm wood the greater Compoſition. 
Take of common and Roman Wormwood, of cach a pound: Sage, 


Mints, Balm, of each two handfuls: the Roots of Galanga, Ginger, 


Calamus Aromaticus, and Elicampane, of each three drams; Liquos 
tis one ounce, and Raiſins of the Sun ſtoned three ounces 3: the ſeeds 
of Annis and ſweet Fennel, of esch three drams, Cinnamaii, Cloves, 
Nutmegs, of each two drams : Cardamoms and Cubebs, of ezch one 
dram , let the things that ate to be cut, be cut, and bruiſed, that are 
to be bruiſed ; and all of them infued in twenty four pints of Spaniſh 
Wine, for twenty four hours : then diſtilied in an Alembick : add two 
ounces of white Sugar to every pint of diſtilicd water. Call the firſt 
pint che Spirit of Wormwood the gteater Compoſition. The virtues 
are theſe ; it hats and ſtrengthens the Stomach aid Lungs, helps Concocti- 
on and ſtayes vomiting ; it kills Worms in the Stomach and Belly, expels 
Wind, mitigates the pains of the Teeth. Thc Doſe is ſrom three diams to 
half an ounce.

This is of admĩrable force and virtue, to preſerve the Body front 
che Apoplexy, and all Diſeaſes of the Netyes« It is very good againtt 
the Palſie, Convulſion, and Cramp ; and is good for cold Stomachs. 
From two drams to half an ounce is the Doſe. 


Aqua Papaveris Compoſita : Or, Poppy Water Compound. 


It Is good againſt Surfeirs and Feavers there- from ariſing 2 it pro- 
voketh ſleepzʒ cooleth the blood, and concoQtcrh the humors, Take 
from half an ounce to an ounce. 


Aqua Cinnamonmi, Cinnamon Water. 


It ſtrengtheneth che Somach, Liver, Spleen, Lungs, Heart, Braing 
and the Nerves. It cleareth the Sight; is an Antidote againſt Poyſon, 
ind biring by venemous crearures, and is good againſt a ſtinking 
Breath, and nauſeouſneſs of che Stomach. It is very friendly to the 
Womb, and is of an attenuating, opening, digeſting and ſtrengthen- 
ing vertue. From two drams to fix is the uſual Dole : in cold Diſea- 
ſes you way take more.

| bled with cold ſtomachs and brain, iris a Jewel. It maketh the heart 
glad, the tongue nimble (in thoſe who are ſubject to the palſie in that 
member) the teeth white, and che becath ſweet, The Doſe is from 
two drams to half an ounce, 


Aqua Menthee, Mint Water. 


It cools and ſtrengtheneth the ſtomach, Liver and ſpleen, helps 
concection, breaketh wind, and ſta yes vomiting. The doſe is from 
one dram to three. 

Ordinary Aqur- Vita, Anniſe- ſeed water, Uſquebath, and ſuch like, 
are commonly uſed; and moſt people know they comfort a cold ſth» 
mach, and is good apainſt hurt of digeſtion, coming from a cold cauſe, 
It brgaks wind, and the like. 

Tinctures are made of any Herb ot other ſimple, by firſt bruiſing 
them and putting to them as much ſpirirof Wine as will cover them 
three or four fingers; cork it up, or ſeal ir, and let it digeſt in a Bath 
as long as you ſee good. If you know the vittue of the fimples you 
cannot be ignorant of the TinRure, 

To make phyſical Wines, is eaſie: Take this one for example; 
Take a handful of dryed Wotmeod, for every Gallon of Wine; ſtop 
i ina Veſſel cloſe, and let it remain in ſteep, So vou may prepare a 
phyſical Wine of any Herb, Flower, or ſeed whatſoever, eicher fiwpic 
ot conpound, 

Phyſical Vinegars are prepared thus: Take of ted Roſe buds ga- 
rhered in a dry time, the Whites being cut off and dryed in the ſha- 
dow three:or four dayes, one pound; Vinegar eight Sextaties: ſer them 
in the Sun forty dayes; then ſtrain out the Roſes, and repeat the inſu- 
fion as cfcen as you pleaſe, 


Thus may you prepare phyſical Vincgir gf any Flower, As = 
Rs 5 of 
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Hot Waters and Spirits are beſt for cold Bedies, and hot diſeaſes; 
ſo on the contrary ate Vinegars beſt in hot diſcales, and may be ex- 
ternally uſed.

' Theſe I thought good to add to the treatiſe of diſtilled Waters. 
For the preparation of diſtilled Waters of this nature, read Duerces

then add to the Juyce of Acatia, Hypociſtis, of each two ounces: Terra

dayes, and diſtil it in aſhes till it be dry, ;

Coral with it.

Of Syrups there are three ſorts; Syrups made by infuſion, juyce 
and decoction; Syrups made by infuſion ate made ot Flowers, 
and ſuch Flowers, as ſoon loſe boch colour and ſtrength by boyling, as 
Violers, Roſes, Clove-gilly- flowers, Peach flowers, &c. and theylare 
thus made. Having picked your flowers, to every pound add three 
pints of water made boyling hot, put them into a pewrer=pot with a 
cloſe cover, and kcep it hot 12 hours. If you would make your ſyrup 
very irong, put in more freſh flowers as often as you pleaſe ; having 

T3 trained 
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Arained it out, put the liquor into a pewter Baſon, and to every pinc 
add two pound of fine Sugar ; put it upon a Chaffin«diſh of Coals, 
and melt its ſtirring and (cumming it till che Sugar be perfectly 
melted without boyling. 
Secondly to make a Syrup of the juyee of an Herb, you muſt make 
choice of ſuch herbs as ate full of juyce ; then beat ir in a ſtone Mor» 
tar, preſs eat the juyce, put it over the fire and clarific it (chat is, ſcum 
it as long as any icum ariſe) then boyl it till a quarter ot it be conſu- 
med to a pint of this add a pound of Sugar, boyling it to « Syrup, 
and ſcumming of ir. You may know when it is enough if you cool a 
little in a ſpoon, After this manner you may make ſyrup of Worm- 
wood ſimple, of Betony, Bugloſs, Berrage, Chamomel , Car- 
duus, Endive, Succory, Strawberries, Fumitory, ground Ivy, St.

* Thirdly, Syrups made by decoction, for the moſt part are com» 
pounds; though you may make Syrups of Simples by decoRion : 
he operation is thus; Take of what Herb, Root, flower, or ſeed yon 
leaſe, and bruiſe ir a little, if you make a Syrup of toots, ot wheres 
in there are many roots, let the toots macerate in the water twenty 
fcur hours; then add the herbs, and the reſt, and boyl it till halt 
the water be conſumed, then let it ſtand ; and when it is almoſt cold, 
train it through an hypocrss-bag without preſſing; to every pint 
f the decoction add one pound of Sugar, and boy! it till ir comes 
to the thickneſs of a Syrup cr new hony. After this manner, the 
part of the Syrups following ate mad e, except they be made of flo- 
vers or juyces.

| Orymel Helleboratum, Oxy mel Helleborated. 
| Irftrongly evacuares Flegm, melancholy, and rough and viſcous 
humors. The Doſc is from half an ounce to an ounce for ſtrong peo- 
ple only. 
Oxymel Juli nix ns, 

It is good againſt the hypocondriack melancholy and the Rickers ; 
for it is a fine opening medicine. Take an ounce, wo or three, 

Oxymel ſcillit ic um ſim plex, the imple Oxy mel of Squills. | 

It cuts and divides tough and viſcous humors, frees the Stomach 
and bowels of ſuch humors, aud helps ſour belchings. The doſe is an 
ounce for a man, 

Oxymel $cilliticum compoſitum,the compound Oxymel of Squills. 

This is uſed, when eaſier medicines cannot expeRorate. It is good 
againſt the falling · ſickneſs, megrim, Vertigo, ſlwimming, and pain 
in the head, and cleanſeth the ſtomach, Lungs, and Women altet 

their lying in. The doſe is from half an ounce to an ounce. 

To theſe I add theſe following Syrups of Qercitanus, which I have 
ſomerimes quoted in the former Book ; whole mannet of preparation 
(if rightly underſtood) and vertues, excelleth moſt extant.

The compound Syrup is thus made: Take of the Juyce ſo digeſted 
as before, two pound and an half, fimple Hydromcl one pound: In 
which macerate for the ſpace of two or Tn days rheſcSimples follows 
ing, Hyſop Maiden» hair and wall-Rue, of esch halfa handful ; the 
Flowers of Colts= foot, Stæchas, Violets and Bugloſs, of each two pu- 
gillsz che ſeeds of Cudweed, Nettles, Carduus Benedictus, of each one 
ounce ; the les ves of Senna three ounces, Agarick trochiſcated one 
ounce, Cinamon, Mace and Cloyes, of each one dram: then preſs it 
our ſtrongly, and let it be digeſted, to ſeperate the pure from the 
impure : add its equal weight in Sugars and boil it to a Syrup, This 
Syrup tightly made, is of excellent uſe, and its violent, acrimonious, 
and yenemous quality is taken away; yet it powerfully provokes Vo- 
miting, and is excellent againſt Aſthma's, and all Diſoaſ:s of the 
Lungs, proceeding from cold and groſs Humors; as old Coughs, and 
difficulty of breathing, The Doſe is from one ounce to two. 

His Syrup of Cinamon prepared with the Spirit of Wine, is thus 
made : rake of Cina mon two or three ounces, ot more if you pleaſes 
grofly bruiſe it, and put it inco a glaſs Veſſel, pouting upon it the 
Spirit of Wine, as much as may cover it three ot four fingers, cover it 
cloſe, and let it ſtand in a cool place, till the Spirit of Wine hath 
drawn the virtue and tinRure of the Camon: 7 pour it off clear. 
toe very eight ounces of the Liquor add three ot four ounces of white 
Sugar finely powdered : then put it oyer a fire, and diſſol ve the Sa- 
gar: then ſer che Spirit of Wine on fire with a lighted paper, ſtir= 
ring it with a large Spatula, and all the Spirirs of wine will fly away, 
and the Sytup remain. Or if you pleaſe, a little before the Spirit is 
conſumed, put it out, by coveting it cloſe with a filyer Baſon, that the 
Air come not at it ; by this means the Syrup will be the better: this 
ſyrup. is of a grateful rel:h, and a Medicine inferior to none in diſ- 
eales of the Heart; as Palpitations, Swoonings, & c. agtinft Weak- 
=_ Cruditics, Windineſs of the Stomach : rhe Doſe is half = Co- 
chleary, 

His ſyrup of Grouni- Ivy is thus made: take of the Juyce of 
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Ground-Ivy or Ale-hoof, two pound and an half: digeſt and purifie 
it in Balneo Marieyas you ate taught before; the Juyce being perfect - 
ly cleanſed, add to it of Sugar one pound; of penids four ounces, and 
boil it into a Syrup. It is a very ſoycraign Medicine for the ptiſick, 
Ulcet inthe Lungs, and for a Conſumption, cauſed by any deſect in 
that part.

CH AP. III. 
Of Decoftions ard Juyces. 


Ecoctions are made of Roots, Leaves, Flowers, Seeds, Fruits, ot 
Barks, conducing to the Cure of any Diſeaſe, Decoctions 
pr.ncipally aim ar ſuch diſeaſes as lye in the paſſages . as the ſto» 
mach, bowels, kidneys, utetors and bladder. If they be made of 
White-wine, they will laſt the longet, and are more penetrating then 
if they be made of Water. If you make your Decoction with roots 
leaves, flowers, & c. Boil the roors firſt, as 1 told you in boiling of 
compound liquors. Such things as mike the decoction flimy, you 
may tye upina Rag. You may ſweeten it with ſugar, honcy, ſugat- 
candy, or ſyrups ſutable to the diſtemper aimed at: and ro make it 
keep rhe longer, ſtop it up cloſe in a Glaſs or ſtone · bottle, and keep it 
in a cool place, 


Decolium Epithymi, Or, DecoQtion of Epithymum. 

Take of common Myrabolans, Chebula and Indica, of each [half 
an ounce ; Stzxchas, Raifins of the Sun ſloned, Epithimum and Senna, 
of each one ounce ; Fumitory half an ounce, Maudlin five drams, Po- 
lypodium fix drams, Turbith half an ounce, Whey made of the milk 
of a Goat or Heifer four pound. Let them all boil (the Epthymum 
excepred ) to z pound, the Epithy mum muſt boil but a walm or tuo, 
then rake it from the fire, and add black Hellebore one dram and an 
half, Agarick half a dram,Sal-gem a dram and an half, ſteep them ten 
hours, and ſtrain it out. \ 

It purgeth melancholy and aduſt Choller, and it is a ſovetaign re- 
medy againſt all diſeaſes cauſed by melancholy. The doſe is ſout oune 
ces. 

D:coftum Senne, the Decoction of Senns. 
This alſo purgeth melancholy, and is good for weak people, and 
the doſe is the ſame with the former : for the meſt part other pur- 
ging medicines ate mixed with it, and in ſo doing, you may purge un

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Decoctum pectorale, pectotal Decoction. ä 
This is good againſt a Cough, Aſthma, Hoarſneſs, it eleateth the 
Voice, and is good againR all diſeaſes of the Lungs, The doſe is the 
ſame, 


Becoftum commune pro Clyſtere; A common decoction for a Clyſter, 
and a carminative decoction. 

Theſe boch ſerve for Clyſters ; ro them you may add Oyls, ſyrups, 
purging EleRuaries, as neceflicy requiteth. 

Lat urg eum: It mas invented for proud Ladies and Wenches to 
elear their Faces of Sunburning, Feeckles, Pimples, and ſuch like de- 
formities, 

To preſerve the Juyce of any Herb or Fruit, rake theſe few Rules: 
Firſt, gather the herb when it is very dry, then beat ir, and preſs ont 
the juyce. Secondlyy you muſt clarife it over the reg till do more 
ſcum will ariſe. Thirdly, boil it to the thickneſs of honey, and (hen 
it is cold) put it up into & pot or glaſs for y out uſe. This is called Rob 
or Sapa, when you find che word Rob or Sapa ſimple, without any rela» 
tion of what it ſhould be made, know it is the juyce of the whireGrape, 
I chill inſert none of them, nor their Vierues, but refer them co thig 
virtue of the ſimple, out of which Rob, Sapa, ot juyee is exttacted.

CHAP. IV, 
Of Lobochs, 


F Ohoch is an Arabick word, the Greeks call it xAsYpuc Eclegs 
ma, the Latins Lindus; vit, a thing to be licked, It is ch cket 
than a ſyrup, and not ſo thick as an Electuaty. Its uſed generally 
againſt Diſcaſes in che Breaſt and Lungs; and the manner of raking it 
is with a Liquoriſh Rick, The manner of making it thus; Take of any 
pectoral herbs or ingredients, make a decoction, then add twice ity 
weight of honey or ſugary and boil it to a Lohoch. Some are made of 
the pulp of ftuirs, roors and ſeeds 3 if there be gums in them; they 
muſt be diflolyed. If you would know che matter of making each of 
them particularly, you muſt peruſe the London Diſrenſatory, 


Loboch de ſarfara, the Lohoch of Coltsfoot. 

Take of Coltsfoot roots cleanſed eight ounces , Marſh»mallow 
toots four ounces, boil tliem in a ſufficient quantity of water, and 
pteſs the pulp through a ſicye, _ it again in the decoction, -

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ler it boil once ot twice, then take it from the fire, ind add two pound 
of white Sugar, Heney of Raiſins 14 ounces, Juyce of Liquoriſh two 
drams and an half, tix them well wich a wooden peſtle, (prinkling in 
of Saffron and Cloves in powder, of each one icruple ; Cinnamog 
and Mace, of each two ſcruples, make them into a Lohoch according 
to Art. It is good for a Cough and roughneſs of the wind-pipe, 


Lohoch de papavere; Lohoch of Poppies, 

It is good 2gainſt ſalt humors, and ſharp diſtillacions upon the 
Lungs : it is very good in Ftavers, accompanied with want of fleep; 
it is of great uſe in a pleutiſie, & allays the ſharpnels of the humors, 
which cauſe roughneſs ot the throat. 


Loboch 6 paſulis z a Lohoch of Raiſins, 
This is a fine medicine for Children, and is good not only againſt 
Coughs and Conſumptions of the Lungs ;, but allo againſt Conyulti- 
ons and Falling- ſickneſs. 


Lal och e p u; a Lohoch of Pine · nut: 
It ſaccours ſuch-as ate Aſtmatick, helps continual Coughs, and 
difficulty of bteathing; it cuts and attenuates rough humors in the 
Brcaft, 


Loboch e portulaco; a Lohoch of Patſlane. 
It is good againſt inwara braiſes or wou in the Lungs cr thoſe 
parts; for ſuch as ſpit blood, it is very binding. 


Loboch e pulmone vulpis; a Lohoch of Fox-lungs, 
It is very good in Phrificks , cle anſeth and healerh Ulcers in the 
Lungs. 
Eoboch Sanum e Expertum, a ſound and well experienced Lohoch. 
It is good in cold Diſtempers of the breaſt and lungs, and attenu- 
ates thick and groſs Humors there: No better remedy for thoſe who 
have loſt their rongues by Cold. 


| Lohoch Scillitum, a Lohoch of Squils, 

It hath the ſame vercue with Oxymel of Squile: but more gentle; 
it helps Aſthmas, and difficulty of Breathing ; it carries away all 
offenſive humiors from the Breaſt and Lungs, and thereby furthers 
Digeſtion. | 
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* Loboch c auliun, A Lohoch of Coleworts. 

It opens Obſtructions of the Liver and Spleen, and is thcught to 
be good againſt the Rickets; it cute attenuates, and concocts the 
thick and viſcous humors in the Breaſt Stomach and Bowels of 
Children, f 
Io theſel add one of Buycetarus's Lohochs; Take of the toots 

of Marſh-mallows well cleanſed halt a pound, or as much as you 
pleaſe z boyl ir till it be render in common Hydromel ; then beat ir 
well, and rub it through a Sieve z of which take two ounces of the 
Species Diatragacanthi and Dia- itecs · of each three] drams,of white 
Sugar and Penids, of each half an ounce, Plot Sulphuris rightly pte- 
pared two dtams, ſyrup of Maidenhair and Coltsfoot, of each as much 
is ſuffice; bring it into the (orm of a Lohoch, and take it with 
8 Liquoris-ſtick, 

It is an excellent Remedy(ſaith he) againſt all inyererate Coughs, 
whether they haye their Origins! from a hor or cold Cauſc : againſt 
the Aſthma, Phtyſick, ſtoppage of the Pipes, and all other Diſea- 
ſes of the Lungs ; ic maturates che Pleurifie, and cauſes ir to be 


ſpit up. 


CHAP. V. 
Preſerves, Conſerves, Sugars and Lo zenges. 


Reſeryes are made of Roots, Barks, Fruits and Flowers : And firſt 
of Roots, Take of what Root you pleaſe, ſcrape it very clean, and 
if there be any Pick therein, rake ic out; bol them in a ſpring water 
(or in Roſe - watet, if you can afford i )till they be ſoft; then take them 
our, and to a pint of the Liquor add a pound of white Sugar, boyl it to 
the thickneſs of a ſyrup;rhen put in the Root, and let ir boyl a little, 
then put ir into a Glaſs,or glaſed Pot, and keep it for your uſe. So you 
may preſerve the roots of Angelica, Acorus, Burrage, Bugloſs, Succory, 
Elecampane, Eringo, Ginger, Burner, Satyrion,Comphry, Zedoaty, the 
ſtalks of Artichokes, Angelica, Burs, Lettuce, &. before they be quite 
ripe; making this difference, that whereas before you rook out the 
pich ofthe Roots, you mult of theſe make uſe of none but the Pitch. 
In like manner you may preſerve Barks, as Citron Pills, the pills of 
Lemons and Oranges, and rhe green Rind of Walnuts, viz, Take of 
the exterior, or outmoſt yellow skin, then boil it as betorc, till it be 


teader, make a Syrup, and preſerye ir, 
| V 3 You 
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You may preſetye Fruits as you did the fot mer, vi x. pare and quars 
ter them. and take out the Core; boy! them till chey be tender, and 
do as you ate before taught, 

Another way is this, pare, quarter, ind take cut the Core of ſome , 
of others pull off the ourward skin, and pull out the ſtones : rake their 
weight in Sugar, and diſſolve it: put in the Fruits, and let them boil 
a little. Thus you may preſetve Apples, Pears, Quinces, Apricocks, 
Plumbs, Peaches, Cicrons, Mytabolans, Nucmegs, Grapes, Barber- 

ries, Chertics,Cornels;e#c.or of any of theſe fruits you may preſerve 
the pulp, by boiling them till they be tender, then pulp them chrough 
a Sieye : boil the pulp gently, till che water be contumeg,rhen add its 
equal weight in Sugar, and boil it to its due thickne(s, Though flows 
ers are ſeldom, yet they may be prelexyed thus. Take a Glaſs broad 
both at the top and bottom, firſt coyer the bottom of the Glaſs with 
fine Sugar, then coyer the Sugar with the flowers you would preſerve, 
lay them even and ſmooth, then cover them with Sugar, and that as 
gain wich flowers, till your Glals be full; tie a Paper over the top, 
and you will have a pleaſant preſerye. 

rhe vertue of Preſeryes you may ealily gather, if you conſider the 
nature of the toot, ſtalk, fruit, bark or flower preſerved ; they ate of 
great uſe in Phyſick, and many times nelcome to lick people; but are 
moſt commonly uſed at Banquets. 


Conſerves, 

Conſeryes are made either of Herbs or Flowers; if you make your 
Conſerve of Herbs, you muſt rake onely the tender tops and leaves, 
and beat them in a ſtone Mortar; when they ate beaten pretty ſmall, 
add to them their treble weight in Sugar, beat them very well, you 
cannot bear them too much, cill ( if you eat it) it fee!s not rough in 
Your mouth: then put it into eatthen pots well glazed, and keep ig 
for your uſe, 

Conſetve of Flowers are dene in the ſame manner, only remember 
= them whilſt they are freſh, pick them clean, and cut off the 
WiIlCcs., ; 

I ſhall ſay no more of Conſerves, but leaye the virtue and uſe of 
them to the ingeniqus.

Dlacodium Solidum, ſve Tibulatum. 

Take of white Poypy- heads, meanly ripe, and newly gathered, in 
number twenty, ſteep them in three pints of warm Spring- water, the 
neat day boyl them till the yertue is out, then ſtrain out the Li-

Saccharum Tabulitum Compoſer um, Lozenges of Sugar compound. 
They are very good for cold ſte machs, and free the ſtomach of Chol- 


let and Flegm, and arc good againſt Worms, 


Saccharum Pe nidium, Sugar penids, d 
For the moſt parc ch ey are uſed in other Compoſitions, of them- 
ſelves they are good againſt Coughs, 


Sccharum Raſitum, Sugar of Roſes, 

It ſtrengthens weak ſtowchs, eaſeth pains in the head, reſtoreth 
loft ſtrength; cheriſhes 2 weak Btan, and comforts drooping ſpirics, 
ſtayes vomicing and piſſing of blood; It is convenient for People in 
Conſumprions to carry in their pockets, and now and then eat a bit 
of chem In like manner ate all the reſt to be taken.

CHAP. VI. 
Of Troches.

Take of the leaves of red-Roſes, Wormwood and Annis- le ed, of each 
tyo dtams 2 Juyce of Maudlin made thick, the roots of Aſstabacca, 
Rhubard, Spicknard, Smallage ſeeds, bittet-Almonds, Maſtich, Mace, 
ef cach one dram, Juyce of Succoty as much as is ſufficient to make 
Troches. They ſtrengthen the ſtomach, and provoke an appetite, 
open Obſtructions of the Liver and Bowels, and carry away Watry 
and Chollerick hu mots. The frequent uſe of theſe Troches will be 
bencficial to ſuch as ate inclinable to the Jaundice or Dropſie. The 
Doſe is from half a diam to a dram and an half. 


Agaricus Trochiſcatus, Aparick Trochiſeated. 
They purge phlegm and choller mixed, and free the Head and 
Brain thereof: purge groſs and viſcous Humors from the ſtomach. 
They are ſeldome or never uſed alone, therefore I forbcar the Dole. 


Trochiſci Albi, the white Troches. 
They are cooling and drying, and of great virtue, if a dram af them 
be finely powered, and mixed with an Injection for the Yard ulce- 
ratcd, 


Trochiſes Alexiterit, Troches againſt Poyſon. 
They zre good againſt all peſtilential and epidewical diſeaſes, & 
and 2 good preſeryative in peſtilential times; and they ſtrengtken 
the Heatt. Take a little now and then, 


Trochiſci Albandal, 


They powerfully purge groſs hamors form the exterior parts : it is 
gcod in the paifie, ſleepy difcaſe, 4poplexy and Convulſion, coming 
ſrom a cold cauſe, The doſe from two grains to four: It is violent, 
and beſt mixed with other milder Medicines, or given in a Clyſlet. 


Trochiſci Alipte Moſchatæ. 
They are compounded for Children that cannot ſwallow their milk 
well, The doſe is from two grains to ſix, given in breſt- Milk. Others 
ſay it is very good for barren Women, taken inwardly and outwardly, 


* with a plaiſter for the Womb, It is very dear, and good for 
adies.

Trachiſci e Myrrha, Troches of Myrrh, 
They powerfully provoke the dead Child,afcer-bjrth,and Womens 
monethly purgations, The doſe is from half a dram to a dtm. 


Trochi ſci de Plumbo, Troches of Lead. 
They are good to cute ulcets in the Eyes. 


Trochiſci Polyidæ. 
They are good in green Wound: and ulcers. 


Trochiſci de Rhabarbavo, Troches of Rhubarb. 

They have a cutting, atrenuating, ſtrengthening, and Choler- 
purging quality, by urine and otherwiſe: they are profitably uſed in

halt an ounce : Make them into fine powder, and with three times 
their weight of Syrup of Violers make an Electuuy It is good in 
Conſumprions and Hectick Feavers; it quenchech thirſt, and teſto- 
teth radical moiſture, You may take à dram as often as you pleaſe.

Simple Oyls by infuſion and decoRion, are thus made: Take the 
Herbs or Flowers, of which you would make your Oyls; beat them 
to 2 or three handfuls, poar on a point of Oyl, put them in a Earthen 
pot, and cover it with a paper tyed about the top, and let it in the 
Sun a fortnight : then heat it by the fire, and preſs out the hetbs ; 
then put in as many herbs as you did at firſt; do as before, as often 
as you ſee good: to make your Oyl ſtrong enough: then boil it gently, 
till che vittue come forth of the herbs, and then rain it, and reſerve 
it for your uſe. In this manner is made the Oyls of Roſes, Dill, 
Camomil, Mei:lot, Lillies, Violets, &c. All which for the moſt part 
gre uſed externally : ſome of themi n Clyſters, they recain rhe vertues 
of the ſimples whereof they are made; which I hope is enough for the 
Ingenious Searcher, : |
